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REPORT. 


The undersigned, elected as Selectmen, Overseers of the Poor, 
and Surveyors of Highways at the annual meeting held March 20, 
1876, respectfully report that at their first meeting held March 
21st, they organized by the choice of Wm. I. Bowditch as Chair- 
man and Charles D. Lincoln as Clerk, and the following stand- 
ing committees were appointed : 


On police, Messrs. Bowditch and Codman. 

On street lamps, Messrs. Lawrence and Russell. 

On repairs and care of public buildings, Messrs. Codman and 
James. 

On Town Hall, Mr. Russell. 

On auditing accounts, Mr. Lawrence. 

On public grounds, Messrs. Bowditch and Russell. 

On fire department, Messrs. James and Codman. 

On sewers, Mr. James. 

On the poor, Messrs. Bowditch, James and Russell. 


March 29. Wm. D. Coolidge was appointed keeper of the 
Northern hay scales, and Francis H. Bacon, keeper of the South- 
ern. Willard Y. Gross was also appointed Janitor of the Town 
Hall. 

April 24. Alpheus Trowbridge, J. W. Hill and John E. 
Cousens were appointed weighers of coal. 

May 17. Mr. Russell was authorized to contract with Eben 
Wright, that in case the latter would throw into Walnut street 
the strip of land in front of his new building on the corner of 
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Hich street, the town would build a sidewalk on the strip; and 
Mr. Wright has since deeded the strip to the town, and the 
town has built the sidewalk. 

June 26. We awarded to Cousens Bros. the contract for fur- 
nishing coal for the town buildings at $6.20 a ton, they being 
the lowest bidders. 

July 10. At the suggestion of the Board of Health, we em- 
ployed Mr. Steere at $10 a month to tend the tide gate at 
Muddy river. 

Aug. 2. The Metropolitan Railroad was ordered within four- 
teen days from date to clear Washington street of their tracks, from 
the curves leading to their stables on Walnut street, to the junc- 
tion of School and Washington streets, and put the street in as 
good condition for public travel as it was in immediately before 
being occupied by their tracks; and the Corporation having neg- 
lected to comply with this order, the town has since taken up 
their tracks and put the street in good condition, under an order 
passed Sept. 11th. Our claim on the Corporation is still unsettled. 

Sept. 11. We let the lower story of the town building on 
Heath street to David Magner for $8 per month, he to make his 
own repairs. | 

Sept. 18. We voted to set up in Harvard square in front of 
Mr. Joyce’s store, the drinking fountain given to the town by the 
ladies and children of Brookline, under the leading of Mrs. Sted- 
man, and Messrs. Codman and Russell were subsequently ( Nov. 
27th,) appointed a Committee to superintend the erection of it. 

Oct. 4. Ata convention of the Selectmen and the School 
Committee, Wm. T. R. Marvin was chosen a member of the 
Committee, to fili the vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Charles G. Chase. 

Dec. 14. Mr. Codman was appointed a Committee to carry out 
the vote of the town ( passed Dec. 12th, ) respecting the erection 
of a new Railroad Station in the village, the running of more fre- 
quent trains and the reduction of fares. Mr. Bowditch was ap- 
pointed a Committee to attend to the subject of additional rail- 
road facilities at the Cypress street crossing of the New York and 
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New England Railroad, and Jan. 15, 1877, Mr. Lawrence was 
appointed to see about greater postal facilities. 

Jan. 22. Mr. Russell was authorized to alter the doors of all 
the school-houses containing more than fifty pupils so that the 
same may open outwards, in accordance with the petition of 
Jerome Jones and others, and the advice of the School Com- 
mittee. 


CLAIMS BY AND AGAINST THE TOWN. 


Charles H. Drew, Esq., gives the following account of the 
condition of the suits of which he has charge : 


William Aspinwall and others, trustees, against the Town of Brook- 
line. 


This is a billin equity by the trustees under the will of Augus- 
tus Aspinwall, brought to restrain the town from erecting a school- 
house on a lot of land, taken by it for that purpose, on Francis 
street. The bill was filed 30th of August, 1873. The restriction 
imposed upon this lot in the sale of the estate to the persons who 
owned it when it was taken by the town, prohibited its use for 
any purpose except for a dwelling house. This restriction will 
expire on the Ist of January, 1878. Nothing has been done in 
this case for the past two years. 


The Town of Brookline against Aaron D. Weld. 


This is an action of trespass for an alleged unlawful use of a 
way through the new town cemetery. The defendant justifies on 
the ground that he has a right of way by prescription appurtenant 
to an estate contiguous to the cemetery, owned by him. In the 
Superior Court judgment was given for the defendant, and the 
case is now pending in the Supreme Court, on exceptions filed by 
the plaintiff. 


The Jamaica Pond Aqueduct Corporation against the Town of 
Brookline. ; 


This was a petition for assessment of damages by a change of 


the grade of Pond avenue, whereby, it was alleged, the petitioner 
7 
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was obliged to relay its water pipes in a portion of that street, at 
a cost of $2,800. The case was argued before the Supreme Court 
in January, 1876, and in September last, the Court sent down a 
rescript dismissing the petition. 


Mary W. Gardner against the Town of Brookline. 


This is a petition for assessment of damages for the taking by 
the town by its Water Commissioners of about twenty-four acres 
of land adjoining the filtering-gallery of the Water Works. ‘The 
Commissioners assessed the damages at $2,500, which was not 
accepted by the petitioner. No hearing has yet been had upon 
this petition. 


Enoch Joy against the Town of Brookline. 
Aaron D. Weld against the Town of Brookline. 
Aaron D. Weld against the Town of Brookline. 


These are petitions for the assessment of damages by reason of 
the laying of the force-main of the water works through their 
land. The Water Commissioners awarded Mr. Joy $250, and Mr. 
Weld $300, but the award was rejected in each case. As Mr. 
Weld’s land lay both in Suffolk and Norfolk counties he was 
obliged to bring two petitions, as the petition must be brought in 
the county where the land is. 


A. C. Wiswall, the Newton Mills, the Boston Manufacturing 
Company, Richard T. Sullwan and another, the Dudley 
Hosiery Company, William Perkiris and another, E. A. 
Hollingsworth and others, F. W. Rice, G. W. Walker and 
another, Charles T. Crehore, G. E. Ellis and another, the 
Hina Mills, and W. S. Cordingley and another, against the 
Town of Brookline. 


These thirteen petitions were brought by owners of mills on 
Charles River for assessment of. damages alleged to have been 
suffered by the taking or diverting water from said river by the 
town, under chapter 343 of the acts of 1872. Answer has been 
filed in all these cases, but no hearing has been had. The cases 
will all be tried together, and so far as the trials are concerned 
they may be regarded as one petition. 
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The case against Aaron D. Weld, is likely to be argued with 
Suffolk cases in March. ‘The other cases will probably be tried as 
early as April, perhaps earlier. 


Mr. Drew also has charge of the suit brought by Rufus §. Allen 
against the town for damages caused by the change of grade of 
Dudley street. The suit was referred to us, and we have offered 
to pay him $50, with the costs of court in full for all claims. 


Moses Williams, Jr., Esq., gives the following account of the 
condition of the suits of which he has charge : 


Waltham against Brookline. 


The case was originally commenced by Waltham to recover 
about $500 for the support of Stephen W. Adams a lunatic pauper 
at the Worcester Lunatic Hospital, on the ground that he had 
served upon the quota of Brookline in the war of the Rebellion. 

The case was tried in Middlesex County before Judge Rockwell 
of the Superior Court at December term, 1874, and resulted ina 
verdict for the town of Waltham; the case was carried to the Su- 
preme Court by the town of Brookline and being argued in Jan- 
uary, 1875, the Court sustained the exceptions of the latter town 
and granted a new trial. : 

Before the time of trial, however, the plaintiff abandoned its 
suit, and judgment was entered for the defendants without costs ; it 
was considered to be better to take a judgment waiving the costs 
rather than to allow the plaintiff to become nonsuit and secure the 
costs, as the judgment is conclusive upon the settlement of Adams, 
and will prevent our ever being troubled again by him, while 
a nonsuit would have exposed us to a new suit, whenever Adams 
might again fall into distress. 


John McCormack against Brookline. 


The claim of John McCormack for about $1,800 for additional 
compensation for making a portion of the alterations in Washing- 
ton street, as prescribed by the County Commissioners, was re- 
ferred, under vote of the town to Hon. Henry W. Paine, Hon Wm. 
Aspinwall and Desmond Fitzgerald, Esq. Several hearings were 
had before the referees and the case was argued by counsel, and 
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on June 17, 1876, an award was made by the referees that nothing 
was due from the town to McCormack, and directing him to pay 
one-third of the costs. This award has since been confirmed by the 
Superior Court, and judgment entered for the town; execution 
also has issued against McCormack for the costs, amounting to 
$109.56, which remains unsatisfied. 


Bartholomew Cusick against Brookline. 


The case of Bartholomew Cusick against the town to recover 
$350 for back State aid was tried before Judge Gardner in the Suf- 
folk Superior Court, June 14, 1876; at the close of the evidence, 
the Court at request of the counsel for the town directed a verdict 
for the defendant ruling that there was no evidence for the jury to 
sustain the plaintiff’s claim. The plaintiff alleged exceptions and 
has entered the same in the Supreme Court where they will be ar- 
gued in March next. 

Five writs of scire facias upon trustee processes against said 
Bartholomew Cusick are now pending before Emery Grover, jus- 
tice of the peace for Norfolk County: these arise out of the same 
transaction as the above suit and it is believed that the town has 


a good defence to them. They will probably. soon be tried or set- 
tled. 


James B. Hand against Brookline. 


The suit of James B. Hand against the town, to recover $5,000 for 
injuries alleged to have been received by him by his falling from his 
wagon, on the stumbling of his horse into a hole on Boylston street, 
Nov. 24, 1875, was triedin the Norfolk Superior Court before 
Judge Putnam in the early part of this month (January), and after 
three days’ trial resulted in a disagreement of the jury. 


M. K. Chase et al. against Brookline. 


The suit of M. K. Chase ef al. against the town to recover 
$8,000 and interest, for stone furnished for the Town Hall is now in 
hearing before Hon. Geo. M. Brooks, as an auditor, preparatory to 
a trial by jury. 

One trustee process has been settled without entry in court. 


A claim was made on us by George P. Baldwin for damages 
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said to have been caused by defect in the culvert under Cottage 
street opposite his estate, formerly owned by Isaac Cook, but af- 
ter a hearing we declined to make any allowance. 

A claim was made on us by John H. Webber for damages 
said to have been caused by neglect of the New York and New 
England Railroad Company properly to guard the approaches to 
the Brighton street bridge whilst that Corporation was rebuilding 
the same. After hearing, we concluded that no evidence of 
neglect on the part of the Corporation was shown, and we dis- 
missed the petition, taking the guaranty of the Corporation against 
any loss in case theclaim shall be hereafter pressed. ‘The whole 
claim was, however, only $75. 

A claim was made on us by James Godwin, the owner of the 
lot at the end of Kerrigan avenue, on the South side of the 
brook, for damages caused by the overflow of such brook. We 
declined to recognize any liability on our part, as the brook chan- 
nel at this point has never been laid out by the town, and we 
have no control over it. 

The claim of Mrs. A. J. Cusick for damages occasioned to 
her estate by overflow on the same brook, opposite that part which 
has been laid out by us as a sewer, has been adjusted to her satis- 
faction. She has deeded to us a strip of her land to widen the 
brook opposite her estate, and we have rebuilt her wall, and our 
own wall on the North side of the brook. 

The claims of Benj. F. Baker and Jno. McCormack for dam- 
ages said to be caused by the change of grade of Pearl street 
from what it was intended to be when first laid out, and for 
encroaching with our retaining wall on the estate of McCormack 
more than the town is said to be entitled to encroach, are still 
under discussion and unsettled. 

Several other claims have been presented to us and examined, 
but they seem not to be of sufficient importance to justify any 
special account of them.

Steamer No. 1 is located in brick house situated on Washington 
street, near High, Walnut and Boylston streets; built by Amos- 
keag Manufacturing Co., Manchester N. H.; rated as second 
class; put in’ service July, 1874; cost, including hose-tender, 
$4,500; weight, 6,775 pounds; 44 inch double vertical pumps, 6 
inch cylinder, 8 inch stroked; capacity, 425 gallons per minute. 

I would recommend that the necessary painting be done on this 
steamer, a relief valve added, at an expense of $100, to operate 
in connection with shut-off nozzle, and a steam circulating heater, 
similar to those adopted by Boston Fire Department, with auto- 
‘matic connections. Heater would cost about $150. The stalls for 
horses should be made to correspond with those of Hook-and- 
Ladder Truck-house No. 1, at an expense of about $300.

An expense of about three hundred dollars would make 
this change. Tin roof needs repairs and paint. Outside wood 
and iron work need painting. Chimneys should be pointed to 
preserve the tops, bricks being loose. Gutters, sashes, window- 
frames, flag-staff, and including iron work on tower and roof, should 
be painted to preserve the building materials. Inside of steamer 
house should be treated with oil and paint. Five hundred dollars 
would be required to do the last-mentioned repairs, exclusive of 
stalls, also paint the woodwork outside and inside of both upper 
houses. : 
HARNESSES. 


I should recommend three new harnesses at an expense of $250. 


Fire AtarM TELEGRAPH. 


If the object of the Fire Department is to prevent loss by fire, 
the fire alarm and police telegraph is indispensable. I recommend 
an appropriation of $5,000 for this purpose, and that immediate 
action be taken inthe matter. 


EXTENSION LADDER. 


The purchase of a sixty-foot Bangor Extension Ladder will 
protect Town Hall and public buildings at an expense of $150. 
Fifty towns and cities have adopted them, including Newton, 
Waltham and Boston. There should be ladders on every town 
building for fire-purposes. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


IT recommend, as the result of a careful consideration of the 
true interests of the town, the following appropriations :

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RuLEs AND REGULATIONS OF THE BROOKLINE FirE DEPARTMENT, 


ARTICLE I. 


The officers of the Board of Engineers shall consist of a Chief Engineer 


and Clerk, chosen annually. 
ArTIcLE II. 


It shall be the duty of the Chief Engineer to preside at all meetings of the 
Board, and to haye control of the department and apparatus at all fires, with 
the assistance of other engineers present. In his absence, the engineer first 
arriving shall act as Chief, and take charge until his arrival. ' 


Articie III. 


In case of an alarm of fire, it shall be the duty of every engineer to repair 
to the fire forthwith, and assist the Chief Engineer in arranging the several 
companies and fire apparatus, agreeably to his orders. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The Clerk shall keep a correct record of the doings of the Board of Engi- 
neers and give notice to the members, of all meetings, and such other no- 
tices to the members of the department as the Board may direct. 


ARTICLE V. 


No fire apparatus shall go out of town, in case of fire, except by order of 


an engineer. 
ARTICLE VI. 


No fire apparatus shall at any time be conveyed out of town for any pur- 
pose whatever, except in case of fire or repairs, unless by the consent of a 
majority of the Board of Engineers ; nor shall any of the apparatus be used 
in town, except in case of fire, or to ascertain if they are in good working- 
order, and no trials of superiority shall take place, without permission of a 
majority of the Board of Engineers. All buildings for storage of fire appa- 
ratus shall be at all times under the control of the Engineers. 


ARTICLE VII. 


No bills for supplies or refreshments for any of the department, in case of 
fire, will be approved, unless the same was ordered by the majority of the 
engineers present. In case.of accident, repairs requiring immediate attention 
may be made by order of any engineer; but other alterations, additions or 
repairs, exceeding the sum of twenty dollars, shall not be made, except or- 
dered by the Board of Engineers. 


ArTICLE VIII. 
Each house, and all property therein, belonging to the fire department, 
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shall be under the charge of an engineer designated for that purpose by the 
Chief Engineer; and it shall be the duty of said Engineer to see that all prop- 
erty under his charge shall be kept in neat and perfect order. 


Rules and Regulations to govern the Companies connected with the Brookline 
Fire Department. 


ARTICLE IX. 


No member of the Fire Department can draw the sum voted by the town, 
unless he is appointed by the Board of Engineers, and has, either by himself 
or by proper substitute, performed the duties devolving upon him for the 
quarter preceding, the same to be certified by the Clerk of the company to 
which he belongs. 

ARTICLE X. 


It shall be the duty of the Foreman of the several companies to preside at 
all meetings of the companies, and to have charge of the company at all times 
while on duty. In the absence of the Foreman, the Assistant Foreman shall 
act in his place. 

ARTICLE XI. : 


The Clerk of each company shall keep a roll of members, and call the 
same at all meetings, and after a fire or alarm, and keep a correct record of 
all duties performed by the company: he shall also, in the absence of the 
Foreman and Assistant Foreman, act as such, and be obeyed accordingly. 


ArTICLE XII. 


It shall be the duty of the Driver of Hose Company No. 2 to keep all prop- 
erty under his charge clean and in good condition, and keep order at all times 
in the house, and report to the engineer in charge any member of the depart- 
. ment who refuses to obey his orders in the house, and shall respond promptly 
with his apparatus to all alarms of fire, and such other duties as the Board 
may require. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

It shall be the duty of Driver of Hook and Ladder No. 1 to keep all prop- 
erty under his charge clean and in good condition, and keep order at all 
times in the house, and report to the engineer in charge any member of the 
department who refuses to obey his orders in the house, and shall respond 
promptly to all alarms of fire with his apparatus, and shall also assist the 
Driver of Hose No. 2 in the care of hose, and such other duties as the Board 
of Engineers may require. 

ARTICLE XIV. 


The Driver of Steam Fire Engine No. 1 shall have charge of the stable 
and all property contained therein, and shall keep the same in clean and good 
condition, and shall respond promptly with his apparatus to all alarms of fire; 
and in going to, or returning from alarms of fire shall be under the direction 
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of the Engineman, and shall also assist the Engineman in the care of the 
hose, and such other duties as the Board of Engineers may require. 


ARTICLE XV. 


It shall be the duty of Engineman of Steam Fire Engine No. 1 to keep the 
house neat and in order at all times, and he shall keep the engine clean and 
in perfect working-order: he shall run the engine at all fires, and all times 
when ordered by the engineers, and shall also have charge of the hose and 
carriage, and such other duties in connection with the fire department as the 
Board of Engineers may require, and report to the engineer in charge any 
member of the department who refuses to obey his orders in the house. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


Any officer or member who shall neglect or refuse to perform his duty, or 
who shall be guilty of any disorderly conduct, or disobedience to any engi- 
neer’s orders, shall be suspended by said engineer, to whom he shall surrender 
his badge and key, the same to be returned upon his reinstatement; or, upon 
his discharge, the money paid to the Clerk for the same shall be refunded. 


ARTICLE XVII. 


Every member of the department shall wear at all fires such badges as the 
Board of Engineers shall prescribe; and no person without such a badge 
shall, except by permission of an engineer or foreman of company, enter the 
lines formed ata fire. Badges will be furnished members at actual cost price. 
When a member withdraws from the company, by returning the badge the 
Clerk will refund the money paid for the same. 


ArTICLE XVIII. 


No intoxicating liquors of any kind, or gambling, shall be allowed in any 
building under charge of the engineers. 


ARTICLE XIX. 


On an alarm of fire, it shall be the duty of every member of the depart- 
ment to repair to the apparatus to which he belongs with all possible despatch, 
remain with it on the road, assist the driver if required to, and Berton all 
duties required of firemen at fires. 


ARTICLE XX. 


It is enjoined on the members of the department not to open the doors or 
windows of any building on fire without a supply of water can be procured, 
unless ordered to do so by an engineer; and to avoid damaging (unnecessa- 
rily) furniture or other goods by water; also avoid all unnecessary damage to 


fences and grounds. 
ArTIcLeE XXI. 


The foreman of each company will remain by the company and apparatus 
of which he has charge, or designate some other officer so to do, to preserve 
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order, and direct their operations; and all members of the several companies, 
except when otherwise engaged, will remain at, or near the apparatus to 
which they belong. 

ArTIcLE XXII. 


The company having hose attached to an engine or hydrant shall have the 
pipe, unless otherwise ordered by the engineer in command. 

Members of companies may ride to and from alarms of fire, but shall dis- 
mount at any difficult place if required to by the driver; and none but members 
of the department shall be allowed to ride, unless permission is given by an 
engineer. No person is to be allowed to ride on the steam fire-engine but the 
engineman, driver and fireman. Officers of the company shall be required 
to strictly enforce this order. 

Any disagreement between the permanent men and call members may be 
referred to the Chief Engineer; and his decision shall be final. 

The bells shall be rung only for alarms of fire (unless by order of an engi- 
neer), and shall then be rung five minutes; and the APPARATUS SHALL NOT 
LEAVE THE HOUSE UNTIL THE BELL HAS RUNG. 


ARTICLE XXIII. 


Permanent men employed by the fire department may be fined, not to ex- 
ceed one-third of a month’s pay, or be discharged without notice, for neglect 
of duty, by a vote of a majority of Board of Engineers. 


ARTICLE XXIV. 


Drivers shall exercise horses of the fire department daily for one hour 
(Sundays excepted), but shall not go beyond Brookline avenue, Aspinwall 
avenue, Harvard, Marion, Park, Cypress and Walnut streets, unless ordered 
so to do by an engineer.

April 10. Michael Driscoll was appointed Superintendent of 
Streets for three months at the rate of $1,500 per annum, and the 
keeping and shoeing of his horse. His duties were so well per- 
formed, that he has acted as Superintendent since that day. 
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The pay of the men employed by the town was (April 10) 
established as follows : 


Teamsters and men having the charge of the 


stable and teams, $9 00 per week. 
Foreman of gangs, 2 00 per day. 
Able-bodied laborers, 1 50 per day. 
Old men and boys, 1 00 per day. 


The Superintendent was also instructed to employ not over 
thirty men a day, twenty of whom were afterwards (May 22) 
ordered to be changed every week. 

The duties of the Superintendent were defined and these rules 
and regulations for his government, prepared by Mr. James, were 
adopted by us. 


“It shall be the duty of the Superintendent of Streets, under the 
direction of the Selectmen, Highway Surveyors and Committee 
on Sewers, or such other committees as may be from time to time 
appointed, to attend to, and personally supervise the construction 
and repairs of all the highways and townways and streets, and 
all the sewers and drains in the town which are not otherwise pro- 
vided for, and to perform such other duties consistent with the 
above, as the Selectmen may from time to time assign to him. 

He shall have the care of all the public. grounds, squares or 
parks, except those about the Town Hall and Public Library, and 
shall see that the same are kept in proper order. 

He shall have the charge and care of the town stable, and of all 
the horses, carts, tools and materials belonging to the Highway 
and Sewer departments, and shall be responsible for their proper 
use. 

He shall, under the direction of the Selectmen, employ such 
number of men and teams and at such wages, as they from time 
to time shall direct. 

He shall, under the direction of the Selectmen, make any pur- 
chases or contracts for labor or materials which may be required 
for the maintenance of the Highway and Sewer departments. 

He shall as often as twice in each week visit all the streets of 
the town, and see that they are kept safe for travellers, and in 
proper repair; but when any more than the ordinary repair is 
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required he shall report the same to the Highway Surveyors 
for instructions. 

He shall keep accurate books of account of all the expenses of 
his department, and see that the expenses incurred are charged to 
their proper sub-divisions, and shall as often as once a month re- 
port to the Selectmen the amount of money expended in his de- 
partment, and also the object for which it has been spent; and at 
the close of the year make up a complete report of work per- 
formed, and the expense incurred in his department. 

He shall make up and report to the Town Treasurer every Mon- 
day morning the pay-roll of the men and teams employed in his 
department. 

He shall examine and approve all bills for labor or materials, or 
any other expense incurred in his department, whether ordered by 
him, the Selectmen or by any committee appointed by them or by 
the town. . 

He shall have an office which for the present shall be located in 
the Engineer’s room in the Town Hall, and he shall attend at said 
office at least one hour in every day (legal holidays and Sundays 
excepted ), for the purpose of hearing the requests or complaints of 
parties or persons relating to matters connected with his depart- 
ment, and he shall from time to time, as occasion may seem to re- 
quire, give notice of the existence of such office, and of the time 
at which he may be found there. 

He shall also put up in the hall outside the door of his office, 
and also at the Central Police Station on Prospect street, order 
boxes legibly marked in which the police or other persons may de- 
posit communications intended for his department, and shall 
examine these boxes twice every day.” 


BrRooxk.ineE, April 17, 1876. 


Flora and Juniper streets, Morss avenue and Walter avenue 
have been made by Superintendent Driscoll at a saving to the 
town of more than $600 on the amounts appropriated. St. 
Mary’s street has also been finished for more than $300 less 
than the estimated cost. 

Two petitions have been presented to us for the extension of 
Flora street to Pond street, but the expense seemed to us out of 
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proportion to the public benefit. A petition has also been pre- 
sented to us for a new street from Heath to Boylston street on the 
line of lands of Norcross and Gaffield, but although the owners 
of the land to be taken waived all claim for damages, it was not 
thought expedient to ay the road out. 

Dec. 28. The pay of laborers was set at $1.00 a day until 
otherwise ordered, and two foremen, one for the highways and 
one for the cemetery, were allowed $1.50 a day. 


The following report from the Superintendent will give the 
particulars of the labor done and amount expended in his depart- 
ment.

Applica- 
tions for cross walks in several other places have been made, but 
except in the case of one across Park street at Vernon street, no 
order has been passed authorizing the Superintendent to lay them, 
and the frost had already entered the ground when authority was 
given to lay the one mentioned.

After the water pipes were laid and sewers constructed in the 
streets on what is known as the Kimball farm, the work of grad- 
ing and finishing them was commenced; the streets were made 
principally of stone screenings, and were thoroughly rolled and fin- 
ished with gravel sidewalks; the work was done by the town’s 
men and hired teams, and cost as follows:

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Mountrort STREET. 


The work of grading this street, from Prescott street to St. 
Mary’s street, was done by the Pauper gang, and was suspended 
after the heavy snow storm of Dec. 18th, when it was nearly 
finished. A few days, after the snow disappears, will complete 
the gravelling, and the street will then be safe and pleasant for 
travel, but the sides cannot be finished until the frost is out of the 
ground. As there is but one house on each side, and the street is 
very little used by foot passengers, it was deemed advisable to 
finish the sides in grass without sidewalks, giving the street an 
appearance similar to that of Ivy street, on the other side of the 
estate of Amos A. Lawrence, Esq. ‘The cost of this work except 
the labor furnished by the paupers was paid from the appropriation 
for the Support of Highways. 


WASHINGTON STREET. 


| After a hearing by your Board, on the subject of removing the 
horse railroad tracks from this street, at which it appeared to be 
the unanimous expression of those present, that if the tracks 
were not used for the running of cars, they should be removed, 
notice was given to the Metropolitan Railroad Company on the 2d 
of August last to remove their tracks from that portion of Wash- 
ington street over which cars were notrun. Thirty days having 
elapsed, and no notice having been taken of the order, the under- 
signed was directed on the 4th of September last, to remove the 
’ rails and paving stones, and to put the street in good order, al- 
lowing the timbers to remain, in order that the company when 
they decided to grant the citizens of the town more facilities, 
might relay their tracks. The rails and paving stones have been 
removed and stored in the stable yard, and the street is now in 
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good condition, broken stone, the product of the crusher, being 
used in the repairs. As the Metropolitan Railroad Company are 
obliged by law to maintain that part of the street lying between 
their tracks, and 18 inches on either side thereof, and as their lo- 
cation has not been revoked, it was considered that they ought to 
pay a part of the expense of repairing the street, and a demand 
for the sum of $384.05 has been made on them, the town agreeing 
to take the granite blocks and paving stones in part payment. 
The tracks between the railroad bridge and Walnut street being 
already covered, were not removed. 


HARVARD STREET. 


Owing to a lack of drainage, it is almost impossible to keep the 
upper end of this street in a satisfactory condition; in every 
heavy rain storm the sidewalk opposite the estate of Wm. J. 
Griggs is covered with water, and from Beacon to Marion streets, 
the mud remains for a long time after all the other streets are 
quite dry. The street along here, is quite flat, and needs catch- 
basins at frequent intervals, but it is useless to build them until 
provision is made for discharging their contents. The travel on 
this street is so great, and of such a character, that the street 
should be made entirely of stone, but to make a satisfactory im- 
provement, requires that it shall first be well drained. Mention is 
made of this street, in order that when the subject of building 
sewers in the streets is considered, these facts may have their 
proper weight. 

WALNuT STREET. 


Your attention is respectfully invited to the condition of this 
street, which is probably more used for pleasure driving than any 
street in town, excepting Beacon street. Its present width, from 
High street westerly, considering the amount of travel upon it, is 
entirely inadequate ; and a change of grade, particularly opposite 
the estates of Wm. Dearborn and Albert A. Cobb, Esqrs., would 
be very desirable. The question of the widening of this street 
appears to be one only of time, and the present time, when so 
many of the town’s people, who are dependent solely on their la- 
bor for their support, are out of employment, and when the land 
damages would probably be as low as at any future time, would 
seem a favorable one for the undertaking of this work. 
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Town STABLE AND Lot. 


The town now owns nine working horses which have been con- 
stantly employed, and have earned, at the current price for teams, 
$3,620.62; two of these horses are regularly employed, for two 
days in each week throughout the year, in collecting ashes, and 
at certain seasons more are needed for this work ; one more horse 
is needed to do the ordinary work of cleaning and repairing the 
streets ; the town already owns the cart and harness. Constant 
work throughout the year can be found for ten teams, and as the 
town is committed to the plan of keeping its own horses, the pur- 
chase of an additional one is recommended. More teams of 
course are needed at certain times, but they can be hired at a 
reasonable rate, and the town need run no risk of loss by reason 
of sickness or accident. 

The lot is still used as a dumping place for ashes and refuse 
from the streets, collected in that section of the town; a portion 
of the brook which runs through the lot should be walled in and 
covered during the coming summer.

Pousitic GROUNDS. 


There was expended during the year on the Public Grounds the 
sum of $750.86, which amount has been charged to contingencies, 
there being no special appropriation for this purpose. 

The triangular space at the corner of Walnut and Warren streets 
was graded, partly sodded and the rest laid down to grass; the 
loam used was brought from the Fairmount pit. Superfluous 
trees were cut out and the appearance of the place much improved. 

The plot at the corner of Warren and Cottage streets was 
_ graded and sodded, and a young elm tree set out. 

The Cypress street play-ground served as a dumping place for 
cesspool cleanings and the refuse from the street gutters, until 
fall, when loam was carted from the Fairmount pit, and the whole 
made nearly ready for seeding down, which will be done early in 
the spring. Thirty young maple trees were set out last spring, 
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and though they have had very rough usage from the foot ball 
players, they are all thriving. The pump house was newly boarded, 
tinned and painted. : 

The grass was cut from time to time on the grounds around the 
Town Hall, Public Library, the various school-houses, the. Brook- 
line avenue play-ground and other places.

Stone CrusHER AND SHED. 


At the annual town meeting an appropriation of $2,800 was 
made for the purchase of a stone crusher and engine and building 
a shed. The Committee of your Board, after due examination, 
purchased for the sum of $2,000, of Mr. James Driscoll, the twelve 
horse power engine, the ‘‘Onward,” built by the J. C. Hoadley Com- 
pany, of Lawrence, and the fifteen by nine Blake Stone Crusher, 
new pattern, used by him in the construction of the Brookline 
Water Works Reservoir ; an additional expenditure of $423.99 was 
made for carting the engine and erusher to the Brighton pit, set- 
ting up and grading, building shed over engine, purchasing new 
plates, etc. The machine has been worked at intervals, when the 
men could best be spared from the highways, and all the loose 
stone in the Brighton pit, excepting a few boulders which will be 
needed in the construction of culverts, cesspools, etc., have been 
broken up, and are ready to be used in the repairs of the streets. 
The machine works very well, the product being about eight cubic 
yards per hour, when breaking to the ordinary size required in the 
construction of new work ; the daily work of an ordinary laborer, 
when breaking this kind of stone, is stated by competent authori- 
ties, to be from one-half to three-fourths of a cubic yard. The 
crusher and engine have recently been moved to the Fairmount 
pit, where there is considerable loose stone to be broken up, and 
in a short time they will be put to work. 
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The town should procure a ledge lot immediately, as near the 
centre of the town as possible, as the supply of loose stones is 
very precarious and not to be depended on, and there is no danger 
that the town after entering on the plan of making and repairing 
its roads with broken stone, will ever go back to the old system. 

The past year has been one of unprecedented dulness in almost 
every branch of business, and the number of those out of employ- 
ment has been very large. This department has been constantly 
besieged by applicants for work, and so far as was possible, every 
citizen applying has been employed. The work was divided as 
fairly as possible, two hundred and eighty-two different names be- 
ing borne on the pay-rolls, since the 1st of May last ; among these 
are the names of many who, however skilful they may be in other 
branches, never had any experience whatever in making or repair- 
ing roads, and the result of the year’s work, while it will compare 
favorably with that of former years, is not what it would be under 
other circuinstances. To attain the best results, it is absolutely 
necessary that a permanent force of skilled laborers, small though 
it may be, should be employed; the town could then be divided 
into districts, and certain men assigned thereto, the permanency 
of whose employment would depend on the manner in which they 
performed their duties; very soon each would take a personal 
pride in the condition of his district; defects could be remedied 
immediately, and the roads kept in good condition at all times. 
It is hoped that with the return of spring, will come a reaction in 
business matters, so that the large number of unemployed men 
may find employment, and men accustomed to the work of repair- 
ing roads be employed permanently on the public thoroughfares. 

Appended to this report is a schedule of the property belonging 
to the Highway department.

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LIGHTING STREETS. 


In the early part of last year we considered the petition of the 
N. E. Gas Light Company, organized in Providence, R. LI., for 
leave to erect works in this town and to lay down their pipes in 
our streets. After a hearing we concluded that it was ‘inexpe- 
dient to grant such a right to a foreign corporation over whom 
we could have a very imperfect control; we also found that the 
kind of gas they proposed to use could not probably be safely 
used when distributed over large districts. 

The streets have been lighted during the past year by three 
hundred and ninety-two gas and sixty-three oil lamps, all of 
which are extinguished at midnight. | 

The gas is furnished by the Brookline Gas Light Company, 
at $2.90 per thousand feet, and is measured by burners regulated 
to consume four feet per hour. 

The gas lamps are lighted, cleaned and extinguished by con- 
tract with Mr. John S. Woods, for eight dollars each per annum. 

The gas consumed in each post has cost $24.98, making the 
total annual cost to the town, of lighting each gas lamp, not 
including repairs, $32.98. 

The oil lamps are lighted by contract with Mr. John S. Woods 
who furnishes all materials, except lamps and chimneys, at fifteen 
dollars each per annum; but owing to the fact that kerosene oil 
has greatly risen in price, the cost of lighting these lamps will be 
much greater in future. 

We have received proposals from the Globe Gas Light Com- 
pany and from the National Gas Light Company, both of Boston, 
to light our streets with gasoline, they making the necessary 
changes in the lanterns, supplying all materials, lighting, extin- 
guishing and making all repairs, at from twenty to twenty-two , 
dollars per post, per annum. At any time after one year from 
the date of their contract, if their light is not satisfactory, they 
will, at thirty days’ notice, restore all the lamps to their present 
condition without any expense to the town. ‘This plan will save to 
the town about forty-five hundred dollars, yearly. Three of 
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these gasoline lamps have been in operation for some weeks on 
Tappan street, and so far have given a very satisfactory light. 

Four new gas and eleven oil Jamps have been put up during 
the past year, and the eight oil lamps ordered by the town at 
the meeting of Dec. 12, 1876, to be located on Newton street, 
have been purchased, and will be placed in position as soon as 
the state of the ground will permit.

It will add very much to the security of both town and city if 
we can have telegraphic communication between our police sta- 
tidn and the Boston stations on our borders and if some arrange- 
ment can be made by which the police forces of the town and 
city may mutually help each other. 

We refer to the report of Mr. Bowman for full particulars in 
reference to the duties of our police and their performance of the 
same during the past year.

A large number of these lodgers were ‘‘tramps,” the rest were 
willing and anxious to procure work. Those asking for food have 
been supplied at an expense of $18.17. 

A large amount of miscellaneous service bas been also rendered 
by the police. 

We have given five alarms of fire and have extinguished six 
fires in the woods and fields without an alarm. 

We have reported eighty-seven defects and obstructions in 
streets and sidewalks to the Superintendent of Streets. 

We have reported ten defects (leaks) in water pipes and hy- 
drants and seven leaks of the gas pipes. 

Thirty-five street lamps have been reported as broken and two 

* hundred and fifty-four street lamps have been reported unlighted. 
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We have cared for seventeen stray horses and cattle found run- 
ning at large. 

We have found and restored to their parents five children who 
were lost, and have taken care of three insane persons. 

We have reported twenty-seven accidents and nineteen nuisances, 
and have found two dead bodies. 

We have distributed over 30,000 copies of reports of town officers 
and warrants. 

Mountep POoLice. 


The usefulness and efficiency of a mounted patrolman in pre- 
venting fast and reckless driving, and in patrolling the out-lying 
streets of the town has been demonstrated by one year’s experi- 
ence. Several arrests have been made by him which could not 
have been made by an officer afoot. In case of fires, or when 
the presence of an officer is required quickly in a distant part of 
the town, his service has proved valuable. In the West Roxbury 
and Brighton police districts, two and often three horses are em- 
ployed, and are considered by the officers in charge of those sta- 
tions as not only adding to the efficiency of the force, but are 
regarded favorably on the score of economy. 

We have rendered the following services for the Board of Health : 

Forty-seven legal notices have been served on as many different 
persons. 

Eleven cases of violation of the by-laws of the Board have been 
prosecuted. 

Eighty-seven orders have been delivered to the contractor 
for cleansing vaults and cesspools. 

Twenty-three licenses have been delivered from this station to 
collectors of grease, bones, etc., who are required to report at this 
office monthly for inspection, and renewal of licenses. 

Kighteen prosecutions have been made for violation of the 


Liquor Law. 


Four hundred and sixty gallons of liquor, of various kinds, have 
been seized in fifteen different places, and all of it has been dis- 
posed of according to law. 

In the cases of several parties against whom complaints have 
been made, the indictments have been placed on file on their giv- 


ing satisfactory proof of having abandoned the liquor traffic. 
13 
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If we have not swppressed the unlawful traffic in intoxicating 
liquors, we claim to have regulated it somewhat. 

I have endeavored to keep the most thickly inhabited and ex- 
posed parts of the town covered at all times as far as possible, 
with the small force at my disposal.. While the object of a police 
force is the detection and punishment of offenders, the great and 
primary object is the prevention of crime; and the absence of 
crime may, I think, be considered the best evidence of the efficien- 
cy of the police. 

‘As each officer goes out alone to patrol from one to ten miles 
of streets, the duties he may be called on to perform are often so 
diversified and uncertain, they cannot be anticipated by a superior 
in rank, and much depends on the experience and judgment of the 
officer.” ‘The officers have cheerfully performed all duties required 
of them, acting together with harmony and good feeling. 1 cheer- 
fully testify to the firm and courteous manner in which officers 
have performed their duty during the late political campaign ; 
quietness and good order have been maintained at the large polit- 
ical gatherings, and our services have been heartily acknowledged 
by the officers of the several organizations. 


Porice TELEGRAPH. 

I beg to call your attention to the subject of a Police Telegraph 
to connect with the Boston Police Department. 

For the ten months I have had charge of this department, I 
have almost daily seen the necessity of having a direct telegraphic 
connection with the police department ef Boston. The value and 
advantages of such a connection will, I believe, be readily seen, 
and require no extended argument or explanation here. . 

The police authorities of Boston heartily concur—deeming the 
advantages mutual. Connection can be made between our Station 
House and Station 10, Boston Highlands, at a comparatively small 
expense—from the best information obtainable the cost would not 
exceed $350. This estimate includes instruments, wires and 
labor, but would not include posts or setting. 


CONCLUSION. 


Our situation as regards police duties and requirements is pecu- 
liar. Nearly surrounded by a large city, we are constantly exposed 
to an influx of the depraved and vicious. Three of the principal 
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avenues leading from the city pass through the town. The great 
thoroughfares leading from the large cattle markets of Brighton, 
Watertown and Cambridge, to towns along the south shore and 
Rhode Island, pass through the town,—often crowded with large 
droves of cattle, also with disorderly persons going to and from 
the markets. 

The reckless driving and disorderly conduct of persons in funer- 
al processions returning from Holyhood Cemetery has given us not 
a little trouble — frequently requiring extra police service on 
Heath and Boylston streets. With a town area, over six square 
miles, with 112 streets and places, and with personal property 
valued at millions, I have found it difficult—almost impossible at 
times, to supply the demands of citizens for police service, with 
the force at my disposal. 


I respectfully recommend the employment of another mounted 
officer. 


The expense of the mounted service to date is as follows :— 
Horse and equipments, $243.10: Board and shoeing of horse to 
date, $207.14. Total, $450.24. 

There are three police routes, numbers 1, 2, and 3; to wit, the 
village route, the Longwood route, and the route having its centre 
at about the junction of Park and Beacon streets, which in my 
opinion should be policed the whole tweuty-four hours of the day, 
which would make it necessary to have three reliefs on those 
routes instead of two, as now organized. I have come to this 
conclusion, after a close personal observation of these districts 
the past year.

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SCHEDULE OF Town PROPERTY IN USE BY THE POLICE 
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THE POOR. 


There are thirty-one able-bodied men in town, with families 
of 121 women and children, who therefore represent 152 persons 
~in all, who are regularly relieved each week. ‘Twenty-three of 
these men are settled in Beookline ; five are State paupers, and 
we are in doubt where the others are settled. The whole amount 
of weekly relief, if paid, is $82; we pay rent for ten of these 
families, but never more than $4 a month. We also have sup- 
plied twenty-four of these families with fuel; very seldom, or 
never giving an order for more than half a ton of coal at a time. 

As a general rule, since November Ist, last, we have required 
these thirty-one men to work out the weekly relief afforded to 
their families before it is given, and endeavor as far as possible to 
get work in return for the orders, for rent and fuel. 

Four of these families representing nineteen persons were 
relieved as early as 1874. ‘Thirteen of these families represent- 
ing sixty-four persons were relieved as early as 1875. Thirteen 
of these families representing sixty-one persons were relieved for 
the first time, apparently, in 1876, and one man, a State pauper 
representing a family of eight, has been relieved in 1877. 

Of the 152 persons thus regularly relieved, fifty-nine have been 
regularly relieved by us for the first time; twenty-six of them 
being State paupers. 

The following letter explains itself: 


Broox.ine, Feb. 6, 1877. 
Wm. I. Bownrrcu, Esq., Chairman of Board of Selectmen: 


Dear Sirr,—Since the 30th of October last, the men whose 
names are ou the pauper list have been employed in the Highway 
department the prescribed number of days in each week. ‘The 
first list dated Oct. 25, 1876, contained twelve names; since then 
twenty-six names have been added, making the total number thirty- 
eight ; of these three have never presented themselves for work, and 
five have worked a few weeks only ; twenty-eight are now working 
regularly the time allowed them, which is from two to four days in 
each week, besides extra time allowed for fuel, rent, etc. 
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The whole number of days worked by this gang was in

The work done by them was as follows : 


Brighton Pit: screening gravel and stones, getting out 
stones and wheeling same to the crusher, screening 
the broken stone, etc., 1772 days. 
(Part of the stock thus prepared was used in 
the.repairs of the streets last fall). 
Mountfort street, between Prescott and St. Mary’s 








street worked to a sub-grade, 942 days. 

Removing snow and ice from the sidewalks, opening 
gutters, etc., etc., 441 days. 
Sundry work, not included above, 184 days. 
Total, 7312 days. 


There are on the list some six or seven men whose work amounts 
to very little; they work very poorly, whether on the pay-roll or 
pauper list, and if the sole aim of your Board was to get an equiv- 
alent for the support furnished or the money paid them, I would 
almost say, ‘‘Support them at home in idleness, and the town will 
save by so doing ;” for their evil influence is felt, more or less, 
through whatever gang they happen to be with. The rest of the 
men, I am happy to say, are good average workers, and some of 
them are very superior workmen, who have been compelled to ask 
assistance from the town, because it was impossible for them to 
support their families without such aid. The result of the experi- 
ment, on the whole, has been very satisfactory, and the town may 
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congratulate itself on having received back at least a part of the 
money expended in the ‘Support of Poor,” while the deserving 
men, of whom [ have spoken, have the satisfaction of knowing 
that they have rendered an equivalent for every dollar they have 
received. Respectfully submitted,

In future we shall endeavor to keep the shirkers by themselves. 
If any of them are persistent in evading work, we shall avail 
ourselves of the provisions of law in regard to vagrants. Our 
directions to the Superintendent have been that if a man shirks 
part of a day, he is to be reported to us as not working that part, 
and then we cut down in proportion the relief usually granted 
to him. 

There are also four men not able-bodied, twenty-seven women 
and thirty-eight children, being sixty-nine persons in all, who are 
regularly relieved in town, at an expense of about $78 a week. 
Six children are supported in Catholic homes at the cost of $10 
a week. One boy is at the Westboro School, at the cost of $1 
a week. One woman is at the Worcester Insane Hospital, two 
at the Taunton Hospital and one man is at the Northampton 
Hospital, each one at $3.50 a week and clothing. We pay the 
rent for nine of these families and to thirteen families we have 
supplied fuel. One woman we relieve only by paying rent. 

One man and wife and two children were relieved $9 in Hol- 
liston at our expense last year. One man and wife and three 
children are relieved in Boston at our expense at $2 a week and 
two children are boarded at Lawrence at $2 a week. 

Those of the twenty-seven women thus referred to who are 
able to sew are required to go either to the Industrial Union, 
under the care of Mrs. Elizabeth Cabot and her associates, or to 
the Sewing Society under the charge of Father Morris, which- 
ever they prefer, and they are expected to do what work they 
can. In granting relief to them we act on the advice of the 
officers of these societies, who each week send us the names of 
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those whom they think worthy of relief. The following is the 
‘form of certificate sent to us and on which we act.

The persons named below have given during the last week, 
work sufficient in my judgment to justify the Overseers of the 
Poor in giving them the amount of weekly relief set opposite their 
names, or else they have done as much work as they are able to 
do considering the care of their families and the care of their 
health.

From the reports made to us by Mrs. Cabot and Father Mor- 
ris we gather that the Industrial Union has employed eleven 
women, three of them for ten weeks, two for two weeks and six 
from four to six weeks.

We authorized Mrs. Cabot and Father Morris to give away 
these garments to deserving poor of the town, or to sell them, as 
they thought best. Mrs. Cabot has given away six, has sold 
thirty-five for $14.65, has forty-four on hand and had (February 
1st,) materials on hand sufficient to employ eleven women five or 
six weeks. 

We have also occasionally relieved during the past year twenty- 
three men, thirty-one women and seventy-eight children, many of 
whom having no legal settlement in town have no legal claim for 
continued support. 
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The amount expended for the poor in the year ending February 
1, 1847, was only $955 and down to the year ending February 1, 
1872, the amount expended has never exceeded $1,000, except in 
the years ending February 1, 1848, 1849, 1852, 1853 and 1854.

Then came the law of 1874 referred to in the last report, which 
makes a radical change in settlements and throws many persons 
on to the towns for support who had previously heen State 
paupers. This change of law and depression in business acting 
together have increased the expenses of supporting the poor so

Having no almshouse, we are compelled to give relief in the 
way we do now, manifestly defective as it is, and we can think 
of no method, but that which we have adopted and followed since 
October last, by which we can employ the poor. We are bound 
by law (Gen. Stat. chap. 70, sec. 2, 15) not only to see that 
our paupers are suitably relieved and supported, but also ‘‘“employed 
either in the workhouse or almshouse, or in such other manner as 
the town directs, or otherwise at the discretion of said Overseers.” 
If the town can devise any better scheme we shall be happy to 
put it in practice. 

We advise the town to choose two women as Overseers either 
by choosing seven Overseers, or by separating the duties of Over- 


seers from that of Selectmen, as the town shall judge best. 
14 
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PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The public buildings of the town have been kept in good re- 
pair the past year at an expense of $1,247.24. Of this amount 
$925 was for repairs on school-houses, $367 for outside and $558 
for inside repairs. As this work within the school buildings to a 
great extent consisted of small items ordered by the School Com- 
mittee of which the Selectmen had no control, but were asked to 
approve the bills and draw the orders on the Treasurer without 
any knowledge of the work done, we would recommend 
that the town make an appropriation of $500 in addition for 
schools, to be at the disposal of the School Committee for repairs 
inside of the school buildings, while all work on the exterior will 
be in charge of the Selectmen and paid from the appropriation for 
repairs of town buildings. On the petition of Jerome Jones and 
others the Selectmen have caused all the doors of the school- 
houses to open outwards to guard against danger from fire or panics. 
Said change was effected at a cost of $50, exclusive of painting. 


SEWERS. 
New SEwers ConstRUCTED. 


A sewer of fifteen inch pipe has been laid in Harvard street 
from a point opposite Harrison place to, and connecting with, the 
Washington street sewer. Cost of same $285.70. 

Sewers of twelve and fifteen inch Scotch pipe have also been 
laid in Walter avenue, Flora street, Juniper street and Morss 
avenue. Five catch-basins for street drainage have been built 
and connected with these sewers ; the total length of these sewers 
is 1,800 feet. Cost of same $2,388.16, and these amounts have 
been paid from the appropriation for care of sewers. 

Three new catch-basins have been built in Walnut street and 
the necessary repairs of catch-basins and drains have been made 
as usual. ‘The cleaning of the catch-basins and open sewers has 
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been done principally by the Highway department and the ex. 
pense charged to the care of sewers.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF WALNUT 
HILLS CEMETERY. 


The Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery respectfully submit 
the following report for the year ending January 31, 1877. 

During the year the Trustees have endeavored to bring the 
grounds into a better condition to meet the demands of purchasers, 
and to make their general appearance more attractive. 

A fence and gateway have been erected in front of the grounds 
on Grove street; several of the avenues and paths have been 
made; a piece of ground prepared for a nursery; fifty-four lots 
have been trenched and graded; a piece of ground of about one 
thousand six hundred square feet prepared for a public lot, and 
another of about two thousand five hundred square feet for single 
graves. 

The culvert on Wally avenue, having proved of insufficient ca- 
pacity to carry off the water from the low lands lying above and 
adjoining the cemetery, has been rebuilt on a larger scale, and is 
now deemed sufficiently ample for-all future requirements. 

Six lots have been sold during the year, which with the sixteen 
sold previous to our last report, makes in all twenty-two; for 
which there has been received the sum of $4,800.55 of which sum 
$1,896.50 has been reserved and invested, the interest of which is 
to be used for the perpetual care of the grass on the lots thus 
sold; leaving the sum of $2,904.05, to which add forty-three cents 
the balance in the treasury at the commencement of the year and 
$25 received from the sale of grass on the grounds, makes in 
all the sum of $2,929.48 for the use of the Trustees for current 
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expenses and the improvement and care of the grounds, and 
stands as follows, viz. :

Early in the winter the Trustees, on consultation with the Select- 
men, deemed it advisable if possible to do some of the preliminary 
work in the grounds in making avenues and paths. And as a 
large number of men were without employment the work could be 
done during the winter at a much less price than it could be when 
labor was in demand ; accordingly an appropriation was asked for 
and was made by the town on the twelfth of December last of 
$5,000 for this purpose. The work of making the avenues 
and paths and trenching and grading some of the lots was com- 
menced immediately and has progressed rapidly during the winter, 
in our opinion very much to the benefit of the town and to those 
who obtained the employment. As there has been but little frost 


, 
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in the ground and the weather favorable, the work has been done 
to great advantage. 

We would call the attention of the citizens of the town to the 
many beautiful places in the grounds for burial purposes and ear- 
nestly request that during the coming season they will visit and 
examine them before going elsewhere to purchase. 

The present condition of the grounds and the affairs of the cem- 
etery are in as good a state as we can reasonably expect them to 
be from the short time there has been for improvements and care 
since the work was begun.

REPORT. 


The members of the Board of Health met for organization on 
March 24, 1876, since which time they have held forty- ° Organiza- 
two meetings, and have given four public hearings. Baar tony 

At the town meeting held on March 20, 1876, the petition of 
Edward O’Hallaron and others for the abatement of a petition of 
nuisance caused_by wet lands on the westerly side of Kayard 
Brookline avenue, between Emerald and Pear] streets, 224 others. 
was referred to this Board. A public hearing was held and after 
due consideration of the case the Board concluded that it was 
inexpedient for the town to fill up the lands. No report was 
made on this subject as the town meeting was adjourned before 
a conclusion had been reached by the Board. 

The By-laws relating to public health adopted by the town April 
21,1876 and approved by a Justice of the Superior 
Court May 27, 1876, were printed in pamphlet form oh Ar 
with a digest of the Statutes on the same subject and Realtis 
placed at the Police Station for distribution. 

Section 19 of the By-laws relating to health, prohibits any per- 
son ‘** from removing or carrying in, or through, any of ae 
the streets, etc., within the town any house dirt or roe | 
house offal, etc., unless each person so removing or carry- 
ing the same and the mode in which the same may be removed or 
carried shall have been expressly licensed by the Board of Health 
etc.” Objections to the contract which had been in force were 
found in the fact that foecal excrement was removed only between 
the hours of 9 p. m., and sunrise and in a cart which was neither 


stench-tight nor water-tight. The danger to the public health and 
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comfort was so great and the evils so apparent thatthe Board consid- 
ered achange necessary. Accordingly acontract was made with Mr. 
Varney representing the Odorless Excavating Company, providing 
that he should call twice or three times a week at the Police Sta- 
tion and give immediate attention to the orders which should be 
sent in for the cleaning of cesspits and vaults; that he should 
empty all vaults where practicable with the excavating apparatus 
only and remove the contents in air-tight tanks in such manner as 
not to be offensive and that he should charge only six dollars per 
load of 80 cubic feet, and that where he could not use this appara- 
tus he should empty vaults only at night. ‘The method pursued 
under this system now in use in Boston and other cities is by this 
time so familiar to the citizens of this town that it is unnecessary 
here to enter into a detailed description of its operation. The 
contract has been generally faithfully executed, only three com- 
plaints having been made to the Board. ‘Two of them were to the 
effect that immediate attention had not been given to the orders 
and the third was that the charges for fractions ofa load were un- 
just. Mr. Varney was called to an account and satisfied our Board 
in regard to the first two complaints, and the complainants of the 
third charge were given a hearing—which resulted in an agree- 
ment on the part of Mr. Varney to modify his contract so that he 
should after January 10, 1877, charge only four dollars for 
emptying with the odorless apparatus vaults of a less capacity 
than 40 cubic feet and that he would waive all authority to prose- 
cute persons desiring to empty vaults on their own premises pro- 
vided they acted under a written permit from the Board of 
Health. 

These terms are much better than those secured by the city of 
Boston, where citizens are obliged to pay eight dollars, and dur- 
ing the summer seven dollars per load, for excavating by the same 
company. Our contract with Mr. Varney obliges him to purify 
vaults and cesspits which he has cleaned with some disinfectant 
approved by this Board. To render assistance to citizens in no- 
tifying the contractor to empty vaults and cesspits, the Board 
furnishes printed blanks and has placed iron order boxes at the 
junction of Walnut and Warren streets, and at the Brookline, 
Longwood and GOhapel stations. The police patrols are directed 
to remove these orders and convey them to the Police Station. 
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Eighty-seven orders representing about one hundred and sixty 
loads have been received between April 1,1876 and January 31, 1877. 

On June 27th, Dr. G. K. Sabine was appointed phy- Bean 
sician to the Board. Board. 

Among the first proceedings of the Board, measures were taken 
to stop the pollution of the running streams in the jo nationor 
town and wherever they were already in a filthy condi- running 
tion, steps were taken to have them cleaned. ; 

Considerable time and attention was paid to this subject. Sev- 
eral nuisances caused by wet lands and stagnant water 
were abated. A swampy hole on the easterly side of 
Brookline avenue on the estate of the House of the Good Shepherd 
was filled by dumping therein the town ashes, collected from May 
20th to September 1st, at an estimated expense to the town of 

- $326.75. An assessment of $50 was levied on the institution 
the bill being referred to the Town Treasurer for collection. 

Certain owners of real estate on the easterly side. of Brookline 
avenue, and on the Kimball farm have filled up wet lands, some 
purchasing ashes for that purpose from the town. 

In the month of July a petition was received from Samuel 
Thompson and others for filling up the pond on the ai Pate 
northerly side of the Brookline Branch Railroad, near Longwood 
Longwood Station, and on August 1st, a hearing was held pana 

-at the Town Hall, after which it was voted that said pond was a 
nuisance and injurious to the public health and should be abated. 
The Boston and Albany Railroad have duly completed their por- 
tion of the filling necessary to accomplish the object. 

On the first of July the contract between Francis Mealey and the 
past Board of Selectmen for the removal of house offal EE ie 
for one year at $450 per year having expired, our Board house offal. 
advertised for bids for a new contract which was awarded to him at 
the rate of $200 per year, said contract to extend till May, 1877. 

Several meetings have been held during the year with the Se- 
lectmen at their invitation to discuss the plan now 
accepted by the town for a system of sewers. 

The Board realizing the importance of a thorough and as nearly 
as possible correct registration of deaths in the town, as ,, cistrie tt 
furnishing data from which information might be drawn teu of 
as to the existence of diseaSes and their causes, voted 
that a duplicate certificate of death be furnished by physicians for

the use of the Board. The Board also in furtherance of this object 
caused a complete copy of the mortality report from 1859 to the 
present time to be made for purposes of reference. In this con- 
nection it may be stated that undertakers are now required to 
procure a license.

vicinity of Brookline avenue, Pearl and Emerald streets. 

During the year the Board has procured the abatement of sixty- 
Abatement SCVeM nuisances; seven more are still pending; four 
cece were dropped and one was referred to the police. There 

have been thirteen prosecutions. 

The above statement does not include all abatements. A large 
number of imperfect vaults have been rebuilt and some other nui- 
sances abated at the snggestion of the Board without official 
action. 

The ice which the Jamaica Pond Ice Company furnish the inhabi- 
tants of the town has been analyzed under the di- 
rection of the Board and the following is a letter from 
Prof. E. S. Wood relating to two specimens taken from that which 
the company propose to distribute during the following year.

“From the above I can see no reason why both specimens of ice are not perfectly 
good. 

*“No, 2 agrees most closely with the specimen last examined by me for you. The 
‘ammonia,’ you may notice, is larger in amount, but this is due to the absorption 
of ammonia from the air, and when not associated with a large amount of chlorine 
does not indicate any contamination.”’ 

One of the specimens was from the same place as the last one which I examined 
and I can see no reason for suspecting any contamination, whereas the first which 
I examined for you (December 3d,) evidently contained a large amount of organic 
matter.

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REPORT. 


This Board was chosen at the town meeting in March, 1876, 
was authorized to take charge of the Water Works by the vote 
passed April 17, 1876, and was organized April 20th, by the 
choice of Charles K. Kirby, as chairman. 

Charles D. Lincoln was employed as clerk and water registrar 
at a salary of $500 per annum. 

Richard J. Flinn was employed as engineman ata salary of 
twenty-four dollars per week. 

F. F. Forbes was appointed superintendent of distribution at 
a salary of $1,000 per annum. 

The Board have carried out the instructions of the town in ex- 
tending the street mains in the several Blages indicated in the ap- 
pendix marked A. 

The cost of the work was kept within the e8timates, and is 
shown in appendix B. 

A large accession has taken place to the number of consumers, 
the total number of service stops opened up to this date being 587

The consumption of water increased quite rapidly up to July, 
when it reached an average of 582,000 gallons per day. It was 
used quite profusely in sprinkling streets and lawns during the dry 
weather, while the source appeared ample to supply about twice 
the amount actually drawn from it during the driest months. The 
record of the pumping engine is given in the appendix marked C, 
and the monthly consumption since the beginning of the supply in 
the appendix marked D. 


LEAKS. 


No leaks have occurred in the iron pipe except at the joints. All 
of these were stopped at a very slight cost except five which occurred 
upon the force main, in swampy ground, where some trouble was 
encountered in getting access to the pipes under four feet of ground 
water. To facilitate such operations in future a drain was laid 
along the line of the main to lower ground, by which this swamp 
water can be drained off by opening a gate, whenever required. 
This pipe lies in swampy ground for a considerable dis- 
tance beyond this point, where no leaks have occurred as yet, but 
as the action of the pumps is always likely to cause leaks more fre- 
quently in this force main than in any of the street mains, 
it is probable that some may occur there at some future time. 
Their presence is readily detected by loss of pressure at the pumps 
before any considerable waste of water can occur. No damage 
has been done, that we are aware of, to any property by any of 
the leaks that have occurred. ‘There has not been a break in the 
pipes since the work was delivered by the contractors.

The only work done beyond the pumping station this year has 
been at the man-holes. The man-hole at the east end of the fil- 
tering galleries was not floored when the work was built, the great 
influx of water rendering it impossible to get a floor in at that 
time without a diver. It was done last spring by a diver under 
eight feet of water, in a satisfactory manner. The -spring floods 
rose to such an uncommon height that the sand was spread away 
by the freshets from around the four man-holes in the conduit, and 
new material has been supplied in its place. ‘The heavy iron covers 
having been lifted by straggling men occasionally, they have all 
been locked down. | 
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PUMPING ENGINE. 


By reference to the record of the engine, it will be noticed that 
the efficiency of coal as indicated in the column headed ‘‘Duty” 
varies very closely with the number of hours per day during which 
the pump worked. Continuous work during night and day would 
be still more economical as to fuel, and whenever the quantity 
of water consumed becomes large enough to justify the em- 
ployment of a night force, a saving of fuel per gallon pumped 
would be thereby effected. 

The engine has worked very satisfactorily during the year, re- 
quiring very slight repairs. A new set of grate bars has been 
supplied in the furnace, and an automatic regulator has been put 
on the draft by which the fire is governed within certain limits by 
the actual pressure existing in the boiler. The fire brick linings 
have been partially renewed and every part of the apparatus kept 
in the highest state of efficiency. The full speed of the engine is 
about. sixty-four strokes per minute, or sixteen points of the coun- 
ter, delivering about 80,000 gallons per hour. During more than 
half the year the limited supply of water does not allow it to be 
worked at full speed. In fact, during the month of July, when the 
demand was the largest, the supply was so low that the speed was 
limited to about five-eighths full speed, and the delivery averaged 
only 51,114 gallons per hour. At this rate the pump was kept at 
work about eleven and one-half hours per day on an average during 
the month of July, and when on two occasions it was run all night, 
the supply was sustained at about 1,100,000 gallons per twenty-four 
hours. As the amount of water used will be likely to increase 
with every year, the amount of night work at the pump will also 
increase, and greater economy ‘in fuel will result, for the nearer 
we approach to continuous pumping the more economy in fuel. 


EXTENSION OF STREET MAINS. 


At the town meeting of Dec. 12, 1876, this subject was re- 
ferred to this Board, for the purpose of reporting upon some per- 
manent policy. It is the opinion of this Board, as expressed at 
that time, that some discretionary power should be given within 
certain limits for making such extensions as may appear to be 


proper, whenever a guarantee of a low rate of interest on the cost 
18 
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can be obtained. The commissioners who constructed the works 
were authorized to make extensions when costing less than $1,000 
in one place, and where one per cent. interest on the cost was 
guaranteed. All extensions which were made under that discre- 
tionary power are now actually paying over three per cent. on their 
cost, and most of them over six per cent. It does not seem that 
the requisition of three per cent. would ever bear hardly on citi- 
zens in cases where any particular extension should be asked for 
that would harmonize with a complete system, and where its con- 
struction would soon become a matter of increased importance. 

These latter considerations, however, should always be kept in 
view, and passed upon by the Board before granting the petition. 
We therefore recommend the votes printed at end of this report. 
A number of petitions for small extensions are awaiting action, 
having been reported upon at the town meeting of Dec. 12, 
1876, as follows:

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The citizens have generally paid their rates promptly. Of the 
four private delinquents above reported two left town, one went 
into bankruptcy and one gave up the use of the water, it having 
been shut off. 

The accounts due from the town were duly presented ac- 
cording to the rates established in town meeting, February 1, 1876, 
and as funds had been appropriated especially for the purpose by 
vote in town meeting, December 12, 1876, noreason appeared why 
they should not be paid. Yet the Selectmen have thus far de- 
clined to pay them without giving any reason except the verbal 
one that they “saw no use. in paying them.” Believing from the 
votes above referred to that the town fully intended the payment 
we report them among the unpaid bills. 

The gross receipts from private customers will not, as here 
shown, provide much more than the current expenses of the works 
at present. But the tax payers who are obliged to make up the 
balance of the interest on the debt may be in part compensated by 
the following considerations, viz.: receiving an abundant supply of 
very pure water at rates much below those paid in neighboring 
cities and towns ; a copious supply in case of fire in all the more 
thickly settled parts of the town,and a large saving of cost in 
watering streets. In this service alone something over 200,000 gal- 
lons per day was consumed during the driest months, being over 
one-third part of the whole consumption. Itis estimated that this 
branch of the service took during last summer no less than 25,- 
500,000 gallons which at the low rates established for metered 
water would amount to $5,100. An equivalent quantity of water 
could not be furnished for this sum from any other source, and we 
think it should be paid for from the appropriation for highways. 


The following votes are recommended : 


Voted, That the Water Board be authorized till further orders 
to make extensions of street mains in such cases as may appear . 
to them to be for the public interest, when the cost is less than 
one thousand dollars in any one locality, and when an income of 
not less than three per cent. of the cost is guaranteed by the pe- 
titioners. 
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Voted, That the sum of seven thousand dollars is hereby ap- 
propriated to be expended by the Water Board in defraying the 
cost of maintenance of the Water Works for the current year. 

Besides the appendices above referred to, others will be found 
giving inventory of property on hand.

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TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


The Trustees herewith present their twentieth annual report. 

Beginning in 1857 with nine hundred volumes, in twelve years 
the library was moved to the new building with eleven thousand 
volumes, and now at the end of the second decade it numbers 
upon its shelves over twenty thousand books. 

The standard of the library has been steadily going higher and 
higher and whilst all classes of books are constantly added to 
meet the popular demand, more of high cost are now purchased 
than during the earlier years. The endeavor has been to satisfy 
the needs or desires of all ages and various minds. 


One of our most eminent librarians tells us that: 


‘CA public library to be well selected must have all the variety needed 
by all the variety of people who frequent it. It must aim to amuse as well 
as to instruct. It must be remembered that a large proportion of the 
readers of a general community need books for recreation as much as for 
edification. It is not reasonable—it is not wise—to expect that the weary 
artisan will, in most cases, give his winter evenings to study. He yearns 
for the life and manners which he is not used to, and is not critical ac- 
cording to a standard that has your respect. Some of the most persistent 
novel readers I know are learned judges and doctors of divinity. 

The hostler of the tavern stable sits between his labors in the breezy 
avenue of the open doors, and though he may look upon the inland 
mountain without, he pictures rather the Spanish Main in the sea stories 
of Marryat. 

It is as legitimate a function of the public library to afford this gratifi- 
cation as it is for the schools to begin the education of life by providing 
blocks to build houses with, or clay to mould rabbits out of. 

Grown-up people cannot all be antiquaries, or mathematicians, or Dar- 
Winians, or financiers.’’ 


These ideas are completely the ideas of your Trustees, and the 
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policy for years has been to shape the library for the fulfilment of 
such a purpose as is here indicated. 

It is a pleasure to the Trustees to announce that the books, 
and all of the property under the control of the Board are in ex- 
cellent condition and well cared for by those to whom the duty is 
committed. 

The number of books given out during the last year is over 
48,000, which is about seven volumes to every man, woman or 
child in the town. ‘The number would probably have been con- 
siderably larger had it not been for the distraction of the presi- 
dential election. 

The Trustees confidently believe that the liberal appropriations 
which the town has voted year by year for the building up of 
this institution have been judiciously expended, and that the 
anticipations of the public-spirited founders have, through these 
ample means, been far more than realized. 

Numerous letters from far and near for information with regard 
to catalogue work and library management are constantly re- 
ceived and the information thus obtained has already enabled a 
number of town libraries to establish our rules and regulations 
for their own government and to introduce our system of delivery. 
We have thus the pleasure of knowing that ours is regarded as a 
model town library by the country as well as by ourselves. 

Whilst our success is, perhaps, principally due to the very effi- 
cient manner in which the administration is carried on by our 
pains-taking librarian, Miss Bean, and her assiduous assistants, 
the Misses Woods, it is only fair to say, that it is also greatly 
owing to the large-minded treatment accorded by the town to the 
Board of Trustees, and to the independent action which has 
almost invariably been allowed. 

The Trustees believe that this mark of public confidence has 
been fully appreciated and they hope it will not be found to have 
been misplaced. 

The bequest of five thousand dollars made to the library by the 
Jate Martin L. Hall, has been received. By the terms of the 
bequest the income is to be appropriated for the purchase of 
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. 
standard works. ‘This is an opportune addition to the means of 


the library, and will enable the Trustees to purchase books which 
have been needed, but which they have not heretofore felt at 
liberty to procure with the funds appropriated by the town, or 
from the Gardner fund. 

Among the departments of the library which have been hith- 
erto deficient, have been those relating to local histories, and to 
the early history of New England. The books which make up 
these departments are in the main scarce, consisting generally of 
books of which but limited editions were published, frequently by 
societies for the use of their own members, and now out of print. 
As a consequence these books are quite often high-priced. Yet 
scarce and valuable as many of these books are, a library such 
as ours should be, ought to contain at least a fair representation 
of them. ‘The Trustees with the additional means at their dispo- 
sal from the Hall legacy have felt like making a beginning in 
this field. The town histories of many Massachusetts towns 
have been purchased, and it is hoped that the departments of the 
library referred to will soon be tolerably full. 

The need of a consulting room is much felt. There is now 
no place in which a person who desires to consult a number of 
books and to take notes from them, can conveniently do so. In 
some town libraries, and notably in the Peabody Library, this 
want has been filled by setting apart a room exclusively for this 
use, and supplying it with suitable desks, and with pens, ink and — 
paper. But the present requirements for the ordinary uses of the 
library will not permit us to appropriate any portion of our build- 
ing for this purpose. 

It is an object with the Trustees to make the library not only a 
good circulating library for lighter literature, but also one which 
will be found useful to students or any one who desires to make 
somewhat exhaustive researches upon any topic. Very much has 
already been done to this end, but, of course, much remains to. 
be done. Still the Trustees believe that the library may be profit- 
ably used for this purpose by our citizens, much more extensively 
than it has been. It is believed that scarcely any department 
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? 
will be found not tolerably well provided with books, and many 
are full enough for all demands likely to be made. In particular 
the departments of American and English history, biography, 
geography and travels, art and architecture, are in a good condition. 

The Trustees will take pleasure in aiding any one who wishes 
to make a study of any topic, by suggestions as to the books de- 
sirable to consult, or by giving him such opportunities for consul- 
tation as can be done without interfering with the ordinary work 
of the library. 

It is hoped that citizens will so far second the efforts of the 

Trustees to improve the library as to communicate any deficiency 
which seems to exist in it, either in the method of conducting it, 
or in the books which it contains. While, of course, it would 
not be well to purchase all books which any one may ask for, yet 
the suggestion of names of books not to be found in the library 
will materially assist the Trustees in supplying the needs of citi- 
zens, and is likely to bring to their attention valuable books 
which might otherwise have escaped their notice. 

The Trustees have resolved upon communicating to citizens 
each month, the names of the books added to the library during 
the month preceding, by means of a bulletin. ‘The first number 
containing the additions for the month of January, is now ready 
for delivery at the library. A sufficient number of the bulletin 
will be printed to furnish a copy to all who may desire it. It has 
been thought best to charge a small sum for the bulletin, as is 
done by the Boston Public Library, and the price has been fixed 
at two cents each. 

The attention of the Trustees has frequently been called to in- 
stances of misuse and of abuse of the books by borrowers. The 
writing of notes and comments in books, and the turning down of 
_ leaves to serve as book-marks are the most familiar examples of 
this, but it is quite as reprehensible as abuse by careless handling. 
It is difficult to detect particular offenders, but in some instances 
the extent of the injury to books is so great as to clearly make it 
the duty of the officers of the library to prosecute the offenders 
if their names could be ascertained. It is hoped that these 
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things happen commonly from nothing worse than thoughtless- 
ness, and that this calling of attention to the fact will tend to re- 
form in this particular. , 

The following report of the librarian gives in full the interest- 
ing statistics for the past twelve months, and this in connection with 
the -statement of the Treasurer will tell the whole story of the 
twentieth year of the Brookline Public Library.

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT, 1876-77. 


BROOKLINE, Feb. 1, 1877. 
To the Trustees of the Brookline Public Library : 


GentLemen,— I herewith respectfully submit my fifth annual 
report as Librarian, giving a record of the work, statistics and 
general condition of the library for the official year ending Jan- 
uary 31, 1877. 

A review of the year shows it to have been an uneventful one 
in library matters, exhibiting no specialty in any department, but 
rather a steady maintenance of our standard in growth and useful- 
ness, with such advances in statistics as clearly indicate both ac- 
tivity and progress. 

The growth of the library does not reach the numerical point 
of last year, but in the standard value of its accessions, more 
especially by purchase, the year 1876-7 undoubtedly takes pre- 
cedence, as will be readily seen upon glancing over the list of 
the Gardner fund purchases, appended to this report. 

Continued evidences of kindly interest in the growth of the 
library are manifest in the many gifts which have contributed to 
the number and value of our accessions, and it is a pleasure to 
acknowledge, with thanks, our obligations for all such remem- 
brances. 

The resources and facilities for usefulness increase with every 
year, and I wish I might add that the demand upon these re- 
sources fully equalled the supply, but casual observation cannot 
fail to discover the fact that the treasures of thought and informa- 


tion within the library are in nowise used to their full extent. 
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This statement is not intended to reflect upon the reading pub- 
lic, but is prompted by a feeling of regret that the means of self 
culture and liberal education, which the library freely proffers 
through its carefully selected books, should be in so great a meas- 
ure unsought; and it is further prompted by the hope that in thus 
directing attention to the subject, a new interest in the really 
valuable possessions of the library may be awakened. 


ConDITION OF THE LiIBRARY. 


At the date of the last report the library numbered 19,323 
volumes. The present report brings the total to 20,282. Of 
these volumes 19,126 are in general use, the remaining 1,156 
volumes are duplicates in the pamphletroom. ‘The increase in 
duplicates has been entirely by gift, and numbers but 45 vol- 
umes. ‘T'o prevent any misunderstanding it may be well to state 
here that the duplicates are not entered upon the printed list of 
accessions for the year, because they are not for general use, 

In view of a circulation of nearly 46,000 volumes the books 
of the library are in very good condition, certainly there has been 
no retrograde movement as reported last year, and it is a matter 
of congratulation that a less number of volumes have been with- 
drawn by reason of misuse, although the number is far greater 
than need be. 99 volumes, chiefly books of fiction, have been 
condemned, 62 of them have been replaced and the remainder 
have been ordered and will soon be in circulation. The number 
of books rebound, has also been materially reduced, only 254 vol- 
umes being recorded against 437 volumes in the last report and 
it is to be hoped that even better things may be reported another 
year. 

Another encouraging feature, worthy of mention, is the fact 
that not a s¢ngle volume has been lost beyond recovery, although 
several books have been injured and mislaid by borrowers, but 
in every instance the fact has been promptly reported at the desk 
and such injury or loss made good. 

It is a source of gratification to report this ith pay ea state of 
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affairs, yet so much of this evil remains that I cannot refrain from 
entering another protest against the careless and wilful misuse of 
books which has come under my own observation during the past 
year. 

ACCESSIONS. 


The library has gained 698 volumes by purchase, 232 volumes 
by gift and 29 volumes bound from the current periodicals, mak- 
ing a total accession of 959 volumes. 

The addition of pamphlets amounts to 345, all but 3 being 
gifts, 234 unbound numbers of miscellaneous magazines have also 
been given, together with files of newspapers, and 2 maps. 

The purchases of the year are especially rich in standard 
works, making up in quality what is lacking in quantity, and the 
list of accessions, [Appendix D] presents an attractive array of 
the popular books of the year. 

Two works among these purchases have had such a remarkable 
circulation as to be worthy of note; these are the lives of Lord 
Macaulay, and of George Ticknor. The library is supplied with 
two copies of each work, and yet it has been impossible to find 
two volumes in at the same time, or, any one volume of either set 
upon the shelves for more than half an hour since their purchase. 

I would like to call attention to other of the more valuable ac- 
cessions, commending them to the public, but I trust that a care- 
ful examination of the list of Gardner Fund books [Appendix 
B] will reveal, to those interested, the worth of the collection, 
without further words of mine. | 

A large proportion of these works were ordered directly from 
England, and not a few of them arrived too late to be cata- 
logued for Appendix D, but a list will be prepared for the next 
bulletin which will be ready in March. 

Gifts have been contributed from 89 different sources, adding 
to the permanent value of the library. The statistics in regard 
to gifts will be found in Appendix A, where many of the names 
of former benefactors again occur. 
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CIRCULATION. 


The library has been open 309 days,:and 45,619 volumes 
have been delivered during that time, an average of 148 per 
day. The number of borrowers has largely increased during the 
year, rising from 2,767 to 4,054, a gain of 1,287, this may seem 
remarkable, but it is nevertheless true. 

The largest weekly delivery, from January 15th to January 20th, 
numbered 1,226 volumes, a slight decrease from last year’s ac- 
count; while the largest daily issue March 18th, leads by 21, 
making 364 volumes for the present report. 

These figures represent only the circulation of books for home 
use, to these must be added 2,591 volumes delivered for reference 
in the reading room, making a total circulation of 48,210 vol- 
umes recorded at the desk. 

In consideration of the increased number of cards in use, one 
might have looked for a proportionate increase in circulation, and 
such would undoubtedly have been the case had not the fascina- 
tions of the presidential campaign drawn away from their ac- 
customed recreation the Young American element of the com- 
munity. 

The opening week of the new year shows an unusual delivery 
of over 200 volumes per day for four days in succession, closing 
with 312 volumes on Saturday. 

Notices have been sent to 2,904 persons for the detention of 
books, and fines to the amount of $122.66 collected. 


Lisrary Routine. 


It is quite impossible to vary the report on the routine work of 
the library, since it remains substantially the same from year to 
year. 

Former reports have given the details of such work, and it 
only remains for me to say that each department has duly received 
its share of care and attention, and the general work of the year 
is complete. The statistics of condition, accessions and circula- 
tion clearly exhibit this fact. 
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The use of the reading room continues undiminished, and it is, 
indeed, evidently growing in favor since it oftentimes occurs that 
every chair is occupied, especially during the afternoons and even- 
ings, an unheard of fact two years, or even one year ago. 

It gives me no little pleasure to be able to report that the de- 
portment there maintained is far better than that of last year, al- 
though there is yet room for great improvement. 

The great need of a room for quiet reading and study is daily 
felt to be increasing and it is hoped that the time is not far dis- 
tant when such convenient addition may be made without great 
expense. 

The supply of magazines, reviews and newspapers remains es- 
sentially the same as at our last report. Appendix C affording a 
revised list of the periodicals for 1876-7. A portion of this list 
continues to be furnished through the kindness of friends. 

It is proposed to discontinue the duplicate numbers of the 
Cornhill magazine and London Society, and to substitute Apple- 
ton’s Journal which has recently become a monthly publication. 


CaTALOGUES AND BULLETINS. 


The catalogues and annual lists of the library continue to 
serve their purpose to such an extent that, both interleaved copies 
of the catalogue belonging to the desk have become literally worn 
out and have been withdrawn. ‘Two others are needed imme- 
diately, but the work of posting is so great that special service is 
required on them. 

The hand bulletins, containing the newest books, are exceed- 
ingly useful at the desk, but of course cannot be made available 
for home use, therefore the experiment of printing bulletins of 
each month’s accessions is already inaugurated, those for Janu- 
ary being now ready and for sale at the desk. 

The fourth annual list also appears with this report, copies of 
which are in each town report, and I again renew the suggestion 
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of previous years, that these reports be made to serve for home 
use. 

Among the facilities for obtaining books may be mentioned a 
copy of the “ Catalogue notes on English history” issued by the 
Boston Public Library, an exceedingly useful guide to any one 
desiring a course of reading in English history. These notes 
have been bound in a convenient form, with our own catalogue 
numbers inserted, so that they may be consulted readily in refer- 
ence to our own library. 

The book will be placed in the librarian’s room but may be 
consulted at the desk upon application. 

If with these various aids to the contents of the library, there 
are those at loss to find special information upon any topic, your 
librarian will gladly render personal attention and assistance to 
every such case, whenever application is made to her, consider- 
ing it a pleasure as well as a duty to help the public to a better 
understanding of the resources of our library.

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SCHOOL EXPENSES. 


The sum appropriated for the schools this year was $38,000, 
$4,000 less than that asked for by the Committee. Our estimate 
haying been made with great care and unanimously approved by 
the Board, it was at once obvious to us that little could be done 
towards meeting the deficit by the cutting off of superfluities, but 
that there must be a substantial retrenchment in the essentials of 
the system upon which the schools were carried on. 

It is not the business of the School Committee to dictate to the 
town the amount of the appropriation for schools, but only to apply 
according to their best judgment the sum which is placed at their 
disposal. It is, nevertheless, necessary for them to take into ac- 
count the expectation of parents and of the town generally as to 
what is to be accomplished or attempted with this sum; and these 
expectations, in the case of a community situated as we are, very 
naturally, but most unhappily for those who are charged with the 
duty of expending the school money, are apt to outrun the consid- 
eration of the expense which their gratification must involve. As 
was observed in the report of last year, Brookline is a country 
town, with (to a great extent) a city population. We expect that 
our schools shall be as good as our neighbors’ and nearly as ac- 
cessible. We are not satisfied with the modest requirements of 
former days, or of the country district now, which almost any de- 
cently educated person who chooses to take up for a while the oc- 
cupation of teaching could easily satisfy, but we must have all the 
accomplishments, the latest methods and refinements, demanding 
the exclusive devotion of trained, professional teachers; and all 
this must be provided in every quarter of the town. 

We do not say that these expectations are unreasonable, but it 
may well be doubted whether they cansbe met, in a territory so 
thinly populated as ours, except at a far greater proportionate 
cost than elsewhere. The Committee, however, have not as yet 
felt themselves authorized to make any serious changes in the 
school system as it has grown up in accordance with the public 
wish. ‘The demands made upon the teachers remaining therefore 
unchanged, it became necessary to pay some of them smaller sala- 
ries for the same services. Considering the high cost of living in 
this town, it was thought unadvisable to reduce salaries which 
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were already below $1,000. All salaries above that sum were re- 
duced 10 per cent. and one, that of the first assistant at the High 
School, 25 per cent. We also reduced the salary of the teacher at 
the Newton Street School to $500, and that of the teacher at the 
Longwood School to $600 on the ground that the injury if any 
would in these cases fall upon a small number of scholars. 

The employment of a truant officer whose whole time should be 
devoted to the schools was also given up, though with regret, and 
we have fallen back upon the old plan of depending upon the gen- 
eral police force of the town for some assistance in this matter. 

As the salaries thus reduced were already in every instance but 
one lower than those paid in like case in the adjacent territory 
and generally much lower, the prospect of maintaining the schools 
for any great length of time upon the level of those of our neigh- 
bors seems to rest upon the general probability that lower pay 
will in the long run command equal talent and devotion. A rapid 
deterioration is not to be expected, because there are many con- 
siderations which are likely to deter teachers who are long estab- 
lished in the town and in their schools from immediately quitting 
their posts, but it must put us at a disadvantage in engaging new 
teachers, and must render our hold upon all the teachers. more 
precarious. 

In one matter the absolute deficiency of funds compelled us, or 
the choice among various evils, to make an essential change of 
system by taking away the principal’s assistant at the Heath Street 
School. In thus placing this school at a disadvantage as com- 
pared with the other grammar schools of the town, the Committee 
yielded to the imperative necessity which was placed upon them 
by the vote reducing the appropriation. But they trust that, for 
the coming year, the means will be given them for repairing the 
injustice which is done in this way to the pupils, whose due prog- 
ress must be impeded by the insufficient grading which the change 
involves, and to the principal, whose well considered efforts for 
their improvement, moral as well as intellectual, it must obstruct. 


TWO SESSIONS. 


The Committee desire to call attention to the recommendation 
of the Advisory Board in regard to the holding of two sessions in 
the schools. 
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This is an important subject and one well meriting the careful 
and earnest attention of the citizens. 

In the High School the reasons for holding school both in the 
forenoon and in the afternoon might not be considered so strong 
as inthe lower grades. For in that school pupils come from all 
the districts in the town, and the travelling and retravelling of 
long distances might prove an insuperable practical difficulty. 
Again, the pupils arrive at such an age'in the High School that they 
are less likely to suffer from continued study than younger pupils. 

But in the lower grades, where children attend the school in 
their district and have generally short distances to go, the major- 
ity of the Board think the holding of two sessions would not only 
be feasible but very conducive to the health of body and mind. 
The mind, as well as body of the child, requires that the day be 
divided. Close and continued confinement of the young, partially 
developed and growing body, is not favorable to health ; and minds 
not yet matured, are especially unfitted for extended mental 
application. Ina majority of cases, also, it is not well that the 
pupils should have so much conseeutive time for recreation. 

The possession of so much time at once for play works with 
many minds as a dissipation, for the morning lessons are frequently 
put far out of mind by the intervening season of relaxation, so 
far, indeed, that they are with difficulty recalled. Long duration 
of recreation defeats its object and is as injurious in its way as too 
long continued mental work. When study and rest or recreation 
frequently alternate the best results are obtained. 

The Committee desire to bring this subject prominently before 
the minds of the parents of the children. They do not meditate 
immediate change, but desire to have the project earnestly and care- 
fully considered in view of what may seem advisable in the 
future. 

The Committee are aware that the change would not at first 
seem agreeable or convenient to all of the teachers and pupils, 
but this great question is not one of mere pleasure or inclination, 
it relates to the health and soundness of body and mind. If it is 
seen that it is best to return to our old custom, and to that now 
pursued in Boston and neighboring cities and towns, all, no doubt, 
will readily acquiesce in the measure. Many pupils undoubtedly 
study now considerably in the afternoons, but there are a great 
number who do not look into a book in that time. 
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Those who study by themselves cannot lose anything by being 
with others who are engaged in the same work, while those who 
are inclined to be indolent and procrastinating will be much helped 
by submitting to the discipline of the few hours in school. The 
holding of two sessions would probably remove, in most instances, 
the necessity of pupils studying out of school hours. 

The time that the pupil had out of school could then be given 
freely and unreservedly to recreation, which would greatly heighten 
its pleasures and its usefulness. 

The Committee, as was said before, do not intend to press this 
matter against the wishes of the citizens, nor do they wish to urge 
a theory without consulting the practical objections to the system. 
They present the subject, at this time, as a suggestion, to be 
considered. They feel no doubt as to the superior advantage of 
two sessions if the change can be adopted without serious practi- 
cal inconveniences. ‘These are to be considered by the town. It 
is hoped that before the next annual report the Committee will 
have become more thoroughly informed of the objections and de- 
sires of the citizens in this matter, and so be able to take intelli- 
gent action either for or against the measure. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The percentage of attendance is generally lower than that of 
last year. ‘The increased absence of pupils has been owing in 
great measure to the bad walking and to the prevalence of infec- 
tious disease in some of the districts. 

Many of the pupils have been called upon to help eke out the 
scanty means of the subsistence of the family, and this has been 
a very considerable cause of tardiness and absence at school. 
They have shovelled snow, picked coal or done almost any work 
where they could earn a cent. 

The truant officer reports, however, that the greatest trouble 
lies with the parents themselves. When they take a real inter- 
est in having their children attend school, the ways and means 
are commonly provided. While if they are indifferent to the mat- 
ter, the children can only be kept in school by the truant. officer 
continually following them up. 

Parents are, therefore, earnestly requested to attend to this 
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subject and to give all the assistance that they can to the officer of 
the town in enforcing his duty. By reasonable forethought and 
calculation on the part of those who have children in charge the 
time for work can be so arranged for the most part that it will not 
interfere with school hours. 

The Committee have endeavored to prevent danger from conta- 
gious diseases by instructing every teacher, upon learning of any 
case of diphtheria, scarlet fever or small pox, existing in a family 
of a pupil connected with his or her school, to notify the parent or 
guardian of said pupil, that no child from said family can attend 
echool without a certificate of the attending physician that all dan- 
ger of communicating the disease has passed. The physician of 
the town has been requested to inform the Secretary of the Com- 
mittee of any family infected with a contagious disease. 


NEED OF MORE ACCOMMODATIONS IN WARD 
DISTRICT. 


We desire to call attention to the subject of a new grammar 
school building in the Ward School District and to present a few 
facts showing the necessity that exists for prompt action in the 
matter. We would suggest that the new building be located on 
higher land than the present one and at a convenient distance for 
the pupils of the district. Now that the cost of building is so. 
small compared with that of previous years and land having also 
declined in value, it seems to be a favorable time for commencing 
a work that is actually necessary, and which cannot with prudence 
be postponed. The present building contains the grammar and 
primary classes, arranged as follows: We state the number of 
pupils at present enrolled, and the greatest number in attendance 
at any one time during the year.

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As the Boylston School is in the same district, we give the same 
statistics in regard to this school, and it will be seen that not only 
can no relief be afforded by transfers to this school, but that on, 
the contrary it is at present in a too crowded condition. 


Room 1, 6th Grammar and Ist and 2d Primary, 42 present, 44 enrolled. 
Room 2, 3d, 4th, 5th and 6th, Primary, 63 present, 61 enrolled. 


It will be noticed that two primary classes are assigned to each. 
teacher, except in the Boylston School, where one teacher has four 
classes. Satisfactory work cannot. be accomplished where a 
teacher has more than one class to instruct, and such a large num- 
ber of pupils. The attendance at this season is much less than it 
is in the summer. The number stated as enrolled will be greatly 
increased in the lower classes early in the spring. We cannot ac- 
commodate those now enrolled in a proper manner. There should 
never be over fifty children in attendance at any of these schools. 
The space is not adapted for a larger number and suitable accom- 
modation cannot be provided. It must be considered that this 
school in particular is yearly receiving large additions to the lower 
classes. It will be noticed that all the rooms are full, except 
number 1, which contains the first and second grammar classes. 
These classes occupy the entire time of the teacher. <A year ago 
transfers were made from room to room throughout the school in 
order to make room for the lower classes, and the grading of the 
school was seriously injured thereby. Pupils were advanced who 
were not qualified, though the brightest of the classes were selected, 
and a positive harm was done as far as the proper education of 
the children is concerned. Those not fully acquainted with the 
system of education in all its details can hardly realize how seri- 
ously the work can be retarded and what mischief can be accom- 
plished by a deviation from the proper methods and by. attempts 

‘to accomplish in a few months what should require a year. 

There is also an objection which is entitled to some considera- 
tion in regard to bringing together in one building the children of 
the grammar and those of the primary classes, especially in such 
large numbers. We believe the tone and character of the gram- 
mar school would be greatly improved if established in a separate 
building, and that many parents in that part of the town who do 
not now send their children to the school would avail themselves 
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of the privilege if the proposed change was made. We would 
suggest a plain, brick structure, built with a view to enlargement 
when necessary without injury to the design and affording simply 
those conveniences that health and comfort require. 

We have given this subject due deliberation and we see no way 
to provide for the demands now pressing upon us, except as al- 
ready stated. The plain fact is before us, and we must be com- 
pelled to turn the children away from our schools, or additional 
accommodation must be provided. We urge upon the town to 
take immediate action upon this important subject, as some relief 
must be at once provided for the Boylston as well as the Ward 
School. Meanwhile, we believe some room must be rented in order 
to accommodate the large additions we shall receive in a few months. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


To guard against any panic that might arise should any of the 
school buildings take fire, the Committee have requested the Select- 
men to have all doors of school-houses open outwards. In all 
cases where this was not originally done in the first construction 
the necessary changes have been made when the number in the 
building exceeded fifty. All buildings which had not previously a 
‘pure supply of water, have, during the year, been supplied with 
‘Charles River water, in their main halls. | 


TRUANCY. 


Mr. George F. Dearborn, who has always faithfully attended to 
his duties as truant officer, has been transferred to the regular po- 
lice force, being, however, detailed a part of each day for the special 
work of looking after the suspiciously absent pupils. The amount 
of truancy this year is larger than common owing to the reasons 
given in the article on ‘‘Attendance,” and also to the want of time 
‘that the truant officer is possessed of to attend to this business by 
being also a member of the police force. The Committee hope 
that they may again have the time of one man wholly devoted 
to this important work. 
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CHANGES OF TEACHERS. 


Since the last year but few changes have taken place in our 
school management. Miss Hyde having resigned her position in 
the Newton Street School, Miss Rollins was transferred from the 
Heath School to fill the vacancy. The vacancy in the Heath 
School has not been filled because the transfer was made on ac- 
count of the reduction in the amount of the school fund. 

Miss Mary A. Shea has been temporarily appointed to the Boyl- 
ston Street School, Miss Haines being for the time absent in Eu- 
rope. 

Miss Mary E. Barker, a much respected, beloved and successful 
teacher, has resigned her position as teacher in the Pierce Primary, 
and Miss Emma S. Beede has been appointed in her stead. The 
new teachers seem to be doing well. 

Prof. Henry G. Carey, our former music teacher, having re- 
signed his position as instructor in our schools, Mr. W. S. Tilden 
has been elected to be his successor. Allusion to his work is 
made in the article on music. 


PRIMARY SCHOOLS. 


The Committee have voted to allow the sixth primary classes 
to be dismissed at the second recess, if, in the judgment of the 
teachers, it is deemed desirable. This action was taken by the 
Board to relieve the youngest pupils who find confinement within 
doors irksome, for any protracted time. 


DRAWING. 


During the past year we have introduced White's Progressive 
Art Studies, in place of the book that has been in use. The new 
course, while retaining the principle of construction lines as a guide 
to the eye in judging of form and proportion, introduces, almost 
from the outset, the consideration of depth, as well as that of length 
and breadth, and thus leads to the observation of real objects and 
their perspective appearances as changing with the point of view, 
instead of confining the attention to mere contours in one plane. 
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The principal aim in teaching drawing in the public schools is not 
to make draftsmen, but to call out the faculties of accurate obser- 
vation of forms. It is a training of the attention and perception, 
and thus a mental discipline useful and accessible to all, and not 
merely to those of artistic gifts. To this end it is important to 
lead the pupil as soon as possible to observe actual things, solids, 
and the laws which govern their appearance as seen from above, 
from below, or from the side, and thus to utilize for the purposes 
of education the delight which every child feels in the use of its 
eyes, instead of wearying him with the intricacies of pattern 
drawing, as was too much the case with the method heretofore in 
use: | 

By the liberality of the publishers a skilled instructor has been 
sent out to give to the teachers of the schools, free of expense to 
the town, some directions for the use of the books and some rudi- 
mentary knowledge of perspective. 


MUSIC. 


The Board are convinced that they have met the wishes of a 
large majority of our citizens by making the effort to keep Vocal 
Music as a regular branch of instruction in our public schools. 

Although this is a branch of study which does not directly tedd 
in the general make-up of a common school education, still, ex- 
perience has demonstrated the fact, that as a means of culture, as 
a softening, refining, elevating influence, music has no correspond- 
ing agency, and properly directed is decidedly more of a help than 
a hinderance to the general school studies. 

Upon the resignation of Prof. Carey, the Committee have con- 
sidered themselves fortunate in securing the services of Prof. W. 
S. Tilden, whose labor in the city of Newton has been crowned 
with the most marked success. 

In the few months he has been employed here it has been im- 
possible for him to unfold his entire system of teaching, but enough 
has been: shown to satisfy the Committee, that to a remarkable 
degree, he possesses qualifications which warrant their expecting 
the most satisfactory results. He has got readily the hearts of the 
younger pupils, and by kind, though strict, discipline, and by his 
enthusiasm for his art, he also engages the attention and confi- 
dence of the older. 
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It is the purpose to have the various teachers give such attention 
during the music lessons, as to enable them to drill the pupils, and 
as minutely as may be, carry out the designs of the music teacher 
during the time which intervenes between his visits. So that they 
really become, as it were, the medium of communication between 
the music teacher and the pupils, and his success and thir progress 
in this, as in other branches, must therefore depend largely upon 
theirs, the teacher’s attention, care and effort. With the limited 
time that can be allowed for this branch, there is no other course 
that can be adopted. 

As now organized the music teacher gives nine lessons every 
week, namely, in the High, Peirce and Ward grammar schools, 
and twenty-two lessons every two weeks, including with the above 
all the primary departments, and giving to each Jesson on an aver- 
age thirty minutes. Mr. Tilden’s preliminary requirements are 
(1st,) an erect position of the body, (2d,) a proper respiration, 
(3d,) a good clear quality of utterance, (4th,) a full round sound 
of the vowels and (5th,) a clear articulation. These rules, 
it will be observed are, as well, the fundamental laws, and 
quite as useful in the study of elocution or vocal culture 
as in the study of vocal music, and their good effects, as per- 
ceptible in the reading as in the music class. There is no 
difficulty in teaching music to the primary classes. The trouble 
has been to awaken a proper interest among the older scholars, 
but with the present aid and system it is hoped and believed a 
most creditable result will be attained, and a general interest 
aroused which may warrant the Committee in carrying out the 
plans so happily inaugurated. ‘When we remember that a vast 
majority of our pupils receive all the instruction in music that they 
ever get while in our public ‘schools, the importance of teaching 
it, in a thorough, scientific manner cannot be overestimated. 


REPORT OF THE ADVISORY BOARD. 


The ladies of the Advisory Board are obliged to report that the 
sewing has been by no means so successful during the past year 
as before. This is not due in any way to the sewing teacher, or 
to their system of instruction, as these are unchanged, but to the 
shorter time allotted to the exercise. 

Last spring, as some of the school teachers complained that 
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they had not time for all the studies on the programme, the two 
hours a week hitherto given to sewing were reduced to one. This 
the ladies considered very insufficient, and, in consequence of their 
representations, at the beginning of the school year in September 
the two hours were again resumed. In a few weeks, however, 
some of the teachers again objected, and a petition for a change 
was sent to the Committee, who then decided to have one lesson 
a week in school hours and the other after school. As these out 
of school lessons could only be given after the short sessions on 
Wednesday and Saturday, it was necessary to unite as many 
classes as possible, and the sewing on those days became of 
course optional. The result has been a serious failure in progress. 

At the Pierce School, out of a class of forty-seven, only about 
one-third remain to sew after school. At the Ward School, out 
of sixty-seven, about two-thirds. At the Heath Street School, out 
of twenty-three, the proportion is somewhat larger. At Harvard 
Street the girls are- taught by Miss Newton, the regular school 
teacher, and those from Boylston Street are sent over to the Ward 
School. At the Heath and Ward Schools, the combined classes 
are much too large to be properly taught. And, moreover, the 
habit of regarding the sewing as optional half the time creates a 
great indifference and carelessness about it, both among children 
and parents, and the work has fallen even below the standard of 
last spring. 

The ladies, being fully convinced of the great importance of 
sewing as a part of the regular school course, wish to protest as 
strongly as possible against this curtailment of the time given to 
it, and to urge a return to the original plan. 

The Advisory Board would again suggest, as the result of their 
observations, their opinion of the importance of having two ses- 
sions in the schools. ‘This, especially in the lower schools, wouid 
be an advantage both to scholars and teachers, by dividing their 
work and enabling them to resume it, refreshed both in body and 
mind. It has proved so successful in other places that it seems a 
pity that the system should not be again introduced here. 

The ladies are also of opinion that the real good of the schools 
requires the appointment of a superintendent, whose whole time 
can be devoted to the work. H. G. CODMAN,

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HIGH SCHOOL. 


The High School course offers to the pupils the preparation 
needed for entering Harvard College, or the Massachusetts Insti- 
tute of Technology, and in English and science a good deal more 
than is required by the entrance examinations of those institutions. 

The school has fully sustained during the past year its previous 
high reputation. All the candidates for admission at college or at 
the Institute of Technology from the last graduating class were 
successful ; two of them entering Harvard free from all conditions, 
among a comparatively small number so admitted. 

The course in English literature is not yet fully settled in all its 
details, and may be expected to accomplish more in the future. 
“The last examinations, however, showed a satisfactory proportion 
of correct answers to questions going over considerable sections 
of English and American literature, and readiness to quote pas- 
sages from the principal writers. The object of this course at the 
High School naturally cannot be a critical survey of the whole 
field of English literature or even of any considerable portion of 
it, such an attempt would only weary and disgust. Our aim must 
be before all things to make the reading of the best books in the 
language attractive; and we are satisfied that much may be done 
in furtherance of this aim at school, which would remain undone, 
or be accomplished with great difficulty at home. In the majority 
of cases the taste for poetry of a high order has to be awakened 
or at least stimulated in the youthful mind by the direct efforts of 
older and more experienced readers. In this way it can be awak- 
ened and made the source of endless refreshment and of solid ad- 
vantage: throughout life, to those to whom it would otherwise 
remain unknown. At the outset, however, some systematic effort 
on both sides is usually needed, it must be more or less of a task, 
and this can be undertaken more iba a and with less fric- 
tion at school. 

In the teaching of physics and Bellic se the High School is well 
provided with apparatus, which, however, cannot be used to full 
advantage in the present building. When the time comes for 
putting up a new school building, in some degree comparable to 
those of the surrounding towns, an opportunity will be given for 
developing this department in its due proportion. 
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Names of pupils who have secured an average in all their studies 
of more than seventy five per cent. of correct answers in the ex- 
aminations of the first five months of 1876-7, including the semi- 
annual examination :

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EVENING SCHOOL. 


One teacher in the Evening School has been dispensed with the 
past year. The attendance in this school during the fall months 
was much affected by the political excitement, many joined in the 
processions and attended public meetings holden in the evening. 
Since the election the number in attendance has been about the 
same asusual. ‘The whole number who have attended is forty-eight 
and about two-thirds of this number have been steadily present since 
November. One of the teachers, Miss Smith, having met with an 
accident incapacitating her for work for some time, Miss Mary A. 
Kelley, arecent graduate of our High School, was temporarily ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy until the recovery of Miss Smith. The 
good that this school does for the poor who are obliged to work 
during the day is very considerable. 
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REPORT OF THE EXAMINATION COMMITTEE. 


As a mujority of the present Board were not members at the 
time when the system of written examinations was inaugurated, it 
may be interesting to gather a few facts from the first report of 
the Examination Committee in 1873. We can thus present more 
forcibly the advance that has been made since that time. It should 
be considered, however, that the classes were not graded as at 
present, the system was new, and the pupils unaccustomed to 
written work. The first examination was held in June, 1873. 
The total number of pupils, 433, number failed of promotion, 147, 
and only 50 per cent. was required for promotion. ‘The number of 
pupils refers only to those in the grammar classes and does not 
include the primary department, as in the latter, the classification 
is not regulated by these examinations. In some classes, so great 
was the deficiency in some important studies, that it was necessary 
to reckon them at half their value, thereby enabling pupils to pass 
upon their proficiency in other branches. The Committee at that 
time expressed the belief that the number of rejections by a proper 
grading could be reduced to 10 per cent. The present standard is 
65 per cent. and we have ‘so advanced the classes in the studies, 
that United States history is completed in the second class, thereby 
giving to the pupils. an opportunity in the first class of studying 
English history, without which a knowledge of our own would be 
quite incomplete. The study of political geography is also finished 
in the second class, so that we are enabled to introduce in the first 
class the study of physical geography, which by many is regarded 
of the greater value and importance. In addition to these advan- 
tages afforded to those who continue in school throughout the en- 
tire course, the present system affords to those who leave school 
at an earlier age, an opportunity of securing a more complete edu- 
cation than formerly. In mathematics, the work of the last year 
is largely in the nature of a review, as the lower classes have pro- 
gressed more rapidly. We consider we have thus met a serious 
want in regard to those who by force of circumstances are obliged 
to leave school at an early age. We should ever have in view the 
greatest good to the greatest number, and a course of study ar- 
ranged with regard to those solely who will remain in school to 
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complete it, would befaulty and unjust to a large majority of the 
pupils. 

We are pleased to be able to state that the condition of the 
schvols is in most respects, entirely satisfactory. There will al- 
ways be a number of pupils in all classes who will not satisfacto- 
rily perform the work allotted, and this will be owing to various 
causes. Chief among these is absence from school. Some are 
detained by sickness, others by the necessity at certain seasons 
of assisting in the support of the family. Then there are those 
who have no inclination to study, and whose parents do not take 
sufficient interest in their progress, or are unable to assist them in 
their studies at home. A few lack the capacity for mental appli- 
cation, and an ability to comprehend subjects requiring the exer- 
cise of deep thought. Uniform progress and proficiency cannot 
therefore be expected, and the fault does not lie in the system or 
the instruction of the teacher. Some classes are composed of 
better material than others, so that the teacher must not be judged 
entirely by the results of the examination as compared with other 
schools. There are many things to be taken into the account in insti- 
tuting such comparison, and while we give the percentages attained 
by the different classes in most of the studies, it must not lead to 
a disparagement of the work performed. It is the duty of the 
Committee to become acquainted with all the circumstances and 
the condition of each class. And when a class exhibits a defi- 
ciency in some particular study, the inference is natural that less 
time than was desirable has been devoted to it, or that there has 
been fault in the method of instruction. And where such a condi- 
tion of things has been manifested, we have reminded teachers 
of the fact, and urged particular effort and attention in the needed 
direction. We have always found the teachers anxious to bring 
up their classes to a proper standard. This is one great result 
attending these examinations, that it reveals not only to the 
teacher, but to the Committee, any weak spot, eitherin the system 
or the performance of the work, so that the proper remedies may 
be applied. 

The most favorable results can naturally be obtained where the 
teacher has but one class to instruct, and some of our schools en- 
joy an advantage over others in this respect. Necessarily, where 
the population is small, separate classes of sufficient size to employ 
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the time of one teacher cannot be found, and we are obliged to 
assemble several classes in one room. The duties thus devolving 
upon the teacher are more arduous. The organization of the 
Heath Street, Newton Street and Longwood Schools are examples 
of this kind. And even by placing two or more classes under 
each teacher, the number of pupils thus assigned is comparatively 
‘small. But by proper grading, the difficulties are in a measure 
overcome. In the Ward School, the grading in the lower classes 
has not been satisfactory. In order to make room in the lower 
primary classes, we were obliged to transfer pupils from lower to 
higher classes, who were not fully qualified to advance, and the 
result has been injurious. The lowest room now has over sixty 
pupils, and we feel that additional accommodations and the ser- 
vices of another teacher will soon be required. Nothing can be 
more discouraging to the teacher, or fatal to the progress of 
a class, than to have a number of pupils who are not fitted for 
the grade, and who cannot keep up with the work. It was with 
great reluctance that we consented to the large number of 
transfers that were made, for though the brightest pupils were 
selected, many were not prepared to advance, and we felt that the 
result could not be satisfactory. It tends in two ways to reduce 
the percentages at the examination. First, by transferring the 
best pupils, and second, by introducing those not fully qualified 
for the advance. With a well arranged course of study, there 
are very few who can skip an entire year without injury; and 
they require especial preparation and extra instruction on the 
part of the teacher with that end in view. We do not intend to 
discourage the rapid advance of pupils when they are prepared to 
make it; but on the contrary, we feel it is a duty to promote 
them whenever they become fitted. 
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The following are the results of the examination: 
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It will be noticed that the number of rejections in the higher 
classes is very small, but that in the lower classes they are more 
numerous. We expect greater proficiency in the older pupils, but 
we trust another year will show an improvement in the fifth and 
sixth classes. 

We call the attention of the Board to the fact that in the Heath 
Street School, the fifth class was examined upon the papers of the 
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fourth class, which will account for the low average. And this 
was caused by the failures of the five pupils who did not succeed 
in passing, as those who were promoted and qualified to advance, 
obtained favorable percentages. 

On account of the number of studies upon which the pupils re- 
eeive marks, it frequently happens that they are deficient in the 
more difficult and important branches, and yet the high marks in 
the remaining studies bring the average up to the required stand- 
ard. Thus they may be promoted when not at all qualified in 
those studies which are the most difficult for them to make up the 
deficiency. To meet this difficulty, the Committee decided to 
require an average of sixty per cent. in arithmetic, grammar, 
geography and history, as well as an average of sixty-five per 
cent. in all studies. The cards have been printed in accordance 
with this change. 

In connection with this report upen the condition of the schools 
your Committee desire to state that the system of superintendence 
adopted by the Board, giving to the principals entire charge of 
their respective districts, has given satisfaction, and appears to 
accomplish the desired results. 

We will endeavor now to give to the Board a general idea of 
the condition of the classes in the different studies pursued as 
manifested by the results of the examinations. 


READING. 


As anticipated in the report of the ‘Committee last year, there 
has been an improvement in this branch in the upper classes, the 
result no doubt of more frequent and careful instruction. In the 
lower classes, the average condition is about the same. In order 
that the right inflection and proper emphasis should be given, it 
is absolutely necessary that the pupil should understand the mean- 
ing of the piece, and when practicable, the circumstances under 
which it was written or delivered. There may be exaet pronunci- 
ation and correct pauses, yet such a lack of spirit and comprehen- 
sion of the intent of the author, that the performance may be a 
complete failure. Intelligent reading is what teachers should aim 
to produce. We do not favor a selection of a few pieces only, 
and a continuous drill upon them till they are almost memorized. 
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Pupils should be instructed in a variety of exercises, and taught 
as far as is possible to reproduce the feelings and wishes of the 
writer or speaker. 

We have recommended that teachers give more attention to the 
study of definitions in connection with the reading exercise, and 
have them informed that in accordance with the course cf study, 
the examinations will include it. As cultivating a taste for knowl- 
ledge and literary pursuits, and also as contributing to a better 
understanding of language, this exercise is most important. It 
aids in the expansion of the pupils’ vocabulary, thus enabling 
them to express their own thoughts readily and correctly, as well 
as to apprehend the thoughts and ideas of others. The selections 
in our readers are not exactly suited to the needs and capacities 
ef the pupils. Many of the pieces contain a vocabulary and 
thoughts far beyond their average development. This is an evil 
that appears to exist in all the readers. 


SPELLING. 


A great majority of the classes have continued the improve- 
ment that was noticeable at the last examination. There area 
few classes that did not succeed as well, and we trust the teachers 
will be able to give more time to it where they find the deficiency. 
The spelling in the examination papers shows the same degree of 
carelessness as was manifested last year. It is admitted that the 
thoughts of the pupil are confined to the substance, rather than 
the spelling, or proper expression, or the penmanship; but just 
what we aim to produce is a correct habit of performance in all 
its details. And we would suggest to teachers that it would be a 
good plan to put upon the blackboard the words that are misspelled 
in the dictation or composition exercises, thus fixing the correc- 
tion upon the minds of the pupils. No written exercise should be 
returned without a mark against every word incorrectly spelled. 


WRITING. 


Writing is an art which is acquired by practice. Some pupils 
exhibit a natural taste and an ability beyond others, but by proper 
care and training, all can be taught to write neatly and legibly. 
The position and manner of holding the pen are of the first 
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importance, and we believe more attention has been given than 
formerly to these requirements, and the result is manifested in an 
improved style. ‘The books exhibit remarkable neatness, and 
show that pains has been taken to follow the copy and the rules 
prescribed. We have frequently had occasion to notice the per- 
‘severing efforts of the teachers when they were engaged in this 
exercise, and we feel that much interest is shownby them in this 
work. But where the pupils are kept too long upon the elements, and 
confined to the regular exercises of the copy books, they fail to 
acquire a free and ready handwriting. The difference between the 
penmanship as seen in the writing books and the examination 
papers is very great, and naturally so. The regular dictation and 
composition exercises, however, are very creditable, and compare 
quite favorably with the books. What the pupils need to acquire, 
is a more rapid, off-hand style of writing. The same rules should 
be observed in regard to position, etc., when they are engaged in 
any pen exercise as in theregular writing lesson, and they should 
not be allowed to hurry the work. The benefit of the regular les- 
son will be in a great measure destroyed if this course is not pur- 
sued. The importance of being able to write well none can doubt. 
The advertisements that constantly appear for boys in offices 
where the principal requirement is that the applicant must write a 
good hand, testifies to this fact. And many boys seeking em- 
ployment have found desirable situations in consequence of being 
able to write a good hand. And now that so many girls are em- 
ployed as copyists and accountants, it is important that the 
instruction in this branch should be thorough and complete. 


NATURAL SCIENCE. 


The exercises in this study appear to have produced excellent 
results, and the pupils have shown such a desire to learn as proves 
the inherent interest these topics possess. These studies are emi- 
nently practical in their nature, and we feel that their introduc. 
tion in a grammar school course will produce a great benefit to 
all. 

Hooker’s Child Book of Nature is in use in the fourth, fifth and 
sixth classes, physiology in the third, natural philosophy in the 
second, and a more advanced work on physiology in the first. 
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The Child’s Book of Nature is in the hands of the pupils, but 
the other works are introduced as reference books in the hands of 
the teacher. The subjects are treated in such a simple and famil- 
iar way that they can easily be comprehended by the pupils of 
the respective classes. The method to be pursued is laid down in 
the course of study. While this study cannot fail to prove inter- 
esting, it will impart most useful and practical knowledge An 
important feature in connection with this branch of study is that 
the pupils are required to write a composition upon the topics 
taught and explained by the teacher. ‘Thus not only will the im- 
portant facts and principles be more firmly impressed upon the 
minds, but they will be instructed how to express their thoughts 
in aproper manner. ~ 

While this course has been but recently introduced, we are grat- 
ified to be able to state that creditable progress has been made. 
We have examined the papers of many of the classes, and have 
been surprised to see the very favorable results. The papers indi- 
cate care both in regard to proper and correct expression and 
penmanship and neatness. The teachers take a just pride in 
these exercises, and we call the attention of the Board to the fact 
that they are preserved for inspection in accordance with the 
directions. 


ARITHMETIC. 


The results in this study are not entirely satisfactory. More than 
any other study does this task the patience and ability of the teacher, 
and call forth the energies and mental capacities of the pupil. 
In the third and fourth classes, good results have been given, 
but in all the others we hope to make improvement. We believe 
as arnle, that pupils do not generally attain as high percentages 
in this as in the memory studies, and perhaps we should not ex- 
pect it. We have endeavored to impress upon the teachers that 
principles rather than rules are required, and that the scholars are 
to be taught to solve problems by analysis. Rules are soon for- 
gotten, but if the principles are firmly fixed, and the pupil under- 
stands the reason why the application of the rule will produce the 
result, the knowledge will prove of permanent value, and he will 
also be enabled to solve problems more readily which require the 
application of several principles. It is too frequently the case,

that when pupils are asked to perform problems varying in form 
and phraseology from what they are accustomed to meet in the 
text-book, they are wholly unable to comprehend their nature or 
purport. We think that exercises in mental arithmetic should be 
more frequent. Not only do they assist in training the mind to 
rapidity of thought and calculation, and strengthen the memory 
by retention of the entire question while in process of solution, but 
they contribute materially in the important work of solution by 
analysis. In questions involving the principle of fractions espe- 
cially, the mental exercises are of great value. For example: 

At three-eighths of a dollar per yard, how many yards can be 
bought for six dollars? 

If five-eighths of a yard of cloth cost two dollars, what will three- 
fourths of a yard cost? 

Questions of this nature should be solved readily by pupils who 
have completed the study of fractions. But we find that problems 
similar to these are enigmas which many are frequently unable to 
solve. We think that teachers should deal especially with ques- 
tions that are likely to occur in business or daily life. Practical 
utility should be the controlling aim and object in this branch. 
We find also that errors frequently occur in the application of the 
four simple rules, and this inaccuracy is due to a want of care 
rather than an absence of knowledge. Pupils should be trained 
to habits of accuracy ; nothing is more important. For while the 
result is incorrect from one cause or the other, the knowledge of 
correct principles may be gained more readily than careless habits 
may be overcome. With the younger pupils especially, we appre- 
ciate the difficulty of the task, and we cannot expect the same ac- 
curacy and degree of knowledge that the higher classes should 
possess. 


GEOGRAPHY. 


The classes all show commendable proficiency, and we are 
pleased with the results. The lower classes appeared to have an 
imperfect knowledge of the portion of physical geography embraced 
in their text-books. We consider this portion especially important. 

The course of study particularly directs that the study of the 
globe and all that relates to physical geography should receive 
careful attention. Important progress has been made in map 
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drawing during the past year. The maps drawn by many of the 
classes are entitled to special mention and praise. In connection 
with the study of geography this is a valuable exercise and should 
be encouraged. 


LANGUAGE. 


With the exception of the first classes, which were subjected to 
a more severe test, the results were as favorable as those of last 
year, and they elicited commendation at that time. The pupils 
are exercised in dictation and letter writing, and the correction 
of false syntax and incorrect forms of expression. ‘The construc- 
tion of sentences is also subjected to analysis, and the scholars 
are taught to distinguish the different phrases composing a sen- 
tence, as also to transpose them and change the form of the sen- 
tence We would recommend that much attention be given to the 
examination of sentences and the correction of false syntax, and 
that the pupils be required to give the reasons why the construc- 
tion is incorrect, and explain the method of correction. 


HISTORY. 


This is taught only in the three upper classes; the dictation 
exercises occupying the space in the lower classes. Tho percen- 
tages attained show that the instruction has been complete, and 
the lessons faithfully learned. ‘This study possesses in itself much 
tointerest the young. We have sought in the questions that have 
been put, to draw from the pupils their knowledge of leading events 
and the causes that produced thera and also their impressions in. 
regard to the prominent men of the age, rather than to test the 
memory about dates and details of events of no particular interest 
or importance. As the study of history is a study of the progress 
of mankind, of the development of certain principles and laws, of 
the elevation by gradual but sure processes of the social, political 
and moral condition of society, of what supreme importance is it 
that careful and intelligent instruction should be given. The 
teacher should be fully prepared to describe these events and fea- 
tures, and in a manner to command attention and secure the in- 
terest of all. 
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DISCIPLINE. 


A proper degree of order in-a school is essential to progress. 
We cannot expect, especially in the lower classes, that the chil- 
dren will be transformed into statues seated at their desks, or 
when standing during recitation ; neither is it necessary that there 
should be whispering, turning around, or disturbing noises, such 
as we have sometimes noticed. While the children are engaged 
in study, the room should be quiet and nothing to distract their 
attention should be allowed. During recitation and instruction by 
the teacher, strict attention should be given, otherwise much ben- 
efit will be lost. Much can be learned by listening attentively to 
the recitations of others, and it is universally the case, that the 
habitually inattentive pupils are those who fail in their own per- 
formances. Disorder and inattention are fatal to the well being 
of a school. The best results are reached where these practices 
are not allowed. As arule, we think the order maintained in our 
schools is excellent, but the attention given in many instances 
that we have noticed has not been such as we desire to see. We 
therefore call attention to this subject. 


PROMOTION. 


Parents who take a special interest in the progress of their 
children are greatly disappointed when they are not promoted. 
We have had several applications to make exceptions to the rule, 
and we have been disposed to do all in our power to: meet the 
wishes of parents. But an exception made in favor of one would 
lead to discontent and perhaps just complaint from others. We 
have in several cases granted permission for another examination 
to be given in the course of one or two months later, in case extra 
effort is made by the pupil. It is only an injury to the child to be 
promoted into a higher class when not qualified to advance. It is 
much better to review the studies and make thorough work, so as 
to be able to advance creditably and take high rank, than to drag 
behind and occupy an inferior and discreditable position through- 
out the whole course. At the same time, if pupils are desirous of 
making up past deficiency, the teachers are ready to lend a helping 
hand, and another examination will be granted ‘The subject of 
promotions was fully discussed in the last report. We desire to 
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explain in regard to the formation of the sixth class at the com- 
mencement of the term in September. This class is composed of 
pupils promoted from the first primary, and from the second divt- 
sion of the sixth class formed in February, and of those who fail 
of promotion. It is desirable that the teachers who have charge 
of the second division of the sixth class should prepare such pupils 
as are capable, for admission to the fifth class in September, other. 
wise they will be compelled to remain in the sixth class for one 
year from September. Such preparation will require of these pu- 
pils an extra advance of six months, whereas in all the other 
grammar-classes an entire year must be passed over in case of ex- 
tra promotion. The promotions in the primary classes occurring 
every six months, and those in the grammar classes being yearly, 
necessitates the formation of this second division of the sixth in 
February. We repeat the request, therefore, that as many of the 
pupils as possible be fitted for promotion to the fifth class in 
September. 


We pass now to the results of the examination in the 
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It will be noticed that the percentages attained by the advanced 
and senior classes indicate a degree of perfection that is very sat- 
isfactory. The questions for all the examinations in this school 
were prepared by the principal, and the management was almost 
entirely under his charge. It will be our duty at the next exami- 
nation to give it such attention in all its details, that we shall be 
enabled to transmit to you a report that will furnish you with 
more complete information relating to the progress in the different 
branches pursued. A high school in a town gives tone and char- 
acter to all the other schools. All improvement works naturally 
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from the higher to the lower schools. While a small proportion 
of pupils in our grammar schools enter upon the higher course, it 
nevertheless forms an important purt of our public school system. 
Our High School should not be regarded as an ornamental institu- 
tion, and one which returns to the tax payers a small percentage 
upon the annual outlay. The influences which it exerts are both 
direct and reflex. Jt serves to raise the standard of education, 
and the pupils of the grammar schouls are influenced throughout 
the entire course by the expectation of entering it. It is the goal 
towards which many are advancing with high purpose and perse- 
vering effort. The example and endeavor of even a few in every 
class is a benefit to the whole. Its importance, therefore, in our 
system should not be underestimated or disregarded. Without 
enlarging upon the merits or comparative worth of the different 
studies pursued, we will simply state that two distinct courses are 
provided, an English and a classical course. The pupil upon en- 
tering is free to elect which shall be pursued. 


CONCLUSION. 


The present school year has commenced, in many respects, under 
more favorable circumstances than the one which has just closed. 
Nearly all the classes begin each study as prescribed in the course, 
and where the few exceptions occur, the deficiency will soon and 
easily be made up. We feel now that we are working upon a more 
permanent and settled system, and teachers and pupils know just 
what is to be expected of them. In the art of writing, in the 
study of history and natural science, in the composition and dic- 
tation exercises, the pupils have advanced and exhibit commenda- 
ble proficiency. 

The trusts committed to us are neither slight nor unimportant. 
Every effort undertaken and every means employed to promote the 
efficiency of the instruction and the welfare of the schools, becomes 
invested with a value beyond pecuniary calculation, and an im- 
portance that demands the most careful consideration. The system 
of our free public schools, is the corner stone of the republic. 
Whatever tends to destroy it impairs the efficiency of the govern- 
ment and its free institutions. ‘The founders of our republic for- 
saw the dangers that would threaten it, and earnestly felt that, 
only in proportion as the people were educated would its success 
be established. Amid the corruption and vices of the present age, 
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increased by the pernicious influences attending a long war, and 
stimulated by the luxury which a rapid increase of wealth has 
brought, we turn with hope and confidence to our educational insti. 
tutions, scattered as they are throughout the length and breadth of 
our land. Let us guard then with watchful care our common school 
system. As the little streams in the mountains flow on in their 

- courses, gathering strength all the while, and combine to form the 
mighty river, so will the influences exerted by our common schools 
go forth from village, and town, and city, and in future years com- 
bine to form the irresistible power of public opinion. 

It is not only the knowledge that is gained, but the habits of 
order that are formed, of obedience to lawful authority observed, 
of principles of honor and virtue inculcated, of love of country 
instilled, that will make the rising generation capable of solving 
the great problem of self government, and worthy of their glo- 


rious inheritance.

The Committee also recommend an appropriation of $500 for 
the evening school.

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ASSESSORS’ ANNUAL REPORT. 


The labor of the Assessors for the past year has been increased 
by the necessity of recognizing, in most parts of the town, the 
shrinkage of values in real estate, especially in unimproved prop- 
erty. Believing, however, that these values in Brookline have 
never been so inflated as in the other suburbs of Boston, they 
did not find reason to make many very large reductions, and in 
some parts of the town made no change from the previous year. 
The total diminution of the real estate valuation amounted to 
$891,200. This difference was nearly made up by two consider- 
able items of personal estate not before taxable in Brookline, so 
that the net difference of the total valuation of the town from that 
of 1875 was only $88,800. 

Since May last the shrinkage of available values in real estate, 
even in some improved property, seems to have continued ; call- 
ing for yet more reduction for another year, unless some favorable 
change is noticeable before the first of May next. 

The excess of abatements over the amount voted by the town is 
due to a large claim from the City of Boston, made toward the 
close of the year, upon a statement of facts unknown to the As- 
sessors in May; by yielding to which, the town was saved the ex- 
pense of defending a lawsuit in which they must have failed. 

Appended are the usual condensed statement of the taxation of 
the town, and the table of expenditures, debt, valuation and rate 
of taxation, extended to the present time.

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ARTICLE III. 


The Sewer Committee, in their report to the town (Brookline 
Sewer Document, pages 7 and 8), say in reference to this main 
sewer : — 


‘We advise the town to accept the same as located by the 
Selectmen, and construct the same without unnecessary delay, in- 
asmuch as by the adoption of this plan the land damages are 
likely to be less in amount, the drainage of the lower part of the 
town will be better from the greater depth of the sewer, and the 
town will save the expense of raising several streets and paying 
damages to abutting owners. 

‘* After this has been done, and the houses on Brookline avenue, 

Pearl, Emerald and Washington streets have been connected with 
it, and the houses in Longwood, which now drain into Muddy 
river, have been made to connect with it, we should wholly dis- 
continue the use of the brook sewer along the railroad track and 
the old brook channel as sewers, for which use neither of them are 
properly fitted, but still retaining them to carry off surface 
water. : . . . . . . : 
‘In the course of our investigations we have considered the want 
of drainage for several different localities. The scheme reported 
by Mr. Shedd provides a remedy for the village and Longwood, 
and points out the remedy for Thayer place and its neighborhood, 
School street and Aspinwall avenue, etc. Before these can be 
remedied, however, the main sewer must first be built. 

‘The Sewall-street district is peculiarly situated. The town has 
no right to drain into the brook which runs from Cypress street to 
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the mouth of the brook sewer just west of Washington-street 
bridge, and it is, moreover, inexpedient to throw sewage matter 
into a brook channel with rough stone sides. We cannot acquire 
the right to use this channel as a sewer without laying it out as 
such. The expense of doing this was estimated, in 1869, at 
$31,794, without including any damages for the land taken; we 
also found that it would cost not less than $9,000 to lay a twelve- 
inch pipe sewer from Sewall street, in front of these houses, to 
Cypress-street brook, and that even this pipe would be inadequate 
to take the surface drainage of the territory which would naturally 
drain into Sewall street. It seemed to us, therefore, to be inex- 
pedient, on the score of health, to drain into this brook channel, 
and also unwise to incur so great an expense in order to afford 
drainage to these houses.” 


In laying out this sewer, the Selectmen have acted not only 
under the special law passed in relation to sewers in Brookline, 
(Stat. 1867, ch. 71), but also under the general laws, authorizing 
us to lay out main drains and sewers (Stat. 1869, chap. III, $1), 
etc. 

The probable effect of the drain on the water courses in town 
will be seen from the following letter from Mr. Shedd : — 


PROVIDENCE, January 2, 1877. 
Wm. I. Bownitcu, Esa. : — 

Dear Srr,— The scheme for a main sewer, upon which. I re- 
ported to you in August last, contemplated taking the ordinary 
flow of the brook, near the location of the N. Y. and N. E.R. R., 
from the old channel which runs under the abutment of the rail- 
road bridge. The new sewer will pass under the old brook, so 
that the crown of the sewer will form the bottom of the brook 
channel, and an opening will be made through this of a suitable 
size to take the amount of water that can be properly carried in 
the new sewer. When the discharge of the brook exceeds this 
amount, that which cannot pass through the opening into the new 
sewer will flow on through the old channel as formerly, and when

the flow rises in this channel so as to overflow into channel 
under the railroad track, the volume will pass through both 
channels as now. ‘The new sewer will be of a capacity to carry 
the whole flow from about one-third of the storms, or about twenty 
times the amount that would result from the drainage area if it 
could be evenly distributed so as to flow in a constant stream 
through the year. ‘The sewer now built in Washington street, 
near the depot, will pass under the brook channel, which is under 
the track, and connect with the new sewer in such a manner as to 
leave no communication between the channel and the sewer at this 
point. 

It is not intended to make any connection between the brook 
and the sewer at Brookline avenue, but the sewage will pass in a 
four-feet iron pipe through the brook channel in such a manner as 
not to interfere with the flow of the brook. 

The flow of Aspinwall brook, and of other brooks or springs 
intercepted by the sewer, will be taken into the sewer through 
openings in the side or on the top. These streams will be re- 
ceived at points in their present location where they are crossed 
by the sewer. 

At Aspinwall brook a large overflow will be constructed, so as 
to discharge freely into Muddy river the excess of flow from 
storms, which cannot be carried on by the sewer. 

The taking of water from brook-channels that now receive 
sewage, at points below such taking, will probably cause an 
increase of offensive smell from those channels, until they can be 
cleaned and kept only for surface water; but the scouring effect 
of storms that will inevitably go that way will prevent a serious 
nuisance, I think, and it will be easy to regulate the size of 
opening into the new sewer, or close it entirely, by movable 
covers, for the purpose of turning the whole flow through the 
brook-channels at any time when it may be temporarily needed.

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We offer the following votes for the consideration of the 
town : — 

Voted, That the main drain or common sewer, laid out by the 
Selectmen, Dec. 27, 1876, as thus reported by them to the town, 
be, and the same is hereby accepted, allowed and recorded as 
laid out by the Selectmen. 

Voted, That the balance of the sums raised by taxation at the 
last annual meeting for the construction of sewers ($20,000) be 
placed at the disposal of the Selectmen, to be expended by them 
in the construction of said sewer, and in paying land damages. 

Voted, That the Selectmen be directed to apply to the Legis- 
lature for authority to borrow not exceeding $300,000 for the 
construction of sewers in this town by issuing bonds, the princi- 
pal to be made payable in twenty years from date of the bonds, 
bearing interest not exceeding six per cent. per annum, payable 
half yearly, and for the repeal of Stat. 1875, chap. 134, $ 1. 

If the Legislature shall grant such authority, or if the Legis- 
lature or its committee shall decide that the town now has 
authority to issue such bonds, the Selectmen are hereby autho- 
rized to issue not exceeding $125,000 of said bonds, from time 
to time, as needed to complete the construction of said sewer, and 
pay land damages. 

Voted, That if said bonds shall be so issued, there shall be 
raised by taxation next year the sum of $7,500 to pay the inter- 
est on the bonds so issued, and that the yearly sum of $3,600 be 
added to the appropriation for the sinking fund, and raised next 
year and each succeeding year, until the final payment of the 
bonds thus authorized to be issued. If, however, the money shall 
be borrowed at five per cent. or a less rate of interest, the 
amount to be raised for payment of interest shall be proportion- 
ally reduced. 

Voted, That the sewer shall be built under one or more con- 
tracts, at the discretion of the Selectmen, and they are requested, 
as far as may be possible, consistent with thoroughly good work 


and economy, to endeavor to secure the labor of construction to 
our own townspeople. 

Voted, That a committee of five, to be nominated at large, be 
appointed to consider and report at the next annual meeting, or 
some future meeting, in print, what portion of the cost of con- 
structing this sewer shall, after its completion, be assessed upon 
every person who shall enter his particular drain therein, or who 
by more remote means shall receive benefit thereby for draining 
his cellar or land, and also the best scheme for making such 
assessment equitably. 

Voted, That all sums of money at any time hereafter received 
into the treasury from assessments for building sewers, or for 
the right to enter sewers, shall be added to the appropriation 
for the construction of sewers in this town, and may be ex- 
pended by the Selectmen for this purpose, and for paying land 
damages. 

Voted, That the Selectmen be instructed to prevent any 
material encroachment on the drainage capacity now afforded by 
Muddy river, and they are hereby advised to lay out our side of 
said river as a sewer, if in their judgment it shall become neces- 
sary so do in order to prevent such encroachment. 
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REPORT. 


THE following is the report of the Selectmen, upon the 
several articles in the warrant for the Town Meeting, to be 
held March 20, 1876. 


ARTICLE SEVEN.

Respectfully represents John McCormack of said Brook-

That his contract with said Town, for the construction of 
a section of Washington Street, bearing date Aug. 8, 1874, 
was fully completed in the month of November, 1874, within 
the time stipulated in said contract. 

That by the terms of said contract, he was to receive $3.50 
per cubic square for excavations, and $9.00 per square for bal- 
lasting done under said contract, to be measured upon the 
ground.

That your petitioner finding the measurement returned him 
by the then Town engineer much less than he believed the 
true amount to be, employed Messrs. Garbett & Wood, skil- 
ful engineers, to make careful measurements of the amount of 
excavation and ballasting actually done by him under said 
contract. 

That said engineers made careful surveys, and resurveys, 
and measurements of the work done by him, and compared 
their measurements and computations with the present en- 
gineer of said ‘Fown, and found their computations and meas- 
urements agreed with measurements and computations of the 
present Town engineer, by which it appeared there was due 
the undersigned for excavating, 127.9 sqs. at $3.50, $447 65

CONTRACT FOR GRADING WASHINGTON STREET, BETWEEN 
MRS. WEST'S STORE ON HARVARD SQUARE AND THE 
NORTHERLY SIDE OF G. B. BLAKE’S LAND. 


This agreement, made and concluded this third day of 
August, A.D. 1874, by and between the inhabitants of the 
town of Brookline of the first part, and John McCormack of 
the second part, of the same town, 

Witnesseth, that the said party of the second part has 
agreed, and by these presents does agree, with the parties of 
the first part, for the consideration hereinafter mentioned, to 
do all the ‘excavation, make all embankments, walls, culverts, 
drains, ditches, sidewalks, crossings, and to finish all the 
work required on said street, according to plan and specifi- 
cations made by the Town engineer, and attached to this 
contract. 

And it is further agreed by the said McCormack, that the 
work shall be commenced and carried on at such parts, and 
at such times and seasons, as may from time to time be 
directed by the engineer; and all work shall be in every 
respect executed in a thorough and workmanlike manner, on 
or before Dec. 1, 1874. And it is further agreed by the said 
McCormack, that if the work, or any part, to be done under 
this contract shall be delayed, or that the said McCormack’s 
violating any of the conditions or covenants of this contract, 
the parties of the first part shall have the right to place 
men and teams on the work, and complete the same within 
the time specified ; and the expense shall be paid by the said: 
McCormack, being deducted by the parties of the first part 
out of such money as may be either due, or may at any time 
thereafter become due, to the said McCormack, under and by 
virtue of this agreement or any part thereof. 

And the said party of the second part hereby agrees to 
receive the following, as full compensation, for constructing 
or grading said street, according to said plan and specifica- 
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tions, and the requirements of the engineer under them; to 
wit : 

Excavation. — For all excavation (to be measured on the 
ground), at $3.50 per square. 

Stone ballasting. — For furnishing all stones and making 
the road-bed as per specification, at $9.00 per square. 

Gravel ballasting. — Gravel for roadway and sidewalks, at 
$5.87 per square. 

Sidewalk (thirteen cents), curbstone reset, at $0.18 per 
lineal foot. 

Sidewalk (ninety cents), curbstone new finished and set, 
at $0.90 per lineal foot. 

Paved gutters (forty-nine cents), repairing old paving, at 
$0.49 per square yard. 3 

Paved gutters (forty-nine cents), finishing and making new 
paving at $0.49 per square yard. 

Cesspools. — To be built of brick, as specified above, with 
granite curbs, and finished thoroughly for $95.00 each one. 

Walls. — New, furnishing stone and mortar pointed, $3.25 
each one. 


Walls. — Library building-wall. Total, $1,000.00. 


ne Faced with lime and cement-mortar, at $5.50 per 
yard. 
Foundations for same, at $2.50 per cubic yard. 


Flagstone crossing. — Relaid and made good, $10 each one. 
Trees. — Grubbed out and hauled away, $140, whole total. 


And it is further agreed by the said McCormack that the 
parties of the first part mayretain twenty-five per cent of 
the money estimated due me at the end of each month, until 
the whole work is completed to the satisfaction of the engi- 
neer in charge of said work. And that whenever, in the 
opinion of said engineer, the party of the second part has 
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completely performed this contract on his part, said engineer 
shall certify, in writing, the same to the parties of this agree- — 
ment, together with his estimate, on which the party of the 
second part is to be paid. 

And the party of the second part further agrees to com- 
mence the work herein contracted for, within one week from 
the date hereof; and that all work to be done under this 
contract shall be fully completed and performed on his part 
on or before the first day of December, A.D. 1874.

SPECIFICATIONS FOR GRADING WASHINGTON STREET FROM 
HARVARD SQUARE TO THE END OF NEW GRADE ABOVE d 
PARK STREET. 


The street when finished will be sixty feet wide, with side- 
walks ten feet wide, curbed on both sides. Paved gutters 
three feet wide, with cesspools, wherever the engineer may 
direct. The roadway will be forty (40) feet wide, including © 
the gutters, to be made of stone (from the end of new grading 
to Cypress Street), fourteen inches in depth, rounded so that 
the middle or centre will be ten inches higher than the top 
of the paving at curbstone, and the whole covered smoothly 
with one and a half inches of good binding gravel. 
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Excavation. — Roadway, from upper end to Cypress Street, 
must be taken out fifteen inches below grade in the centre, 
and eighteen inches below at curbstones, to give a proper 
pitch from centre of the subgrade of eight inches, and on 
sidewalks. All material must be removed the whole length 
one foot below grade, except when the engineer shall direct 
otherwise, and filled with good gravel to within two inches 
of the top of curbstone; evenly graded, with a pitch of 
half an inch to the foot from curb to fence line. All 
material so excavated, after making the embankments to 
subgrade, must be hauled and dumped on Cypress Street 
play-ground. The roadway below Cypress Street will be 
filled with broken stones, six to eight inches in depth, the 
whole width; and the contractor will bid for this by the load 
or square, as he chooses. ‘There will be very little excavation 
in the centre from Cypress Street to Harvard Square. 

Embankments can be made to suberade, with material from 
excavation, and good gravel, finished by contractor to grade. 

Stone ballasting must be thirty-four feet wide, and fourteen 
inches in depth above Cyprus Street, and eight inches in 
depth below, made wholly of broken stones, well packed and 
rolled. Ballasting above Cypress Street must be laid four- 
teen inches in depth at centre of roadway, and ten inches 
thick at edge of paving; made with three layers: Ist, a 
‘layer on subgrade, with stones well packed, of not more than 
eight inches in diameter; 2d, a layer of stones, not more 
than three inches in diameter, of three inches in thickness, 
spread evenly; 38d and last course, or layer, must be 
broken so that no stones shall be more than one and a half 
inches in diameter, and to be three inches in depth over the 
whole surface. All to be well rolled, and made perfectly 
smooth, and covered with good binding gravel; raked and 
finished off smoothly.. 

Sidewalks to be graded and gravelled, wherever neces- 
sary, to the proper height for concreting, and to be ten feet 
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wide, with a pitch from grade at curbstones of five inches to 
fence line. Curbstones to be put on line of roadway, and 
new furnished by contractor, if needed. Joints to be made 
tight and cemented. - All corners, where needed, to be fin- 
ished. 

Paved gutters to be made on both sides, the whole length, 
of good cobble-stones, round and hard, and not over six 
inches in diameter, nor less than three inches, made three 
feet wide, with a pitch from curbstone of three inches, and 
top to be ten inches below grade at curbstones. 


Cesspools to be built wherever the engineer shall direct, 
made of brick, and of the same size and style as those already 
made by the Town at the Town Hall, and to have twelve-inch 
pipes running from them into sewers. 


Walls to be taken down and stone removed to any place 
designated by the engineer; and if there are any to be built, 
the contractor will find all material, and build them as directed 
by the engineer. The quality of wall will be decided by the 
selectmen, and the contractor will make his bids for common 
dry wall, common, pointed with cement and lime mortar, 
and cement-faced wall per cubic yard. Foundations to be 
separated in estimating walls. 

Flag-Crossings to be taken up carefully, and piled éach by 
itself, and when the roadway is finished, they are to be put 
back at the same place they were taken from, and to be laid 
in as nearly the same position as before, if possible. 

Trees are to be cut and removed from street, and the 
stumps and roots all grubbed out and taken away.

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ARTICLE III. 


We had on our pauper list, Oct. 17, last, 25 men, 41 women and 
101 children, making a total of 167 persons, who were and are regu- 
larly helped every week, at a cost of $146, and yearly cost of 
$7,592. Ofthese men 18 areable-bodied. 21 men, 24 women, and 
70 children, making a total of 115, have alsohad occasional relief,— 
amounting thus far this year to $409.89. These two sums amount 
to $8,001.89. We have also given to 23 families $230 for fuel, and 
the yearly rent which we pay for 11 families will amount to $528. 

The support of the poor will, therefore, cost more than $8,700 for 
the year, not taking into account the bills for medical attendance. 

At the last annual meeting the town appropriated $4,000, being 
$2,000 less than it cost us last year. A considerable portion of 
this appropriation was really expended before we assumed oflice. 
We now ask that $5,000 may be transferred from the appropriation 
of $30,000 for sewers to the appropriation for the support of the 
poor. If we can save anything of it we will. We now require all. 
the able-bodied men whose families are regularly relieved to 
give a day’s work for every dollar’s worth of relief afforded to their 
families. In this way we hope the town will get some sort of equiv- 
alent for $2,238 of its yearly appropriation. 

We hope also that we have organized a somewhat similar plan 
for the women, or for those of them whose whole time is not de- 
voted to the care of their children. We now require all women 
who are able to sew or knit to give their labor for one or other of 
the two industrial unions in town. The managers of each union 
are to set aside from the articles of clothing made by the paupers 
such articles as are fairly worth the labor supplied by us, and we 
allow the managers to give such clothing away to any deserving 
poor in the town, or to sell the same for the benefit of the town. 
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The town has, however, contributed no money to the funds of either 
union. This contribution has been a personal one. 

Our aim has been not only to raise the self-respect of the poor, 
but also to give to the town some sort of equivalent for the money 
expended. From the men we get work that is really useful, and 
from the women we expect labor enough to afford clothing to chil- 
dren and needy persons in town. 

We recommend the passage of the following vote : — 

Voted, That $5,000 be taken from the $30,000 appropriated for 
the construction of Sewers, and added to the appropriation for the 
support of the Poor. 


ARTICLE IV. 


There are about 200 men in town, who are believed to be wholly 
dependent on their daily work for the daily bread of themselves 
and families; and it isin every way desirable for us to prevent any 
of this class applying for relief as paupers. | 

The balance of the appropriation for support of highways will 
give considerable help to this; but we think some rough work 
in blasting and moving stone may be advantageously done. in the 
Cemetery this winter, and we therefore advise the town to transfer 
$5,000 from the appropriation for Sewers, and place the amount at 
the disposal of the Selectmen, to the end that they, acting with 
the trustees of the Cemetery, or their consent, may employ as 
many of our own deserving citizens as can be judiciously employed 
on work at the Cemetery ; any amount thus expended to be repaid 
by the trustees at some future day, at their discretion, without 
interest, from money received from ‘the sale of lots. But we wish 
it to be distinctly understood that this proposal is made for the 
benefit of our own citizens, and no other persons. 

_ We recommend the passage of the following vote : — 

Voted, That $5,000 be taken from the $30,000 appropriated for 
the construction of Sewers, and placed at the disposal of the Se- 
lectmen, to-:be by them expended, with the concurrence or consent 
of the trustees of the Cemetery, in paying for such work at the 
Cemetery as in the discretion of the Selectmen can be judiciously 
done this winter; the object of the town in passing this vote 
being to afford employment only to our own towns-people. 


ARTICLE V. 


The undersigned, Selectmen of the Town of Brookline, having 
given written and printed notices to all persons and corporations, 
known to us to be interested, of our intention to lay out a main 
sewer from Charles river through St. Mary’s, Beacon and Carlton 
streets, and on and near the north side of the location of the Boston 
& Albany Railroad, crossing Longwood avenue and Aspinwall 
avenue to a point near Aspinwall brook; and thence crossing the 
play-ground in the village to Brookline avenue, and through Brook- 
line avenue and Washington street to a point near the Brookline 
depot, such notices requiring such persons and corporations to ap- 
pear before us at the Town Hall on the twenty-third day of October, 
A.D. 1876, at 4 o’clock, P.M.; and having caused such notices to 
be actually served, according to law, upon all such persons and cor- 
porations, by a constable of this town, at least seven days before 
the day so appointed for the hearing; and having also given 
notice to all other persons and corporations (if any) who may be 
interested in the subject-matter of said sewer, whose names are 
not known to us, by posting up the same written and printed 
notices, in some public places in the town, at least seven days 
before said day appointed for the hearing, and also by publishing 
the same notice in the Brookline ‘*‘ Chronicle” before said day ; 
pursuant to such notices we met at the time and place appointed, 
and after hearing the parties and their remarks and objections at 
that time, and at divers other days and times since then to this 
day, and the route of the sewer, as hereinafter described, having 
been viewed and examined by us, after fully considering the 
subject, do adjudge that it is necessary for the public convenience 
and the public health of the inhabitants of this town that a main

And to each and all of these persons we reserve all rights of way 
over the railroad location which they now legally enjoy, and also 
the right to pass over their lands adjoining such location, and here-

We request the town to provide by ordinance, or otherwise, what 
part of the expense of constructing, maintaining and repairing 
main-drains or common sewers shall be paid by the town. So 
that we may know what portion of the cost of constructing this 
sewer shall, after its completion, be assessed upon every person - 
who shall enter his particular drain therein, or who, by more re- 
mote means, shall receive benefit thereby for draining his cellar or 
land. ; i 

We estimate the expense of constructing the sewer at $131,822, 
and the land damages at $9,936.25, making a total of $141,758.25.

We recommend the passage of the following vote : — 


Voted, That a committee of five, to be nominated at large, be 
chosen to oppose the annexation or union of the town to Boston, 
there being at present no desire on our part for such union; and 
to resist the scheme for a metropolitan system of sewers, drains, 
and parks, because our scheme for a main sewer will work harmo- 
niously with any one which a metropolitan board would be likely 
to adopt, and we have no money at present, or in the near future, 
to expend for a system of parks. 


ARTICLE VII. 


The following note from the auditors, explains the reasons for 
this article. The amount of appropriation desired by them ($300) 
can be easily raised from unexpended balances or unappropriated 
funds in the treasury : — 


BROOKLINE, Noy. 28, 1876. 
W. I. Bownrrcn, Esq., Chairman of the Board of Selectmen :— 


The undersigned auditors would state that the duties required of 
them, by the general statutes and by-laws of the town, require 
their attention for several days to other matters than auditing the 
treasurer’s accounts ; that owing to the manner in which these ac- 
counts are kept, it has already required several days’ work to get 
an approximation only to the balance of money standing to the 
credit of the town, and in order to obtain a correct exhibit of that 
balance, it will require them to perform the duties of a book-keeper 
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or accountant, or employ some one for that purpose, before the ac- 
counts of the town will be in a shape to be audited, or for the 
books of the auditors to exhibit the condition of the finances 
which the by-laws now require. 

No appropriation was made at the annual town meeting for the 
compensation of the Auditors, and heretofore they have drawn 
upon the contingent fund for such sum as they chose to ask for, 
without any authority than a custom established many years ago.

We recommend the passage of the following vote : — 


Voted, That, disclaiming any intention to find fault with a faith- 
ful town officer, or even to pass judgment upon the Treasurer’s 
system of keeping accounts, — a system which has been in use for 
so many years, — the town appropriates from any unexpended or 
unappropriated balances or funds in the treasury the sum of $ 
for the pay of the Auditors for this year; and the Auditors are 
hereby instructed to report in print at the annual meeting next 
year what changes in the manner of keeping accounts (if any) 
they consider judicious, and what additional assistance or com- 
pensation (if any) the Treasurer, in their judgment, ought to 
receive, that the town may then consider and act upon the whole 
subject advisedly. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


Sixteen suits have been commenced against the town growing 
out of the introduction of water. Enoch Joy claimed $1,500. 
The Water Commissioners offered him $250.’ (Final Report, p. 21.) 
He has now brought suit. Aaron D. Weld claimed $1,500. The 
Water Commissioners offered him $300. (Ibid. p. 21.) He has 
now brought suit. Mary W. Gardner has also brought suit. The 
Commissioners allowed her $2,500. (Ibid. p. 20.) The proprie- 
tors of thirteen mills on Charles river have also brought suits for 
damages. The defence of all these suits is at present in the hands 
of Charles H. Drew, Esq., one of the former Water Commissioners, 
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and we have secured the services of Dr. A. A. Hayes as an 
expert. 

We request, however, authority to employ this and other coun- 
sel, if deemed expedient, to defend the town against these and any 
other suits which may be hereafter brought; the expenses of de- 
fending the suits above named to be a charge against the water- 
rates received by the town, and to be paid from them. 

We recommend the passage of the following vote : — 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized to employ counsel to 
defend the town in all suits, the expenses incurred in defending 
suits growing out of the introduction of water to be a charge upon, 
and to be paid from, the money received from water-rates ; and in 
all other cases the expense shall be paid out of the contingent fund 
or any unexpended or unappropriated balances of funds in the 
treasury. 


ARTICLE IX. 


It is understood that the Boston and Albany Railroad propose to 
build a new station in the village the coming spring. 

In reference to the crossing at Cypress street, the Charles River 
Railroad (August 4, 1851) were allowed by the County Commis- 
sioners to build their road at grade, only because the company de- 
clared it to be their purpose ‘‘ to locate a station on said street, 
and to run no express trains which will not stop at that station ;” 
and the commissioners ordered the corporation ‘‘ to erect and 
constantly maintain substantial double gates at said crossing, and 
employ a faithful agent to tend the same. 

The Railroad Corporation has not erected and maintained its 
double gates; it has not erected any station, nor does it stop any 
of its trains at Cypress street, but constantly runs through without 
stopping. It also appears from the examinations of our surveyor 
that part of their railroad construction is in the line of Tappan 
street, and as now made will surely destroy the old oak tree at 
that point. 7 

We therefore ask the town for an expression of its opinion of the 
absolute necessity of a new station in the village at the earliest 
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possible moment; and that we may be instructed to do all in our 
power to induce or compel the N. Y. and N. E. R. R. to carry out 
the agreements which their predecessors, the Charles-river Rail- 
road, deliberately made. 

We recommend the passage of the following votes : — 

Voted, That this town most earnestly expresses its conviction 
of the necessity for the best interests of the town of a new railroad 
station in the village at the earliest possible moment, and instructs 
the selectmen to do all in their power to aid the project. _ 

Voted, That the Selectmen be instructed to use all their efforts 
to induce the N. Y. and N. E.R. R. to carry out all the agree- 
ments in reference to the grade crossing at Cypress street, — as to 
double gates, a station, and stopping the trains which the Charles- 
river Railroad deliberately made with the county commissioners, 
and to prevent all encroachments on Tappan street. 


ARTICLE X. 


The following is the deed which it is believed needs confirma 
tion, and we advise the town to authorize us to confirm it : — 

Know all men by these Presents, That James Bartlett, Thomas: 
Parsons, William J. Griggs, Edward §. Philbrick and Horace 
James, Selectmen of the town of Brookline, in behalf of said town,. 
in consideration of one hundred and five dollars and thirty-one-- 
hundredths (105,89; ), paid by Thomas Seaverns of said Brookline, 
in the county of Norfolk, and State of Massachusetts, the receipt 
whereof is hereby acknowledged, do hereby sell, remise, release,. 
and forever quitclaim unto the said Thomas Seaverns a certain 
piece or parcel of land situated in said Brookline, bounded and! 
described as follows, viz.: Beginning at the northerly corner of a 
lot of land belonging to said Seaverns on the northwesterly side of 
Prospect street in said Brookline, about sixty-seven feet from said 
Prospect street, measuring along the line between lands of the said’ 
town of Brookline and said lands of said Seaverns; and thence: 
running northwesterly in continuation of said line twelve feet to a. 
stone bound; Thence running southwesterly, parallel with the: 
northwesterly side of said lands of said Seaverns twenty-seven andi 
three-tenths (27,3,) feet to a stone bound at lands of Collins andi 
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Chase; thence southeasterly along said lands of said Collins and 
Chase, twelve (12) feet to said lands of said Seaverns; thence 
northeasterly along said lands of said Seaverns, thirty-two feet and 
eight-tenths (32,8) to the point of beginning; containing three 
hundred and fifty-one (851) square feet of land more or less. 

To Have and to Hold the above-granted premises, with all the 
privileges and appurtenances to the same belonging, to the said 
Seaverns’ heirs and assigns, to their own use and behoof forever. 

And we, the said grantors, for ourselves and successors in 
office, covenant with the said grantee, and his heirs and assigns, 
that the premises are free from all incumbrances made or suf- 
fered by said town of Brookline, and that said town will warrant 
-and defend the same to the said grantee, and his heirs and assigns 
forever, against the lawful claims and demands of all persons 
claiming by, through or under said town of Brookline, but against 
none other. 

In witness whereof, we, the said Bartlett, Parsons, Griggs, Phil- 
brick and James, as Selectmen of said town duly authorized by 
vote of said town, passed on the 18th day of March, A. D. 1867, 
in town meeting, have hereunto set their hands and affixed the 
town seal this first day of July, in the year of our Lord eighteen 
hundred and sixty-seven.

We recommend the passage of the following vote : — 


Voted, That the Selectmen be authorized for a nominal consider- 
ation to confirm to the persons now holding title under Thomas 
Seaverns, in fee-simple, the parcel of land sold to him by the town 
in 1867, and intended to. be conveyed to him by deed recorded 
with Norfolk Deeds, lib. 373, fol. 239. This confirmation to 
contain, however, an express disclaimer of covenant or warranty 
on the part of the town. 


ARTICLES XI AND XII. 


The Water Board have stated their wishes in their own report. 
We cannot, however, advise the town to make an appropriation of: 
$3,500 to pay itself for the use of its own water. We see no use 
whatever in taxing ourselves to pay ourselves for the use of ‘our: 
own property. 

We see no difficulty in selling water directly to Mrs. Cleveland,, 
or any one who owns a lot of land in town, even if her house be. 
on an adjoining lot in the city. 


ARTICLE XIII. 


To set one lamp-post will cost about $25, and to light it for one 
year will cost about $15 more. 

We think it would be expedient to readopt the former rule in all 
these cases. Allow any citizen to put up at his expense a lamp- 
post at any point which the Selectmen shall approve, and then the 
town will agree to light the same at its expense. 

An appropriation sufficient to meet Mr. Humphrey’s wishes can, 
however, be made, if the town sees fit, from unexpended balances, 
or unappropriated funds in the treasury. 
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ARTICLE XIV. 


- Mr. Goddard says in his note to us, ‘‘I ask for an abatement of 
the tax, on account of excessive taxation. I consider the prop- 
erty has already paid more tax than any of like value in the 
vicinity.” In 1875 Samuel Shackell, non-resident, was assessed 
on 422 acres of house-lots on Goddard avenue and adjoining, valued 
at $50,000. This year there has been a general reduction in the 
valuation all over town, and the same estate is valued at $38,000.

Dear Sir, — Mr. A. W. Goddard’s claim for abatement of taxes, 
about which you inquire, is upon the following facts, as understood 
by the Assessors : — 

In May, 1875, Mr. Shackell held the land bought of Mr. Goddard 
and Mr: Goddard held, still unpaid, the larger part of the mortgage 
note given by Mr. Shackell for his purchase. 

We assessed the land, according to our best judgment of its 
then value, to Mr. Shackell, and the mortgage note as part of Mr. 
Goddard’s personal property. 

Subsequently, Mr. Goddard resumed possession of the land, the 
tax on it being unpaid by Mr. Shackell. 

The Assessors felt that they had correctly assessed both land and 
mortgage note in May, 1875, as the conditions then were, and 
declined to make any abatement because of the subsequent change 
of conditions. 

If Mr. Goddard wishes an abatement on the Shackell land tax 
upon the ground of our excessive valuation, I can only say that we 
assessed it proportionally with other land, according to its value, 
May 1, 1875. ; 

Whether the town should refund the amount of the tax paid by 
Mr. Goddard on the mortgage note, because of his subsequent 
foreclosure, is for the town to determine.

Gentlemen, —I have the honor of presenting the Annual 
Report of Steam Fire Department of Brookline.

Steam Fire Engine No. 1 is located in brick house situate 
on Washington Street, near High, Walnut, and Boylston 
Streets; built by Amoskeag Manufacturing Co., Manchester, 
N.H.; rated as second class; put in service July, 1874; 
cost, including hose-tender, $4,500; weight, 6.775 pounds, 
44-inch double vertical pumps, 6-inch cylinder, 8-inch stroke ; 
capacity, 425 gallons per minute. 

I would recommend that the necessary painting be done 
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on this steamer, a relief-valve added, at an expense of $100, 
to operate in connection with shut-off nozzle, and a steam cir- 
culating heater, similar to those adopted by Boston Fire De- 
partment, with automatic connections. Heater would cost 
about $150. The stalls for horses should be made to corre- 
spond with those of hook-and-ladder truck-house No. 1, at an 
expense of about $300. 

The value of building and 3,000 feet of land is about $20,- 
500.

Hose-carriage No. 1, located at Steamer No. 1 house, is 
not fit for service. The safety of town property demands a 
new hose-carriage to replace this one, drawn by one horse, 
and manned by twelve men. 

‘The one now in use was, when purchased in 1869, a second- 
hand hose-carriage, built in 1860, adapted to be drawn by 
hand only. Weight as drawn to fires-with 750 feet of hose, 
2,250 lbs. 

It is a hand-hose carriage with four wheels. In May, 1875, 
Chief Waterman found it necessary to attach the shafts of 
the supply-wagon and a temporary seat to this carriage. 
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Subsequently Chief Allyne added an arrangement for carrying 
a 90-pound chuck to attach to Lowry hydrants, and a foot- _ 
board for driver. The result is, we have a hose-carriage too 
frail for safety. Serious accidents to men and apparatus are 
liable to occur from its use. Only one remedy exists; viz., 
to purchase a substantial horse hose-carriage that can be re- 
lied upon. It is a slow job to build a hose-carriage properly, 
requiring time, good judgment, best of material, and careful 
supervision by a person experienced in the necessities of the 
case, during its construction. An accident to present appa- 
ratus would leave the department without a proper hose-car- 
riage for three months. 

The present supply of water renders it imperative to be 
able to attach hose instantly to hydrants: otherwise the 
great advantages from introduction of water for fire-pur- 
poses are thrown aside. Brookline village has a large propor- 
tion of buildings subject to a conflagration. It requires two 
hose-carriages to carry hose sufficient for duty to the distant 
parts of the town: 1,500 or even 2,000 feet of hose are 
liable to be used in the majority of places. A fire is liable to 
occur during the absence of the department from the village, 
on duty at a fire in a distant part of the town: hence the 
urgent necessity for providing for this emergency. I fully 
concur with last year’s Report on this matter. I believe a 
further delay in procuring an additional hose-carriage may 
produce results disastrous in their effect on property of the 
town and its citizens. Chief P. H. Raymond, in his Report to 
City of Cambridge for 1874, says, for many years the desire 
was expressed for an additional hose-carriage. It was urged, 
without effect, however, that an extra supply of hose at a 
fire would materially assist in its extinguishment, particularly 
should one or more lengths of hose burst, in lines through 
which water should be passing. Delays caused by sending to — 
remote engine-houses for extra hose have been productive of 
increased loss of property, which could have been avoided, 
hd there been a supply of hose on the ground. Oct. 1 
the want was supplied, and had already more than paid for

itself in piecing out lines of hose at the fire of Nov. 26, the 
same year. Boston Fire Department, May, 1876, had thirty- 
four horse hose-carriages, with six horse hose-carriages in re- 
serve, and twenty-seven hose-carriages attached to engines, 
with fourteen in reserve, also thirty-two hose-pungs, and two 
pungs in reserve for jobbing.

A new pung has been purchased to replace hose-carriage 
No. 2 during the deep snow of the winter months. 


FUEL AND SUPPLY WAGON. 


Built in 1873 by Louer & Rice, Charlestown, Mass. ; cost 
$347, including forward running part with pole. This wagon 
is not only out of repair, but will require greater outlays in 
the future to keep it in order. Economy would suggest the 
purchase of a new wagon, rather than to spend so much 
yearly in repairing a poor vehicle. ‘This apparatus is liable 
to be on duty 865 days in the year, as the horses require 
daily exercise. 


BUILDINGS 


Occupied by Fire Department require an appropriation for 
paint and repairs. The stalls for horses in steamer house 
should be so altered as to correspond with those in Hook-and- 
Ladder House No. 1. An expense of about three hundred 
dollars would make this change. Steam Fire Engine House, 
on Washington, between High and Walnut Streets, is a good 
brick building, slate and tin roof, has 3,000 feet of land, value 
$20,000. Built, 1870. Outside wood and iron work are 
suffering for attention. Chimneys should be pointed to pre- 
serve the tops, brick being loose, and liable to damage the 
tin roof. Inside finish would be preserved by the use of 
paint and oil. Tin roof needs repairs and paint. Outside 
wood and iron work need painting. Gutters, sashes, window-

frames, flag-staff, iron work on tower and roof, should be 
painted to preserve the building. Inside of steamer house 
should be painted. Five hundred dollars would be required 
to do the repairs, exclusive of alteration of the stalls. The 
woodwork outside and inside of Hook-and-Ladder No. 1 and 
Hose Company No. 2 Houses needs paint. 

The town should own the small strip of land rear of Hook- 
and-Ladder and Hose 1 House, to obtain an entrance to the 
rear of their lot from Thayer Place. 


HARNESSES. 


I recommend the purchase of three new harnesses at an 
expense of $250. Harnesses for a fire department must be 
made for that special service. It requires time and patience 
to have a harness made. The number of harness-makers that 
know from experience exactly what kind of harness to make 
for fire apparatus is small. But few harness-makers have had 
experience in making harness for fire duty. Boyd & Sons 
have made harnesses for Boston and other fire departments 
for years. 

Harness, with proper care, will last for years. For duty 
in a fire department, they must be built in conformity with 
the demands of this peculiar service. If the harness of an 
individual requires repairs, one can borrow often from a 
neighbor. In this case the repairs are demanded at sight. 
An accident during the night, Sunday, or holiday, jeopardizes 
the protection of valuable property. ‘The best material only 
can be used. The horse that draws a load of coal can pull 
his load steadily along the road; but the horse drawing a 
steamer through mud, or deep snow and ice, at the top of his 
speed toa fire, cannot in a dark night avail himself of the 
advantages of the road. Any one would feel, in case his 
house was on fire, the necessity of immediate assistance. If 
a delay was accounted for by a defective harness, the Fire 
Department would be justly censured. [Every fire depart- 
ment that is organized and thoroughly equipped has supplies 
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in reserve. This recommendation is based on the experi- 
ence of those entitled to respect. 

Jersey City reports 17 double sets, 16 sets single harness 
in use, with 6 sets double harness in reserve. 


EXTENSION LADDER. 


The purchase of a sixty-foot Bangor Extension Ladder 
will protect Town Hall and public buildings at an expense 
of $150. These ladders have been adopted by seventy-five 
fire departments, including Worcester, Lawrence, Lynn, 
Chelsea, Salem, Waltham, Newton, Woburn, Hyde Park, 
New Bedford, Malden, Melrose, Fall River, Springfield, 
Cambridge, Hartford, New Haven, New York, and Philadel- 
phia. Boston has recently ordered seven more ladders of this 
pattern to equip every ladder-truck. ‘There should be ladders 
on every town building for fire-purposes. 


HORSES. 


The horses should never stand back to the steamer. No 
animal can be taught to assist man better than an intelligent 
horsg. ‘The fire department is no place fora horse that is 
difficult to train: that kind of horse may do for the tip-cart. 
As much depends on horses as men to make a success in a 
quick hitch-up of steamer, hose-carriage, or hook and ladder. 
Let the stalls be constructed facing the engine and front-door, 
having hay-rack one side, and iron grain-trough the other, 
with a swing bar or half-door, that can be opened by hand or 
gong-pull, near foot of stairway. Let every step the horse 
takes after the alarm is struck be towards the fire. Daily 
this gong should be struck, and the horse trained to trot to his 
exact place at pole of steamer, ready for hitching-up, and 
duty at fire. This training of horses must be followed up 
not only when two or three permanent men are on duty, but 
in presence of large numbers of visitors. When the alarm 
strikes, your steamer-house door is likely to be crowded with 
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those anxious to see the engine leave for the fire, and hence 
the necessity arises of horses not being easily disturbed. 

A horse which could work in a wagon or cart, requiring a 
slow rate of speed, could not work in a fire department. 
The horse must be trained to a quick movement in response 
to the stroke of the gong. No position filled by a horse 
requires more good qualifications. Day or night, rain or 
shine, good roads or bad roads, he must move without fear 
when all around him is excitement. A nervous horse will 
do damage that will more than balance all he can contribute. 
The fire at Longwood called the chemical engine to the spot. 
The stable-door blowing open frightened the horses, over- 
turned the fire apparatus, and the building burned to the 
ground. 

The tendency to lameness in the forward feet will develop 
itself sooner where the work of the horse is irregular than 
where the horse is used at regular hours daily. 


FIRE-ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


Delay in notifying the fire department of a fire relieves 
the fire department of any blame for not putting out the fire. 
The fire department cannot prevent the starting of a fire, even 
if they have the best organization and equipment. The first 
five minutes of a fire generally decides the amount of loss. 
Ninety per cent of fires could be extinguished with a pail of 
water when discovered. ‘Ten minutes’ delay in giving the 
alarm, and the chance of putting out a fire is reduced seventy- 
five per cent. Only fifteen minutes’ delay in giving the 
alarm, and the department’s chances of extinguishing the fire 
before the building in which the fire originates is consumed 
is reduced to less than four per cent. 

If the object of the Fire Department is to prevent loss by 
fire, the fire alarm and police telegraph are indispensable. I 
recommend an appropriation of $5,000 for this purpose, and 
that immediate action be taken in the matter. 
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RELIEF-VALVE AND SHUT-OFF NOZZLES. 


The steamer should have a Shaw’s relief-valve attached. 
If a stream is being played in your parlor-window, or on a 
valuable stock of merchandise, the moment the fire has been 
put out, the additional water often does more damage than 
the fire itself. 

Board of Fire Commissioners for District of Columbia 
report, March, 1875, *‘ Relief-valves and shut-off nozzles have 
been placed in use with all the engine companies, and will in 
a great measure lessen the damage from water.” 

Chief M. H. Bliss, New Bedford Fire Department, in 
Report, December, 1875, says, ‘“* There have been purchased 
for steamers a relief-valve and shut-off nozzles to discharge- 
pipes. With proper care and use, these will save more than 
half the usual damage by water. Formerly it was almost 
impossible to prevent the flooding of a building if the hose 
were taken into it; but, by the use of the relief-valve and 
nozzle, the water is under control of the pipeman, and can be 
shut off at will. 

Chief Joseph L. Perley of New York reports in 1875, 
‘relief valves on forty-six out of fifty-one steam fire- 
engines.” 


STEAM CIRCULATING HEATER. 


Ir THE ALARM IS GIVEN PROMPTLY AT THE STEAMER 
HOUSE, what can be done to assist the efforts of the depart- 
ment to reach the fire, ready for action, with the least delay ? 

The steamer can start with cold water or hot water in her 
boiler for the fire. A greater necessity exists of the water 
being warm than there would be if a force of twelve perma- 
nent men were quartered in the house with only one relief 
of four men absent for meals at any one time. A heater that 
can be placed in basement, burning coal with automatic 
regulator for draft, consuming a small hod of coal per twenty- 
four hours, having a self disconnecting joint at steamer, 
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caring for itself when steamer leaves the house for a fire, will 
remedy this defect. Those manufactured by Cook, Rymes, 
& Co., Charlestown, Mass., cost, with connections, from $120 
to $150. They have proved themselves economical in con- 
sumption, and efficient in results. I have seen ten or twelve 
in operation; and the uniform testimony of all the large 
fire departments is in favor of their adoption. 

New York Fire Department, June 30, 1875, had forty-two 
steam fire-engines on duty, and nine spare steam fire-engines 
in reserve for extraordinary emergencies. Patent heater 
connections had been added at that time to fifty out of fifty- 
one steam fire-engines owned by New York. Boston De- 
partment, May, 1876, had twenty-one steam-heaters attached 
to steam fire-engines. ‘* The steam circulating heaters (coal- 
burning) in use have proved so satisfactory, that seven more 
of the same pattern have been obtained. here is no question 
of their value.” 

Chief P. H. Raymond of Cambridge refers to steam-heaters 
in his Reports for 1878 and 1874, viz., suggests the practi- 
eability of attaching steam-heating apparatus to the boilers 
of our steam fire-engines for the purpose of keeping up steam 
therein at all times. All departments of any magnitude, even 
in places where only one steam fire-engine is employed, have 
adopted appliances to render the use of the steam fire-engine 
more prompt and efficient ; and in no instance has it appeared 
that the appliance has not proved its complete thoroughness. 
It enables the engine to get “steamer water” upon fires 
occurring at short distances from the fire-engine station. 

Chief David Scannell, San Francisco Fire Department, in 
his Report, June, 1875, recommends that steam fire-engines 
be supplied with heaters for generating steam to enable them 
to throw a powerful stream of water on fires occurring in 
the immediate vicinity of their respective houses, and so 
check fires in their incipiency. The advantage gained by 
this improvement will be very great in localities built of 
inflammable material, preventing destructive and extensive con- 
flagrations by a full supply of water on the start of a fire.

_ FIREMEN. 


During the past year the firemen have responded promptly 
to every alarm. The citizens must bear in mind that the sum 
of twenty-five dollars per annum was accepted by the firemen, 
in order that the funds might be applied for new apparatus. 
They have contributed their time, and cheerfully aided in the 
re-organization of the department. Chief H. A. Allyn, assisted 
by Ex-Chief Waterman, Collins, Woods, and Goodwin, are 
deserving great credit for services rendered. Ex-Chief A. 
Kenrick, jun., Assistant Engineers Chase, Watson, Neale, 
Waterman, and Collins, also deserve to be remembered by 
their fellow-citizens for the deep interest they have mani- 
fested in the Brookline Fire Department, and faithful services 
rendered. I recommend an increase of pay for members of 
the fire department. 


FINANCES. 


The insertion in the warrant for the first town meeting that 
is called for an appropriation for the fire department, and 
prompt action by the town in the matter, will enable the Board 
of Engineers to act intelligently for the best interests of the town.

Panter’s building, corner Washington Street and Davis 
Avenue. Damage slight. 

Feb. 20, 1876. Alarm at 7.5, P.M., caused by the burning 
of a bed in the house of C. W. Wrightington, corner Francis 
and Perry Streets. 

March 16, 1876. Alarm at 9.5, P.M., caused by fire in 
Newton. 
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April 24, 1876. Alarm at 12.30, A.M., caused by the burn- 
ing of a barn on Newton Street, owned by M. McCarty:

Alarm at 10.25, p.M., caused by the burn- 
ing of a large barn on Clyde Street, belonging to George W. 
Goldsmith, and occupied by Mr. Hastings. The barn and 
contents (consisting of five cows, one bull, one horse, seven- 
teen hogs, and twenty-five tons hay, and farming-tools) were 
entirely destroyed.

Loss about ($2,500.00) two thousand five hundred dollars. 
Contents insured for about ($10,000.00) ten thousand dollars. 
Caused by utter carelessness of tenant. 

Delay in notifying the fire department at the start of a 
fire will, nine times out of ten, prevent the apparatus being of 
practical use on its arrival. 


SAFETY OF BUILDINGS. 


I would respectfully call attention to Sects. 6, 15, and 14, 
of an Act in Addition to an Act to provide for the Regula- 
tion and Inspection of Buildings, the more Effectual Preven- 
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tion of Fire, and the better Preservation of Life and Property 
in Boston, being Chap. 871 of the Acts of the Year 1872. 

Sect. 6.— Every building hereafter erected, more than 
thirty feet in width, except churches, theatres, railroad-station 
buildings, and other public buildings, shall have one or more’ 
brick or stone partition-walls running from front to rear, and 
carried up to a height not less than the top of the second- 
story floor-joists. Said wall or walls may be four inches less 
in thickness than is called for by the provisions relating to 
the thickness of walls: these walls shall be so located, that 
the space between any two of the floor-bearing walls of the 
building shall not be over twenty-five feet. Iron or wooden 
girders, supported upon iron or wooden columns, may be 
substituted in place of partition-walls, and shall be made of 
sufficient sfrength to bear safely the weight which they are 
intended to support, in addition to the weight of material 
employed in their construction, and shall have a footing- 
course and foundation-wall not less than eighteen inches in 
thickness, or piers of a size and strength equivalent thereto. 

Sect. 15.— All buildings hereafter erected to be used for 
railroad-stations, public assemblies, schoolhouses, hotels, lodg- 
ing or tenement houses, and manufactories, where there are 
to be more than twenty-five persons, resident, assembled, or 
employed, above the first floor, shall be provided with stair- 
cases of, and enclosed with, non-combustible materials, and of 
a width to be approved by the Inspector of Buildings, and 
be provided with doors opening outwards. 

Sect. 14.— Any building already erected, or that may 
hereafter be erected, in which operatives are employed in any 
of the stories above the second story, shall be provided with 
such fire-escapes as shall be directed and approved by the 
Inspector of Buildings. And the owner or owners of any 
building upon which any fire-escapes may now be, or may 
hereafter be erected, shall keep the same in good repair, and. 
well painted. And no person shall, at any time, place any 
incumbrance whatever upon any said fire-escapes now 
erected, or that may hereafter be erected, in said city.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


BROOKLINE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 





ARTICLE’ I. 


THE officers of the Board of Engineers shall consist of a 
Chief Engineer and Clerk, chosen annually. 


ARTICLE II. 


It shall be the duty of the Chief Engineer to preside at all 
meetings of the Board, and to have control of the department 
and apparatus at all fires, with the assistance of other engi- 
neers present. In his absence, the engineer first arriving 
shall act as Chief, and take charge until his arrival. 


ArtTIcuLE: III. 


In case of an alarm of fire, it shall be the duty of every 
engineer to repair to the fire forthwith, and assist the Chief 
Engineer in arranging the several companies and fire appa- 
ratus, agreeably to his orders. 


ARTICLE IV. 


The Clerk shall keep a correct record of the doings of the 
Board of Engineers, and give notice to the members of all 
meetings, and such other notices to the members of the 
department as the Board may direct. 
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ARTICLE V. 


No fire apparatus shall go out of town, in case of fire, 
except by order of an engineer. 


ARTICLE VI. 


No fire apparatus shall at any time be conveyed out of town 
for any purpose whatever, except in case of fire or repairs, 
unless by the consent of a majority of the Board of Engi- 
neers; nor shall any of the apparatus be used in town, except’ 
in case of fire, or to ascertain if they are in good working 
order, and no trials of superiority shall take place, without 
permission of a majority of the Board of Engineers. All 
buildings for storage of fire apparatus shall be at all times 
under the control of the Engineers. 


ARTICLE VII. 


No bills for supplies or refreshments for any of the depart- 
ment, in case of fire, will be approved, unless the same was 
ordered by the majority of the engineers present. In case of 
accident, repairs requiring immediate attention may be made 
by order of any engineer; but other alterations, additions, or 
repairs, exceeding the sum of twenty dollars, shall not be 
made, except ordered by the Board of Engineers. 


ARTICLE VIII. ° 


Kach house, and all property therein, belonging to the fire 
department, shall be under the charge of an engineer desig- 
nated for that purpose by the Chief Engineer ; and it shall be 
the duty of said Engineer to see that all property under his 
charge shall be kept in neat and perfect order. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS TO GOVERN THE COMPANIES CON- 
NECTED WITH THE BROOKLINE FIRE. DEPARTMENT. 


ARTICLE IX. 


No member of the Fire Department can draw the sum 
voted by the Town, unless he is appointed by the Board of 
Engineers, and has, either by himself or by proper substitute, 
performed the duties devolving upon him for the quarter 
preceding, the same to be certified by the Clerk of the com- 
pany to which he belongs. 


ARTICLE X. 


It shall be the duty of the Foreman of the several compa- 
nies to preside at all meetings of the companies, and to have 
charge of the company at all times while on duty. In the 
absence of the Foreman, the Assistant Foreman shall act in 


his place. 
ARTICLE XI. 


The Clerk of each company shall keep a roll of members, 
and call the same at all meetings, and after a fire or alarm, 
and keep a correct record of all duties performed by the 
company: he shall also, in the absence of the Foreman and 
Assistant Foreman, act as such, and be obeyed accordingly. 


ARTICLE XII. 


It shall be the duty of the Driver of Hose Company No. 2 
to keep all property under his charge clean and in good condi- 
tion, and keep order at all times in the house, and report to 
the engineer in charge any member of the department who 
refuses to obey his orders in the house, and shall respond 
promptly with his apparatus to all alarms of fire, and such 
other duties as the Board may require. © 


ARTICLE XIII. 


It shall be the duty of Driver of Hook and Ladder No. 1 
to keep all property under his charge clean and in good con- 
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dition, and keep order at all times in the house, and report to 
the engineer in charge any member of the department who 
refuses to obey his orders in the house, and shall respond 
promptly to all alarms of fire with his apparatus, and shall 
also assist the Driver of Hose No. 2 in the care of hose, and 
such other duties as the Board of Engineers may require. 


ARTICLE XLV. 


The Driver of Steam Fire Engine No. 1 shall have charge 
of the stable and all property contained therein, and shall keep 
the same in clean and good condition, and shall respond 
promptly with his apparatus to all alarms of fire ; and in going 
to or returning from alarms of fire shall be under the direc. 
tions of the Engineman, and shall also assist the Engineman 
in the care of the hose, and such other duties as the Board 
of Engineers may require. 


ARTICLE XY. 


It shall be the duty of Engineman of Steam Fire Engine 
No. 1 to keep the house neat and in order at all times, and 
he shall keep the engine clean and in perfect working- 
order: he shall run the engine at all fires, and all times when 
ordered by the engineers, and shall also have charge of the 
hose and carriage, and such other duties in connection with 
the fire department as the Board of Engineers may require, 
and report to the engineer in charge any member of the de- 
partment who refuses to obey his orders in the house. 


ARTICLE XVI. 


Any officer or member who shall neglect or refuse to per- 
form his duty, or who shall be guilty of any disorderly con- 
duct, or disobedience to any engineer’s orders,’ shall be 
suspended by said engineer, to whom he shall surrender his 
badge and key, the same to be returned upon his reinstate- 
ment; or, upon his discharge, the money paid to the Clerk 
for the same shall be refunded. 
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ARTICLE XVII. 


Every member of the department shall wear at all fires 
such badge as the Board of Engineers shall prescribe; and 
no person without such a badge shall, except by permission 
of an engineer or foreman of company, enter the lines 
formed at a fire. Badges will be furnished members at 
actual cost price. When a member withdraws from the com- 
pany, by returning the badge the Clerk will refund the 
money paid for the same. 


ARTICLE XVIII. 


No intoxicating liquors of any kind, or gambling, shall be 
allowed in any building under charge of the engineers. 


ARTICLE XIX. 


On an alarm of fire, it shall be the duty of every member 
of the department to repair to the apparatus to which he 
belongs with all possible despatch, remain with it on the 
road, assist the driver if requited to, and perform all duties 
required of firemen at fires. 


ARTICLE XX. 


It is enjoined on the members of the department not to 
open the doors or windows of any building on fire without a 
supply of water can be procured, unless ordered to do so by 
an engineer; and to avoid damaging (unnecessarily) furni- 
ture or other goods by water; also avoid all unnecessary 
damage to fences and grounds. 


ARTICLE XXII. 


The Foreman of each company will remain by the company 
and apparatus of which he has charge, or designate some 
other officer so to do, to preserve order, and direct their 
operations; and all members of the several companies, except 
when otherwise engaged, will remain at or near the appa- 
ratus to which they belong. 
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ARTICLE XXII. 


The company having hose attached to an engine or hydrant 
shall have the pipe, unless otherwise ordered by the engineer 
in command. 

Members of companies may ride to and from alarms of fire, 
but shall dismount at any difficult place if required to by the 
driver; and none but members of the department shall be 
allowed to ride, unless permission is given by an engineer. 
No person is to be allowed to ride on the steam fire-engine 
but the engineman, driver, and fireman. Officers of the 
company shall be required to strictly enforce this order. 

Any disagreement between the permanent men and call 
members may be referred to the Chief Engineer: and his 
decision shall be final. 

The bells shall be rung only for alarms of fire (unless by 
order of an engineer), and shall then be rung five minutes ; 
and the APPARATUS SHALL NOT LEAVE THE HOUSE UNTIL THE 
BELL HAS RUNG. 

ARTICLE XXIII. 

Permanent men employed by the fire department may be 
fined, not to exceed one-third of a month’s pay, or be dis- 
charged without notice, for neglect of duty, by a vote of a 
majority of Board of Engineers. 


ARTICLE XXIV. 


Drivers shall exercise horses of the fire department daily 
for one hour (Sundays excepted), but shall not go beyond 
Brookline Avenue, Aspinwall Avenue, Harvard, Marion, Park, 
Cypress, and Walnut Streets, unless ordered so to do by an 
engineer.

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MINORITY REHPORT. 


I WOULD respectfully, suggest that any improvements made 
in the Fire Department of Brookline, under the present system 
of giving alarms, are liable to be defeated. Every effort that 
study, and careful results of experience, can devise to put out 
fires, is thwarted by delay in giving alarms. Giving the 
alarm of fire promptly is the A, B, C, of success of any fire 
department. If a council of experts should meet in Brook- 
line to make suggestions, the first question would be, * What 
is your method of giving fire-alarms?” With a trained force 
of permanent men, the still alarm notifies only those desired 
for service. With automatic signals you can collect a call- 
force with great promptness, also a herd of boys that often 
fill up the space required by firemen. This objectionable 
feature you can overcome by ropes and iron supports carried 
on Hook and Ladder trucks, to be taken charge of by police 
at fires, keeping off a crowd that only delay efforts of fire- 
men on duty. 

Unless the Fire Department can be notified in season, their 
best efforts are frittered away in useless labor to reach the 
spot. This is well illustrated by burning of stables in Long- 
wood, near the junction of Brookline Avenue, — two stables 
consumed near the alarm box and chemical engine, by delay 
in notifying the firemen. y 
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The fact that Brookline has a water-supply, steamer, hose- 
carriage, and hook and ladder, manned by an organized force 
under proper officers, is a feeble guaranty of a fire being 
put out above Harvard Place or Cypress Street. Any one 
having seen Mr. Bird’s experiments with frame sheds will 
readily see that five or ten minutes’ fire in the partitions of 
a dwelling, church, town-hall, or school-house, settles their 
fate: for example, Clarendon-street Church, or Rice School- 
house, Boston. ‘This delay in giving alarms must be reme- 
died, or results will follow that will cause losses sufficient to 
support an efficient fire department for years. 

If THE ALARM IS GIVEN PROMPTLY AT THE STEAMER 
HOUSE, what can be done to assist the efforts of the depart-. 
ment to reach the fire, ready for action, with the least delay ? 

The steamer can start with cold water or hot water in her 
boiler for the fire. A greater necessity exists of the water 
being warm than there would be if a force of twelve perma- 
ment men were quartered in the house with only one relief 
of four men absent for meals at any one time. A _ heater 
that can be placed in basement, burning coal with automatic 
regulator for draft, consuming a small hod of coal per 
twenty-four hours, having a self disconnecting joint at 
steamer, caring for itself when steamer leaves the house for 
a fire, will remedy this defect. Those manufactured by 
Cook, Rymer, & Co., Charlestown, Mass., cost, with connec- 
tions, from $120 to $150. They have proved themselves 
economical in consumption, and efficient in results. I have 
seen ten or twelve in operation ; and the uniform testimony 
by the Fire Department is in favor of their adoption. 

The horses should never stand back to the steamer. No 
animal can be taught to assist man better than an intelligent 
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-horse. The Fire Department is no place for a horse that is 
difficult to train: that kind of horse may do for the tip-cart. 
As much depends on horses as men to make a success in a 
quick hitch-up of steamer, hose-carriage, or hook and ladder. 
Let the stalls be constructed facing the engine and front-door, 
having hay-rack one side, and iron grain-trough the other, 
with a swing bar or half-door, that can be opened by hand 
or gong-pull, near foot of stairway. Let every step the horse 
takes after the alarm is struck be towards the fire. Daily 
this gong should be struck, and horse trained to trot to his 
exact place at pole of steamer, ready for hitching-up, and 
duty at fire. This training of horses must be followed up not 
only when two or three permanent men are on duty, but in 
presence of large numbers of visitors. When the alarm 
strikes, your steamer-house door is likely to be crowded with 
those anxious to see the engine leave for the fire, and hence 
the necessity arises of horses not being easily disturbed. 

To enable the department to harness horses with the 
greatest despatch, ready to leave the house, especially if only 
one or two men are present, attach to the pole of steamer 
two Bullwinkle’s Patent Chicago Snap Hooks to attach to 
ring in breastplate in harness; the reins having snaps to 
attach to bit-rings of bridles, with false wire snaps for use 
when not on duty. 

Have the whippletrees held in position by iron bands, 
instead of dangling down from apparatus; the whippletree 
being set slightly at an angle, the inside end slightly forward 
to enable one to use two twelve-inch snap-spring hooks 
held in place by steadiness of whippletree. The snaps should 
be made with a joint at their connection with whippletree. 
The six-inch strap, with ring attached to breeching, forming 
the trace, catches the whippletree easily. 
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Let the reins be confined to the driver’s seat by a strap, 
they hanging over dasher with a ring in the end, say two feet. 
A small brass holder places the end of the rein on rump of 
horse, leading from bridle. The rein is connected for use 
between dasher and rump of horse by spring-snap. The 
driver cannot drop his reins from his seat; and they can be 
connected by any one on the floor of house instantly. 

The steamer should have a relief set valve and stop-cock 
attached. If a stream is being played in your parlor-window, 
or on a valuable stock of merchandise, the moment the fire 
has been put out, the additional water often does more 
damage than the fire itself, especially if the department has 
had a prompt alarm given, and, by aid of a quick hitch-up, 
arrived on the spot with water in boiler ready to make 
steam. <A leather bucket should be attached to steamer to 
aid engineer to use hot water to thaw out a frozen hydrant. 
Hot water will do more to aid in thawing out frozen hydrants 
than steam, and quicker, if a bucket can be had at once. 

When Lowry Hydrants are used, the check should always 
be on a fixed bracket on the fire-box of steamer. 

In the engine-house, a large metal cover should be sus- 
pended over smoke-stack to keep house clean. The steamer 
should never be left alone during meal-times or holidays. 
Arrangements should be made that some one could be on 
hand to pull gong, that would release horses, and open doors 
for steamer to leave the house. 

The floor of house should always have a man on watch, 
making reliefs of call-men for night duty: otherwise any 
alarm given would fall upon horses and apparatus unable to 
move at a critical moment. The floor of house should be 
lighted dark days, and always night-times. The foreman, 
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under the chief or assistant engineers, should drill the com- 
pany for one hitch-up, and send apparatus out over the 
threshold, every day in the year. CALL-MEN in the night- 
time should be able to hitch up quick as permanent men: 
otherwise sickness or absence will throw the steamer out of 
commission. Relief engineman and driver should be pro- 
vided for in every emergency that can arise: therefore a 
call engineman familiar with what the steamer can do is 
invaluable. 7 

Runners or snow-shoes should be kept on hand for steamer, 
also duplicate parts for immediate repair of apparatus and 
harness. This reserve of duplicate parts, when needed, is 
imperative. 

Hose-carriage, to be effective, should be built compact, and 
easy to turn in a narrow street, strong enough to hold to- 
gether, if, in the dark, it meets hard usage. 

A two-wheel hose-carriage is more compact, less liable to 
accident, less expensive, wheels wear longer, and gives better 
satisfaction, than any other kind. The load of a four-wheel 
hose-carriage is too far from the horse. ‘The carriage made 
with four wheels is itself a load, omitting hose or men at- 
tached. The pattern in use by Steamer No. 4, Bulfinch Street, 
Boston, is pronounced a success by experts and old firemen. 
The Cambridge Hitch, costing $12, attached to the shafts is 
agreat aid. A very ingenious hitch, by Company No. 38, Bos- 
ton, is working its way in public opinion. ‘The inventor 
belongs to this company, located on Harrison Avenue, be- 
tween Bristol and Dover Street. Bullwinckle Patent Snaps 
again come in play in this harness. 

Shut-off nozzles to pipes are almost indispensable. Allen 
Steam Fire Supply Company Shut-off Nozzle costs about 
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twenty dollars. Sleeve valves are liable to freeze up, and give 
trouble. Nothing puts out fire so well as water. A stream 
from 14 nozzle will throw a solid body of water on a French 
roof that will drown out a fire; whereas an inch stream 
may often spray off, so that a small stream reaches the 
spot. 

The town requires two good horse hose-carriages: one 
carriage cannot carry hose enough for a large portion of fires 
liable to occur. Brookline is liable to use 1,500 to 2,000 feet 
of hose at any fire. 

Hook-and ladder carriage should be strong, so arranged as 
to be unloaded at short notice in a crowd under every dis- 
advantage. The necessity for a first-class carriage is apparent 
when you remember, that, in case of fire, the nearest hook 
and ladder that can aid us must arrive from Brighton (leay- 
ing that district exposed, particularly the Cattle Fair Hotel and 
abattoir), Jamaica Plain, Roxbury (Blue Hill Avenue and 
Dudley Street). The present apparatus is expensive to run, 
not adapted to its purpose. We require a carriage similar 
to that at West Roxbury or Brighton. Itshould be built so 
as to add a Bangor Ladder to the usual equipment. This 
should be a two-horse hook and ladder to be effective. 

Hose should be located with needful wrenches, goosenecks, 
and pipes on a reel that can be used for immediate proteetion 
of the neighborhood without organized companies, — five 
hundred feet on Harvard Street near the end of water main, 
five hundred feet on Washington Street near Beacon Street, 
five hundred feet near town stable, five hundred feet be- 
tween Chapel Station and St. Mary Street, five hundred feet 
at some point between Boylston and Grove Streets. 

In addition to this hook-and-ladder truck, the town should 
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at once have the Town Hall roof, from ridge-pole to gutters, 
mounted with fixed ladders. Five minutes’ delay in getting 
ladders securely attached to the roof would cost the town 
$10,000 to $20,000. Every school-house should have ladders 
on roof and sides, within twenty-five feet of the ground. The 
town stable should have ladders on roof, and hose attached 
to water-pipe, with nozzle that would reach any portion of 
the premises. Ladders on the roofs of our churches, fixed 
firmly for fire purposes, are better than any outlay the socie- 
ties can make for security. In dark nights and high winds, 
it requires great skill to handle ladders on high, exposed roofs. 
Any delay in this direction, night or day, is fatal to saving 
the structure. Fires in public buildings work their way to 
the highest point with great speed, and are more difficult to 
handle, owing to their distance from the ground. Only 
recently two lines of hose burst at the wrong time, when 
fighting fire in upper floor and roof of a large charitable 
institution. 


CHEMICAL ENGINES. 


Brookline cannot afford to ignore the advantages derived 
from their use in localities not supplied with water. The 
fires in dwelling houses can be put out by them with a small 
loss to the occupant. 

The City, of Boston report seven chemical engines, and 
forty-five extinguishers, in their Fire Department in 1875. 

The City of Boston have recently ordered a champion 
chemical engine for their fire department, as the result of 
their careful examination of its merits. 

The Hook and Ladder truck should have at least two por- 
table champion fire extinguishers, firmly secured by a socket 
and strap. 
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HYDRANTS. 


The absence of hydrants on Brookline water-works, on 
Boylston Street below Cypress Street, leaves it entirely at 
the mercy of any break in Boston pipes, which has happened 
several times. These breaks are liable to occur at the most 
critical moment, leaving a large territory crowded with frame 
buildings at the risk of sweeping fire.

AUDITORS REPORT 


OF THE 


TOWN OF BROOKLINE 


FOR THE 


YEAR ENDING FEB. 1, 1877.

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AUDITORS’ REPORT. 


THE first record which we find of the choice by this town 
of a committee to examine accounts is under date of March 
21, 1715; the next, March 6, 1721. From that time the 
records show that the town, at the annual meetings for 
choice of its officers, usually chose three persons to examine 
the town treasurer’s and school treasurer’s accounts, and to 
make report of the same. In the record of the annual March 
meeting, 1792, this committee are first called Auditors of 
Accounts, but for many years subsequent they retained the 
original name of Committee. 

The duties of the Auditing Committee in the early history 
of the town were probably not arduous, when almost every 
voter in town knew almost every person who received money 
from the town, and how much, and for what it was paid; 
and when the Treasurer could at the end-of the year give 
from recollection the amount and particulars of the town’s 
charges as nearly as he could the amount and character of 
his annual household expenses. 

Forty years ago the Auditing Committee reported that the 
whole amount of tax committed to the Treasurer to collect in 
1836 was $3,614.80;! and adding the balance in his hands at 
the last audit, $201.93, and arrears of taxes and some other 
items, he was held accountable for the gross sum of $3,805.01. 
He was credited with having paid out $3,104.70 for all the 
expenses of the town, including county tax, leaving a balance 
due the town of $700.81. The Committee recommended ap- 


1 Including the bank tax collected by the State, the taxes paid in Brookline last 
year were more than a hundred-fold those paid forty years ago. 
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propriations to cover all expenses for that year (1837), 
amounting to $3,320, and to cover unforeseen outlays enough 
more to make the gross sum of $3,500. (See Muddy River 
and Brookline Records, pp. 630, 631.) 

At that time the number of inhabitants of the town was 
about 1,200, or more than one-sixth of the present number, 
and the tax per capita was less than three dollars on each 
inhabitant, and the town owed no debt. 

The following statement exhibits a comparison of the year 
1837 with the four succeeding decades. As no census was 
taken in the designated years, the population is estimated from 
the State census taken two years before, and the United 
States census taken three years after, each date in the table 
except the last.

The table appended to the report of the assessors shows 
for each year the principal statistics embraced in the above, 
together with the valuation and the nominal rate of taxation, 
which till within the last twenty years never reached $5 on 
the $1,000; but, as until 1875 five per cent discount was 
allowed to all who paid their taxes promptly, the actual rate 
on $1,000 paid for the last eight years has been, in

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The above tables, and those of the assessors already 
referred to, show that a more careful and methodical system 
of keeping the accounts of the town than formerly has 
become extremely necessary, if not indispensable. 

The statutes do not define the specific duties of Auditors 
except in a few particulars. Their title implies that in 
general they are to examine carefully all the receipts and 
expenditures of money of the town by officers, committees, 
or others, collecting, paying, or receiving it, during the finan- 
cial year, and to report the result to the town. ‘The follow- 
ing by-law of the town, approved by the court, April term, 
1874, defines a part of their duties : — 


BY-LAW CONCERNING APPROPRIATIONS. 


-**Tt shall be the duty of the Auditors to prepare and print 

in the annual town report a table of estimates of all the 
regular appropriations proposed to be made at the annual 
meeting. In order that they may make such a table, each 
Board or Standing Committee shall make out an estimate for 
each respective regular appropriation needed, and cause the 
same to be handed to the Auditors in writing in season for 
such publication, with the reasons therefor.” 

In accordance with this by-law the Committee submit 
estimates for the ordinary expenses of the year ending 
Feb. 1, 1878, which will be found in Appendix A. 

By vote of the town passed Dec. 12, 1876, ‘the Auditors 
are hereby instructed to report in print at the Annual Meet- 
ing, what changes in the manner of keeping accounts (if any) 
they consider judicious, and what additional assistance or 
compensation (if any) the Treasurer, in their judgment, ought 
to receive, that the town may then consider and act upon 
the subject advisedly.” 

Under these instructions we recommend that a cash-book 
or journal be carefully kept, in which entries shall be made 
each day of the money collected, from whom received, and 
_ on what account, and similar entries of every payment made 
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by the Treasurer, showing when and to whom and for what 
the money has been paid; that these entries be posted as 
often at least as once a week, and a balance-sheet made up 
each month, showing the amount of cash on hand, or 
deposited to the credit of the town, at the beginning of the 
first day of each month; that all money spent during each 
month shall at the end thereof be posted under the head of 
the appropriation to which it is§chargeable; and that all 
officers, boards, committees, or others, intrusted with the 
disbursement of.the money, or authorized to incur bills on 
account of the town, be seasonably notified by the Treasurer, 
of the balance of the account against which they are author- 
ized to draw, to the end that no debt shall be contracted in 
excess of funds provided for its payment. 

The Auditors do not consider that under the vote of the 
town, they are charged with the duty of suggesting thé 
details of the method of book-keeping, by which these results 
are to be obtained; but that they should be attained so that 
any officer or tax-payer of the town may at all reasonable 
times, obtain from the Treasurer or his books, the information 
which books properly so kept would give, seems unquestion- 
able. And, in the discharge of the duties we are charged 
with, we must say, that, without impeaching the painstaking 
care and honesty of purpose shown in the management of 
the Treasurer’s department, his books and accounts for the 
last year, which it has been our duty to audit, and so far as 
we have seen for some years previous, have not met the 
conditions herein recommended; and for this reason we have 
thought it proper to state what otherwise to most business 
men would seem trite, elementary, and commonplace max- 
ims of keeping accounts. | 

For the information of tax-payers we have in ithe appendix 
‘“‘B”’ submitted a table showing, as nearly as we could ascer- 
tain from the books of the Treasurer and from the town 
records, a detailed statement of the present debt of the 
town, the object for which it was incurred, the time when it 
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will be payable, and the date of the votes authorizing the 
contracting of the debt. We have also in the appendix 
_*C” submitted a table showing the names of parties to 
whom payments in excess of $10 have been made for labor 
and teams. The items of payments (in the aggregate 
frequently exceeding $20,000 per annum) to persons whose 
names are borne on the pay-roll, have not heretofore been 
printed in the Annual Report, though in some towns the 
by-laws or custom require the names of every person, to 
whom the town has paid money, to appear in the printed 
annual report: for instance, the town (now city) of Newton 
has required it, though a suggestion has been made by the 
auditor that those receiving only a small sum’ (less than $5) 
might be omitted. The table we present may be in some 
particulars inaccurate, as it has been somewhat hastily pre- 
pared from the pay-roll kept by the Superintendent of Streets, 
whose other duties he said would prevent his making up the 
table accurately in the time that was left, when called upon 
by the auditors for it. He however said, that, if he had had 
charge of the making-up of the pay-roll from the commence- 
ment of the year, it would have been easier to do it, and 
that hereafter, by making up the accounts weekly, he could 
easily furnish the statement we requested.. We recommend 
that the Superintendent of Streets be required for the current 
financial year to keep a book containing the amount. paid to. 
each person whose name is on his pay-roll, and that in his 
annual report the names of all persons on his pay-roll who 
have received more than $10, and the sums paid, be printed. 
In the table ** C”’ submitted herewith, no account has been 
made of the amount paid to persons whose names are on the 
pay-roll of the Superintendent of the Walnut Hill Cemetery 
for labor there. In this connection the attention of the 
Auditors has been called to the fact that not one-tenth of the 
receipts for payments on the pay-roll are in the handwriting 
of the person receiving the money: even the + mark gener- 
ally in pencil, opposite the figures showing the amount due 
and paid each one, is very seldom attested by any witness. 
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In examining the accounts and vouchers for payments, sev- 
eral items have attracted the notice of the Auditors as desery- 
ing more attention on the part of the tax-payers than they 
have heretofore received. We think we ought to call atten- ~ 
tion particularly to the charges for advertising and printing ;_ 
the last two items exceeding $3,000 are principally for print- 
ing the Annual Report, and reports of committees authorized 
or directed by votes of the town to report in print. These 
reports are nowhere filed or preserved among the archives of 
the town. ‘They are printed by different printers, frequently 
without any agreement as to the price, and they vary in style 
of paper, type, and binding. 

We recommend that the Selectmen be authorized to make 
a contract for furnishing stationery, and doing all the print- 
ing of the town, in a uniform manner, so far as the matter 
will allow, and that all reports or other matters authorized to 
be printed, be submitted to them before they are printed, 
in order to secure uniformity and economy; that ten copies 
of each be carefully preserved, and at the end of the year 
be bound up, and two copies placed in the Public Library, 
two in the Selectmen’s office, two in the Town Clerk’s 
office, and one each in the office of the Treasurer, Assessors, 
School Committee, and Board of Health, there to remain for 
future use and reference. 

The amendment to the Water Commissioners’ ordinance, 
established April 27, 1874, by vote of town, says, ‘“ The 
treasurer shall keep a separate set of accounts of the cost of 
the Brookline Water-Works in special books established for 
the purpose.” 

And by the same ordinance the Water Commissioners were 
authorized to ‘“‘make such an appropriation from the funds 
raised for the cost of the water-works, as may be needed to 
pay for the clerical assistance required by the Treasurer for 
the purpose of keeping such separate accounts.”’ 

An appropriation of $250 was accordingly made and ex- 
pended for the purpose, and books were procured and opened 
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(“* established’) for keeping the water accounts; but the 
entry of the accounts in them was discontinued more than a 
year ago. 

A suggestion has since been made by the Water Board, that 
the water account should be credited with $3,500 for water 
used in sprinkling the streets, and for hydrants which might 
be used in case of fires near enough to them to allow of their 
use, and that this sum be charged to the town for such 
actual or possible use. 

In trying to get at some principle by which to make up the 
water account, so as to place to its credit the largest amount 
that would be fairly possible, the suggestion seems to stop 
short of its logical conclusion. This if carried out would 
apply to the water used by the schools, at the police-station, 
town-hall, engine-house, town-stables, and by the town’s poor ; 
and, unless the appropriations for these objects are increased 
by the sum charged to them for water, there will be nothing 
with which to pay it. 

But charging the water or its use to the town, or to other 
appropriations, and crediting the water account with it, does 
not dispose of the difficulty. For who is to pay these charges ? 
Of course, as there is no fund otherwise provided, they go 
into the general tax list, and have to be paid by the tax-pay- 
ers, by those who can use the water and do use it, by those 
who can use it but do not, and by those who do not and can 
not use it, whether residents or non-residents. 

Most cities and towns which have established water-works 
for the supply of their inhabitants keep water accounts dis- 
tinct from their other financial affairs, as required by our 
water ordinance above referred to. The suggestion of our 
Water Board probably was made from a desire to conform 
our water accounts to those of other towns. 

If this suggestion and the vote of the town is carried into 
effect, it will show that we are now paying in addition to the 
annual charges for maintenance (which exceed the annual 
receipts from water rates) a further sum of $34,230 for 
interest on the water debt. 
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In the Appendix D will be found a table showing the pres- 
ent cost of our water-works. 

If the water account is credited with $3,500, that sum 
might be set off against interest so far as it will go, still leay- 
ing a balance of $30,700 annual interest, which equally with 
the charge of $3,500 would have to be raised by taxation; 
and the Auditors have failed to find any method of book- 
keeping which would present to the tax-payers either relief 
or comfort from this share of the burdens of their taxes, un- 
less those who derive the benefit should be made to. bear 
a larger proportion than they now do of the burden, and so 
far relieve those who derive no benefit from the water-works. 

They recommend that the most rigid economy consistent ~ 
with the efficiency of its administration be exercised by those 
having charge of the water-works, at least until the yearly 
income exceeds the annual cost of maintenance. 

Whether therefore the town desires to follow the practice 
of other places, and keep a separate water account, is for it to 
determine. ‘The Treasurer has not done it, and by his man- 
ner of keeping accounts it is impossible for him to doit. At 
the present time, when the dollar of accounts is worth twice 
and two-thirds its lowest value during the Rebellion, we are 
of the opinion that the salary ($2,500) of late years paid to the 
Collector and Treasurer is sufficient compensation fora prompt. 
and efficient discharge of the duties of his office, including 
that of keeping his books of accounts properly. It seems to 
us, they should show not only the amount of taxes assessed 
the previous May, which remain unabated and uncollected at 
the end of the financial year, but also the amount unabated 
and uncollected of the taxes assessed in each of the previous 
five years;, and that the Treasurer in his Annual Reports 
should render a statement of these arrears of taxes. 

Such a statement, made out by the Auditors, will be seen 
in the following —

When the Treasurer opens an account with the Collector 
as he should, and keeps a proper separate account with 
the water-works as before referred to, and accounts of 
the trust funds held by the town for the uses of the 
trusts, and especially if a new account is to be opened in 
the Treasurer’s office for the cost of the new main sewer, 
the services of an experienced book-keeper should be secured 
to the town; and the Auditors recommend that the salary of 
the Treasurer and Collector for the current year be $2,100, 
and that the further sum of $400 be appropriated to secure 
the services of a book-keeper or clerk who shall assist the 
Treasurer in keeping the books of his office as heretofore 
recommended ; that such books be opened immediately upon 
the entry of the Treasurer on the duties of his office after his

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election ; and that neglect or failure so to do be immediately 
reported by the Auditors to the Selectmen, who shall there- 
upon, if just cause appears, appoint a book-keeper or clerk to 
the Treasurer for the purpose above stated, who shall receive, 
out of the $400, such compensation as the Selectmen allow. 

Among the charges to the appropriation for schools, 
appears an item of $100 for salary of the chairman of the 
financial committee of the School Board. As this committee 
draw directly on the town treasurer for payment of all bills 
contracted by them, the necessity or propriety of paying a 
separate salary to this officer of the School Board is not 
apparent. 

The old records of the town constantly mention the 
examining of the school treasurer’s accounts. The necessity 
of a school treasurer, whose accounts were to be examined, 
grew out of the old manner of raising the tax for the school- 
houses and maintenance of schools, under the school district 
organization, when the school tax was levied and collected 
by officers of the district acting in a corporate capacity inde- 
pendent of the town organization. 

Another reason once existing for having a financial officer 
of the schools arose from the fact that money was bequeathed 
to the town for the use of the schools by Edward Devotion, 
by his will dated June 14, 1743. 

This money received under this will is mentioned in the 
following receipt : 


“We the subscribers, a committee of the town of Brookline in the county 
of Suffolk, to take care of and let out at interest the money given by 
Edward Devotion as a legacy for the use of a school in said town, have 
received of Jere. Gridley, Henry Sewall, Robert Sharp, and Thomas Aspin- 
wall, attorneys of Mary Gatcomb, executrix of said Devotion’s will, three 
hundred and eight half Johannes of full weight for the purposes of said 
legacy.

It does not appear that either the trustees of this fund, or 
the school treasurer, received any salary for their services. 

As no reference is made to this fund or its income in any 
of the accounts submitted to the auditors for examination, it 
seems to have been lost sight of, and the auditors respectfully 
suggest that the attention of the finance committee of the 
school committee for the current year be directed to the 
history of this fund and its restoration. 

And in this connection it may be proper to call the atten- 
tion of the town to the present condition of the Warren Tree 
Fund, and the legacy of the late Martin L. Hall to the town 
for the maintenance of the Public Library. 

While these funds are now in the hands of gentlemen who 


’ 
* 
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are entitled to the utmost confidence of the town, that the 
funds will be held and the income applied according to the 
wills of the donors, and it is considered that they have had 
to take charge of these legacies for the time being and until 
the town should make some permanent arrangement, it seems 
proper that provision should now be made by which the pres- 
ent custodians of these funds may be relieved of a responsi- 
bility they did not seek, and that the permanent security of 
these funds should be guaranteed for the future, when they 
may pass into other hands. 

In this report the Auditors have attempted to present a 
correct exhibit of the financial condition of the town. In 
their estimates for the Walnut Hill Cemetery they recom- 
mend the balance on hand of the five thousand dollars trans- 
ferred by vote of the town from last year’s appropriation for 
the new sewer. The report of the trustees of that cemetery 
will probably contain, full information in regard to the amount 
and disposition of the funds received for sales of lots. The 
Treasurer keeps that cemetery account separate from the 
other accounts of the town. 

Bearing in mind that the assessors’ valuation has fallen off 
nearly two and a half millions within four years, and that 
the valuation of real estate is still-thought by many to be 
higher than it ought, the Auditors, as will be seen, have made 
lower estimates of appropriations for some objects than the 
amount expended for the same last year. In recommending 
these reductions they have only followed the example of 
many of the cities and towns of the State. 

They estimate for the new sewer, the same amount (thirty 
thousand dollars) raised last year, and recommend a re-appro- 
priation of the sum then raised, less the ten thousand dollars 
transferred to other uses. This would give fifty thousand 
dollars for the new sewer without increasing our debt. 

When it is considered that no other town in the State has 
a debt so large as Brookline now has, it certainly seems 
desirable not to increase it except in cases of extreme urgen- 
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ey; and, if it should become necessary to resort to borrowing 
for sewer-construction, we recommend that the loans be made 
for such times only as will allow of their speedy extinction, 
and that an annual tax of thirty thousand dollars at least, 
for sewer-construction and the payment of the sewer-debt, 
be levied till our sewers are paid for, or at all events till the 
receipts from entry of sewers shall equal the cost of maintain- 
ing and extending them. The receipts on account of enter- 
ing sewers for the last seven years have not been sufficient 
to pay one-tenth of the interest on the cost of the sewers 
built with money borrowed in 1869-70, and still unpaid. 
Whether this town, in achieving its notoriety as the largest 
debtor town in the State, either led or followed other towns 
in the same direction, till the legislature imposed restrictions 
upon the increasing tendency of both cities and towns to run 
in debt, and whether or not it acted wisely in so doing, — 
we leave to the careful deliberation of those who vote and 
those who pay for the outlays. 

The undersigned have to acknowledge some valuable sug- 
gestions of Mr. D. H. Rogers, in regard to the method of 
arranging the accounts in the books kept by them; and regret 
that the press of his other engagements compelled him to 
decline to accept the office of Auditor, to which he was 
chosen at the last Annual Meeting, and thus deprived the 
town of the benefit which his long experience in public 
accounts would have afforded.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE

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REPORT. 


The undersigned, members of the committee appointed on 
the 27th day of January, 1876, under the following vote of 
the town of Brookline, viz.: “ Voted, That the final report 
and the other reports of the Water Commissioners to the 
town or selectmen, and their accounts and reports, and ac- 
counts and reports of their engineer, with other accompa- 
nying documents, be referred to a committee of five, to be 
appointed by the moderator, with instructions to fully 
examine the matters therein referred to, and report thereon 
to this or a future meeting in print,” —ask leave to report 
that they have examined the vouchers for sums paid out of 
the treasury on account of water works, and find them to 
agree substantially with the orders drawn on the Treasurer. 
All the payments which have been made on account of the 
construction of the Water Works are, for convenience of 
reference, printed in the Appendix A, according to the dates 
of the orders drawn on the Treasurer. The serial numbers 
take their place among all the orders drawn for any purpose 
by the Selectmen during the respective financial years. 
The orders in many cases for the money paid for land and 
land damages were, for convenience of the parties, drawn 
by the Chairman of the Board, to be paid over upon the 
execution and delivery of the deeds and releases. And, 
on their delivery, the money was paid, and the deeds, after 
being recorded, were placed in custody of the Town Clerk. 
On the 9th of March, 1874, an order was drawn for $113.72 
in excess of the receipted bills filed as vouchers with the 
warrant ; but for this sum receipted bills were afterwards 
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filed, some of them for expenses incurred in July following. 
It appears to the undersigned that as soon as the overdraft 
was discovered the excess of the draft or order should have 
been returned to the treasurer. 

Certain other instances of a want of care in approving and 
_ paying warrants have been brought to the notice of the 
undersigned ; but as the town has apparently suffered no 
loss thereby, we do not deem it essential to give particulars. 

On the 2d of February, 1875, an advance of $4,000 was 
made to James Driscoll, out of the reserve, then amounting 
to some $5,000 or $6,000, and withheld under the terms of 
his contracts as security for their final completion by him. 
At.the same time he gave a bill of sale of a stone-crusher 
and other personal property in the nature of a mortgage, to 
indemnify the town against loss by the accommodation thus 
afforded to him. On the 10th of November, 1875, the sum 
of $10,800.50, being the final estimate of all that was due 
to him under his old contracts, was paid without deducting 
the $4,000 which had been advanced February 2d. [See 
final report, p. 102, line 16, erroneously printed $16,800.50. | 
At the time of the payment of the $10,800.50 there was due 
on account of a contract dated Sept. 13, 1875, for laying 
the wooden conduit, which replaced the Akron sewer-pipe 
between the filtering gallery and pumping-station, an 
amount exceeding $4,000; and that sum was charged to his 
account under the last contract, and accepted by him in part 
payment of his bill for labor and material upon the wooden 
conduit. [See final report, bottom of page 103. | 

Though, as the event proved, the town did not lose the 
$4,000 advanced, nor the other over-payments, or any, part of 
them, yet we think such errors in keeping’ the accounts of 
payments on behalf of the town showed less care than 
prudent men usually exercise in their ordinary business. 

For the quantities and prices of labor done and material 
furnished, the undersigned have relied upon the estimates of 
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the engineer employed by the commissioners, having no 
reason to doubt their correctness, and as from their character 
it would be impossible to verify them without employing ex- 
perts at considerable cost to the town. 

In some cases certain papers, which the undersigned think. 
should have accompanied the orders for payment, were not 
in possession of either the Water Commissioners or the Treas- 
urer at the time the examination was begun, but were after- 
wards furnished by the engineer. 

In regard to the use of the Akron sewer-pipe between the 
filtering-gallery and pumping-station, the town has learned 
at a cost of over $15,000, that it was not a suitable mate- 
rial to be used. For opinions of consulting engineers upon 
this subject see letter of November 18, 1875, from J. Her- 
bert Shedd, p. 115 of final report. “The clay pipes, how- 
ever, that had been previously used in the conduit are, in 
my opinion, too thin for that diameter in such a service.” 
See also letter of Joseph P. Davis, p. 1138, final report. 
When speaking of the Akron sewer-pipe, he says: “As com- 
pared with the Scotch pipes, they appear to be made of 
inferior materials, and to be not so able to resist external 
pressure.” That the Scotch pipe was suitable, we think, 
the Commissioners must have known. By the records of the 
Commissioners, it appears that they advertised for bids to 
furnish Scotch pipe, which bids were to be received by the 
first day of June, and to be opened that day. For the in- 
formation of the town upon this subject, we submit, without 
comment, the answer of the Commissioners to an interroga- 
tory respecting the matter, and to a letter of their chairman, 
dated March 16th, 1876, and to the statement of James 
Edmond & Co.s and to their letter of March 14th, 1876, all 
of which are hereto appended, marked “B.” 

Without expressing any opinion as to the reasonableness 
of the charge — between $400 and $500 — for professional 
services in the examination of titles by a firm, of which the 
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chairman of the Commissioners was a member, the under- 
signed are bound to say it would have been more proper, on 
general principles, and especially in view of the seventh and 
eighth sections of the ordinance for the government of the 
Water Commissioners,* that no Commissioner should have 
had a pecuniary interest in any bill which he or his col- 
leagues must approve before it could be paid. 

With respect to the negotiations of the Commissioners 
with the city of Boston, for supplying water to Wards 17 
and 19, we find that the Boston Water Board and their en- 
gineer, Mr. Davis, were very desirous of procuring their 
supply for these wards from Brookline, and, until the very 
abrupt termination of the negotiations, were confident of 
being able to make satisfactory arrangements to that end. 
Evidence of this may be found in the fact that, on the 11th 
day of March, 1875, the city contracted with Messrs. Jesse 
W. Starr & Co., of Camden, New Jersey, for the pipe 





* << Section 7. No one of said commissioners, no town officer who receives 
compensation from the town for his services, and no person appointed to any 
office or employed by virtue of this ordinance, or by the aforesaid act, shall be 
interested directly or indirectly in any bargain, contract, sale or agreement in 
relation to said Water Works, or any matter or thing connected therewith, 
wherein the town is interested, without an express vote of the town previously 
passed; and any and all contracts, bargains, sales or agreements made in 
violation of this section shall be void as to the town. 

‘‘Srcr. 8. It shall be the duty of the commissioners to exercise all reason- 
able vigilance and care, by personal inspection, examination and supervision 
from day to day, or from time to time, as circumstances may require, of all 
matters and things herein committed to their charge; to see that all works, 
matters and things to be done, executed and performed by and through their 
agency, and under their superintendence, by virtue of the act aforesaid and of 
this ordinance, shall be done, executed and performed in a substantial, 
economical and effectual manner; that al the engineers, officers, clerks, agents 
and other persons who may be employed by them in the works aforesaid, 
execute and discharge the duties and labors assigned to them respectively, in 
a diligent and faithful manner; and that all contracts and agreements made 
and concluded by them in the execution of the duties of their office, are faith- 
fully and properly executed and performed.” 
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necessary for making the connections with Brookline. This 
contract was in force until the 17th day of May, four days 
after the letter of Mr. Drew, proposing to meter the water, 
had been delivered. The proposition from Boston was made 
by Mr. Davis, the Water Registrar, who states that, by in- 
struction of the President of the Boston Water Board, he 
carried the contract between Boston and Charlestown to the 
office of Mr. Drew, presented the contract to him, and said 
that he was authorized by the Water Board to say that the 
city of Boston would contract with Brookline upon that 
basis. 

So far as we are able to determine the Boston Water 
Board had then the confidence and support of the City Gov- 
ernment in all its branches; and any recommendations by 
the Board upon this subject would, in all probability, have 
met the approval of the Common Council. There is, fur- 
thermore, no doubt that the Water Board would have 
recommended taking water from Brookline, upon the basis 
of the Charlestown contract. 

We think, therefore, that if the Brookline Commissioners 
had been willing seasonably to accept the terms offered, a 
contract, highly advantageous to the town, for supplying 
water to Wards 17 and 19 would have been made. | 

The undersigned recommend that the Field notes and 
other documents relating to the details of the work, of which 
the engineer has charge, being of great importance to the 
town, be deposited with the Water Board, and carefully 
preserved apart from all other records. 

The sum stated in the final report of the Water Commis- 
sioners to be due James Driscoll, viz., $3,054.55, appears to 
be correct, and we recommend an appropriation for its pay- 
ment. '

Question XV. 4. Please state * * why Akron pipe was used, 
and on whose recommendation? 

5. Why Scotch pipe was not used? 

Answer 4 and 5. Akron pipe has been largely used for sewers 
in the Western States, where it has a good reputation. Scotch 
pipe was better known here, and proposals for Scotch pipe were 
invited. Such proposals were duly received, but there were no 
such pipe this side of Glasgow of the required size, and a very 
uncertain length of time would be required for their importation. 
The time for opening the trench and putting them together would 
be limited by the weather to October 31st. It was then June. 
The Akron pipe were nearer at hand; their delivery within the 
required time was thought more certain than that of the Scotch. 

Other engineers spoke well of the Akron pipe as having been 
used in works under their charge, among whom were Mr. E. 8S. 
Chesborough and Mr. W. H: Bradley. The risk of delay in the 
delivery of Scotch pipe turned the scale in favor of the American, 
for which a contract was made. ‘There was no test of strength 
appled to them for the reason that no satisfactory way of apply- 
ing such a test could be devised which would prove their powers 
of resistance against the somewhat unevenly distributed pressure 
to which they would be subjected when buried, except the experi- 
mentum crucis to which they were actually subjected and where 
they failed to the great surprise and chagrin of all persons con- 
connected. In addition the Commissioners would refer to pages 
14 and 16 inclusive of their final report.

Gro. Grices, Esq., Chairman of Committee on final accounts of 
Water Commissioners : — 


Dear Sir, —I have to acknowledge receipt of your request for 
answer to two interrogatories, and, by direction of Water Com- 
missioners, reply to them as follows : — 

1. On the first of June two bids were presented, namely, of 
James Edmond & Co., and of William Roy. The former was 
presented at Brookline. ‘The latter came to the chairman of this 
Board at his office in Boston, and was forgotten by him when he 
left his office to attend the Water Commissioners’ meeting in 
Brookline. It was considered by the Board that the bid was duly 
received and ought not to be rejected by reason of the inadvertence 
of the chairman. 

2. The bid of James Edmond & Co. was not unconditional. It 
wes an offer to ‘‘ import and furnish” the pipe, ‘‘ excepting such 
failure or delay as may be caused by war, strikes, pestilence or 
action of the elements.”’ It was not, therefore, in conformity with 
the requirements of the proposal, which called for absolute and 
unconditional offers to furnish. It was believed by the Commis- 
sioners that if the importer would not take the risks incident to 
the importation the Commissioners acting for them ought not to. 
In considering the time within which the pipe ought certainly to 
be delivered, the certainty of the work on the conduit being 
stopped by heavy rains was taken into account; and if the rains 
should come, as they might early in the fall, the time for delivery 
of the pipe was quite short. If, therefore, any accident should 
occur whereby any part of this pipe should be delayed beyond that 
time, it was thought probable, it might be said certain, that the 
work would be stopped for the season, and a delay of nearly a 
whole year in the completion of the works result. 

Again, the Commissioners believed from the reports made to 
them that the Akron pipe was ‘‘ as good as the best Scotch ;” and 
it could be furnished much cheaper. ‘They therefore believed that 
in taking the Akron pipe instead of the Scotch pipe from James 
Edmond & Co., they were getting as good an article as the latter

firm could furnish, within the time required for the work, and at a 
less price. It seemed to them, therefore, clearly their duty to 
take it.

Dear Sir, —In answer to your communication of 18th inst, 
‘* As to the ability of our firm, and the facilities we had for fur- 
nishing 24-inch Scotch pipe for the conduit built by the Commis- 
sioners,” we respectfully state that our ability and facilities for 
furnishing 24-inch Scetch pipe, for the Brookline conduit, were 
ample. And, as evidence, mention that between the first of April, 
1874, and 22d of August (same year) we had six (6) foreign 
vessels with cargoes direct from Liverpool and Glasgow (6 of the 
vessels to our wharf), in addition to a large quantity of pipe 
received via New York. 

Feb. 25th, 1874, our attention was first called to the probable 
wants of the town, by E. S. Philbrick, Esq., who made inquiry for 
‘¢a mile in length of 24-inch Scotch pipe.” 

’ March 30th, we learned from Mr. Philbrick that only 4,000 feet 
would be required. 

April 29th, went to New York to arrange for 24-inch Scotch 
pipe. 

May 3d, our arrangements were ample for furnishing the pipe. 

Early in May, attended a meeting of the Commissioners and 
engineer, and offered to furnish 4,000 feet 24-inch Scotch pipe at 
$2.75 per foot. Were ready to commence delivery. 

After considerable conversation between the Commissioners and 
their engineer, Mr. Kirby put the queston, ‘‘Shall we decide to 
take the pipe of Messrs. Edmond & Co.” 

Mr. Philbrick answered, ‘‘ Yes; at price per foot for cost in 
brick.” Other conversation followed, as to sediment and slime 
attaching to a brick surface, etc. Also remarks as to cement pipe. 

Nothing definite as to pipe was decided. 

May 7th, one of our firm went to Providence to advise with Mr. 
Shedd, engineer of the Providence Water Works, as to probable 
cost per foot for a 24-inch brick conduit. 

May 14th, again visited Mr. Shedd, when he informed us that 
he estimated the cost at something over ($4) four dollars per foot. 

May 15th, called on Mr. Kirby, and stated to him the estimated 
cost per foot, by Mr. Shedd, for a brick conduit. 
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Nothing settled upon. 

May 22d, proposals appeared in the daily papers for 4,000 
feet Scotch stone-ware pipe. Bids to be received up to 5 P.M., 
June 1st. Pipe to be delivered in July and August. 

June ist, at 4.45 P.M., handed in proposal, to furnish pipe at 
$2.83 per foot, with proviso, ‘‘ excepting such failure as may be 
caused by war, action of the elements,” ete. 

Our proposal stated, ‘‘ if desired we might commence to furnish 
at once from stock now on hand.” . 

At this point it is due us briefly to state why we advanced the 
price, and why we inserted ‘‘ the proviso.” On the 3d of May, 
we had about 2,000 feet, and sufficient time, had our offer been 
accepted, to have laid down at our wharf the balance of pipe by 
sailing vessel. But when we learned that the proposals would not 
be opened till evening of June ist, with the uncertainty when we 
should have anything definite from the Commissioners, and the 
conditions being delivery of entire quantity during July and 
August, we deemed it prudent to insert the proviso, and advance 
the price 8 cts. per foot, to cover cable correspondence, and extra 
freight, by steamer to New York and thence to Boston. 

There would have been no occasion, however, for ‘*‘ advance or 
proviso,” had we, after 97 days’ waiting, been favored with the 
privilege granted the ‘‘ Akron” pipe contractors, who had till 
October 10th, and then a further extension, till November 19th, 
Sor delivery. 

June 6th, on inquiry we were informed that our bid was not 
accepted, another party having proposed a less price. As it was 
not (to our minds) probable that the party would respond, there 
being no margin for profit, we waited, in expectation of being 
called upon, till 29th of June, when, upon inquiry, we were told 
that the Commissioners had decided to contract for ‘‘ Akron” 
pipe. 

Memo. — November 7th, 5 months after our bid was rejected, 
and 67 days after time fixed in printed proposals for entire 
delivery of pipe, we were called upon, from office of engineer, to 
see if we would furnish 200 feet 24-inch pipe, ‘* to help out,” — as 
the Akron Company were behind in delivery. 

In closing perhaps we should state, for your information, that 
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the Scotch pipe, which we offered to furnish, was in 3 feet lengths, 
2 inches thickness, weight full 50 per cent. greater than the 
*¢ Akron,” to say nothing of superior quality.

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QUARTERLY REPORT 


OF THE 


BROOKLINE WATER BOARD. 


Water Boarp Orrice, July 10, 1876. 
To the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Brookline :— 


Gentlemen: By the provisions of Section 6, of the ‘‘ Ordinance 
to establish the Brookline Water Board,” it is made the duty of 
the Board to ‘‘ make quarterly reports to the Selectmen of their 
doings on or before the tenth day of each January, April, July 
and October, etc.” 

In accordance with the said provisions the Water Board respect- 
fully submit this first quarterly report. 

The Board chosen at the Annual Town Meeting in March, 1876, 
held their first session for organization on the 20th of April, and 
made choice of Charles K. Kirby as Chairman and C. D. Lincoln 
as Clerk and Registrar. 

F. F. Forbes was appointed Superintendent of Distribution and 
Richard J. Flinn Engineman at the pumping station. The salary 
of the Clerk and Registrar was fixed at $500 per annum, that of 
the Superintendent of Distribution at $1.000 per annum, and that 
of the Engineman at $24 per week. There are no other salaried 
officers or agents. 


The Board, as soon as organized, proceeded to carry out the 
extensions of pipes as authorized by the town, viz: a two-inch 
pipe on Summit avenue to the house of Jerome Jones, under 
authority of a vote of the town passed April 28, 1875. This 
work was completed in May. 

Under date of April 25th, the Board advertised for proposals for 
6,500 feet of six-inch iron pipe for the extensions authorized in 
Pleasant, Dummer, St. Paul, Brighton, Juniper and Flora streets, 
and Morss and Walter avenues. These proposals from six 
parties were opened May 9th, and the contract was awarded to 
R. D. Wood & Co., of Philadelphia (being the lowest bidders), 
for $35.70 per ton, delivered in Boston. | 

Sealed proposals as per advertisement from six persons, for the 
excavation and refilling of trenches for the extensions of mains on 
the above-named streets, were received and opened June 7th. The 
bids ranged from 19 cents per lineal foot for earth, and $1.50 per 
cubic yard for stone excavations, to 82 cents and $4.85. Messrs. 
John Mangan and Andrew Eliott, of Salem, Mass., responsible 
parties, being the lowest bidders, were awarded the contract, and 
the work is in progress. The laying of the pipe is done under the 
direction of the Superintendent of Distribution. 

The contract for 100 tons of coal for the engine at the pumping 
station was taken by S. C. Thwing & Co. for $5.40 per ton deliv- 
ered at India Point, thence by the Boston and Providence Rail- 
road to Spring street depot, West Roxbury. The coal has been 
housed in the shed at the engine house. 

May 30th, a contract was made with James Driscoll to cart the 
six-inch pipe needed for extensions from Wales wharf, Boston, to 
the line of streets, ready for laying, for the sum of $1.50 per ton, 
and the eight-inch pipe stored at the town yard, to the line of 
excavations on Brighton street for $1.00 per ton. Also for carting 
100 tons of coal from the Spring street station on the Boston and 
Providence Railroad to the sheds at the pumping station at fifty 
cents per ton. ; 

The Board have purchased 5,000 pounds of lead from the Boston 


Lead Company, to be used in packing joints in the pipe, at 7 5-8 
cents per pound. They have also contracted with the Boston 
Machine Company for special castings and for gates, hydrants and 
covers.

The High, Pierce Grammar, Pierce Primary, Harvard Street and 
Boylston Street school houses have had service pipes laid into 
them at the request of the School Committee and the Board of 
Health, the cost of the same from the mains to the line of the 
streets being charged to construction account. 

Early in May the Superintendent commenced an inspection of 
the water fixtures in all the premises in town where the water was 
taken, and by the 29th of May the accounts with takers were 
made up and bills ready for payment. The registry book shows 
that 496 applications have been made for water supply, the annual 
income from the same being about $5,800. 

Mr. Boody, on Gorham avenue, and Mr. Murphy, on Ridgway 
street, have been supplied with water through temporary pipes laid 
at their own expense, in anticipation of the action of the town.

To the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Brookline: — 


GENTLEMEN: Since our last report, submitted July 10, 1876, 
the extensions of mains in Pleasant, Dummer, St. Paul, Mount- 
fort, Brighton, Juniper, and Flora streets, and Morss and Walter 
avenues, then in progress, have been completed, to the satisfac- 
tion of the Board, and the contractors for the excavation and fill- 
ing of the trenches have been paid for their work, less twenty 
per cent. of the amount of their contract, reserved for the period 
of three months from the completion of the work, for the purpose 
of making any repairs on the highways that may be necessary 
during that time along the line of the work; at the expiration of 
which time, and upon the acceptance by the Board of the work in 
good condition, the remaining twenty per cent. is to be paid.

The sum total of said contract is $1358.62, of which 80 per 
cent. or $1086.90 has been paid. 

The pipes in Mountfort street were laid at the expense of Amos 
A. Lawrence, and the town will be requested to assume the 
expense. 

Private parties living on Webster street, petitioners for the 
water, have during the last month laid at their expense under the 
supervision of the Board, a six-inch pipe from the Park street 
main, to the house of Albert H. Bird, a distance of 390 feet, 
with the understanding that the town will be asked to reimburse 
them. 

Since the last report 81 applications have been made for water 
supply; the total number of takers is now 577, from whom the 
sum of $6359.57 has been received. 

Since the pipes were laid in the streets upon the Kimball Estate, 
so called, 67 families, mostly in tenement houses, have been fur- 
nished with a supply. 

Applications for water have been received from Mrs. S. P. 
Cleveland and Quincy A. Shaw, residents of Boston, West Rox- 
bury District, although a portion of the landed estate of Mrs. 
Cleveland is within the limits of the town, but the Board have 
now no authority to grant the request. The town may vote to 
sell water to the City of Boston, if it should apply, and thus per- 
haps these parties may yet be supplied. 

During the last week in June, a leak was found in the force 
main, where it passes through the Cedar Swamp, about 14 miles 
east of the Pumping Station; considerable water seemed to be 
discharged and it was feared at first that the pipe might be broken. 
After two or three days spent in getting temporary drainage of 
the surface of the swamp, the pipe was uncovered and found in 
good condition, except that the lead packing had started out at 
two joints for a few inches. 

The joints were re-caulked in a few minutes and the pipe 
covered. In order to avoid delay in similar cases in future, a 


drain-pipe was laid in the trench opened for the drainage along 
the line of the water-pipe, for about 150 feet in length, controlled 
by a valve, so that the water can be drained off again at any 
time without re-opening the trench. This work was finished the 
first week in July.

3d. The sums stated by the Water Commissioners in their 
their final report to be due James Driscoll and others, are 
correct, and an appropriation should be made for their pay- 
ment. 


Many questions have arisen in the examination of the 
matters referred, upon which members of the Committee and 
other citizens might have differed from the Water Commis- 
sioners ; but as no question has been raised as to the motive 
of their decision, and as they appear in all cases to have used 
their best judgment, your Committee have not felt it incum- 
bent upon them to report further upon such matters. 
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In the conduct of the examination, your Committee have 
obtained answers to questions propounded to the Commis- 
sioners and others, which, if printed, would give to the town 
amore complete statement of matters relating to the con- 
struction of the works, and a more complete reply to ques- 
tions and criticisms upon the acts of the Water Commis- 
sioners than has yet appeared. | 

If the Town desires the statement to be published, your 
Committee ask a little more time to complete their labors, 
and an appropriation for its publication. 

The Committee would call the attention of the Town to the 
great importance of carefully preserving the field notes and 
other documents, of which the Engineer has made a com- . 
plete index, and recommend that the Selectmen or the new 
Water Board have special instructions for their preservation, 
apart from all other documents of the Town. 

A statement of the whole cost of the water works has been 
prepared by the Chairman of this Committee, from the 
vouchers and warrants on file in the Treasurer’s office, and is 
hereto appended. 

This report was adopted at a meeting of the Committee, 
held March 16, 1876. Present—Messrs. Griggs, Wellman, 
Atkinson and Chandler; absent, Mr. Whitney. It being 
considered desirable to make at least a partial report at the 
annual town meeting, to be held on the 20th instant, in order 
that the appropriation for money due and unpaid might be 
seasonably made.

‘* Voted, that the subject of Rules and Regulations for the Water 
Board, be referred to the Committee on that snbject appointed at 
an adjourned special town meeting, held April the 26th, 1874, 
and that they report in print at the adjourned meeting,” have in- 
structed their Chairman to report as follows: 

The Committee report back the Regulations reported at the 
special meeting of December 30, 1875, with some slight amend- 
ments. 

The Committee were equally divided upon the question whether 
the Water Board, consisting of three members, should all be elect- 
ed every year, or whether the members should hold office for three 
years, and one member only should be elected annually. Accord- 
ingly, the Ordinance reported at the special meeting, December 
30, 1875, is reported with some amendments and with two’ differ- 
ent sections, one or the other to stand as the first section of the 
Ordinance, according as the town may adopt the one year term or 
the three year term of office. 

There having been a suggestion made to the Committee that 
the Selectmen, who have the care of the highways and sewers, 
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could manage the Water Works better and more economically than 
a separate board of officers could do the same work, the Commit- 
tee have drafted an Ordinance carrying out this view, which they 
submit to the town for consideration, although a majority of the 
Committee are opposed to its adoption. 

The Committee voted to recommend that no charge should be 
made to water takers for water supplied previous to January 1, 
1876, and that thereafter the water rates should be charged and 
collected from January 1, 1876 to January 1, 1877, and that here- 
after they should be made payable on the first of January for the 


whole of the year ensuing.

Providing for the Management of the Brookline 
Water Works, 


The following regulations shall be considered as part of the 
contract with every water taker. Whenever any of them is vio- 
lated, the water shall be cut off; and it will not be let on again 
except by order of the Water Board, and on payment of $2. 

1. Applications for the use of water must be made in writing 
at the office of the Water Board, and must state fully and truly 
the uses to whichit isto be applied. Should any taker desire to use 
the water for any purpose not stated in his application he must 
make request to the Water Board for permission to use it for such 
other purpose. No water shall be supplied by takers to persons 
not entitled to its use. 

2. All persons taking water shall keep inorder the service-pipe 
within their premises, and be liable for all damage resulting from 
their failure to do so. ; 

3. They shall prevent all voluntary waste of water, and shall 
not allow water to run through their fixtures to prevent freezing. 
There shall be no concealment of the purposes for which it is 
used. 

4. No alteration shall be made in any pipes or fixtures inserted 
by the town, except by persons authorized by the Water Board, 
who shall be allowed to enter the premises to examine the appa- 
ratus, the quantity of water used and manner of its use, and to 
ascertain whether there is any improper waste ; provided, however, 
that no dwelling house shall be thus entered, except on presenta- 
tion of a special order, designating the house and its occupant, 
signed by the Superintendent, authorizing such entry. Said order 
shall be left with the occupant. 
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5. The town reserves to itself the right, whenever it deems 
it necessary to repair the works, to shut off the water, in whole or 
in part, and to stop the supply for other than domestic purposes, 
in cases not requiring a complete stoppage. 

6. Owners shall be so far responsible for tenants, that new 
tenants shall not be entitled to a supply until all arrearages on the 
premises are paid. When water shall be supplied to more than 
one taker through a single service, the bill for the whole supply 
furnished through such service will be made either to the owner of 
the estate, or to some one tenant who shall agree to be responsi- 
ble therefor. In case of non-payment, the water may be shut 
off, notwithstanding one or more takers may have ite their pro- 
portion to such owner or tenant. 


AN ORDINANCE 
To Establish the Brookline Water Board, 


Section 1. There shall be chosen at each annual meeting here- 
after, three inhabitants of the town of Brookline, who shall be 
styled the Brookline Water Board, and who shall hold office until 
the next annual meeting, or until their successors shall be chosen 
and qualified ; in case of a vacancy by death, resignation, removal 
from town, or other cause, the vacancy shall be filled at the next 
town mneeting, after the occurrence of such vacancy. 

Sror. 1. At the annual meeting in 1877, there shall be chosen 
by ballot three inhabitants of the town of Brookline, who shall be

Board shall, at the first meeting after 
their election in each year, choose from their number a Chairman.

The Board 
may appoint and remove at their discretion, a Clerk, who shall 
also be Water Registrar, and such servants or agents as may be 
necessary, and may prescribe their duties.

They shall receive from the Water Commissioners any and all 
such works as may have been established. They shall have the 
exclusive control and management of the uses, repairs and ex- 
tensions of such works and structures, whether newly determined 
upon or otherwise, unless the town shall make other provision in 
extensions of the works. 

Srot. 4. The Water Board shall have control and jurisdiction 
over all sources of supply possessed by the town, and of all lands 
appurtenant thereto, and owned or lawfully controlled by the town ;

Secr. 5. The Water Board shall use see care for the 
protection and security of all sources of water from which a 
supply is in any part obtained, so that the purity thereof may not 
be impaired. 

The Water Board shall, as often as once in each eal- 
endar month, meet and examine all bills and claims incurred by 
them in the prosecution of their duty; and all claims approved 
shall be certified by them and they shall draw warrants upon the 
Town Treasurer for the payment of. the same. ‘The Water Board 
shall keep a full record of their proceedings, and shall make quar- 
terly reports to the Selectmen of their doings on or before the 
tenth day of each January, April, July and October, which reports 
shall be printed in the same form as the annual reports to the 
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town, and shall be in charge of the Town Clerk for distribution to

They shall, in 
consultation with the Selectmen, arrange for such supply of water 
as may be required for operating any public fountains and orna- 
mental public water works, for flushing and cleansing public 
sewers and drains, for sprinkling streets, and for any other use 
clearly distinct from that of ordinary water takers. 

Seot. 8. The Water Board shall have exclusive charge of the 
supply of water, may make all necessary arrangements therefor, 
and such regulations as may be judicious, not inconsistent with 
those established by the town. 

Secr. 9. Bills for the use of water shall be payable at such 
times, and collected in such manner, as the Water Board may de- 
termine.

If the pipes are to be laid in any or all of these streets, 
they should extend through, wherever possible, to some point 
where a connection can be had with other pipes, to secure a 
proper circulation of the water. In some cases this may not 
be practicable at present; but an effort should be made to 
diminish rather than to increase the number of “ dead ends,” 
which are a source of continual annoyance. In the last col- 
umns of the above table we give the necessary length and 
total cost, if extended to a street corner in such cases. In 
the case of petitions numbered four and five above, the 
petitioners, not wishing to await the action of the town, have 
laid the pipe as far as their needs required, at their own 
cost, trusting that the town would refund the money. We 
would recommend that it be so refunded by passing the vote 
below, marked (A), which provides also for the only case in 
the above list which may not be provided for by the general 
vote suggested, marked (B). 

Where not wishing to advance the money to make such 
extensions, the petitioners have sometimes been subjected to 
considerable inconvenience for lack of water, and, as the 
Board have now no authority to act in such cases, we would 
suggest that a vote should be passed to grant such authority 
in a general form, under proper restrictions as to cost and 
probable income. See vote marked (B). 

The three last-named petitions were for pipes in localities 
where the petitioners afterwards laid service-pipes at their 
own cost, and therefore appear to call for no further atten- 
tion. 

The Water Commissioners who constructed the works 
recommended in their last report, at the annual meeting of 
1876, the appropriation of $5,400 for the maintenance of the 
works for the current year. This recommendation was based 
upon the supposition that the pumping-engine could be run 
without a fireman, and without making due allowances for 
the cost of keeping the hydrants in an efficient condition. It 
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may be quite practicable to run the engine for some nine 
months out of twelve without a fireman; but it is not really 
economical or proper. If we depend thus upon one man, the 
remoteness of his situation in case of illness would render it 
difficult to supply his place on short notice by any one who 
would be sufficiently familiar with the apparatus to handle it 
properly. Moreover, the engine-man is now obliged to 
lodge half a mile from the pump, and it does not’ appear 
expedient to leave the machinery and buildings in such a 
lonely place, without guard, for such time as the engine-man 
may be absent at his meals. These reasons apply during the 
whole year, with the further one during the summer, that 
the consumption of water is then so great as to require 
pumping an average of some fourteen hours per day for 
several consecutive weeks, which is certainly more than one 
man can be expected to attend to. <A fireman has therefore 
been employed, and we recommend that his services be con- 
tinued. He has already become familiar enough with the 
pumps to be able to run them alone for a while in case of 
need, and is profitably employed in assisting in the necessary 
care of the engine during the intervals when the pump is not 
in action. 

The fire hydrants have all been kept in a state of efficiency 
and readiness for use by a frequent inspection and such slight 
repairs as were found necessary. 

Their scattered location, and the heavy pressure on their 
valves, together with the wanton injuries done to them in 
some cases, have required a good deal of time and attention 
on the part of the superintendent, costing, in all, at least 
double the amount estimated by the former Board. 

Though desiring to keep within the sum appropriated, we 
have not felt justified in omitting these expenditures, and 
consider them to have been in the interest of true economy, 
for, if not kept in thoroughly good order, such apparatus is 
unreliable and quite worthless. 
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For the above reason, the cost of the maintenance for the 
current year can hardly be kept below $6,000, or $600 above 
the estimate. The amount appropriated was only $5,000, 
which is already nearly exhausted. We therefore recom- 
mend the appropriation of one thousand additional. See 
vote marked (C). 

Former reports have spoken of the need of a dwelling- 
house for the engine-man near the pumps, where his pres- 
ence during the hours of eating and sleeping might serve to 
guard the property and render him more accessible in an 
emergency. Although sufficient funds have been appropri- 
ated for the general purpose of completing and extending 
the works, we have not felt authorized to apply them to the 
building of a house without a special vote of the town; and 
therefore suggest the passage of the vote marked (D). 

Among the rates established by the town Feb. Ist, 1876, 
is a charge for drinking fountains, $6.00 each, and for fire 
hydrants, $25 each. In accordance with this a bill was sent 
to the selectmen ; but, as no appropriation had been made to 
meet it, there was no payment made. Although such a pay- 
ment may seem at first sight to be useless, it serves to keep 
before the public a fair statement of the actual cost and 
actual income of each department in the administration of 
town affairs, and it is further justified by the practice in a 
large number of cities and towns, as well as other corpora- 
tions, in keeping their accounts for publication; and we 
therefore suggest the vote marked (I). 

It will be seen that this vote makes no provision for the 
payment of any charges for use of water in sprinkling streets, 
though a very large portion of the whole consumption is 
used in this way during the summer months. But no rate 
has yet been established for this item. 

The petition for water-pipes in Goddard avenue and Avon 
street has been considered. The levels of Avon street are 
some 12 feet above the top of our reservoir; the levels of 


the high part of Goddard avenue are barely low enough to 
allow the water to flow over it. Considering the length and 
cost of this extension, we do not finda probability of a suffi- 
cient number of consumers on the line to justify its con- 
struction at present. 

The number of consumers is now 580. 

The total amount collected for water-rates is $6,436.13. 


The Board have asked for the insertion in the warrant for 
a town-meeting of the following article, viz. : — 

To see if the town will authorize the Water Board to sell 
water to the City of Boston for the purpose of supplying 
citizens of Boston who reside on or near the division line 
between Boston and Brookline. 

The parties referred to in this article are Mrs. S. P. 
Cleveland, whose residence is within the city limits, but a 
portion of whose land attaching to her house abuts on 
Chestnut street, and is within the town lines;—and Mr. 
Quincy A. Shaw, whose estate adjoins Mrs. Cleveland’s and 
is situated wholly in the City of Boston. These parties have 
both petitioned the Board for a supply of water ; and author- 
ity to supply or “sell” the same to the city, by a vote of the 
town, “ signifying its desire” so to do, is conferred by Chap. 
127, Sects. 1 and 2, of the Acts of 1875. 

Mr. John E. Cousens, a resident of the town living on 
Brighton avenue, is desirous of being supplied by Boston 
from the Cochituate main, which passes directly in front of 
his house, and furnishes water for his stable on the opposite 
side of said avenue, it being within the city limits, while his 
house is not. 

The Boston Water Board have expressed a readiness to 
urge the City Council to grant Mr. Cousens’ application, and 
also to authorize the purchase of water of Brookline for 


Mrs. Cleveland and Mr. Shaw. 
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(A). Voted, That the Water Board be authorized to lay 
water-pipes, in Beacon street from the corner of Washington 
street to the corner of Tappan street ; also to refund the sums 
advanced by sundry petitioners for cost of laying pipes in 
Webster street and in Mountfort street and Monmouth court. 

(B). Voted, That the Water Board be authorized until 
further orders to make extensions of street mains in such 
cases as may appear to them to be for the public interest, 
when the cost is within one thousand dollars in any one 
locality, and when an income of not less then three per cent. 
of the cost is guaranteed by the petitioners. 

(C). Voted, That the sum of one thousand dollars be 
appropriated to defray the cost of maintenance of the water 
works during the current year, in addition to the sum of 
$5,000 heretofore appropriated; this to be paid from the 
receipts from water-rates. 

(D). Voted, That the Water Board are hereby authorized 
to erect a dwelling-house on land belonging to the town, near 
the pumping-station, for the use of the man or men employed 
about the engine, at a cost of not over $2,000, and to collect 
rent for the same. 

(E). Voted, That the sum of $3,500 be appropriated to 
defray the charges for use of public fire hydrants, public 
buildings, and public drinking-fountains, according to rates 
established February 1, 1876. 

(F). Voted, That the Water Board be authorized to sell 
water to the City of Boston for the purpose of supplying 
citizens of Boston who reside on or near the division lines 
between Boston and Brookline, whenever requested by the 
City of Boston or its authorized agents.

The undersigned, Selectmen of the town of Brookline, having 
given printed .and written notices to Robert M. Mason and others, 
Trustees under the will of Ebenezer Francis; the Boston and 
Roxbury Mill Corporation; the City of Boston; Amos A. Law-: 
rence, William R. Lawrence, Mary A. Amory, wife of Dr. Robert 
Amory; the Proprietors of Christ Church, Longwood ; the heirs of 
David Sears; Sophia D. Wells, widow of Hon. John Wells; 
Charles Stearns and the heirs of Marshall Stearns, deceased; the 
Boston and Albany Railroad Corporation; Isaac Taylor and the 
heirs of Thomas Aspinwall (being all the parties known to us or 
believed by us to be interested in the subject matter of this sewer), 
that we intended to lay out a main sewer from the Harbor Com- 
missioners’ line in Charles river, through St. Mary’s street, across 
the track of the Boston and Albany Railroad, through Beacon 
street and Carlton street, and on and near the north side of the 
location of the Brookline Branch of said railroad, crossing Long- 
wood avenue and Aspinwall avenue, to a point near Aspinwall 
brook, and thence across the railroad, the brook sewer, the play- 
ground and through Brookline avenue, again crossing the brook 
sewer, and through Washington street, crossing the brook sewer 
again, to a point near the railroad station, and for this purpose to 
take lands, and to divert water from the brooks and the brook sewers 
coming within the line of the location of the contemplated sewer, 
such notices requiring such persons and corporations to appear be- 
fore us at our room, at the Town Hall, on the twenty-sixth day of De- 
cember, A.D. 1876, at 4 o’clock, P.M. ; and having caused such no- 
tices to be actually served, according to law, upon all such persons 
and corporations, by a constable of this town, at least seven days 
before the day so appointed for the hearing ; and having also given 
notice to them and all other persons and corporations (if any) who 
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may be interested in the subject-matter of said sewer, whose 
names are not known to us, by posting up the same written and 
printed notices, in three public places in the town, and also by 
causing to be left at each and every house in town a true 
and attested copy of said notice, at least seven days before said 
day appointed for the hearing, and also by publishing the same 
notice in the Brookline ‘‘ Chronicle” before said day; pursuant 
to such notices we met at the time and place appointed,

And to each and all of these persons we reserve all rights of way 
over the railroad location which they now legally enjoy, and also 
the right to pass over their lands adjoining such location, and here- 
by taken, so far as may be necessary to enable them to enjoy such 
easements, but no farther; and propose to pay them, respectively, 
for all damages to such right of way which they may actually sus- 
tain, either in the construction or in the future repair of the sewer ; 
but we do not think it will be necessary to interfere with the en- 
joyment of these rights of way in the construction of the sewer. 

And we have given the owners of the lands through which said 
sewer is laid out, thirty days from the date of the acceptance of 
this report by the town, in which to remove structures, buildings, 
walls, fences, hedges or trees standing on said land. 

And said sewer, as so laid out, located and described, is hereby 
reported to the town for acceptance, and, when so accepted, allowed 
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and recorded, is to be known as a public main drain or common 
sewer. 

The said plan, profile, and this record, have been this day filed 
by us in the town clerk’s office. 

We request the town to provide by ordinance, or otherwise, what 
part of the expense of constructing, maintaining and repairing 
main drains or common sewers shall be paid by the town, so 
that we may know what portion of the cost of constructing this 
sewer shall, after its completion, be assessed upon every person 
who shall enter his particular drain therein, or who, by more re- 
mote means, shall receive benefit thereby for draining his cellar or 
land. 

We estimate the expense of constructing the sewer at $131,822, 
and the land damages at $9,936.25, making a total of $141,758.25.

We offer the following votes for the consideration of the 
town : — 


Voted, That the main drain or common sewer, laid out by the 
Selectmen, Dec. 27, 1876, as thus reported by them to the town, 
be, and the same is hereby accepted, allowed and recorded as laid 
out by the Selectmen. 

Voted, That the balance of the sums raised by taxation at the | 
last annual mecting for the construction of sewers ($20,000) be 
placed at the disposal of the Selectmen, to be expended by them in 
the construction of said sewer, and in paying land damages. 

Voted, That the Selectmen be directed to apply to the Legis- 
lature for authority to borrow not exceeding $300,000 for the 
construction of sewers in this town by issuing bonds, the princi- 
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pal to be made payable in twenty years from date cf the bonds, 
bearing interest not exceeding six per cent. per annum, payable 
half yearly, and for the repeal of Stat. 1875, Chap. 134, Sec. 1. 

If the Legislature shall grant such authority, or if the Legisla- 
ture or its committee shall decide that the town now has authority 
to issue such bonds, the Selectmen are hereby authorized to issue 
not exceeding $125,000 of said bonds, from time to time, as 
needed to complete the construction of said sewer, and pay land 
damages. 

Voted, That if said bonds shall be so issued, there shall be 
raised by taxation next year the sum of $7,500 to pay the interest 
on the bonds so issued, and that the yearly sum of $3,600 be 
added to the appropriation for the sinking fund, and raised next 
year and each succeeding year, until the final payment of the 
bonds thus authorized to be issued. If, however, the money shall 
be borrowed at five per cent. or a less rate of interest, the amount 
to be raised forpayment of interest shall be proportionally reduced. 

Voted, That a committee of five, to be nominated at large, be 
appointed to consider and report at the next annual meeting, or 
some future meeting, in print, what portion of the cost of con- 
structing this sewer shall after its completion:be assessed upon 
every person who shall enter his particular drain therein, or who 
by more remote means shall receive benefit thereby for draining his 
cellar or land, and also the best scheme for making such assess- 
ment equitably. 

Voted, That all sums of money at any time hereafter received 
into the treasury from assessments for building sewers, or for the 
right to enter sewers, shall be added to the appropriation for 
the construction of sewers in this town, and may be expended by 
the Selectmen for this purpose, and for paying land damages. 

Voted, That the Selectmen be instructed to prevent any material 
encroachment on the drainage capacity now afforded by Muddy 
river, and they are hereby advised to lay out our side of said river 
as a sewer, if in their judgment it shall become necessary so to do 
in order to prevent such encroachment. 
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Ar the town meeting held January 19, 1876, we were 
appointed a committee “to consider whether the present 
system of sewers cannot be extended so as to meet the im- 
mediate necessities of the town until a more complete and 
extensive plan can be devised and executed ; and also to con- 
fer with the Commissioners of Sewers, and other proper 
officers of the City of Boston, in reference to making such a 
system in conjunction with that of the city; and to consider 
the subject of freeing the natural water-courses of the town 
from all sewage matter ;” and at the meeting held January 
27, 1876, we were instructed “to consider and report upon 
the subject of such legislation as may be necessary, if any, 
as will enable Brookline and Boston to act in conjunction in 
providing a sewer for the district on both sides of Muddy 
river.” 

We have considered the subject-matters referred to us, 
and respectfully report. 

In 1869, the town was advised of “the superior merits of 
the Mill-dam basin as a reservoir of drainage for some time to 
come,” and it was feared that in case the town should have 
“a direct outlet to Charles river there would be times when 
freshets in our brooks, coincident with spring tides, would 
submerge a large portion of the Brookline Branch Railroad 
track, as well as the Western avenue itself, in crossing the 
marshes, and we should find great difficulty in keeping the 
water below the tracks at the depot.” Holding these views, 
‘a complete system of trunk sewers for the principal valleys 
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down to a point in the old channel of Muddy river, some six 
hundred feet north of Aspinwall avenue, of sufficient capacity 
to meet all demands for a very long time,” was recommended 
by the selectmen to the town for adoption; and the town 
has laid out and built what is known as the brook sewer run- 
ning from the west side of Washington street along the south 
side of the railroad track under Aspinwall avenue to Muddy 
river; the old brook channel which runs in the rear of the 
gas-house has been arched over, and the lower parts of 
Walnut and Boylston streets are drained into the sewer in 
Washington street which empties into Muddy river near 
Pond street. 

Five years, however, had not elapsed before not only the 
full basin had become a nuisance, but Muddy river itself had 
become foul, owing to the fact that the town and city both 
drain into it, and some of the sewage from the full basin 
had probably been driven up into it by the action of the 
tide. 

We felt, therefore, from the start that nothing should be 
done to increase this nuisance, and accordingly one of our 
problems was to put an end to it, if possible; and to do this 
requires the joint action of the town and city. 

Accordingly we waited on the Mayor of Boston, and told 
him the town desired to co-operate with the city in building 
such a drain as would enable us to dispose of all our sewage, 
and keep Muddy river free from contamination. He professed 
himself to be favorable to such joint action, and referred us 
to the Committee on Improved Sewerage as having power to 
arrange the details. This committee had been appointed to 
consider the scheme of the intercepting sewer from St. 
Mary’s street to Moon island. Having met them, we offered 
to advise the town to co-operate with the city in building a 
drain which would supply the wants of the town and those 
parts of the city which now drain into Muddy river. But 
they said the intercepting sewer would not be built for quite 
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a number of years; that they had no intention whatever of 
building it at present any farther than Tremont street; and 
they declined to unite with us in building a sewer even as 
far as to Tremont street. They thought, however, that the 
ordinary City Committee on Sewers might unite with us in- 
some temporary expedient which would lessen the nuisance. 
Accordingly we waited on this latter committee; and they 
saw and admitted the existence of the nuisance, but said that 
as Muddy river had never been laid out as a sewer, they had 
no authority to act for our relief, and advised us to call on 
the Boston Board of Health. We then waited on the Boston ° 
Board of Health. The Board welcomed us cordially, and 
showed from their own reports where they had called the 
attention of the City Government to the existence of this 
very evil. We thereupon offered to build one-half of a new 
channel for Muddy river, on the south side of Brookline 
avenue from Washington or Tremont street, along the 
boundary line between the town and city to a point east of 
Aspinwall avenue; such channel to be built one-half on our 
side of the line, and one-half on their side. Your com- 
mittee and the Board of Health agreed to this plan; and we 
supposed that the great evil existing in the village would 
accordingly be very much lessened. But, for some reason or 
other, the Board of Health finally found they could do noth- 
ing more than make a channel from Washington street 
through the present culvert into the play-ground. _ This did 
not meet our views, for it hardly lessened the existing evil, 
and would have left wholly unprovided for the houses on 
Brookline avenue beyond the old culvert, including the 
House of the Good Shepherd, with its two hundred and fifty 
inmates, which now drains into a cesspool. Accordingly 
all negotiation dropped. We, however, got an act of the 
Legislature passed (stat. 1876, c. 136, sect. 3), authorizing 
us to unite with the city in building a covered channel for 
Muddy river along the line we desired, and such an one as 


the Boston Board of Health at first agreed to unite with us 
in building. 

After the organization of our town Board of Health, with 
our concurrence, they renewed the attempt to induce the city 
’ Board to unite with us; but the utmost they were enabled to 
get the Boston Board to agree to was that they would unite 
with us in building an arch sewer about one hundred and 
ninety feet long from Washington street, and an open sewer 
six hundred and fifty feet long to the culvert leading under 
the mill-dam through the play-ground, provided the entire 
expense of this new channel should not exceed $2,500; but 
Mr. Driscoll estimated that it would cost $8,619.20. In 
other words, Boston was willing to pay $1,250 for its half of 
a piece of work which would cost us $4,300 to do for them. 
And if this work had been done it would not have materially 
lessened the evil, for the nuisance would have been concen- 
trated in the open channel in the play-ground. 

So that, in June last, we came to the conclusion that no 
agreement could be made with the City of Boston, or any of 
its officers, committees or boards, by which the existing 
nuisance in Muddy river, created though it was by both town 
and city, could be abated, or even materially mitigated, with 
any real help on the part of the city, and that what was done 
we should be obliged to do for ourselves. 

The town will remember that in January, 1875, the Sewer 
Commissioners advised the town to lay out a main sewer 
along the left bank of Muddy river, and along St. Mary’s 
street to Charles river; and at the town meeting, December 
30th last, the selectmen presented to the town for acceptance 
a sewer laid out substantially in accordance with this scheme. 
Two of your committee were originally in favor of the adop- 
tion of this scheme. ‘The other three were originally unsat- 
isfied as to the route or grade of the sewer thus reported ; 
but after having carefully examined into the subject, and 
after trying to locate sewers in other directions, and of 
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different construction in point of size, etc., they came to: 
conclusions in favor of the general location of the main sewer: 
as reported to the town ; but the inclination and grade at the. 
outlet they did not approve of. Your committee, therefore,. 
put the whole subject in charge of J. Herbert Shedd, a civil. 
engineer, who formerly lived in this town, who is familiar 
with its topography and its wants, and who has just had an 
experience in constructing sewers in Providence. We gave. 
to him all the information we or any of us had accumulated 
on the subject, and suggested for his consideration all the 
various schemes we or any of us had thought of. After 
considering all that had been hitherto done in the town on 
the subject of sewerage, and all that has been proposed, he 
has devised a scheme for the main sewer, which seems to us. 
to be a good one, and we advise the town to accept the same 
as located by the selectmen, and construct the same without 
unnecessary delay, inasmuch as by the adoption of this plan. 
the land damages are likely to be less in amount, the drain-- 
age of the lower part of the town will be better from the: 
greater depth of the sewer, and the town will save the- 
expense of raising several streets, and paying damages to. 
abutting owners. 

After this has been done, and the houses on Brookline: 
avenue, Pearl, Emerald and Washington streets have been: 
connected with it, and the houses in Longwood, which now 
drain into Muddy river, have been made to connect with it,, 
we should wholly discontinue the use of the brook sewer: 
along the railroad track and the old brook channel as sewers, 
for which use neither of them are properly fitted, but still 
retaining them to carry off surface water. We think the 
city will then be ready to unite with us on just terms; and 
we should advise the town to authorize Boston to use our 
sewer upon fair terms, for the drainage of that part of her 
territory which now drains into Muddy river. 

We think the city should also unite with us in securing 
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Muddy river from all pollution, and at some future time 
unite with us in building a new and more direct channel for 
it to discharge into Charles river. If the city shall decline 
to act justly in the matter, after we have cleaned our own 
hands, the city should be indicted for a nuisance. In the 
course of our investigations we have considered the want of 
drainage for several different localities. The scheme reported 
by Mr. Shedd provides a remedy for the village and Long- 
wood, and points out the remedy for Thayer place and its 
neighborhood, School street and Aspinwall avenue, ete. 
Before these can be remedied, however, the main sewer must 
first be built. 

The Sewall-street district is peculiarly situated. The 
town has no right to drain into the brook which runs from 
Cypress street to the mouth of the brook sewer just west of 
Washington-street bridge, and it is, moreover, inexpedient to 
throw sewage matter into a brook channel with rough stone 
sides. We cannot acquire the right to use this channel as a 
sewer without laying it out as such. The expense of doing 
this was estimated, in 1869, at $31,794, without including any 
damages for the land taken; we also found that it would cost 
not less than $9,000 to lay a twelve-inch pipe sewer from 
Sewall street, in: front of these houses, to Cypress-street 
brook, and that even this pipe would be inadequate to take 
the surface drainage of the territory which would naturally 
drain into Sewall street. It seemed to us, therefore, to be 
inexpedient, on the score of health, to drain into this brook 
channel, and also unwise to incur so great an expense in 
order to afford drainage to these houses. 

We then investigated various schemes for collecting and 
utilizing the sewage and drainage of these houses. The 
scheme which promised most favorable results involved the 
construction of six vaults, each 18 feet 6 inches long by 4 
feet 9 inches wide, each containing four separate houses, and 
costing $1,210.80; cesspools, pipes, and two subsidence 
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basins to cost $1,353.16; making the whole cost, $3,063.96. 
The yearly cost of operating the works was put by Mr. 
Hooper at $1,200, and it was hoped by him that the material 
resulting from the treatment of the contents of the privies 
and drainage would sell for enough to pay the cost of oper- 
ating expenses. 

But we felt so doubtful of this point, and so many objec- 
tions were made against the idea of common privies, and 
there being no legal way to obtain the land needed for the 
privies except by consent, we thought it best to leave the 
territory to the supervision of our Board of Health until 
such time as the sewers can be extended to that part of the 
town ; and the Board of Health have acted accordingly.

MR. SHEDD’S REPORT. 





PROVIDENCE, August, 1876. 


Messrs. Wo. I. Bowpitcn, Chairman, JAMES M. CopMan, 
THomas Parsons, JoHn W. Canpiter, H. M. Wuir- 
NEY, Secretary, Committee on Sewers : — 


GENTLEMEN, — In accordance with your request, I have 
considered the question of a system of sewerage for the 
town of Brookline. 

There are three principal objects to be attained by a sys- 
tem of sewerage: First, the removal of liquid refuse or 
waste matter in suspension; second, the carriage of storm 
waters in such manner as to do the least damage; third, the 
drainage of the soil about dwellings. It agrees with the 
general practice, and is believed to be most economical, to 
provide for all these objects, so far as practicable, by a 
single system of sewerage. ‘To provide in the best way for 
this combination requires a system differing in some respects 
from that which would be needed for either object alone, 
and also renders it less efficient in regard to some of the 
minor details. In fact, the resulting system of sewerage is 
a compromise, securing the most important elements of each 
object, and neglecting those of less importance which would 
interfere with this end. 

Sewers which would be sufficient to remove all liquid 
refuse from dwellings, if limited to that use alone, would 
need to be no larger than the street mains for the distribu- 
tion of a water supply; but to admit and convey the rain- 
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fall from streets and other land surfaces the sizes require to 
be enormously increased. It is an important question how 
far sewers shall be made capable of carrying the water from 
heavy rainfalls. It is generally conceded that it is not 
desirable to construct sewers of sufficient size to carry the 
rainfall of such heavy storms as occur only at intervals of 
many years. Such sewers would be so large as to spread 
and enfeeble the ordinary flow, so that deposits would be 
likely to occur to such an extent as to obstruct the sewers, 
so that they would not, be ina condition to carry the rain- 
fall of these extraordinary storms when they should occur. 
It is safer and more economical to so adjust the sizes as to 
render the sewers, so far as practicable, self-cleansing, keep- 
ing the sewers at all times ready to carry such quantity of 
rainfall as they were designed to discharge. It is generally 
the case that lateral sewers need to be constructed to carry a 
larger proportion of rainfall than the trunk sewers, for the 
reason that overflows for the purpose of discharging an 
excess of flow may be applied to such trunk sewers, while 
the rainfall that cannot be accommodated in the laterals 
must flow upon the surface of the ground, or flood adjoining 
premises. Different localities require different treatment in 
this respect. It is a common practice to provide lateral 
sewers of a capacity sufficient to carry a rainfall at the rate 
of one inch per hour, falling continuously, on the assump- 
tion that fifty per cent. of this quantity would reach the 
sewers within the hour. For trunk sewers lying near nat- 
ural water-courses, where frequent overflows may be pro- 
vided to receive the excessive storm waters which overflow 
after the sewer has been scoured by the first heavy rain 
from the storm, a capacity to carry a much smaller propor- 
tion of the rainfall will be found to be economical and satis- 
factory. 

Among the papers you have referred to me for examina- 
tion, I find the report of a commission of engineers upon a 
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system of sewerage for the town, in which it is proposed to 
construct the main sewers of a capacity “to receive a rain- 
fall of one-tenth of an inch an hour from the surfaces drained 
by them.” These “surfaces” were not intended by the 
commission to include the entire drainage-area, but a smaller 
territory selected from the whole area on account of its 
present, or near prospective, occupation for dwellings. The 
total drainage-area, from which the surfaces to be drained 
were selected, is perhaps three times as large as that which 
the commission deemed it best to provide for in the main 
sewer, and the capacity is such as to convey about one-fifth 
the rainfall ordinarily provided for in sewers that have no 
overflows ; so that the carrying capacity may be reckoned at 
about one-fifteenth of that which is usually assumed to be 
necessary for lateral sewers, draining their entire water- 
shed, and having no overflows. A portion of the whole 
drainage-area is outside the limits of the town. 

It is quite practicable, by availing of the natural valleys 
and the water-courses, to exclude from the area to be provided 
for that which is but sparsely occupied, and to discharge 
from this limited territory a large proportion of the heavy 
rainfalls into the natural water-courses. Experienced engi- 
neers would probably differ as to how far it is best to avail 
of this plan. Whatever amount is allowed to flow from the 
sewers into the natural water-courses must be to some extent 
mixed with and made foul by the sewage. Upon the whole, 
it is my opinion, taking into account all the circumstances of 
the present case, and especially considering the large amount 
of low ground now occupied by buildings at a distance from 
the outfall which would be injuriously affected by an in- 
creased size in the main sewer, that the conclusions of the 
commission in regard to the proportion of rainfall to be 
carried in the main sewer are judicious and proper. 

The main sewer that I recommend will therefore be of 
such a capacity as to carry one-tenth of an inch of rainfall 
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per hour from the occupied area now to be provided for, which 
is estimated, by the commission above referred to, at one . 
thousand acres. Its location should be near the line dividing 
the high land from marsh, along the bank of Muddy river, 
and extending from the village to Charles river. The drain- 
age from three large valleys can be readily taken into such a 
sewer, as well as the area which can be reached by a sewer 
through Beacon street; thus providing for nearly all the 
eastern portion of the town. 

Through St. Mary’s, Beacon, and Carlton streets to Col- 
chester street a sewer can be constructed in highways ; thence, 
south-westerly, the sewer should run near the north-westerly 
line of the Brookline Branch Railroad location to a point 
west of Aspinwall brook, and opposite the play-ground. 
Thence the line would continue south-easterly through the 
play-ground to the middle of Brookline avenue; thence, 
south-westerly, westerly, and north-westerly, through Brook- 
line avenue and Washington street to the intersection of the 
present Washington-street sewer with the culvert near the 
Brookline Railroad station. Owing to the considerable 
amount of low ground in and about the village, as well as 
some in other localities which would be affected, the depth 
and inclination of the main sewer, which is to discharge at a 
point more than a mile and a half away, become matters of 
great importance. The depth to the crown of the sewer in 
the village will be the limit to efficient drainage, though the 
sewer would be only partially filled during a considerable 
portion of the time. With the proposed capacity, such 
storms as are of frequent occurrence would fill it to over- 
flowing, when the contents of lateral sewers and private 
drains would be backed up to and above the crown of the 
sewer. Common experience forbids the effort to drain 
cellars below the level of free discharge, or where flap-valves 
or similar contrivances would be required. 

It is desirable to obtain such a velocity of flow in sewers 
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as to render them “ self-cleansing,” if this is possible without 
. sacrificing more important objects. Itis generally considered 
among engineers that a velocity of from two and a half to three 
feet per second is sufficient to keep a well-constructed sewer 
clear of deposits from any matters which sewers are intended 
to carry. The velocity depends upon the quantity discharged, 
the area and form of the sewer, and its inclination. .A mere 
increase of inclination will not secure the desired velocity ; 
each of the other conditions are important elements. Ina 
discussion before the Institution of Civil Engineers, Mr. J. 
W. Bazalgette, engineer of the main drainage of London, 
said: “In Paris the minimum fall of the sewers was one in 
one thousand, or about five feet to a mile, and yet the sewers 
collected deposit. In fact, it would appear that instead of 
constructing the sewers so as to carry off deposit, great in- 
genuity had been expended in inventing appliances to cleanse 
them by artificial means. Surely the necessity for those 
appliances indicated that there must be some radical defect 
in the construction of the sewers; or how was it to be 
accounted for that sewers with a fall of five feet to a mile 
collected deposit, and had to be cleansed at great cost, while 
the northern outfall sewer of London, which had only a fall 
of two feet to the mile, required no artificial cleansing? 
That sewer had now been in operation more than a year and 
a half, and the invert was quite clear of deposit. The main 
reason for the collection of deposits in the Paris sewers is 
that they are constructed of too large size for the work they 
have to do. A sewer seven feet in diameter, flowing half full, 
will have a velocity of three feet per second, if laid on-an 
inclination of one foot in two thousand, which is about two 
and two-thirds feet per mile. It is quite common for large 
main sewers to be constructed on an inclination of two feet 
per mile. } 

The recent report of a commission on the sewerage of 
Boston recommends an intercepting sewer from Cottage 
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Farm station to Moon Island: “The grade of the sewer at 
Cottage Farm station is to be one foot below low-tide. The 
fall or inclination is to be one in LES -five hundred, or 
twenty-five inches per mile.” 

A main sewer has recently been constructed in Brighton, 
England, from plans by Sir John Hawkshaw, a well-known 
engineer. ‘The details of the sewer as constructed have a 
greater interest from the fact that the town consulted, at 
different times, many eminent engineers, some of whose 
names are well-known in this country. Among them were 
Mr. Thomas Hawksley, Past President Inst. C. E.; Mr. 
Robert Rawlinson, C. B., M. Inst. C. E.; Sir Joseph W. 
Bazalgette, C. B., M. Inst. C. E.; Messrs. Maclean and 
Wright; Mr. Philip C. Lockwood, Assoc. Inst. C. E.; and 
finally, Sir John Hawkshaw, Past President Inst. C. E., 
whose plans were adopted. The area draining to the 
sewer is at present about eighteen hundred acres. The 
range of tide is about fifteen feet, the greatest rise being 
twenty-two feet, the spring rise twenty feet, and the least 
rise nine feet. The sewer is seven and one-fourth miles in 
length, the greater portion of it seven feet in diameter. The 
fall of the last mile before the penstock chamber is only one 
foot, though the average fall, including two feet in five hun- 
dred and twenty at the outlet, is about three feet per mile. 
“The quantity of sewage amounted to somewhat under 
twenty-five gallons per head of the population in twenty-four 
hours. In the daytime, when there was no rain, the ordi- 
nary depth of sewage was twelve inches, and the maximum 
velocity eighty-four feet per minute, or nearly one mile an 
hour. At night the flow was about six inches deep, at the 
chain pier, and ten inches at Portobello. The reservoir 
capacity of the sewer was sufficient to contain a rainfall of 
about one-fifth inch during the comparatively short period 
when there was little or no discharge. The storm overflows 
had been in operation six times since the sewage was ad- 
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mitted in May, 1874, that was to say, three times in 1874, 
and three times in 1875. On one of these occasions (the 
Ath of October, 1874) the rainfall had been 1.39 inch in 
twenty-four hours, of which 0.6 inch fell between nine and 
half-pust ten in the morning ;” when running half full or more 
the velocity was about two hundred and nine feet per minute. 
The sewer was kept clean by flushing with tide-water or 
with a supply drawn from the water-works. The penstock 
chamber at the shore is practically the end of the sewer; 
here the invert is located two feet above low water of spring 
tides. ‘‘ Between the penstock chamber and the sea the 
sewer is partly of brick-work, partly of three cast-iron pipes, 
four feet diameter, laid side by side, the distance being five 
hundred and twenty feet. At this point the invert is level 
with low water of spring tides. It will be noticed that with 
this high range of tide the outfall must be under water 
nearly all the time. It is a very common arrangement, for 
the purpose of sealing the mouths of sewers, to run the 
lower end, by pipes or otherwise, entirely below low water. 
Tn the case at Brighton, just quoted, it is supposed that the 
pipes may, at some future time, need to be lengthened in 
order to carry their outlets below low water. 

In one case, in England, a sewer was extended, by using 
cast-iron pipes, to a distance of fifteen hundred feet beyond 
low-water mark, where the lowest depth of water was about 
sixteen feet, “so that at all times the mouth of the pipe would 
be at that depth below the surface, and the sewage would be 
delivered into a current of from two to three miles an hour.” 

In the present case I recommend the construction of a 
sewer seven feet in diameter, from Carlton street to Charles 
river, and six feet by seven feet from Aspinwall brook to 
Carlton street, at the junction of Beacon street; to be laid 
on an inclination of one foot in two thousand, with the 
invert two feet above mean low water at Brighton avenue ; 
the sewer to end for the present at the bank of Charles 
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river, where a junction can at any time be made to carry the 
discharge below low water, if that should in the future 
become necessary. 

A circular sewer seven feet in diameter, at an inclination 
of one in two thousand, would carry a volume of water, 
equivalent to a continuous rainfall of one-tenth of an inch 
per hour, on nearly twelve hundred acres. 

The inside crown of the sewer at Brighton avenue will be 
one foot below mean high water, or at elevation 9.00 by the 
Boston base; and as the crown line will be the limit of drain- 
age, that line will be continuous, whatever the size of the 
sewer, a decrease in vertical diameter being obtained by rais- 
ing the bottom line so that the smaller sewer will fall into the 
larger. The elevation of the crown at Aspinwall brook will 
be about 12.22. From this point south-westerly the sewer 
will be smaller, and circumstances render a grade of one in 
a thousand more suitable. From Aspinwall brook to the 
junction of Washington street and Brookline avenue, where 
the grade of the crown will be about 13.57, I recommend 
that a circular sewer four feet in diameter be constructed. 
From thence to the present sewer, near the railroad station, a 
circular sewer three feet in diameter will be suitable. The 
grade of the crown of the sewer at its junction with the old 
brook, which crosses Washington street near the railroad, 
will be about 14.43. Instead of constructing this section 
circular, [ would make it of an oval form, thirty inches by 
forty-five inches, which would give an equivalent capacity. 

If the intercepting sewer for the City of Boston is con- 
structed according to the plan of the recent commission, 
its grade will be below that of the proposed main sewer, at 
their junction ; its invert being about four and two-thirds feet 
and its crown about two and two-thirds feet below the grade 
herein proposed for the Brookline sewer. 

This position of the proposed sewer is entirely favorable 
to a connection with the Boston intercepting sewer, and it 
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would still be so if the Boston sewer were higher, or the 
Brookline sewer lower, within a range of two and two-thirds 
feet. From the Boston sewer to Charles river the proposed 
sewer will furnish a necessary overflow after connection has 
been made with the intercepting sewer. 

With the outlet at the proposed height the sewer will be 
completely discharged of tide-water twice in twenty-four 
hours and the scouring effect of this discharge will have the 
tendency to prevent the deposit of sediment. Experience 
shows that sewers which are properly designed and con- 
structed very rarely have deposits where the tide ebbs and 
flows through them. 

With the outlet and inclination as proposed the flow-line 
of the sewage will not, at any point on the line, under any 
circumstances that I can foresee, be higher, or the discharge 
less free, other conditions being similar, than it would be if 
the outlet were at a higher elevation, or the inclination 
greater. 

From Charles river to Aspinwall brook the above pro- 
posed location is substantially the same as that suggested in 
the report on sewerage, of January, 1875. 

With the main sewer above described, lateral: sewers may 
be connected, from time to time, as their construction is re- 
quired. Those already constructed in Walter avenue, Wal- 
nut, Boylston, and Washington streets, may be connected 
directly with this sewer, which will itself furnish suitable 
drainage for the estates abutting on Brookline avenue and 
the lower part of Washington street. There seems to be 
immediate need for sewers in Emerald street and Pearl 
place, to connect with the main sewer on Brookline avenue. 
A lateral sewer should also be constructed, either in Aspin- 
wall avenue or near the line of Aspinwall brook, to receive 
the sewers now built in School street and Harvard street. 
It may be found desirable to extend this sewer through 
School and Cypress streets within a short time. 
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The location of the main sewer through Longwood is 
such as to furnish convenient opportunity to connect lateral 
sewers through any streets that may require immediate 
drainage. 

My attention has been called to the need of drainage in 
Thayer place. Here the surface of the street at the angle 
west of Washington street is about thirteen feet lower than 
Washington street, — an amount too great to be overcome by 
raising the grade of Thayer place, when it is considered that 
the adjoining land for some distance westerly is low. As 
some provision must be made for draining the low portion 
of Davis avenue, between Cypress and Washington streets, 
it may be best to provide a street from Thayer place across 
Davis avenue to Whyte place, through which a sewer can be 
laid, or to lay a sewer in that direction through private prop- 
erty. Other streets and lands in the town will need to be 
provided for in a similar manner, as, for instance, St. Paul 
street, and the land between Longwood avenue and Francis 
street. 

For comparison between the main sewer herein proposed, 
and that proposed in the report to the town, of January, 
1875, the following approximate heights are given : —

These figures give heights in the hydraulic slope or full- 
flow line of each proposed sewer. For that proposed in the 
report of January, 1875, the water surface would be, in such 
storms as are of frequent occurrence, higher than the surface 
of the streets in several places in and about the village, and 
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at the junction of Washington and Walnut streets the water 
surface would often be 5.21 feet above the grade 16.00, which 
has been established by the town for cellars, while at the 
central depot it would be 4.08 above this grade. 

The construction of sewers, according to the report of 
January, 1875, would require the raising of portions of Pond 
avenue, Aspinwall avenue, Brookline avenue, Washington 
street, Pearl place and Emerald street. Adjoining grounds 
at all these places would need to be raised accordingly. Such 
sewers would also require the raising of low grounds in sev- 
eral other places. The construction of sewers as herein 
proposed would not require the raising of grades at any of 
the points named, excepting one portion of Pond avenue 
which is now below even the cellar-grade established by the 
town. It will be noticed that the flow-line of the main sewer 
now proposed is, in the neighborhood of the village, from 
five and a half to seven feet lower than the other, and during 
high tides and great freshets it would discharge a greater 
volume of water in the same time, thus reducing the height 
of the flood in the village. 1 

With the sewer now proposed, the grade 16.00 for cellars, 
in the village, would be sufficient, if the natural channels 
are properly treated and preserved, while for the other sewer 
such a grade would be too low. The grade of cellars near 
the outlet might in either case be lower. 

It should be remembered that while a main sewer in this 
general location may be practically ‘ self-cleansing,” so far 
as deposits from ordinary sewage are concerned, it would be 
impossible to so construct it as to make it self-cleansing from 
sand or other foreign material, and ample provisions should 
be made to keep such matters out of the sewers. With all 
reasonable precautions, it must be expected that artificial 
cleansing will at times become necessary. 

The construction of the proposed sewers, and the enforce- 
ment of suitable regulations which would thus become prac- 
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ticable, would keep the waters of Muddy river in a state of 
comparative purity, so far as they are affected by foul matter 
from Brookline. The storms which would cause overflows 
into the river would wash the sewers well before such over- 
flow occurred, and the amount of impurity which would then 
escape would not have much effect upon the volume of water 
in the river. 

It will still be necessary to preserve the natural water- 
courses, and in many, if not most, cases to enlarge them. 
As the territory which is now but little occupied is improved 
by the construction of streets and buildings, the rainfall will 
be gathered more quickly nto the channels, and will there- 
fore require larger passage-way. It is very important for 
this to be borne in mind and provided for. It may be 
practicable, in some cases, to counteract the effect of this 
quicker gathering of the rainfall by providing, at suitable 
places in the channels, means of retarding the flow. ‘This 
might be done by constructing dikes, with small, permanent 
openings, so that the water would be ponded up during a 
storm, and allowed to escape gradually. Whether such 
arrangements could be more economically made than to 
enlarge the natural water-courses might be ascertained by 
surveys made for the purpose. 

Immediate action ought to be taken by the town upon this 
matter, whether a sewerage system is adopted or not, or 
whatever system may be adopted, as, in any case, the prin- 
cipal portion of the storm waters must be provided for in 
separate channels, at least from the village to Charles river. 
I therefore recommend that steps be taken to prevent any 
further encroachment upon the channel of Muddy river, 
from Aspinwall brook to the outlet, until a suitable channel 
has been otherwise secured; and that provision be made to 
secure eventually a direct channel, to take the place of 
Muddy river, which shall have a discharging capacity equiv- 
alent to a water-way twenty-four feet wide, with the bottom 
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gerade at low water of Charles river, and rising uniformly 
to an elevation not higher than grade four at Aspinwall 
brook. ) 

It will not be necessary to wall this channel at first. 

The City of Boston should bear a portion of the cost of 
this work, and the greater part of the remainder may fairly 
be assessed upon abutting land-owners.

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We append letters of Edward S. Philbrick and Desmond 
Fitzgerald, Civil Engineers, in reference to Mr. Shedd’s 
scheme : — 


Boston, Oct. 5, 1876. 
Wan. I. Bownpitcu, Esq. : — 

Dear Sir, —I have from Mr. Shedd a copy of his pro- 
posed amendment to his report concerning the importance of 
immediate action in securing the integrity of the old channel 
of Muddy river, or its equivalent. As to the proper size for 
this equivalent, I do not think twenty-five feet is wide enough 
to secure the desired result, for the reason that accumulations 
of ice attaching to sides and bottom of channel during win- 
ter would largely obstruct such a channel just at a time 
when freshets are most likely to occur ; and, in order to make 
some provision for such obstruction, I think a width of not 
less than thirty-five feet should be reserved, until the value of 
land would justify cost of covering the channel to avoid accu- 
mulations of ice, which would be a long time ahead. With 
this exception, I endorse Mr. Shedd’s amendment ; and if any 
such action should be taken to so secure the permanent width 
of thirty-five feet for the channel of Muddy brook from As- 
pinwall brook to the Charles river, at a grade of low water 
at the river, and not over four feet above low water at upper 
end, Iam ready to endorse the plan and gradient of main 
sewer recommended by Mr. Shedd. But the reservation of 
the said brook channel should be considered a vital and in- 
dispensable part of the plan.

Dear Sir, — Having been requested to inform you in 
writing of my concurrence, already expressed to you ver- 
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bally, in Mr. Shedd’s plan and profile for a main sewer for 
this town, I would simply say, that with the addition of Mr. 
Philbrick’s suggestion in regard to the Muddy-river chan- 
nel, the scheme has my hearty approval, and I hope steps 
will be taken as soon as possible to carry out the work.

It is evident that the present channel of Muddy river, or 
one that is equivalent thereto, must be kept open always, in 
order to allow for the proper carrying off the rainfall of the 
district drained by the river. This must be the case, no 
matter what scheme for a main sewer is adopted either by 
the town or city. | 

In the report of the Commissioners on Improved Sewer- 
age of the city (1876, p. 20), they say, “Itis also to be 
understood that the natural water-courses in Dorchester, 
Roxbury, Brookline, and Brighton, particularly Stony brook 
and Muddy brook, are to be kept open, and free and clear 
from sewage contamination, and that their channels are to 
be straightened, and to discharge, as at present, into the 
Charles river.” 

Both town and city seem, therefore, to be agreed on this 
point, and each has a right, by process of law, to prevent 
any encroachment on the natural water-course. 

If, however, the town shall think it imprudent to rely on 
this joint interest and this united expression of determina- 
tion to keep Muddy river open and free, we can lay out our 
side of the river as a sewer, by paying the value of the land, 
and do nothing about walling it up; and at some future day, 
when a new and straight channel is needed, we can discon- 
tinue the laying out of the natural channel, and lay out our 
side of the artificial one. The selectmen would, however, 
like an expression of opinion on the part of the town as to 
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which of these courses it thinks it prudent or best for the 
town to adopt. 

Mr. Shedd originally proposed to make the outlet of the 
sewer two hundred and sixty-five feet inside the harbor 
commissioners’ line. At the first hearing before the select- 
men they received the following protest : — 


Boston, October 13, 1876. 
To THE SELECTMEN OF THE Town OF BROOKLINE: — 
The trustees under the will of Ebenezer Francis respect- 
fully protest against any of their land on the northerly side 
of Brighton avenue being taken for the purposes of a drain, 
as contemplated by your notice of the ninth instant; believ- 
ing that if the drain is built, the public will be inconvenienced 
and annoyed by. the deposit of sewage matter upon their 
flats, and that the property in their charge will suffer much 
damage in consequence thereof.

And suggestions were afterwards made by Dr. Amory, 
about the expediency of changing the route of the sewer 
from Beacon and Carlton streets, so as to keep it altogether 
on St. Mary’s street, and the continuation of this street over 
the marshes to the railroad location. To remove the objec- 
tions of the trustees, and to explain the reasons for not plac- 
ing the sewer as Dr. Amory wished, Mr. Shedd submits the 
following letter : — . | 
ProvipENcE, November 8, 1876. 

Dear Sir, — Low-water mark is about fifty feet short of 
the harbor commissioners’ line, so that if you take to that line 
you can construct the sewer beyond low-water mark. Ata 
point fifteen feet short of the harbor commissioners’ line the

flats are two and one-half feet below low-water mark. A 
sewer seven feet in diameter, with the crown at low-water 
mark, at the commissioners’ line, will need a trench from its 
mouth to the deep channel, in order to deliver itself freely ; 
but I think the flow of the sewer in a few storms would 
dredge its own channel, and keep it clear thereafter, and I 
have, therefore, made no estimate for making such a trench. 
The former estimate contemplated a sewer stopping two 
hundred and sixty-five feet short of the harbor line, and my 
estimate for building that two hundred and sixty-five feet is 
$9,000. | : 


My reasons for taking Beacon and Carlton streets rather 
than St. Mary’s street and the marshes were, that a main 
sewer of considerable size is required for Beacon street, and 
a part of its length will be saved by running the present 
sewer to Cariton street; also a new street would be needed 
for the line over the marshes ; also the Carlton-street station is 
in the way; also, more houses are accommodated by the Carl- 
ton-street line, and the line is through highways until Dr. A.’s 
corner is reached. Only three trees on his land and one on 
the sidewalk would need to be disturbed, and at some extra 
expense they can be saved. 

The trees on the estate of Judge Wells can be saved, I 
think, by some extra expense. The sewer is low enough for 
tunnelling; but I expect quicksand there, and the expense 
would be increased on that account.

It should be added that Messrs. Philbrick and Fitzgerald 
wrote their letters of approval before this last letter was 
received. I do not imagine, however, that Mr. Shedd’s new 
scheme for an outlet will affect their conclusion.

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REPORT. 


The Selectmen, Surveyors of Highways and Board of | 
Health, chosen at the annual meeting held March Ty 
1877, respectfully report that at their first meeting held 
March 28th, they organized by the choice of Wm. I. Bow- 
ditch as Chairman, and Charles D. Lincoln as Clerk, and. 
the following standing committees were appointed : 


On health, The full Board. 

On police, Messrs. Codman and Lawrence. 

On street lamps, Messrs. Lawrence and Russell. 

On repairs and care of public buildings, Messrs. Russell and 
Codman. 

On Town Hall, Mr. Russell. 

On auditing accounts, Mr. Lawrence. 

On public grounds, Messrs. Bowditch and Whyte. 

On fire department, Messrs. Codman and Lawrence. 

On sewers, Messrs. Whyte and Russell. 

On the new main sewer, Messrs. Lawrence, Russell and 


Whyte. 


April 2. Wm. D. Coolidge was appointed keeper of the 
Northern and Francis H. Bacon, keeper of the Southern 
hay scales. Willard Y. Gross was appointed Janitor of the 
Town Hall. Alpheus Trowbridge, J. W. Hill and John 
E. Cousens were appointed weighers of coal. 
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William H. Aspinwall, Hubert F. Edwards and William 
O’Hearn were allowed permission to collect birds and birds’ 
eggs for scientific purposes. 

Feb. 1. We received a petition from John W. Candler 
and eleven others asking us to lay out as a town way or 
street, a strip of land extending from that portion of Pearl 
street running from Brookline avenue, beginning at the 
bend in Pearl street and extending westerly on the southerly 
fside of the Railroad to the bridge now over Washington 
‘street, and March 14th, a petition from Philip Duffy and seven 
others in aid of the same plan; but as the Railroad Corpora- 
tion was decidedly opposed to having any such street laid 
out, and we did not feel that such a street was called for by 
any public want we have done nothing about the matter. 

_ April 30. We awarded to Cousens Bros. the contract 
for furnishing coal for the town buildings at $4.70 a ton, 
they being the lowest bidders. 

April 30. At a convention of the Selectmen and the 
School Committee, Leonard K. Storrs was chosen a mem- 
ber of the Committee, to fill the vacancy caused by the 
resignation of J. Eliot Cabot. 

May 14. Augustus Whittemore and twelve others pre- 
sented a petition for the laying out of a new town way from 
the present southerly end of Kent street, in a line parallel to 
the Brookline Branch Railroad, across Aspinwall avenue to 
and through Harrison place to Harvard square, and from 
Harrison place to the Brookline Railroad Station, and an in- 
formal hearing was ordered for May 21st. At the hearing, 
Messrs. Whittemore and Edgerly advocated the measure, 
and Messrs. Tompson and Panter opposed it. 

June 25. A petition from John W. Candler and 138 
others in aid of the above was presented, but as we were of 
the opinion that the laying out of such a street was not called 
for by any present public want we have not issued any 
formal notice. The Supreme Court has decided (121 Mass. 
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133) that we ought not to issue such a notice unless we 
really intend to lay: out the street as prayed for. 

June 11. Richard Stanley was granted a carriage stand 
on Morss avenue, alongside the horse railroad station, and 
Michael Cummings was allowed to stand his carriage on 
Walnut street, opposite the estate of the late Lemuel Foster. 

July 2. Mr. Stanley was granted a similar right in front 
of Mrs. Mahoney’s house near the depot of the Boston and 
Albany Railroad. 

Oct. 8. Wm. Katzmann, 1493 Tremont street, Boston, 
was authorized to run depot carriages from Chapel and Cot- 
tage Farm stations. 

July 2. A petition was presented from Benj. B. Davis 
and 1,131 others, asking us to instruct the police to use all 
proper means to enforce the laws against the sale of intoxicat- 
ing drinks, and particularly to prevent such sales on the 
Sabbath. 

We informed the petitioners that we had licensed no one 
to sell liquor, that the practice had been to prosecute any 
seller against whom complaint was made, and that there was 
nothing to prevent them or any,of them from pursuing this 
course and making complaint, and that the police would fol- 
low up any complaint based upon reasonable proof. We 
also offered to appoint any suitable person whom they might 
select as police officer without pay to take special charge of 
this matter. 

This has not been satisfactory to the petitioners. ‘They 
_ say, what is true, that we have the power to stop the public 
_ sale of liquors in town, and that it is our duty to do it. To 
stop the public sale in all cases will not put an end to the 
sale in secret of the worst class of liquors and will leave 
wholly untouched the perfectly open resorts across the line, 
where anything of the kind that is wanted can be bought 
of licensed sellers. 

We, therefore, ask the town to express its opinion on the

CLAIMS BY AND AGAINST THE TOWN. 


Charles H. Drew, Esq., gives the following account of the 
condition of the suits of which he has charge : 


William Aspinwall and others, trustees, against the Town of 
Brookline. 


This is a bill in equity, brought on the 30th of August, 
1873, to restrain the town from erecting a school-house on 
a lot of land on Francis street, taken by the town for school 
purposes, under General Statutes chap. 38, sec. 38.° Noth- 
ing has been done in the case during the past year. 


The Town of Brookline against Aaron D. Weld. 


This is an action of trespass for an alleged unlawful use 
of a way through the new town cemetery. The defendant 
contended that he had a right of way by prescription, ap- 
purtenant to his adjoining estate. The case was tried in the 
Superior Court in the September term, 1876, where judg- 
ment was given for the defendant. The town took excep- 
tions to the Supreme Court, which, in January, 1878, were 
overruled. 


Mary W. Gardner against the Town of Brookline. 


This is a petition for assessment of damages for the 
taking of about twenty-four acres of land on Cow Island, 
adjoining the filtering-gallery of the Water Works. A 
hearing was had upon the petition in December, 1877, before 
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commissioners appointed by the Superior Court. The pe- 
titioner, Mrs. Gardner, being dissatisfied with the award of 
the commissioners, claimed a trial by a jury in the Superior 
Court. The case is upon the trial list for the present (Jan- 
uary) term of the Suffolk Superior Court, and is likely to 
be reached some time in the month of February. 

Previous to the trial of this case before the commissioners, 
the Selectmen offered to Mrs. Gardner torecommend _ the 
town the payment of $300 per acre for the land, for the | 
taking of which damages were claimed, provided she would 
convey the land to the town in fee. This offer was declined. 
After the trial of the case the Selectmen renewed the offer, 
but it was again declined. 


Enoch Joy against the Town of Brookline. 
Aaron D. Weld against the Town of Brookline.

These are petitions for the assessment of damages caused 
by the laying of the force-main of the Water Works through 
lands of the petitioners. There has been no hearing in 
either of these cases. 

Under the provisions of chapter 243 of the Acts of 1872, 
the amount of the damages awarded by the Water Com- 
missioners, with costs up to Feb. 1, 1877, has been paid into 
court. The effect of this will be, that if the petitioners 
recover no larger sums than were paid into court, they will 
be obliged to pay the costs subsequently accruing. 

A suggestion having been made by the counsel for the 
petitioners in these cases, that a small increase of the amount 
tendered might lead to a settlement of the cases, the Select- 
men authorized the offer of $75 to both Mr. Weld and Mr. 
Joy, in addition to the sums paid into court, but the offer 


was rejected. A,\NE >

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A. C. Wiswall, the Newton Mills, the Boston Manufacturing 
Company, Richard T. Sullivan and another, the Dudley 
Hosiery Company, William Perkins and another, E. A. Hol- 
lingsworth and others, F. W. Rice, G. W. Walker and 
another, Charles T’. Crehore, G. E. Ellis and another, the 
Altna Mills, and W. S. Cordingley and another, against the 
Town of Brookline. 


These thirteen cases are petitions, brought to obtain dam- 
ages for the taking or diversion of water from Charles River 
by the town, under chapter 343 of the Acts of 1872. A 
trial was had upon them in September, 1877, before a 
commission appointed by the Superior Court. The com- 
mission reported in November last, assessing damages 
amounting, in all, to $18,795, and reporting the facts upon 
which the assessment was made, so that the cases might be 
taken to the Superior Court upon the question whether upon 
these facts the town is liable to pay any damages. ‘The facts 
reported were substantially these: No water is taken from 
the river by any direct diversion, nor is there any connection 
by an artificial channel or underground stream between the 
filtering-gallery and the river; but some water passes by 
percolation from the river to the gallery, and some water 
is taken by the town from the gallery, which would find its 
way by percolation to the river if not intercepted by the 
gallery. It is believed that upon these facts the mill-owners 
have no claim for any damages. 


Moses Williams, Jr., Esq., gives the following account of 
the condition of the suits of which he has charge : 


The case of Bartholomew Cusick vs. Brookline, referred to 
in the last report, was finally determined in July last by 
the rescript of the Supreme Judicial Court overruling the 
plaintiff's exceptions, and ordering judgment on the verdict 
in favor of the town. 
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Of the five writs of scire facias, which grew out of the 
Cusick case and were pending a year ago, against the town, 
one was tried, and the decision upon that being in favor of 
the town, the others were all settled upon the same basis. 


The case of James B. Hand vs. Brookline, an action of tort 
to recover damages for personal injuries received by the 
plaintiff while travelling on Boylston street, was tried in 
the Norfolk Superior Court in October last, and the jury 
returned a verdict for the plaintiff for $3,125; exceptions 
as to matters of law were filed by the town and a motion for 
a new trial was made upon the ae that the damages 
were excessive. 

Upon argument of the motion for the new trial the Court 
ordered that, if after argument of the exceptions in the 
Supreme Court, their decision was adverse to the town, the 
verdict should be set aside and a new trial granted upon the 
question of damages. ‘The case has since been argued in 
the Supreme Court upon the exceptions, and the present 
position of the matter is such, that if the Supreme Court 
decide that plaintiff can recover at all, the town is entitled 
to a new trial upon the question of damages. 


The suit of M. K. Chase, et al., vs. Brookline to recover 
between $8,000 and $9,000, for stone furnished for the 
building of the Town Hall, has been tried before the Audi- 
tor, Hon. George M. Brooks, Probate Judge of Middlesex 
County, to whom it was referred by the Superior Court. 
Many protracted hearings were had and many witnesses 
were examined, and the Auditor has now made his report 
that nothing is due from the town to the plaintiffs. The 
plaintiffs have the right to a jury trial upon the case, at which 
trial the Auditor’s report will be prima facte evidence. The 
next term of court is in April. 


The construction of the main sewer has drained a number 
of wells along the route. Although we do not think the town 
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is liable in damages, we have thought it better to settle these 
claims by offering to take the Charles River water to the 
different houses, the owners of which were willing to pay 
the usual water rates, and most of these claims have been 
settled on this basis. 

The well at the Longwood avenue station having been 
drained, we have sunk a pipe in the well and thus restored 
the supply of water. 

We have settled all the claims for land damage growing 
out of the construction of the main sewer, except only the 
damages awarded by us to

FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The following communication from the Engineers seems 
to contain all the information relating to this department, 
which is important. 


To the Board of Selectmen of the town of Brookline : 


As Engineers of the Fire Department we have the honor 
to submit to you the following report and recommendations :

APPARATUS AND COMPANIES NOW IN SERVICER. 


In the house near the corner of Washington and High 
streets, is located Steam Fire-engine No. 1. It is a second- 
class engine, built for this town in 1874 by the Amoskeag 
Manufacturing Company of Manchester. ‘This engine needs 
a new set of wheels and other repairs which altogether will 
cost about four hundred dollars. 

This engine had previous to the first of June, 1877, a per- 
manent engineman and driver, with a pair of horses. 
According to an arrangement made with your Board, on the 
frst of June, the engineman was dismissed and a call 
engineman employed, the engine being cleaned and taken 
care of by the driver of Hose Company No. 1. 7 

The driver and horses were turned over to the Committee 
on watering streets, driver and horses remaining at the 
engine-house when not at work, and being under the direc- 
tion of the Engineers only in case of an alarm of fire. 

In the house with the steam fire-engine is located Hose- 
carriage No.1. This is a second-hand four-wheeled hand 
hose-carriage bought by the town in 1869. In May, 1875, 
a pair of shafts and a temporary seat were attached to it, in 
an attempt to adapt it to a service for which it was never 
intended. It will soon be necessary for the town to replace 
it with a suitable hose-carriage. A permanent driver and 
one horse are attached to this company. 

Hose Company No. 1 has three officers and ten men, one 
man being detailed as fireman for Steam-engine No. 1. 

Hook-and-Ladder Truck No. 1 is located in the house on 
Washington street, near the Town Hall. It was built for 
this town in 1876, by Joseph T. Ryan, and is fully equipped 
with ladders and all the tools necessary to complete a first- 
class hook-and-ladder carriage. It is in good order and isa 
valuable piece of apparatus to the town. It is drawn by 








two horses and has a permanent driver.

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Hook-and-Ladder Company No. 1 has three officers and 
twelve men. 

Hose-carriage No. 2 is located in the same house with the 
hook-and-ladder carriage. It was built in 1876, by Joseph 
T. Ryan. It is a two-wheeled carriage, carrying 800 feet 
of hose and six men, is drawn by one horse and driven by a 
call driver. The horse is taken care of by the driver of the 
hook-and-ladder carriage, who, with his team, also assisted 
in watering the streets during the last summer. ‘There is 
also in this house a pung which was bought in 1877, carry- 
ing the same amount of hose and the same number of men 
as the hose-carriage. It is kept ready for use whenever 
there is snow. | 

Hose Company No. 2 has three officers and nine men. 


Hoss. 


Total amount of hose in the department, four thousand 
one hundred and fifty (4,150) feet. Twenty-nine hundred 
(2,900) feet of this is Boyd’s cotton hose, most of which is 
in good condition, several pieces having been damaged and 
repaired. One thousand (1,000) feet of leather hose in 
good condition. Two hundred and fifty (250) feet of leather 
hose in uncertain condition. 


HorsEs. 


There has been no sickness among the horses during the 
past year; they have steadily improved in their condition, 
and we now have six as good and reliable horses as can be 
found in any Fire Department in this vicinity. 


BUILDINGS. 


The engine-houses are in good repair with the exception 
of paint which is needed both inside and out. 
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HypDRANTS. 


Three hydrants have been added to the Brookline water 
pipes making in all one hundred and forty-one hydrants, all 
of which with one exception are Boston Machine Co.’s Post 
- Hydrants. There is one Lowry hydrant in the street op- 
posite Kenrick Bros.’ shop. Eight hydrants are connected 
with the main pipes of the Boston Water Works. One of 
the Boston hydrants near the Brookline Gas Works having 
been removed, we would recommend the placing of a hydrant 
at a point about two hundred feet south of Aspinwall avenue 
on Brookline avenue. 


RESERVOIRS. 


We have to report the same number of reservoirs as last 
year. The covers have been repaired during the year, and 
the reservoir at the corner of Kent street and Sewall avenue 
has been repaired and re-filled. It would be a great benefit 
in many cases to have all these reservoirs connected with the 
water-mains. 


FIREs. 


During the past year the Department has been called upon 
to answer thirteen alarms. 

April 14. Alarm at 7, p.m., caused by a slight fire in a 
tenement house on Tremont street, Boston Highlands. 
Damage slight. 

April 15. Alarm at 2, p.m., caused by fire in the woods.

Alarm at 10.25, p.m., eaused by the burning of 
a stable on Corey Hill. Unoccupied. Total loss. 

April 25. Alarm at 2.45, p.m., caused by a slight fire in 
an unoccupied house in Fay place. 
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May 10. Alarm at 4.40, p.m., caused by the burning of 
a house in Newton. | 

May 17. Alarm at 10.05, p.m., caused by the burning of 
a barn in Brighton. 

June 2. Alarm at 11.20, p.m., caused by a light in the 
direction of Jamaica Plain. 

June 21.. Alarm at 11.25, p.m., caused by the burning of 
a barn at the Home Farm, West Roxbury. 

July 4. Alarm at 2.15, a.m., caused by the ringing of 
the Church bell on Walnut street. 

Noy. 14. Alarm at 4.15, p.m., caused by the burning of 
a stack of hay containing twelve (12) tons, on Brookline 
avenue, and belonging to John Sullivan. No insurance. 
Loss, $180. 

Nov. 27. Alarm at 10.15, p.m, caused by a light in the 
direction of Newton. 

Dec. 13. Alarm at 9.45, p.m., caused by the burning of 
a barn on Brighton street, and owned by P. Burns. The 
building was a partial loss. 


Rieut or Wary. 


We recommend that measures be taken to secure for the 
town a right of way to the rear of the Hook-and-Ladder 
House, — as, except for the courtesy of Mr. Martin King- 
man, we should have been unable to have the offal removed 
from the pit under the stable. 


Host Puna. 


We recommend the purchase of a hose pung for the use of 
Hose Company No. 1, as it is impossible to draw the four- 
wheeled carriage through deep snow. The cost of a pung 
with reel and all necessary fixtures will not exceed $150, 
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Frre ALARM TELEGRAPH. 


This subject having been so fully explained, and the 
necessity for it so clearly set before the citizens of the town, 
the present Board can only repeat the recommendations of 


- their predecessors. 


DISTRIBUTION OF APPARATUS. 


This subject received some attention last spring but no 
action was taken by the town, though there can be no ques- 
tion as to the need of a hose-carriage and company in Long- 
wood. 

The introduction of Charles River water has changed all 
the previously existing conditions. 


LOCATION OF STEAM-ENGINE. 


At the time of the purchase of the Steam Fire-engine, 
there was no supply of water to be relied upon in any part of 
the town, except in ‘‘ the village,” so called, and the steam- 
engine was properly located where it was most likely to be 
needed. Now, however, as that part of the town is sup- 
plied with a great abundance of water, of adequate pressure 
for any emergency, it would seem to open a way to make 
some of our apparatus available for the protection of the 
middle and south-west parts of the town, which have hither- 
to been comparatively unprotected, owing to their distance 
from the Fire Department. 

In accordance with this idea we would recommend the 
locating of the Steam Fire-engine, at some point on the 
high land in the vicinity of Heath Street School-house. 
This would be a central location, and in all that part of the 
town there is Cuneamey | but little pressure of the water 
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from the hydrants. From that point there is also a descend- 
ing grade and good road, in any direction. The Steamer is _ 
not indispensable in its present location and it would be a 
more valuable protection to property, in this new location, 
than it now is in the lower part of the town. 


APPROPRIATIONS. 


' After a careful consideration of the interests of the town, 
we would recommend the following appropriations :

Hose Pung and fixtures, 150 00 
Set of wheels for Steam-engine, and repairs, 400 00

and members of the Department for the promptness and 
energy of their co-operation during the year.

BOARD OF HEALTH. 


Our action is given in sufficient detail in the following re- 
port, prepared by our agent, Dr. G. KX.

ABATEMENT OF NUISANCES, ETC. 


Since the last report the Board has procured the abate- 
ment of twenty-six nuisances, besides seven that were still 
pending at the time the report was made. 

Among the latter was the pond on the northerly side of 
the Brookline Branch Railroad, near Longwood Station, the 
filling of which has been completed. 

There has been but one prosecution and three public 
hearings. hay 

In April, a petition was received from Caroline L. Clark, 
for the abatement of a nuisance caused by the smoke from 
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the chimney of the tannery carried on by Willard Warren, 
and after a public hearing held at the Town Hall on May 
Tth, it was voted that the nuisance should be abated either 
by raising the chimney, altering the character of the fuel, or 
in some other way satisfactory to the Board. The chimney 
has been raised, thus rendering the combustion much more 
complete. 

Owing to numerous complaints in regard to the very 
offensive character of the drainage from the Gas Works, 
which was allowed to enter the stream near Brookline 
avenue, a hearmg was held on October 15th, when it was 
proposed by those representing the Company to construct a 
filter, and accordingly further action was postponed until it 
should be ascertained if the proposed measure was sufficient 
to abate the nuisance. A very perfect filter has been com- 
pleted which will prevent the entrance of all tarry matter 
into the stream, and promises to abate the nuisance at least 
in a very great measure. 


REMOVAL OF HovusE OFFAL. 


The contract which was made by the last year’s Board 
with Francis Mealey, for the removal of house offal at the 
rate of $200 per year, was renewed in April, said contract 
to expire May 1, 1878. 


LICENSES. 


Eleven licenses have been granted and twelve renewed for 
the collection of grease. One undertaker’s license has been 
renewed. 


Emptying VAULTS, CESSPOOLS, ETC. 


In April a petition was received from Hugh Murray, ask- 
ing permission to remove the contents of vaults and cess- 
pools, proposing to do it at the rate of $2 per load, or any 
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fraction of a load, a load to consist of 50 cubic feet. The 
petition was granted providing that in each case a permit 
should be obtained from the Board. Owing to the great 
number of applications for the emptying of vaults in the 
very thickly settled portion of the village, a vote was passed 
in the following month that during the months of June, 
July, August and September no cesspools, vaults, etc., 
belonging to buildings situated on either side of Chestnut, 
Sewall, Cypress and School streets and Aspinwall ave- 
nue, and the territory embraced within the boundaries of 
said streets and avenue, should be emptied and their con- 
tents removed in any other manner than in the air-tight 
tanks of the Odorless Excavating Company. 


Muppy Brook. 


As the creek near Longwood and Chapel Station is very 
offensive in summer, whenever the tide is out, it was deemed 
advisable to employ a man to tend the tide-gate on Brook- 
line avenue, in order to keep the bed of the river covered 
with water during as much of the time as possible. This 
Board, in connection with the Boston Board of Health, 
employed J. W. Steere for that purpose, from the beginning 
of May till the Ist of October, at the rate of $20 per month, 
the expense being defrayed in part by each Board. 


NUMBER OF DEATHS WITHIN THE Town. 


The number of deaths reported within the town is one 
hundred and eighteen—twenty less than last year. Of this 
number twelve were from diphtheria and eight from scarlet 
fever, while last year there were thirty-four from diphtheria 
and thirteen from scarlet fever. 


ContTaaious DISEASES. 


On January 24, 1877, the last Board voted, ‘‘That the Sec- 
retary be instructed to have circulars printed and distributed, — 
embodying the provisions in chapter 26 of the General 
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Statutes, relating to contagious diseases, and stating what, 
in the opinion of the Board, should be included under that: 
head, and that the same be published in one Boston (daily) 
paper, and the Brookline Chronicle.” Accordingly, the follow- 
ing circular was distributed throughout the town: 


OFFICE OF THE Boarp or HEALTH, 
BROOKLINE, Jan. 24, 1877. 


The Board of Health issues the following notice : 


That on and after February 1, 1877, the following provisions of 
chapter 26 of the General Statutes will be strictly enforced : 


Sec. 47. When a householder knows that any person within his family is taken 
sick of any disease dangerous to the public health, he shall imme- 
diately give notice thereof to the Board of Health of the town in whieh he 
dwells. If he refuses or neglects to give such notice, he shall forfeit a sum not 
exceeding $100. 

Src. 48. When a physician knows that any person whom he is called to visit is 
infected with any disease dangerous to the public health, he shall imme 
diately give notice thereof to the Board of Health of the town; and if he 


refuses or neglects to give such notice, he shall forfeit for each offence a sum not 
less than $5U nor more than $100. 


The Board considers the above sections to apply to scarlet fever, 
small-pox and diphtheria.

Hovusr DRAINAGE, ETC. 


The attention of the inhabitants is earnestly called to the 
very imperfect house drainage which exists in many cases, 
especially in tenement houses. Frequently there are abso- 
lutely no traps in the drains, the dwellings thus serving as 
reservoirs for the foul gases arising from the cesspool or 
sewer as the case may be. 

Attention is also called to the custom of top-dressing 
which is practised so extensively during the fall and early 
winter. In many instances the ‘‘ dressing ” is of an improp- 
er character, and, moreover, is sometimes placed so near 
dwellings that the odor from the decomposing material 
enters the houses through the cold air boxes, etc., thus be- 
coming very offensive and injurious to the occupants.

The sum of $3,000 was held in reserve, to be expended 
in preparing road material during the winter, and removing 
snow and ice; as the present winter up to Feb. Ist was so 
open, a part only of this amount was used, and the balance 
unexpended is therefore much larger than it would otherwise 
have been. 

Less broken stone, than was expected, was used in the 
repairs of the streets during the past season, as the engine, 
with which the crusher is run, was needed the whole time in 
the construction of the new main sewer. 

As fast as the sewer was completed, and the gas and 
water pipes relaid, the streets through which it was built 
were put in good condition, except in the village where the 
line of the sewer ran very close to the curbstone ; it was so 
evident that the trench would settle during the winter, 
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carrying with it the paved cutter and curbing, that it was de- 
cided to postpone any extensive repairs until spring, when 
the horse railroad track should be placed at a proper grade, 


and the street be macadamized.

Town STABLE AND LOT. 


The town now owns ten working horses; that is, the nine 
mentioned in the last annual report, and one received Octo- 
ber 9, 1877, from the Police Department, for which the sum 
of $150 was paid. During the winter they have been 
- employed in collecting stones for the crusher, and carting 
the broken stone, likely to be used in the village end of the 
town, from the crusher to the stable-yard, thus lessening 
the length of haul in the spring by nearly one-half. 

A shed measuring 34 by 19 feet has been built in the yard, in 
which are stored the engine, derricks, tools and other prop- 
erty of the Sewer Department. The floor, frame and part 
of the covering were built of lumber used in the construc- 
_tion of the new main sewer. Eighty-five feet of the brook 
have been walled in and covered,

SIDEWALKS. 


Very little has been done in setting edgestones and making 
concrete walks. About 80 feet of edgestones were set—60 
feet on Walnut street, near Village lane, and the balance 
in single pieces. The concrete walk from Cottage Farm 
Station to part way down Carlton street, received a coat of 
skimming. Repairs on various concrete walks were made.

CARE OF SEWERS. 


A sewer of 12-inch pipe has been laid in Washington 
street, from a point opposite the shop of Messrs. Kenrick 
Bros., through the bridge abutment connecting with the 
sewer just below the Brookline Savings Bank. 

The street catch-basins have been cleaned by the Highway 
Department; a deposit of mud, coal-tar and other matter, 
2 feet 10 inches deep, has been removed from the lower 
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end of the village sewer; the open sewer along the railroad 
has been cleaned from the connection with the new main 
sewer to the end of.the brick arch, and men are now em- 
ployed in cleaning out from under the arch.

COLLECTING ASHES.‘ 


The ashes have been collected weekly throughout the 
town, at an expense of $664.82, which amount has been 
charged to the appropriation for the Board of Health. As 
the town has no dumping-places except the Stable lot and 
Fairmount pit, the ashes have been given to parties owning 
lowlands in the immediate vicinity of where they were 
collected.

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LIGHTING STREETS. 


The amount appropriated at the annual town meeting 
being insufficient for lighting the streets until midnight, we 
were obliged to consider how we could best economize, and 
the plan of lighting only'twenty-three nights in each month, 
trusting to the light of the moon for the remaining nights, 
was considered the most feasible, and was adopted. 

By our present arrangement, the gas lamps are lighted, ex- 
tinguished, cleaned, and the glass kept in repair by contract 
with Mr. John S. Woods, for one year, from May 1, 1877, 
at the rate of 23 cents per lamp, per night, the gas being 
furnished by the Brookline Gaslight Company at the same 
rate as last year, viz.: $2.90 per thousand feet. 

We also made a contract with the Globe Gaslight Com- 
pany, of Boston, to substitute their gasoline apparatus for 
the old-fashioned oil lamps. They make all the necessary 
alterations, furnish materials, including repairs of glass, and 
light the seventy-one gasoline lamps, at 73 cents per 
lamp, per night. 

We consider that these lamps give a more satisfactory 
light than oil; the only objection being their liability to 
blow out on very windy nights. This, however, is partly 
owing to the fact that the old oil lanterns are not sufliciently 
tight for the new apparatus. 

As no appropriation was made at the annual meeting for 
new lamp-posts, only two have been put up during the 
year, one of these being on the new fountain in Harvard 
square. ,

Number of street gas lamps reported broken, 292 
Number of street gas lamps reported unlighted, 197 


In addition to the above a large number of oil or gasoline 
lamps have been reported out, these lights seem very easily 
extinguished by. wind and storm. 


SIXTEEN 


prosecutions have been made for violation of the Liquor 
Law. ‘Three hundred and twenty gallons of various kinds 
‘of liquor have been seized ; all of which has been forfeited, 
and disposed of according to law. 

All sellers of liquors against whom complaints have been 
made by citizens, or reported by officers as keeping disorder- 
ly places have been promptly and successfully prosecuted. 
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No other branch perhaps of police business is attended 
with so many difficulties as the enforcement of the Liquor 
Law. Persons who will readily furnish evidence or infor- 
mation on any other criminal matter, are upon this subject 
completely reticent. 

Iam fully of the opinion, speaking as an officer of the 
law, that better and more satisfactory results would be ob- 
tained by the issuing of licenses of the second class to a few 
persons, and a rigid prosecution of unlicensed dealers. 

Taking into consideration our peculiar situation and sur- 
roundings, and the action taken by neighboring municipali- 
ties, this seems to me to be about the only practical course 
to adopt. 

Many complaints are made by citizens which the police 
are powerless to remedy; there being no statute or town 
by-law applying to the same. 

The details of the work of the police are numerous and 
varied. In the matter of defects in streets and sidewalks 
our police perform an important part. All defects discovered 
in streets are promptly reported at the Station, and if in the 
night time, lanterns are furnished for all dangerous places. 

Frequently, im case of heavy rains or thaws, defects which 
are discovered too late for immediate repairs, are by the 
timely use of lights avoided and accidents prevented. In 
these days of litigation, when at the slightest accident, 
whether from any apparent or real defect, the town may be 
liable to a large amount, the necessity of a strict attention 
to this matter is 1mportant. 

The treasuries of towns and cities seem to be in constant 
danger from the demands of those who see in any accident 
which may occur to them on the highways an opportunity to 
benefit themseives. 

This town has been comparatively free from the ‘‘ tramp” 
nuisance, so much complained of in other places. Early in 
the past summer the officers—particularly the officers on 
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duty at night were directed to arrest and bring to the Station 
all suspicious appearing persons who could not readily give 
a good account of themselves; they were, if released in the 
_ morning, warned if found ‘again within the limits of the town 
they would be sent to the House of Correction for a term. 
They seldom make a reappearance, as able-bodied, healthy 
tramps do not like imprisonment during the summer months. 

Citizens are often approached, or called on at their resi- 
dences by genteel appearing men of good address, soliciting 
aid for some charitable object. In nine cases in ten these 
fellows are swindlers and impostors. They are well calcu- 
lated to deceive. If, on the discovery of, or suspicion of 
fraud, the parties solicited would immediately notify the 
police, or send word to the Police Station if necessary, much 
might be done to rid the community of these impostors. 
The active co-operation of citizens, especially ladies, is 
earnestly invited to this matter. 


MountTEepD POLICE. 


The usefulness and necessity of a Mounted Police is well 
established. The services of the mounted officer have been 
valuable for the past year in various directions. 

I beg to again call your attention to the matter of a direct 
telegraphic or other rapid means of communication with the 
Police Department of Boston. The usefulness and advan- 
tages of such connection are almost daily apparent. The 
expense would be small compared with its advantages—I 
am led to believe considerably less than the estimate made 
last year. | 

The building of a large main sewer through the town the 
past season, has added. largely to the labors of the police, 
and the patience and discretion of the officers has been at 


times severely taxed. Citizens living near the lines of the 
9 
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sewer, have expressed great satisfaction with the efforts and 
success of the officers in maintaining good order. 

In the matter of arrests for drunkenness, if it appears that 
the same or better results can be obtained by allowing per- 
sons to go without complaints, none are made, particularly 
when a true spirit of repentance is shown, and a desire for 
reformation. . i 

There are three police routes, as mentioned in my last 
report which should be covered the whole twenty-four hours 
of the day and night. To accomplish this would require 
three reliefs instead of two, as now organized, and an in- 
crease of the force by the addition of three men. 

For expenditures of Police Department, see Treasurer’s 
report. 


CoNCLUSION. 


The discipline of the officers has been good. It is, and 
should be so considered, the first duty of a police officer 
to obey the orders of his superiors. Upon this in a great 
degree depends the effectiveness of any organization, and is 
the foundation of discipline. In this particular the police 
force of this town is in no way inferior to that of other places. 
A majority of the men are experienced in the service—have 
been tried time after time, and are prompt and efficient in 
the discharge of their duties. 

It has been gratifying to note the harmony which has pre- 
vailed, and the absence of jealousies which too often exist 
among officers. I have endeavored to impress upon the 
minds of the members of this Department, that while an in- 
dividual pride and superiority in his profession is to be 
desired, yet, at the same time, no one-should forget that the 
citizens of the town look not so much upon the doings of an 
individual, as upon the Department as a whole. 
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Our thanks are due to the officers of the Boston Police 
Department, especially officers of Stations 3, 5, 10, 13 and 
14, for valuable assistance rendered, also to the Newton 
Police Department. 

I tender my sincere thanks to Board of Selectmen for 
the generous consideration extended to me. 

To the Committee on Police I am under great obligations ; 
while desiring that the management of the Department 
should be conducted with economy, they have manifested a 


disposition that nothing should be left undone to increase its 
usefulness and efficiency.

PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The public buildings of the town are generally in good con- 
dition. Some further repairs are needed, but as our appro- 
priation was exhausted, we have been obliged to postpone 
them until next year. 


REBUILDING Lonawoop BrIpGR. 


The following letter from Edward §S. Philbrick, contains 
all the facts relating to this matter, which seem to be 
important : 


Boston, Feb. 4, 1878. 
Wm. I. Bownrron, Esq., Chairman of Selectmen: 
On June 25, 1877, I was authorized by your Board to confer with the proper 


authorities of the City of Boston and report a plan for rebuilding Longwood Bridge 
at a cost to the town not exceeding $4,000. 
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It was thought best to rebuild the bridge on a plan resembling the original one, 
but with the following modifications, viz.: 

(a) The long span over the channel of the stream was divided by placing a 
trestle in the stream, to avoid the vibration of the long span for the length of 
which no good reason seemed to exist. 

(5) The old piles were found to be a good deal decayed near the top, and were 
in many cases too small for their service. It was concluded to supply new piles of 
spruce in place of the small ones and cut them all off about 7 feet above low water 
at which level they will not be subject to decay. 

(c) The timber was specified to be Georgia pitch-pine, a stiffer and more dura- 
ble material than the white pine of which the old bridge was built. 

(d) The outer parts of the old trestles leaned inwards; but as the bridge has a 
very wide base compared with its height, and these old leaning posts had appar- 
ently never served any useful purpose, they were omitted in the new structure. 

(ec) A longitudinal girt was halved and bolted on to the outside posts on each 
side, above high water, a member which the old bridge lacked at first and suffered 
much for the want of. 

A working plan embodying these medifications was prepared in my office and 
approved by the City Engineer of Boston. It was submittcd to your Board and 
accepted about July 18th, when I was authorized by Messrs. O. Whyte and F. W. 
Lawrence, a Committee of your Board, to make a contract on behalf of the town, 
within the limit of $4,000. 


The plan and specifications were submitted to three of the most reliable bridge 
builders of Boston and their proposals were opened August 9th and found to be 
as follows, viz.: 


From George Cavanagh, ; Boston end, $2,000 00 


Brookline end, 2,700 00 


7 Boston end, 2,027 00 

Ross & Lord, ; Brookline end, 2,643 00 
‘ Boston end, 1,586 79 
“ Wm. A. Norton, 3 Brookline end, 2,509 41 


‘The bid of Mr. Norton was accepted and a contract with him was signed August 
18th, which was duly submitted to your Board for approval. 

There was one load of the floor plank treated with creosote by the Hayford pro- 
cess, at the establishment of Mr. Andrews at South Boston, as an experiment and 
laid in the floor over the railroad. There is no doubt as to the value of this process 
asa preventive of decay. But,as this plank may be worn out by horses’ feet 
before it has time to decay, it was not thought worth while to treat more than one 
load in this way, which will serve as a guide for the future. The party who ap- 
plies the creosote thinks it will wear longer for this treatment, but this can be 
proved best by time. 

Mr. Norton agreed in his contract to complete the work before Nov. 1st, which 
he accomplished in a satisfactory manner. On the 29th of October, I notified the 
Superintendent of Streets that the bridge was ready for use. 
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The payments made on account of the work done, amount in all to less than 
three-fourths of the appropriation.

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Trestle No. 7, (parallel to railroad track). 


Four new piles driven to reinforce sevensgood old ones, about 
7 to 8 feet into hard sand or gravel. Length about 14 to 16 feet 
below where cut off. 


‘NEW MAIN SEWER. 


By the terms of the town vote passed unanimously Jan. 
23, 1877, the Selectmen were authorized to issue $125,000 
Sewer bonds if the Legislature should grant the town 

uthority to borrow $300,000 for sewer purposes, and since 
then both the Legislature and the town have acted on the 
assumption that we have such power without legislation. 

The above vote according to its terms, contemplated no 
action by the Treasurer; the whole subject was left to our 
discretion, but as it is customary forthe Treasurer to sign 
notes and bonds, when the subj@ct came before the town a 
second time we changed the wording of the vote, and at town 
meeting held March 27th, and confirmed April 10th, the 
Treasurer was directed with our advice and concurrence to 
borrow $125,000 as needed by us, and to issue bonds, etc. 
We began negotiations for placing the bonds in March, with 
Blake Bros. & Co., and Brewster, Basset & Co., and also 
made inquiries in other directions. 

_ On the 2d of April, Messrs. Bowditch and Codman were 
appointed a Committee with power to negotiate the bonds 
at 5 per cent. interest, and on the same day, Brewster, 
Basset & Co., making a large advance on any previous 
offer, offered one hundred and fifty-nine one hundredths 
(100.59) for the whole lot of $125,000, and two days after, 
this offer was accepted by us, both the offer and acceptance 
being in writing. 

Siedler the power conferred upon us, we advised the Treas- 
urer to sign the bonds and to deliver the same to Brewster, 
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Basset & Co. on receiving payment therefor at the rate 
stated. He acted on our advice, issued and delivered them, 
and the town received a premium of $1,987.50. 

The negotiation was we think judicious, and a favorable 
one for the town. Before closing with Brewster, Basset 
& Co., we applied in several directions and got no encour- 
agement to hope for a better rate or any rate nearly so 
favorable to the town. By thus placing the bonds we have 
also obviated the necessity for borrowing any money in an- 
ticipation of taxes as is usually done. -It is barely possible 
that-before the bonds were actually delivered (after May 
4th), better terms might have been obtained, but we could 
not then have honorably availed ourselves of any such offer, 
if any had been made or reported to us. 

The main sewer has been built, and for the particulars in 
reference to its construction we refer to the report of J. H. 
Shedd, contained in a separate pamphlet, his report not 
being ready for us to use at this time. 

We should have been pleased to be able to say that the 
work was completely done without any mistake of any kind; 
but the kind of construction adopted for about 100 feet on 
the marsh near Christ Church was found to be defective. 
This has been remedied, and the bottom of the sewer at this 
point has been rebuilt, and the sewer strengthened with iron 
bands in such a way as, we are advised by Mr. Shedd, will 
now undoubtedly be safe and solid. For greater security, 
and out of abundant caution Mr. Shedd has similarly 
strengthened with iron bands the foundations of the sewer 
~ over the whole extent of the marsh land. We regret the 
occurrence but we are advised that now we have a solid 
piece of work. 

In order to test the present solidity of the work as far as 
possible, we desired Chas. U. Cotting of this town, to ex- 
amine the work thoroughly, either personally or through 
agents to be appointed by him, and to report to us his opinion. 
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He declined so to do, and advised us to ask Albert Stan- 
wood, who had had a large experience on the Boston Water 
Works in reference to quicksand foundations. Mr. Stan- 
wood also declined on the score of health. Then at Mr. 
Cotting’s advice, we asked Thomas J. Whidden to make the 
inspection in connection with Stephen Tarbell, a practical 
sewer builder. Mr. Whidden declined on the ground of 
having too much work already, and Mr. Tarbell seems dis- 
inclined to engage in the inspection. 

Under these circumstances we leave the town to deter- 
mine whether any examination shall be made, and to take 
such action in,the matter as shall seem to it judicious. 
Neither we nor Mr. Shedd have the slightest wish to avoid 
the most thorough and careful inspection and criticism of the 
work. 

Mr. Shedd is now preparing plans and estimates of the 
cost for laying down lateral sewers in the village and at 
Longwood, and also plans and estimates for continuing the 
main sewer along Aspinwall brook to Aspinwall avenue, and 
so that the district on both sides of Harvard street, School 
and Cypress streets, etc., can receive the benefit of the sewer. 
As soon as his report shall be presented to us in a shape for 
action we will immediately act and report on the same. 

We presume the Committee having in charge the subject 
of determining the principle upon which assessments for the 
right to use the sewer shall be laid will report directly to 
you, and we respectfully refer to their report for all the in- 
formation possible on the subject. | 


RAILROAD ACCOMMODATION. 


We have found it difficult, not to say impossible, to per- 
suade or compel either of our railroad corporations to give 
us any additional accommodation, either in the way of 
station, more trains or lower rates of fare. 
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The town is greatly indebted to the Boston & Albany 
Railroad Corporation for its liberal treatment of us in refer- 
ence to the construction of the main sewer, and in waiver 
of all claim for land damages. 

A new station in the village is obviously a pressing 
necessity for the town. The extreme dirtiness and entire 
unsuitableness of the present building cannot be adequately 
described. More than two years have elapsed since the 
directors of the road came to the conclusion that a new 
station was needed, and actually voted to build it. They have 
purchased the brick with which to build it, and have adopted 
a plan with which we are satisfied. 

Last spring it was intimated to us that they might build it 
if we laid out a street on the north side of the station to 
Harvard square. Accordingly a survey was made for such 
a street by Aspinwall & Lincoln, civil engineers, but the 
Selectmen failed to agree with the proprietors of the Catholic 
Church as to the value of a triangular piece of their land, 
which would be taken for the street. Some of us would 
have been willing to pay the price asked (even if deemed 
by any one too high), merely on the ground of our obliga- 
tion to the corporation, and that the result would have been 
a great public benefit in securing the erection of a new 
station—a benefit very far exceeding the expense we should 
incur in the construction of the street, including land dam- 
- ages. Nothing further has, however, been done towards 
laying out this street. a 

The directors themselves did not seem to think the street to 
be absolutely necessary to enable them to conveniently place 
the new station, nor did we see any such necessity, though 
such a street would doubtless be a great convenience. We 
have reason to believe that the directors would have built 
the station this autumn and early winter could they have 
foreseen the mildness of the season. They consulted their 
engineer as to the possibility of covering in the building 
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before Christmas, but upon his advice that they could not 
safely rely on the ability to do so, the building of the station 
was postponed to the present season. 

Let us hope that another season will not pass by without 
the removal of this great disgrace, both to the town and 
corporation. | 

The town, on the other hand, is under no sort of obliga- 
tion to the N. Y. & N. E. Railroad Company. Having 
steadily refused to carry out the contract to build a station 
at Cypress street, on land which their predecessors took for 
the purpose—a contract which they and their predecessors 
have evaded for some twenty years, we applied to the 
Legislature for an act to compel them to comply with such 
contract. After a long contest in which the corporation used 
every effort to defeat our just claims, a law was passed 
referring the matter to the Railroad Commissioners, and 
giving them power to order a station to be built. After 
another contest before the Commissioners, they passed the 
following order, solely on the ground that the contract was 
a binding one: 


CoMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS, 
In Boarp or R. R. Comm’rs, 


July 2, 1877. 

Pursuant to the provisions of chapter one hundred and ninety-seven of the 
Acts of the year 1877, the New York & New England Railroad Company is hereby 
ordered to construct, within three months from the date hereof, at or near Cypress 
street in Brookline, a station-house, reasonably commodious for the use of passen- 
gers, containing a ticket office and separate apartments for men and women, and 
with sufficient platforms by the side of the track, and to maintain said station, and 
stop thereat not less than five trains running in each direction daily, including 
among them such trains as those reaching Boston at or about 8:50 and 10:30 A. “M. 
and those leaving Boston at or about 2:30 and 5:30 P. M.

Nothing whatever was done under this order until a few 
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days before the expiration of the three months, when the 
present apology for a station was begun ; but hitherto no 
trains have stopped, although nearly four months have now 
elapsed. 

Our Chairman, who has had charge of this matter, has 
tried, but failed to make any arrangement with the corpora- 
tion. The corporation will not place the station on the 
corner of Tappan and Cypress streets, where it should prop- 
erly be placed. It is quite willing to allow us to expend 
our money and give our land to improve the access to the 
present building, but is wholly unwilling to do what we 
consider fair for it to do in reference either to the station 
building, or what trains shall stop, or what fares shall be 
charged. 

In our opinion the building can only be considered as an 
apology for a station. It is contracted in point of size, and 
difficult, if not dangerous, of access ; the water-closets have 
no vaults, but drain on the surface, and in so building and 
placing it the corporation deliberately intended to make the 
new station a failure from the very start, and to evade the 
law and its contract as far as it dared. The commissioners 
having based their decision solely on the ground that the 
corporation was bound by contract to build the station, are 
in our opinion also bound to see that the corporation builds 
it on its own grounds, and we wholly fail to see any legal, 
equitable or just ground why the corporation or the com- 
missioners should feel entitled to call on the town or private 
individuals to contribute in money, land or privileges to 
supply a defect caused by a deliberate intention on the part 
of the corporation to evade its contract, or to make up for 
its want of desire to accommodate the public. 

Waiving this consideration, however, we have heretofore 
authorized the corporation, on terms deemed reasonable by 
us, to build a covered platform over the brook channel, and 
even to place the station itself over the brook, on similar 
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reasonable terms, but the corporation professed to think the 
terms unreasonable, and we have withdrawn both offers. 

In our opinion a station on the corner of Cypress and Tap- 
pan streets will be quite as convenient for the travelling pub- 
lic, if not more so, than the present building in or near its 
present position and on that side of the track can possibly be 
made by any expenditure of money. The commissioners 
tell us in one of their communications that they should have 
approved the station if it had been thus placed, and that 
there is no practical difficulty in thus placing it is proved by 
the fact that the corporation is quite willing to place it there 
if Mr. Samuel C. Davis will only give the corporation 
several thousand dollars’ worth of land along Tappan street, 
which the corporation does not at present need at all, but 
which will be. valuable hereafter for a coal yard. 

Therefore, no reason whatever exists why the commis- 
sioners should feel ‘‘ constrained,” as they say they do feel, 
to approve the present apology for a station; and if they 
do thus approve it, they will not only fail in doing their 
duty to the public, but will actually give the corporation the 
very opportunity it has all along sought of still farther 
evading its contract and duty to the public. 

What the result will be we cannot at present writing 
determine.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF WALNUT 
HILLS CEMETERY. 


~ 


The Trustees of Walnut Hills Cemetery respectfully submit the 
following report for the year ending January 31, 1878: 


During the year Pierce, Downing, Spruce and a large part of 
Chapel and Cypress avenues, and Daphne, Tangier and Rock 
Maple paths have been thoroughly made and graded. Seventy-five 
lots have been trenched, graded and sown with grass. A good 
and substantial fence has been erected around that part of the 
grounds which had not been fenced heretofore. 

The portion of land selected for the Soldiers’ Lot is located on 
Spruce avenue, and is situated in a very pleasant and beautiful 
part of the grounds. It has been completely trenched, graded 
andsown with grass. It comprises five of the original lots in the 
cemetery, and contains two thousand square feet. 

Seventeen lots have been sold during the year, for which there 
has been received the sum of $3,993.50, and there remains unpaid 
$259, making the whole amount of said lots $4,252.50. From 
the amount received there has been reserved and invested the sum 
of $1,575, the income from which is to be used for the perpetual 
care of the grass on the lots sold, leaving the sum of $2,418.50 as 
the proceeds of said sales; to which add $124.25, the balance in 
the treasury at the commencement of the year, $220.86 transferred 
from the appropriation made by the town December 12, 1876, 
being the balance of the appropriation for making avenues and 
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paths, and doing some of the preliminary work in the cemetery, 
$25 received from the sale of grass, and $994.23 from trenching 
and grading lots, makes the sum of $3,782.84 for the use of the 
‘Trustees for current expenses, the improvement and care of the 
grounds, and stands as follows, viz. :

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REPORT. 


In compliance with the provisions of the town ordinance, 
establishing the Brookline Water Board, the undersigned elected 
as a Water Board, at the town meeting, held March 27, 1877, 
respectfully present their annual report, together with that of the 
Superintendent and the Engineer at the Pumping Station. 

At their first meeting, held March 29th, they organized by 
choice of Oliver Whyte as Chairman. The different officers con- 
nected with the management of the works were retained in their, 
respective positions, having severally discharged their duties with 
efficiency, and to the satisfaction of the Board. 


PUMPING STATION. 


During the past year the Pumping Station has been visited 
nearly every week by one or more of the Board, and has always 
been found in the best of order, as regards tie machinery and its 
appurtenances. The accompanying report of the engineer shows 
quite an improvement in the working of the engine over last year, 
and certainly speaks well for the industry of Mr. Flinn, and the 
interest taken by him in his department, whom we consider a 
thorough mechanic in his line. 

We would call the attention of the town to that portion of the 
engineer’s report in which he suggests the purchasing of a lathe, 
and also of a steam-engine indicator; the lathe he would set up in 
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the engine-house, for the purpose of making repairs upon the 
engine, to be undertaken by himself, without any additional ex- 
pense for labor; and we submit that it would be much more con- 
venient, besides being less expensive to have such repairs as may 
be required made on the spot without the delay and cost of sending 
to the machine shops. We would therefore advise the purchase — 
of the above named articles, and respectfully request that the 
Board may have authority to obtain them at an expenditure not 
exceeding $250. 

Heretofore it has been the practice to hire a fireman at the 
engine-house temporarily, as his services might be required, but 
as it was found that such assistance was needed a greater part of 
the time, and as many circumstances were likely to arise when his 
immediate services would be required, it was not considered true 
economy to leave the entire charge of the building and its valu- 
able machinery to only one person. The Board therefore author- 
ized Mr. Flinn to engage a permanent man to be in attendance as 
fireman and helper, he therefore engaged Dennis Cronan for one 
year, at a salary of $40 per month for the six summer months and 
$35 per month for the winter months. 


COAL SHED. 


Owing either to the unsuitable character of the cement used in 
making a slide or floor of the coal shed, or the unskilful manner in 
which it was constructed, the work has proved a failure, and it will 
be necessary before any more coal is stored therein to plank over 
the cement, as by the breaking up of the same the gravel and 
stone become mixed with the coal, thereby causing much trouble 
in clearing the furnaces. 


ENGINEER’S HOUSE. 


The house which was authorized by the town to be built for the 
use of the engineer, was completed in June, and occupied by him 
July Ist, he paying $200 per annum, rent, therefor. The con- 
tract for building was awarded to Oliver B. Delano, of Brookline, 
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for the sum of $1,874; but as the work progressed it became nec- 
essary to make some alterations in the foundation, which with the 
expense of plumbing and some other work (not included in Mr. 
Delano’s estimate) needed to have the house ready for occupancy, 
raised the total cost of house to $2,180.72. Moreover, the build- 
ing of the hou8e necessitated the grading and sodding of the 
grounds in the immediate vicinity, and the construction of steps, 
which was done at a cost of $161.09. And in this connection the 
Board would call the attention of the town to the condition of the 
grounds adjacent, and roadways leading to the Pumping Station. 
Situated as the station is under a high bank composed of the 
coarsest gravel, which is constantly washing out with every heavy 
rain, it is impossible to maintain the grounds in any order, or to 
keep the roadways in a decent state of repair; indeed, it is with 
extreme difficulty that the coal used in the boiler furnace is carted 
over the road, owing to the unsuitable material of which it is com- 
posed, and the Board would respectfully request that there may be 
appropriated the sum of $800 to be expended in the improvement 
of the roads and grounds attached to the Pumping Station. What 
is considered necessary to place them in fair condition, is the build- 
ing of a wall about twenty feet long to retain the soil and gravel, 
and prevent it from washing down about the engine-house; the 
sloping and covering with loam of the banks bordering on the 
roadway ; the paving with stone a space of some forty feet square 
at the landing of the coal sheds, and the grading and repairing 





with suitable material of the roadways. Abt! NEX

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The Board would also ask that they may be alloy ave the 
top of the stand-pipe situated on the estate of Atherton T. Brown, 
carried six feet higher than it now is, at a cost of not exceeding 
$185. With its present construction a great deal of water over- 
flows, not only running to waste but causing much complaint by 
the flowage of the low lands near the outlet, and much of the time 
the engine has to run at a slower rate of speed than is advan- 
tageous, on this account, and already an expense of $50 has been 
incurred in opening an obstructed water course for the purpose of 
- draining these lands. 
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EXTENSION OF STREET MAINS. 


The different lines of street mains authorized by vote of the 
town to be laid, have all been completed as per regort of the super- 
intendent, and at a cost in the aggregate considerably below the 
estimates. As there has been no town meeting during the sum- 
mer from which the Board could receive authority to lay any street 
mains, the committee on the new main sewer have caused to be laid 
a 2-inch main in Mountfort and St. Mary’s streets, a distance of 
680.5 feet, at a cost of $411.38, to supply a number of houses 
where the wells were drained in consequence of excavations for the 
new sewer. . | . 

Francis Maley has also laid, at his expense, a 2-inch main in 
Sewall place, for a distance of 102 feet, at a cost of $59.16. In 
both of these cases it was understood that the Water Board would 
advise the town to repay the cost of such extensions. The re- 
ceipts for water in the extension in Mountfort and St. Mary’s 
streets is $14.50 per annum, and in the Sewall place extension $6. 
The Board would therefore ask leave to pay for this work, and 
charge to extension of street mains. 

The only petition for supply of water by extension of mains, 
now pending, is that of D. 8S. Coolidge and others, for the con- 
tinuation of the 6-inch main on Harvard street froth the point 
where it now ends, near Second street, to a point near the Boston 
line, a distance of 1,760 feet, at an estimated cost of $1,600. 
There are at present but some five families who would be likely to 
take the water; but as it is one of the most travelled thorough- 
fares, and where there is a prospect of the erection of buildings at 
an early day, the Board would advise the laying of the main. 

Should the town vote this extension on Harvard street, and as- 
sume the expense of the new mains on St. Mary’s street, and 
Sewall place already referred to, it will nearly exhaust the balance 
of the construction fund arising from the sale of bonds re-appro- 
priated at the last annual meeting. The Board would suggest that 
an annual appropriation will be hereafter needed for construction 
account, and would recommend that the sum of $2,391.92 be ap- 
propriated for the present year, which added to the balance in the

treasury to the credit of this account at the close of the financial 
year, viz. : $2,608.08, willmake the sum of $5,000, the estimated 
amount required. 

The Board would call the attention of the town to the advisable- 
ness of having a 16-inch main laid in Boylston street, from the foot 
of the avenue ledding to the reservoir, to Cypress street, as soon as 
practicable. As the works are now situated, should a break occur 
between Clyde street and the upper end of Dudley street, or be- 
tween the foot of Dudley street and Cypress street, it would 
be necessary to cut off the supply from nearly the whole town 
while making the repairs; but as the expense of laying said main 
would be large—being estimated at $11,300, and as the probability 
of the number of water consumers on this line at present being very 
few—the Board do not urge the work on the town this year, al- 
though at the present cost of material and labor it can probably be 
done now as low, if not lower, than at any future time; but leave 
it for the town to take action in the matter if they see fit. 


LEAKS. 


During the year no serious leaks have occurred, though in num- 
ber they have somewhat exceeded those of last year, and in nearly 
every case have arisen at the joints of the pipes, owing to the 
starting of the lead packing. 


~ 


CONSUMPTION OF WATER. 


The supply of water has been ample for the use of the town 
through the entire year, although used in the most lavish manner 
for every purpose for which it is available ; besides large quantities 
have been run off for the purpose of flushing and cleansing the 
mains. The largest amount of water consumed during the year 
was in the month of July, 14,777,200 gallons, a daily average of 
476,664 gallons; and the least amount.in the month of March, 
7,468,890 gallons, a daily average of 240,932 gallons. 

During the months of August and September some few com. 
plaints were made of impurities in the water, which impurities 
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were found to consist of vegetable matter, a species of fungus which 
forms in the line of the conduit running from the filtering gallery to 
the Pumping Station and, becoming detached, finds its way through 
the pumps into the distributing pipes. As it is found that this 
- game vegetable growth forms both on the brickwork and pipes 
around the manholes on the line of the conduit, as well as on the 
wooden conduit itself, we are led to think that it requires no par- 
ticular substance to grow upon; but with the sluggish current of 
water that is usually passing through, it would be created what- 
ever the construction of conduit, though doubtless it is formed in 
larger quantities on wood than on other materials, and the only 
feasible way to remedy the trouble is by frequent flushing, thus 
washing off the fungus, then discharging it as near the engine as 
possible, prevent it from passing into the pipes; and this has been 
the method pursued. 

During the year several instances have occurred of unauthorized, 
irresponsible persons tampering with the sidewalk stops of the 
service pipes, by shutting off and letting onthe water to buildings 
at their pleasure, without the cognizance of the superintendent 
or other officer connected with the works ; and to put a stop to this 
improper practice, the Board would recommend an amendment to 
the ordinances, establishing the Brookline Water Board, by adding 
a new section as follows: 


‘¢Tf any person shall turn on or turn off the water in any of the 
water-pipes or reservoirs without the license of the Water Board, he 
shall be liable to a penalty of not less than $3, nor more than $20, 
upon conviction thereof before a trial justice or court having juris- 
diction of offences arising under town by-laws.”

No leak has occurred in any of these pipes to date. 


SERVICE PIPE. 


The service pipe was laid by contract by Kenrick Bros., as be- 
fore. Theservice pipe seems to be ina good condition; the enamel — 
with which it is coated where it has been examined appears as 
sound as on the day it was laid. The only trouble there has been 
from freezing in these pipes was where they passed through a 
loose wall on Boylston street and Washington street by Guild’s 
‘ Block. One service in each of these places was frozen up in the 
winter of 76 and’77. ‘There has been no trouble from this cause 
this winter to date. -

LEAKS. 


All the leiks in the iron pipes have occurred at the joints. 

No leak was large, and all were stopped except those in service 
pipe, by setting up lead joint again. 

That part of the force main running through the swamps has 
given no trouble the past year.

HYDRANTS. 


The hydrants are all in good repair. The cost of keeping them 
in working order has been only about half as much as it was the 
year before. The chief reason for this is that the gravel and other 
hard substances in the pipes are mostly cleared out. The leather 
valves which were substituted for the rubber two years ago to 
prevent a water hammer when opening and shutting, have been 
taken out with a few exceptions, and the rubber again used. It 
was found that any foreign substance which would generally pass 
through a rubber valve without injuring it, was almost sure to spoil 
a leather one. The water hammer was stopped so as to give no 
trouble by using a much heavier valve rod. No hydrant has ever 
frozen up. During the last three months the hydrants have all re 
ceived a heavy coat of oil paint. Their tops were painted white, 
so they can be more easily seen in the night, both by firemen and 
people frequenting the sidewalks. 


RESERVOIR. 


The only labor expended at the reservoir the past year was in 
keeping the weeds down in the walk around it and mowing the 
grass. The reseryoirand screen-chambers are in a good condition. 
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The land belonging to the town between reservoir and street might 
be greatly improved. If it was fertilized from town stable, it would 
doubtless well repay expense in the extra yield of ‘grass, and it 
certainly would make it more pleasing to the eye. The grass 
slopes are now thoroughly rooted and are in no danger of being 
washed down by spring rains. 


FILTERING GALLERY AND CONDUIT. 


The yield of water from filtering gallery is not at all diminished, 
which shows that the surrounding gravel is not being choked up. 
At the driest time last summer the supply was nearly three times 
the quantity used. But few repairs have been made on filtering 
gallery or conduit, and both are in as good condition as at any 
previous time. 


CONSUMPTION OF WATER. 


It will be seen by examining the record of consumption that 
the months when the least water was used per day, were March and 
November. At these times of the years, there is no water used 
for watering streets or sprinkling lawns, and it is not cold enough 
for people to waste much water to keep fixtures from freezing. 

The greater consumption in December, January and February, 
can only be accounted for by people letting water run to prevent 
freezing. During the coldest days the consumption was found to 
be nearly doubled. It is also increased by blowing off much 
water from hydrants. It is absolutely necessary to keep the water 
in circulation in order that it be free from taste. The fungous 
growth which lines the inside of the wooden conduit is torn off in 
part by the water when pumping is going on, and although the 
conduit is frequently flushed and fine screens are used at engine- 
house some of the growth gets into the pipes and imparts an oily 
taste to the water, unless it is kept in circulation. 

The number of days spent in blowing off the past year were 
fifty-nine and one-half. 
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TELEGRAPH. 


The telegraph connecting the Town Hall with engine-house, is of 
great alvantage by furnishing an easy and speedy means of com- 
munication and also saves considerable expense. Last summer 
an electric bell was put in the engineer’s house which can be 
started from Brookline ; the bell is rung by a cup battery, the con- 
nection being made by the operator at Town Hall, and the bell will . 
continue to ring till some one there stops it. This bell is particu- 
larly serviceable when reservoir is being drawn down and the town 
supplied from the pumps alone. The expense of keeping the tele- 
graph line and instruments in repair has been trifling.

REPORT OF THE ENGINEER. 


Pumping Sration, Brooxirne WATER WORKS, 
West Roxbury, Feb. 4, 1878. 


To the Brookline Water Board: 


GENTLEMEN,—I respectfully submit the record of pumping 
engine for 1877. 


The engine continues to work very satisfactorily. It has been 
thoroughly overhauled during the year, and is now in first-class 
condition. All the repairs have been done without the aid of out- 
side help, except some lathe work on feed pump pistons. As there 
will be considerable lathe work to be done next year, I would 
respectfully suggest that there be a lathe purchased for doing these 
repairs ; also a steam-engine indicator, for testing the working of 
engine, air-pumps, steam and water gauges, etc. By doing so, 
much expense and trouble will be saved, besides haying the work 
done more satisfactorily. 

Last November I made a connection from tank on engine to feed- 
pump suction pipe, by which the temperature of the feed water is 
raised 30°, thus effecting a saving of three per cent. in fuel. The 
duty of the engine will now compare favorably with that of any 
engine of its class in the country.

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added by the assessors to their valuation of his personal 
property. In 1874 this land was valued as the land of Mr. 
Shackel, at $51,000, and again in 1875, at $50,000. But 
these taxes were never paid by him; and finally were paid by 
Mr. Goddard, who now seeks relief from their payment. 

During these two years, Mr. Goddard continued to be 
taxed and to pay taxes, as for the amount.of the above 
purghase money secured to him by mortgage. 

In 1876, giving up his hope of obtaining the purchase 
money, he retook possession of the mortgaged land, less six 
acres, and was, in the valuation for that year, reieved from 
taxation for the amount of the mortgage. 

In the same valuation, the land, which was the year before 
valued as Mr. Shackel’s, at $50,000, was in Mr. Goddard’s 
name, valued at $38,000, making, between the years 1875 
and 1876, a total difference of $54,000 in the valuation of his 
interest in this land. 

It appears that Mr. Goddard made no seasonable applica- 
tion for an abatement of the taxes upon this land for the 
years in complaint, 1874 and 1875; indeed, it does not appear 
that while he was merely the mortgagee not in possession, 
any right or duty to himself in that respect existed. 

Nor is it at all clear that, while the sale stood as an actual 
fact, the assessors would have discreetly reduced a valuation 
which that sale appeared to justify. 

But however this might have been, your Committee are at 
present unable to find any mode in which the assessors, with- 
out or with express authority from the Town, can now 
lawfully revise their valuations for those years.. Nor does 
any method appear to your Committee in which the ‘Town 
itself can reduce those valuations, or refund from its treasury 
the money which has been paid as taxes thereunder. 

It is no pleasure to your Committee to reach this conclusion ; 
for the above facts show clearly a case of double taxation, 
and it may be also of too high valuation, based upon what 
ultimately proved to be a mistake of fact: an apparent sale, 
which afterward turned out not to be real; and as well known 
to the Board of Assessors, who form a part of this Committee,

the petitioner is of most excellent and exemplary character as 
a tax-payer, as also in the other duties of a citizen. 

But your Committee finding no error at the time in law or 
fact in the action of the assessors, find now open in law no 
mode of relief from any hardship in the case, arising from 
subsequent causes.

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REPORT OF ENGINEER. 


To the Selectmen of the Town of Brookline: 


GentTLemen, — I have now to report the completion of the 
main sewer from the village to Charles river as ordered by you 
last spring. 

It has been laid in Washington street, Brookline avenue, the 
Playground, northerly of and near the Brookline Branch railroad, 
through Carlton street, Beacon street, St. Mary’s street, and in 
the line of St. Mary’s street extended to the Harbor Commis- 
sioners’ Line in Charles river. Its position is more accurately 
stated in the ‘ Location of Main Sewer” made by the Select- 
men December 27, 1876, and represented upon an accompany- 
ing plan, except that the sewer has been laid on the northerly 
side of Washington street instead of on the southerly side as 
there given. 

At its outlet the sewer is entirely submerged, the interior 
crown being at zero of the Boston base, or mean low water in 
Boston harbor, which is below mean low water at the point in 
Charles river where the sewer discharges. 

From the Harbor Commissioners’ Line the grade of the sewer 
rises 1 in 29.762, a distance of 266.15 feet, to the bank of 
Charles river where the elevation of the crown is 9.32 and the 
elevation of the invert is 1.90. The size of this section of sewer 
is 7 ft. by 7 ft. 5 in., except just at the outlet where it is 7 ft. 
circular. From the bank of the river to ‘Aspinwall brook, a 
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distance of 6,625.65 feet, the grade rises about J in 2,000. The 
elevation of the crown at the junction of Beacon and Carlton 
streets, where the size changes, a distance of 2,308.61 feet from 
the bank of Charles river, is 10.48 and the elevation of the in- 
vert at the same point is 3.06. The size of sewer below Carlton 
street is 7 ft. by 7 ft. 5 in., and above Beacon street it is 6 ft. by 
T ft. lin. At Aspinwall brook the elevation of the crown is 
1229 and of the invert 5.21. From this point, in a dis- 
tance of 122.35 feet, crossing the Brookline Branch railroad, 
the sewer reduces to 4 ft. by 6 ft., and then to 4 ft. circular, and — 
the grade rises about 1 in 2,000. At the end of the second re- 
ducer the elevation of the crown is 12.28 and the elevation of 
the invert is 8.28. At this point the grade line coincides with 
the crown of the sewer, but between this and the outlet the sewer 
has been constructed slightly larger than was originally planned, 
and the crown rises above the grade line by the amount of this 
excess of size, which is one inch in height from Aspinwall brook 
to Beacon street, and five inches in height from Carlton street to 
near the Harbor Commissioners’ Line. From the end of the 
second reducer above mentioned the grade rises about 1 in 1,000 
to the end of the sewer near the central railroad station. For a 
distance of 1,261.55 feet, to Washington street near Brookline 
avenue, and opposite the Gas Works, the size of the sewer is 4 
ft. in diameter, circular. The elevation of the crown, at the end 
of this size is 15.55 and the elevation of the invert is 9.55, 
Thence to the terminus in Washington street near the railroad 
station, a distance of 901.70 feet, the size of the sewer is 30 in. 
by 45 in. elliptical. The elevation of the crown at the end, is 
14.45 and that of the invert is 10.70. The whole length of the 
sewer is 9,177.40 feet or 1.738 miles. At its upper terminus the 
interior crown is 1.55 ft. below the cellar grade established 
by the town. 

Bevelled pipes, six inches in diameter, are built into the sides 
or into the crown of the sewer to facilitate making connections 
for house drainage, at intervals of about forty feet, from the bank 
of Charles river to Aspinwall brook. Where the depth of 
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earth above the crown exceeds twelve feet, these connections 
were inserted in the top of the sewer, and can be entered from 
either side of the street. The pipes are extended above the 
crown, in deep cutting, so that the depth of trench for the pri- 
vate drain, to be connected with the sewer, need not be excessive. 
Where the cutting was moderate these connections were inserted 
on both sides of the sewer, except on the easterly side for a 
a distance of about eleven hundred feet below Aspinwall brook, 
and a distance of about two hundred and forty feet on the east- 
erly side, near Longwood Station, where the sewer is located in 
the old bed of Muddy river. From Aspinwall brook to a point 
near the junction of Pearl place and Washington street—except 
through the Playground—six-inch connections were put in on 
both sides of the sewer, at intervals of about forty feet. From 
near Pearl place to the terminus such connections were put in on 
the northerly side of the sewer, at intervals of about twenty feet. 

Bevelled pipes, twelve inches in diameter, are built into the 
walls at points where it is supposed that catch-basins or small 
lateral sewers will need to be connected. 

An inlet is provided for a brick sewer eighteen inches in 
diameter from Ivy street, and one for a sewer four feet in diameter 
at Aspinwall brook. 

The sewer passes under the old bed of the brook which crosses 
Washington street, near the railroad. At this point a North 
River flagging stone, two feet wide and six and one-half feet 
long, was built into the crown of the sewer in such a way as to 
replace the bed of the brook which crosses over it. Through 
the stone a slot four and one-half inches wide and four and one- 
half feet long is cut, longitudinally with the sewer, so that the 
flow of tke brook, in such amount as will pass through the open- 
ing, may at all times be received into the sewer. ‘This opening 
may be reduced to a greater or less extent, so that any needed 
quantity may be received from the brook. Whatever flow of . 
water there may be in the brook, in excess of this quantity, will 
pass on as before, in the old channel. At present the aperture Is 
wholly closed. 
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The existing sewer in Washington street, north of the railroad, 
was connected with the upper terminus of the main sewer. Just 
below this connection the main sewer crosses under the new bed 
of the brook, without connecting. 

On Washington steet, opposite the Gas Works, about 
613 feet above Walter avenue, a sump was built below the 
existing sewer, and from that a pipe twelve inches in diameter 
was laid to connect with the main sewer. [By this means all the 
ordinary flow and the rainfall from a large proportion of the 
storms, which formerly passed this point, is turned into the main 
sewer. The excess of flow from extraordinary storms will pass 
on by the old outlet to Muddy river. 

The sewer is made to cross the brook channel on Brookline 
avenue, below the Gas Works, through an iron pipe four feet in 
diameter, and about twelve feet long. The channel was enlarged 
so that the area for the flow of the brook water is as great where 
the sewer pipe crosses as at other points in the channel. In ad- 
dition to this a pit was constructed in the bottom of the channel, 
under the pipe, twelve feet long, seven feet wide and three feet 
deep, which will add to the discharging area of the brook channel, 
so tong as it is not filled with deposits. 

Until a lateral sewer is constructed near Aspinwall brook, the 
ordinary flow of the brook will pass into the sewer through the 
four feet connection. For the passage of excessive storm-waters 
a channel was built crossing under the sewer and connecting 
with the old culvert under the railroad. This channel forms a 
pit where solid matter, brought down the brook, will collect and 
need to be cleared out periodically. 

Near this point, and on the south-east side of the railroad, the 
new brook channel and the main sewer cross each other at such 
a level that the invert of the’main sewer is about two feet below 
the bottom of the brook channel. The sides of the channel and 
of the sewer are at present cut away so that there is free flow 
between them. When the flow of the sewer and the brook ex- 
ceeds two feet in depth in the sewer, it will rise above the 
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bottom of the brook and spread a certain distance down stream. 

But the bottom of the brook is lower here than it is a little distance 
down stream, so that the depth must exceed about three feet in 

the sewer before a flow will take place through the brook into 
Muddy river. Under these circumstances it was thought that 
some years would elapse before objection would arise to the 
escape of water from the sewer. But whenever objection is fairly 
made to this arrangement the brook can be carried under the 

sewer at small cost by a sunken channel, similar to that provided 

for the storm-waters of Aspinwall brook. When this is done an 

overflow from the sewer should be preserved, Above the brook, 

the sewer is 4 ft. in diameter, below the brook it is 4 ft. by 6 ft. 

An overflow weir to discharge excessive storm-waters from the 
sewer into Muddy riveris constructed about 206 ft. below Long- 
wood avenue. Itis formed by inserting two granite sills in the east- 
erly wall of the sewer, so that their rounded upper surfaces are one 
foot below the inside crown of the sewer. The two sills together 
thus form a weir 122 feet long, over which water can flow to a 
depth of one foot before the sewer will be overcharged. Having 
passed this weir the storm-water falls into an outer chamber from 
which ‘it is conducted to Muddy river through an arched channel 
6 by 42 ft. in diameter, passing under the railroad track. The 
chamber and the sewer are spanned by an arch of five feet radius 
covering the weir. 

Two flushing gates are inserted in the sewer. One is just 
above the overflow, near Longwood avenue, and the other in St. 
Mary’s street, near the northerly line of Beacon street. These 
gates are made of oak and hard-pine wood formed into one piece 
and arranged to swing upon horizontal axes. The axis is placed 
below the middle of each gate and turns in sheet-brass thimbles 
built into the walls of the sewer. ‘When closed, the gate fills the 
section of the sewer, and when open it lies horizontally and offers 
but slight obstruction to the fow. When the sewer needs to be 
flushed one of these gates can be closed, at about high-tide, so as 


to retain the water above it until the tide has fallen and that por- 
15 
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tion of the sewer below the gate is nearly empty. On opening 
the gate at this time, the great volume of water which has been 
pent up escapes with»such a velocity as to wash all deposit before 
it out of the sewer. 

Twenty-seven manholes are built at intervals in the lime, from 
the sewer up to the surface of the ground, where they are capped 
with cast-iron frames and covers. Jron bars like ladder-rounds, 
or brick steps, are inserted in the sides of the manholes to facili- 
tate passing between the surface and the sewer. At five other 
points, manholes are built a certain distance above the sewer and 
capped with stone. These can be extended to the surface if it 
should be convenient to use them. One manhole frame and 
cover was set in the brook channel near the section of 4 ft. iron 
pipe, on Brookline avenue. 

Eighteen catch-basins have been set at different points, and 
connected with the sewer. An old catch-basin, on Longwood 
avenue, was rebuilt and connected. ‘These basins should be 
examined occasionally, especially after a heavy rain-fall, and 
when the solid contents exceed a foot in depth they should be 
cleared out. 

Through a large portion of its length the sewer was built in 
“difficult ground.” Nearly all of it required close sheeting. About 
one-third of a mile in length was founded in quicksand, and 
about one-fourth of a mile in nearly fluid marsh-mud. The out- 
let is submerged at all stages of the tide. From Brighton avenue 
to Beacon street, a total distance of about 1,700 feet, the volume 
of water draining into the sewer trench was so great that two 
steam-pumps, each having discharge pipes 6 inches in diameter, 
were kept constantly at work day and night. From thence to 
the marsh near Christ Church one such pump was constantly at 
work. Between Longwood Station and Aspinwall avenue one 
steam-pump wasrun more or less during the daytime. Near and 
across Aspinwall avenue it was run constantly. On Washington 
street from Brookline avenue to a point about 200 feet above 
Pearl street the steam-pump was in constant use, 
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In Carlton street from near Monmouth street to Colchester 
street, a distance of about 525 feet, the average depth of trench 
for the sewer was about 22 feet. The material was coarse sand 
and quicksand. Near Monmouth street the quicksand extended 
about 125 feet in length of the sewer. ‘The deepest cut at this 
point was about 25 feet. 

From Carlton street to a point opposite Christ Church, a 


distance of about 800 feet, the sewer trench was cut in the side 


slope of the Brookline Branch railroad and within the railroad 
location, The necessity for keeping off the private grounds on 
one side and the frequent passing of trains close to the work on 
the other, with a body of loose earth to be supported on one side 
of the trench, very much higher than that on the other, tovether 
with quicksand, a part of the way, to be dealt with in the bot- 
tom, made this a dangerous and difficult piece of work. 

The southerly retaining wall of Longwood avenue being high 
and heavy, the sewer was carried under it, and under a_ portion 
of Longwood avenue, in tunnel. As the lower portion of this 
tunnel was in quicksand, the process was too expensive to war- 
rant its being continued beyond a point where open cutting 
became practicable. The depth of open cutting at this point was 
about thirty feet. 

The depth of open cutting at Aspinwall avenue was about 
twenty-eight feet. . 

The sewer was laid in quicksand in the following localities : 

A portion of Beacon street, a portion of Carlton street, between 
Colchester street and the railroad, near Longwood avenue, near 
Aspinwall avenue, and in Washington street, from Brighton 
avenue to within about. one hundred and sixty-one feet of the 
terminus of the sewer. The whole length in quicksand is about 
1,717 feet. Many of the citizens of Brookline will remember 
the great delay and expense incurred by the Boston Water 
Department on account of quicksand, in laying the 40-inch water 
main around the corner from Washington street into Brookline 
avenue. It was necessary for our sewer to pass alongside of this 
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pipe for some distance, and the excavation of our trench exposed 
the water pipe a portion of the way. The sewer was laid several 
feet deeper than the water pipe, but the work was accomplished 
without disturbing the pipe or any other structure. ‘The theory 
on which quicksand was everywhere treated was to draw away 
the water below the level of our work, without allowing the fine 
sand to follow it. 

The only point in the line of sewer where our first treatment 
was notentirely successful was in the marsh mud. This material 
proved to be much softer and more unstable than was anticipated. 

The marshes crossed by the sewer are located, and may be 
defined, as follows : 

First. One nearly opposite Christ Church, about 320 feet 
long, in which piles were driven from 19 to 35 feet in depth below 
the marsh level, or in general about 28 feet deep. The invert or 
water line of the sewer is about 4 feet above the Boston base, or 
6 to T’feet below the marsh level. ‘This marsh may be called the 
Sears marsh. 

Second. The old bed of Muddy river, and the marsh near 
it, south of Longwood Station, about 500 feet in length, where 
piles were driven from 16 to 29 feet below marsh level, averaging 
about 21 feet. The invert is about 4.3 feet above the base. 
This may be called the Stearns marsh. 

Third. 'The marsh north-easterly from Aspinwall avenue, 
about 500 feet long, where a large proportion of the piles ranged 
from 36 to 48 feet in length. Here the invert is about 4.8 feet 
above the base. ‘This may be called the Davis marsh. 

South of Aspinwall avenue the marsh mud was shallow, and 
cross walls of stone two or three feet high were put in to support 
the sewer. H 

Through the deep marshes the sewer rests upon piles and 
stringeis. The piles are driven in two rows, one row under each 
side wall of the sewer at intervals of 5,6, 62, T4, 8 or 10 feet 
according to the character or the depth of the mud. Each pile 
was notched to form a rest for an 8 "x 12” stringer which was 
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run longitudinally and bolted to each pile. This arrangement 
furnished a complete support to the body of the sewer and what- 
ever load might come upon it. Only a narrow strip of the invert 
depended at all upon the earth for support. As only a vertical 
load comes upon the piles from the sewer, and each pile is en- 
tirely buried in earth, it was thought there would be sufficient 
stability without side bracing. After the piles were driven, a 
trench seven or eight feet in depth in one marsh and about six 
feet deep in the others, was dug for the sewer.; the stringers 
were placed, and the sewer was built. While the first excava- 
tion was in progress, in the Sears marsh, it was observed that 
some of the piles on one side leaned inwards towards the axis of 
the sewer, but the assistant engineer in charge thought this was 
owing to inaccuracy in driving and he did not hestitate to build 
the sewer upon them. As it now appears, however, this indicat- 
ed that the mud, which was elastic, when relieved of a load by 
the excavation of the trench, swelled up from beneath, like the 
expansion of a sponge, and this in turn relieving the sides from 
pressure to a certain extent, caused a lateral motion of the mud 
which carried the piles inward along with it. This motion was 
less on the side next the railroad, where the embankment had 
consolidated the mud somewhat. ‘This lateral motion continued, 
slightly, after the brickwork was laid, causing cracks to appear in 
the invert, and, later, when the load of a full flow of water came 
upon the work, a narrow strip of the bottom settled one or two 
inches for a length of about eighty feet. 

When the cracks in the invert first appeared, braces were in- 
troduced in the work yet to be done, between the piles, laterally, 
which also, to a certain extent, furnished a support to the invert. 
The settlement occurred in that portion of the work built before 
the cross braces were introduced. 

In order to restore this strip of the invert to its proper 
position, and secure the work against further settlement, cuts 
were made across the bottom at intervals of about 34 feet, and 
bent iron straps passing from side to side below the inner course 
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of brickwork were securely fastened with screw bolts to the 
stringers. The inner course, four inches thick, was then removed 
and relaid upon a layer of concrete well rammed in place and 
brought to the proper height. After this, iron straps were put in, 
at intervals of about five feet, all the way across the marshes. 
The iron, being entirely enclosed in masonry and coated with 
coal-tar, will not be liable torapid oxidation. The whole arrange- 
ment may be seen represented upon the following diagram, No. T. 
It is evident from this experience that piling is the only suita- 
ble support for the sewer, in such material, if itis of much depth. 
An embankment would not find firm foundation for many years ; 
indeed, the railroad embankment, which has been laid for more 
than a quarter of a century and has been subjected to heavy 
trains which aid its consolidation, is still settling. ‘The marsh- 
mud south of Aspinwall avenue is not very deep but the sewer, 
or new brook channel, built there by the town, east of the rail- 
road, in 1869 or 1870, is about a foot lower in the marsh than 
under Aspinwall avenue, which is down stream from the marsh. 

In a sewer of such flat grade as that of the main sewer, and 
depending on the flow to keep the invert free from deposit, even 
a slight settlement is objectionable. 

Notwithstanding the settling and repairing in Sears marsh, 
the sewer retains its shape remarkably well. Every one who is 
accustomed to measuring the cross-section of sewers, after the 
masonry is set, knows that it is rare to find a shape exactly 
according to plan. ‘To illustrate this the following three sections, 
Nos. 1, 2 and 3, are given. 

No. 1 is a section of the sewer previously built in Washington 
street north of the railroad, and now emptying into the main 
sewer. The full line represents the contour of the sewer as it 
now stands, from accurate measurements, and the dotted line 
represents the intended cross-section, as understood. The wall 
is single course, or four inch, brickwork. 

No. 2 is a section of the new brook channel, previously built, 
crossing Washington street within the railroad location. ‘The 
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new main sewer crosses under thischannel. As before, the full 
line represents the present contour, from accurate measurements, 
and the dotted line the intended section, The wall of this chan- 
nel is three course, or twelve inch, brickwork. 

No. 3 is a section of sewer previously built, in Washington 
street, near the Gas Works. This sewer is on the south side of 
the street and was connected with the new main sewer bya pipe, 
crossing the street. The full line represents the accurately 
measured contour, and the dotted line the intended section. 
The wall is single course, or four inch, brickwork. 

It is probable that many existing sewers which are doing their 
work in different cities and towns have sections worse than these, 
though the smaller sewers are more out of shape than ought to be 
allowed. 

The following six illustrations Nos. 4, 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9, 
represent sections of the new main sewer, as now existing, from 
accurate measurements. The full lines showing the present 
contour, and the dotted lines the intended section. 

Other things being equal, the stability of a sewer depends 
largely: upon the thickness of its wall compared with its diameter. 
In the new main sewer the walls are comparatively thinner than 
in the sewers previously built and represented in the first three 
sections. The 30"x 45" sewer has only a single course, or four 
inch wall. The other sizes have double course, or eight inch 
walls, where brick is used, both in the crown and invert. Much 
the larger portion of the 7’ x 7' 5” and 6’ x 7'1” sewers have a. 
stone arch for the crown, intended to be equivalent to an eight 
inch brick wall. After the masonry has set, the form may be 
considered permanent and no change will take place, from lapse 
of time, except under extraordinary circumstances. 

No. 4 is a section of the sewer built in the worst quicksand 
found in Washington street, opposite the Gas Works. 

No. 5 is a section of the sewer nearly in the middle of the 
Davis marsh, where the mud is deepest. 

No. 6 is a section about in the middle of the old bed of Muddy 
river, in the Stearns marsh. 
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No. 7 is a section about in the middle of Sears marsh, where 
the settlement took place. This diagram also illustrates the mode 
of construction in the marshes. 

No. 8 is a section in the deep cut in Carlton street, where the 
fill is 185 feet above the springing of the arch. 

No. 9 is a section in St. Mary’s street, under the middle of the 
Albany Railroad track. 

The two sections in the Stearns and Davis marshes represent 
the crown set one course higher than elsewhere. 

Considering the character of the earth in which the sewer is 
founded, at the points represented, it is very gratifying that the 
sections have retained their shape so much better than sewers 
crdinarily do, even in geod ground. 

It will be noticed that section No. 5 leans out of plumb. At 
this point the outside crown of the sewer rises about 3 feet above 
the marsh Jevel, and after construction an embankment was filled 
over the sewer to protect it from frost. The marsh is so soft that 
it will not sustain this embankment, and it settled for some time 
rapidly. The filling was continued as the bank settled, until it 
seemed likely to stay for a time, but the settling has continued, 
and the covering over the sewer is not so deep as it should be. 
In the spring the embankment should be brought up to grade 
and filled occasionally, as may be necessary to maintain it there. 
In doing this it will be well to put some filling on the railroad side 
to balance the pressure upon the sewer. Notwithstanding this 
motion of the earth about the sewer, there appears to be no injury 
done beyond the slight leaning shown. 

A similar leaning is noticeable in section No. 2 of the sewer- 
previously built near the railroad station, though this must have 
beer from a different cause as the earth here is of the most com- 
pact chiracter. $ 

The interior surface of the main sewer is very smooth and true. 
The invert is laidin smooth brick—largely face brick—accurately 
placed to line. The inside of the arch or crown is smooth cement 
mortar giving a surface offering but slight resistance to the flow of 
water. 
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Every barrel of Rosendale cement was tested and all that did. 
not stand sixty pounds strain per square inch was rejected. About 
9,160 barrels were used, besides several hundred barrels of Port- 
land cement. 


The following diagram represents a cross-section through the 
overflow weir below Longwood avenue.

PROVIDENCE, Feb. 14, 1878. 
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REPORT. 


At a special town meeting of the inhabitants of the Town 
of Brookline, holden on Tuesday, the twenty-third day of 
January, 1877, the Third Article in the warrant calling the 
meeting being under consideration, namely : — «* To see if 
the town will accept and allow a public sewer from Wash- 
ington street to Charles river, as laid out and located by the 
Selectmen, and to act upon the votes reported by the 
Selectmen,” it was voted, ‘‘ That a committee of five, to be 
nominated: by the chair, be appointed to consider and report 
in print at the annual town meeting, or some future meet- 
jng, upon what basis assessments for the building of main 
and lateral sewers or for entering the same shall be laid.” 


The committee appointed in accordance with this vote 
herewith submit their report : 


Hitherto the system of laying sewer assessments in 
Brookline, has been to lay them upon estates only when 
drains therefrom have actually entered the sewer. At pres- 
ent the basis of assessment upon such estates is $1.25 per 
linear foot of frontage on the line of the sewer. Up to 
January 1, 1877, the town had spent for sewers about 
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$100,000, and had collected for entering the same about 
$8,000. ! 

There is certainly one objection to the present plan, 
namely 7 

All estates benefited by sewers are not assessed ; abutting 
estates afforded the opportunity of drainage can properly be 
assessed whether the owners avail themselves of the privilege 
or not. 

We think also that assessments can be distributed more 
equitably than upon the basis of frontage of abutting estates. 

Our investigations as to the best method of making sewer 
assessments at last reached this result, that we should recom- 
mend either the plan adopted by the City of Boston, or the 
one adopted by the City of Providence. 

The two plans are in substance as follows: 

Boston Puan. — ‘‘A main sewer through a valley is built, 
and its cost divided by the whole area eventually to be 
drained by it, calculated from the water-shed. A rate is 
thus fixed which each 1,000 feet should pay towards the 
main. Then as fast as branches are built, to their cost is 
added the proportion of the cost of the main, one-fourth is 
then deducted to be borne by the city, and the balance ap- 
portioned on the abutting estates according to their area, 
generally not exceeding 100 feet in depth, but sometimes 
reaching 150.” 

PROVIDENCE PLAN. — ‘‘ The proper authority for the city 
makes an estimate of all sizes of sewers to be built to complete 
the system of sewerage for the whole district to be drained, 
finds the average cost per foot which represents the average 
cost of drainage for the district,and, deducting one-third for the 
share to be borne by the city, establishes a uniform price for 
each running foot of sewer which is assessed upon abutting 
estates as their two-thirds share of the whole cost. The as- 
sessments are apportioned between abutting estates accord- 
ing to their area and frontage upon the streets in which sew- 
ers are laid, the area assessed not exceeding 150 feet in depth 
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from the street, and no assessment is made upon any estate 
until a sewer is built in the street bordering upon it.” 
The chief differences between the two plans are: 


First. One assesses a certain portion of the actual cost 
of sewers, the other assesses a certain portion of an esti- 
mated cost. 

Sccond. While each distributes the ‘cost of the largest 
or main sewer by assessment upon the whole district, the 
Boston plan limits the distribution of the cost of the smaller 
mains to their drainage district, while the Providence plan 
distributes their cost over the whole district to be drained by 
the system of sewerage of which they are a part. The local 
or ordinary sized sewers are considered by the Boston plan 
a benefit only to the estates immediately abutting upon them ; 
by the Providence plan they are considered an undivided 
part of the whole benefit procured by the whole system of 
sewerage. . 

For this reason under one plan the assessments upon es- 
tates of equal area vary in amount according to the expense 
of the local sewers in front of them; under the other the as- 
sessments in this respect are uniform, 

Under the Boston plan if an estate happens to abut on a 
street in which an inexpensive sewer is laid it pays a small 
assessment; if the sewer prove expensive its assessment is 
correspondingly increased. By the Providence plan the 
cost of the smaller sewers is averaged with the cost of the 
larger sewers and a uniform price established, and each es- 
tate abutting on a sewer is assessed its proportionate share 
not of the cost of the sewer into which it immediately 
drains, but of the cost of the average size of sewers for the 
whole district. This is done upon the theory that it is sub- 
stantially a uniform benefit to every citizen to have the 
opportunity of drainage for his property, that the benefit 
being uniform the assessment should be uniform, that the 
apportionment of cost should correspond with the distribu- 
tion of benefit. 
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Third. The Boston plan apportions the cost according 
to the area of estates assessed; the Providence plan makes 
the apportionment depend upon both area and frontage. 

After a comparison of the two plans we suggest the fol- 
lowing objections to the Boston plan: 


1. Local sewers differ so much from each other as to 
their cost that the assessments laid according thereto have 
too wide a difference. Estates receiving equal benefit do 
not pay the same assessment, but pay a greater or smaller 
sum as they happen to abut on an expensive or inexpensive 
local sewer. , 

2. Local sewers are usually built from time to time for a 
short distance only. This makes a great many works of 
special construction and therefore a great many assessments, 
which differ from each other according to the difference in 
cost of construction. 

3. A proper execution of such a plan in Brookline 
would necessitate an expert to determine what length of 
local sewer should be built from time to time, in order to 
equalize the assessments as much as possible ; to estimate the 
spreading benefits of each particular main; and to keep an 
accurate record of all expenditures, so that each estate as- 
sessed should properly be charged for each item of benefit 
from sewers constructed before the local sewer into which it 
should drain. Such an expert should be well qualified and 
his services would be constantly needed. For this reason 
his salary would add a considerable annual expense to the 
treasury of the town. 


PROVIDENCE PLAN. 


The first consideration as to the Providence plan is natur- 
ally, what dependence can be placed upon the correctness of 
the estimate. 
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Mr. Shedd’s estimate is based upon his own experience of a 
great many years, and is made up from all available data of 
the experience of others. He has made a careful and accurate 
investigation, and his conclusion is therefore entitled to great 
weight. We find, too, that the result he has arrived at is 
supported by the experience of the City of Boston. In that 
city there are at present about 180 miles of sewers. The 
average cost per foot, excluding catch-basins (and man- 
holes) of 93 miles built since Jan. 1, 1859, is $3.54. Catch- 
basins and manholes, we are told, would make a difference 
of about 70 cents per foot. Mr.Shedd’s estimate of the aver- 
age cost per foot of sewers, including catch-basins and man- 
holes, to be built to complete the system in view for Brookline, 
is $4. If all engineers, or those best competent to judge 
of such matters, should substantially agree with the estimate 
of Mr. Shedd, we should feel satisfied that his calculation 
was avery fair index of the actual cost. It is not presumed 
that it can be exact, and the question is :—Is it exact enough 
for practical purposes, or is the inexactness such as will work 
injustice ? Taxation for public works is not necessarily depend- 
ent upon the actual outlay. ‘‘The assessment must of course 
be made upon an estimate which may be more or less incor- 
rect, as all estimates for public works are likely to be, but the 
liability to error ought not to defeat a special any more than a 
general levy for future purposes.”* The moneys appropriated 
for extensive public works are usually borrowed upon the cred- 
it of the public in anticipation of the work to be performed. 
Take for instance the appropriation of six millions of dollars 
by the City of Boston, in contemplation of the fulfilment of 
the Moon Island scheme of sewerage. The interest on this 
loan must be paid by general or special tax for some years 
before it can be certain that the whole or a considerable part 
of the sum shall be expended for the purpose for which it 
was raised.

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But it seems to us that the question need be but very 
slightly, if at all, burdened with the fact that the plan levies 
taxes for future purposes. The assessments are not increased 
in view of future construction, but for that reason are made 
smaller, because the larger sewers are built first, and as the 
work progresses the number of smaller sewers increases, thus 
reducing the average cost per foot. If the system of sewer- 
age should not be completed, those persons who had paid 
assessments would have no reason to complain, inasmuch as 
their assessments had been made smaller in view of the work 
undone; and the work done had been performed wholly for 
their benefit. But it may be said the system may be com- 
pleted and the estimate prove incorrect. Suppose the esti- 
mate prove too small. The result will be merely that the 
share borne by general tax will be increased. Suppose the 
estimate prove too large. The result will be that the share 
borne by general tax will be diminished ; and the estimate 
would have to be extremely inaccurate in order to make it 
possible for the total amount of assessments to exceed the 
total cost. The city assumes all risk of loss, advances a 
large sum of money—losing interest thereby—and though 
attempting by this plan of assessment to get back only a 
certain proportion of the cost, it does not exceed its authori- 
ty if it collects something more than the proportion aimed 
at, provided it does not collect more than its actual outlay. 
The experience of other cities, however, leads us to believe 
that there is little possibility of a city or town getting back 
any larger proportion of the cost than it assumes to collect. 

It seems to us that estimated cost ought not to be objected 
to if it is shown that the sum fixed upon is reasonable, just 
and proper, and does not exceed the cost to procure the 
benefit for which the assessments are made. 

The tendeney of the plan is an equitable one. It tends 
to an equalization of assessments to correspond with the 
uniformity of benefit. 
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Which is the more equitable, the Boston plan or the Proy- 
idence plan. 

The principle upon which assessments are made at all is 
that certain estates are specially benefited by the sewers, 
and for that reason a certain portion of the cost should be 
assessed upon them. In establishing a system of sewerage, 
the ultimate view is to furnish the opportunity of drainage to 
all lands in the district. The town undertakes the work and 
intends to perform it, not merely fora portion of the dis- 
trict, but for the whole; and the case is precisely as if all 
the owners of lands in the district agreed together to build 
the system for their own benefit, and their relations to each 
other are the same whether they make such an agreement, or 
the town, by a public vote, agrees to do the work for them. 
How then, if at the outset of such an enterprise the owners 
were to agree to bear the expense, would they regard the 
apportionment of cost between themselves. What distinc- 
tions would be made as to who should bear the cost of the 
expensive smaller sewers. Would those living on the line 
of a costly sewer consent to pay its cost, when in point of 
fact it might be the necessary connecting link with a line of 
inexpensive sewers, the abutters on the latter paying only 
its cost, though reaping the benefit of the greater cost which 
had been borne by their neighbors. The work being under- 
taken as a whole for the benefit of drainage of all the lands 
in the district, it would seem that the extent of the land of 
any estate, and not its location, should be the measure of its 
share of the burden of assessment. 


A Unirorm Rate DESIRABLE. 


In determining a basis of taxation for sewer assessments, 
we think it is desirable to fix a uniform rate not only for the 
present, but for the future. The plan should be an equitable 
one, sharing the burden of assessment as equally as possible 
upon estates benefited in proportion to the benefits received. 
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In establishing a system of sewerage, there should be an es- 
timate of the cost of the whole work necessary to complete 
the system. From this estimate it should be. ascertained 
what is the proportionate share of the whole expense to be 
laid on each estate benefited. 

In order to recommend such a plan we have. found it 
necessary to consider : 

1. Whether an estimated cost of sewers, to be constructed 
in the future, can properly be made an element in the plan 
of assessment. 

2. What proportion of the whole cost should be borne 
by the town—that is, by general tax—and what proportion 
by the estates benefited. 

3. By what mode the assessments upon individual estates 
should be apportioned. 

4. When the assessments should be laid. 

5. When the assessments should be paid. 

First. Whether an estimated cost of sewers, to be con- 
structed in the future, can properly be made an element 
in the plan of assessment. 

In estimating the cost of sewers, in order to fix a uniform 
rate of assessment, the entire length of sewers in a given 
drainage district should be taken into account, and an 
average rate of cost established for each foot in length over 
the whole area. The cost per foot can be ascertained by 
dividing the whole estimated cost of construction by the 
whole number of feet to be constructed. There is no doubt 
that such an estimate cannot be exact, depending as it does 
upon so many contingencies. But we do not think it neces- 
sary to be exact in such an estimate. ‘‘ The assessment must 
of course be made upon an estimate which may be more or 
less incorrect, as all estimates for public works are likely to 
be, but the liability to error ought not to defeat a special 
any more than a general levy for future purposes.”* We

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depend entirely upon the engineer for the degree of accuracy 
which can be attained by this method of calculation; and, 
upon his authority, we report that’a result so attained will 
approach very nearly the actual cost. The actual figures 
and estimates will be given hereafter in this report. Before 
solving this arithmetical problem, however, it should first 
be determined whether, under the existing laws in this State, 
an estimated cost can be considered an element in making a 
sewer assessment. 


The legislation on the subject is as follows : 


‘¢The Mayor and Aldermen of any city and the Selectmen of 
any town may lay, make and maijutain all such main drains or 
common sewers as they shall adjudge to be necessary for the - 
public convenience or the public health, through the lands of 
any persons or corporations, and may repair the same, from time 
to time, whenever repair thereof shall be necessary ; and all main 
drains and common sewers so laid shall be the property of the 
city or town laying the same.”—Stat. 1869, chap. 111, sect. 1. 
*¢ Every person who enters his particular drain into such main 
drain or common sewer, or who by more remote means receives 
benefit thereby for draining his cellar or land, shall pay to the city 
or town a proportional part of the charge of making and repairing 
the same, to be ascertained, assessed and certified by the Mayor 
and Aldermen or Selectmen.” ‘ Nothing herein contained shall 
prevent a city or town from providing by ordinance, or otherwise, 
that a part of the expense of constructing, maintaining and repair- 
ing main drains or common sewers shall be paid by such city or 
town.”--Gen. Stat. chap. 48, sects. 4 and 7. ‘“*The Selectmen of the 
Town of Brookline may lay, make and maintain, in the said town, 
all such main drains or eommon sewers through the lands of any 
persons or corporations as they shall adjudge to be necessary for 
the public convenience or public health, and may repair all such 
main drains or common sewers, from time to time, whenever 
repairs thereof may be necessary. “The said town, and the inhabi- 
tants thereof, shall have the same rights and be subject to the same 
liabilities as if the same had been laid, made or maintained under 
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the provisions of the 48th chapter of the General Statutes, except 
as hereinafter provided.”—Stat. 1867, chap. 71, sect. 1. 

[ Besides the laws now in force, another act has been passed 
by the House of Representatives, and is now (Feb. 28, 
1878,) pending before the Senate of the Legislature. It is 
as follows: 

‘The Mayor and Aldermen of any city or the inhabitants of any 
town in which main drains or common sewers are hereafter laid 
and constructed under the provisions of chapter 111 of the Acts 
of the year 1869, may by vote determine that instead of paying 
an assessment, under section 4 of chapter 48 of the General Stat- 
utes, every person who enters his particular drain into such main 
drains or common sewers, or uses the same in any way, shall pay 
for the permanent privilege to his estate such reasonable sum as 
the Mayor and Aldermen of said city, or the Selectmen of said 
town, shall determine.” 


We remark in regard to this, that it is permissive 
merely. It allows, but does not compel, any city or town 
to charge a fixed sum for entering a drain into a common: 
sewer. This sum is left to the discretion of the city or 
town authorities, but is not made to depend upon the cost 
of the sewers. If a town chooses to act under such a law, 
only estates from which drains are entered into the sewer 
can be made to pay anything towards the cost of construc- 
tion; and abutting estates afforded the opportunity of 
drainage, but whose owners do not see fit to avail themselves 
of the privilege, cannot be made to pay anything towards 
such cost. | 

It is a question, in construing the existing statutes, 
whether the words, ‘‘ the charge of making and repairing 
the same to be ascertained, assessed and certified by the 
Mayor and Aldermen or Selectmen,” refer only to the actual 
cost of construction to be ascertained after sewers have been 
completed. We cannot find that the courts of the State 
have decided this question, or that it has ever been raised. 
In a case decided as late as 1873, Chief Justice Gray says: 
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‘¢ This case does not involve the determination of the proper 
mode of assessing future expenses of laying new drains and 
sewers, or of repairing those already laid.” This is the only 
reference to future expenses that we can find in any of the 
reported cases, either before or since that time, and it seems 
to us that although it may be a question open to argument, 
whether the preposed scheme is authorized by existing laws, 
the safer and wiser plan in furtherance of the adoption of 
the system of uniform assessments, is to ask for a special 
act from the Legislature which shall expressly delegate the 
proper authority to the Selectmen of the town. 

In recommending such action on the part of the town, 
we are not able to point to any precedent in this State as 
authority for our opinion that the act would be granted by 
the Legislature, and afterwards upheld by the courts, but we 
herewith report some of the reasons that have led us to our 
conclusion. 

Not finding a direct case in example of our plan, we have 
endeavored, by examining the legislation in regard to various 
cities, to learn what have been the methods adopted else- 
where, and what appeals have been made to the Legislature 
for an extension of the powers granted by general laws to 
lay sewer assessments. We have confined ourselves in this 

examination to the cities of Boston, Lowell, Springfield 
and Worcester, as the statutes established in their behalf 
seem to be the only ones under which cases have arisen in 
the courts. It appears to have been an invariable rule with 
all of these cities to make the assessments after the sewers 
had been completed, and without regard to the cost of sewers 
that should afterwards be made. There should be some 
reason for such uniformity of action as this, and we believe 
it can be found in the special circumstances of each case. 


Boston.—In the City of Boston, previous to’ the year 
1841, sewer assessments were laid by virtue of city ordinances 
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«*passed under the general power to make reasonable by- 
laws.” But in this year a general law was passed author- 
izing cities and towns to lay drains and common sewers, and 
since that, time no less than fourteen special statutes in 
regard to sewers have been passed in behalf of said city. 
In no one of these can we find any provision for assessing 
future expenses upon the basis of an estimated cost. Even 
in the general revision of the charter by Stat. 1854, chap. 
448, when it must be presumed all the wants of the city for 
special legislation must have been carefully considered, the 
subject of sewers was not mentioned, so that it may be 
supposed the statute of 1841, there being no intervening 
legislation as to estimated cost, was found adequate to the 
city’s plans. When it is remembered that the sewerage of 
Boston was ‘‘ begun and continued without any general sew- 
erage survey, plans and estimates,” it can be understood how 
the cost of what may be fairly called piecemeal construction 
has been assessed without any regard to future expenses, 
especially when we-consider how uncertain all plans for the 
future must always have been. We find, however, that 
finally the city endeavored to obtain from the Legislature an 
act ‘‘to allow it to fix a general rate per square foot for the 
measure of benefit to any lands abutting on a sewer,” but 
it failed. It is sufficient now to say, without discussing the 
reason of the city’s failure in this respect, that the very tact 
of this attempt shows that the vast experience of the city 
had at last taught it how necessary it was that some such 
provision should be made. 


Worcester.—The experience of the City of Worcester 
gives a very good illustration of the difficulties of assessing 
only the actual cost to be ascertained after the completion of 
sewers. Under authority of Special Law 1867, chap. 106, 
said city established ‘¢a new and comprehensive system of 
sewerage,” ‘¢At the time of the assessment sewers of about 
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24 miles in length had been constructed, at a cost exceeding 
$1,000,000. The whole amount assessed was $450,000, and 
the whole number of assessments was 2,235. At the time 
of the assessment several sewers laid out, under some of the 
orders of the city council, were constructed for portions of 
their length only, and in such cases only the estates on the 
line of those parts of the sewers that were completed were 
included in the assessment, and estates on the line of those 
parts of the sewers not completed were not included; and 
since the assessment the city has laid out new sewers branch- 
ing off from the sewers assessed at various points.” The 
actual expense incurred by the city, at the time of this 
assessment, was at best but a portion of what would be the 
cost of the whole sewer system. Estates abutting on the 
line of sewers, built later, when it became proper to assess 
them, could be made to bear their proportion of the cost of 
all that had gone before only by an elaborate calculation of 
their share of the cost, of construction up to the time their 
assessment was laid.. In the cases which have arisen under 
the act authorizing this expenditure, there is nothing to show 
how such estates were to be assessed, and the opinion of the 
learned justice herein before quoted, that the case did not 
involve the question of future expenses, seems to leave the 
validity of such assessments still undecided. 


SPRINGFIELD.—After, the general law of 1841, there was 
no special statute for Springfield until the statute of 1852, 
chapter 94, by which the city was established, and in which 
it was provided that ‘‘the city council may require all 
persons to pay a reasonable sum for the privilege of opening 
any drain into a public drain or common sewer.” By statute 
1863, chapter 107, authorizing the city to construct certain 
drains, it was provided that the benefit and expense thereof 
should be ascertained, determined and assessed after the- 
drains had been completed. The only further provision for 
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sewers was made in the act of 1873, chapter 126, amending 
the city charter, but no reference was made to the mode of 
assessment. The drains provided for by the statute of 1863 
were peculiar in this respect, that they were made * for the 
purpose of protecting private property and the streets of 
the city from damage by water during seasons of freshet.” 
The statute of 1852, providing for the payment of a reason- 
able sum for entering sewers, not being repealed or altered, 
seems to show the plan of the city, and indeed we are 
informed that their practice has been to charge for connect- 
ing with sewers ‘‘ an entrance fee varying from $50 to $100,” 
of which it was said, ‘* This amounts to only a very small 
part of the cost.” We think this principle of fixing an 
arbitrary sum for entering a sewer, the total of which sums 
amounts to only a very small part of the cost, should be 
distinguished from fixing a sum estimated from the cost of 
construction per foot at an approximately correct valuation 
of such cost. In each case the sum tobe paid by each estate 
is one made in the discretion of the city. But, in the first 
instance, the sum is purely arbitrary, and is equitable and 
just merely because it is not excessive, and because it recog- 
nizes the fact that ‘‘ estates drained are similarly benefited.” 

In the second instance the plan, while it may be made to 
rest on both of these reasons at the same time, rests also 
upon the fact that it considers the important element of cost 
of construction. | 


Lowetu.—We find no special legisiation on this subject 
for the City of Lowell, nor any information in the only case 
‘in which said city was a party. The mode of assessment, 
we are informed, is to assess area not exceeding 100 feet in 
depth, according to the assessors’ (tax) valuation per square 
foot. 


We have selected these four cities because they are the 
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only ones in this State whose sewer assessments have 
been contested in the courts, and for that reason gave special 
promise that some legal authority for our rocoremnenie tien 
might be found. We observe in regard to them, that as far 
as we can find, there has been no special legislation author- 
izing the establishment of a new and comprehensive system 
of sewerage, similar to that in view for the town of Brook- 
line, except in the case of the City of Worcester, and that, 
in-our opinion—which we think is confirmed by the court in 
said case of Butler vs. Worcester—the experience of that 
city shows that the subject of future expenses of laying new 
sewers is one that should be a part of the original plan of 
assessments. 

It may be said here that the City of Cambridge in the year 
1871, having considerable difficulty about sewer assessments, 
framed certain questions as to the law thereof, and requested 
the opinions in writing of Judges E. R. Hoar and B. R. Cur- 
tis, which opinions aes given were afterwards printed ; but 
the question of future expenses was not raised, though the 
cost of rebuilding assessed after the work was performed, 
was held to be a proper subject of assessment. 

This system of assessing upon an estimated cost has been 
adopted in the City of Providence, and though it has not yet 
been ratified by the courts, it was recommended by a com- 
mittee who had made a most patient and laborious investiga- 
tion, and was confirmed by another committee who had ac- 
quainted themselves with the details of the modes of laying 
sewer assessments in some sixty-nine cities, representing 
almost all the States in the Union. 

«The plan is adopted in the City of Boston, and we think 
very generally elsewhere, to this extent, viz.: Estates abut- 
ting on main sewers are assessed not only their share of the 
cost of the main, but also what would be their share of the 
cost of an average sized sewer if laid in the street in front of 
the estate assessed. If some such plan were not adopted, 
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estates abutting on mains would pay a smaller assessment 
than other estates which pay both their share of the main 
and of their local sewer. 

We think this plan is sound in principle. ‘Although the 
assessment for a local improvement must be limited to the 
cost, yet there is no reason in the nature of things why it 
should not be made before the work is actually done, and 
before the cost shall be finally and conclusively determined.” 
‘‘In assessing benefits, the cost of the whole work distributed 
throughout the whole district is to be kept in view.”* 

Let us suppose it to be possible to construct forty miles of 
sewers ina day, at an average cost of $4 per foot. The number 
of feet constructed will be 40 times 5280; that is 211,200 feet. 
The cost of construction will be 211,200 times $4, which is 
$844,800. This expense can by law be assessed propor- 
tionally upon the estates benefited, and the work being done 
ina day, the assessment could be laid on the next day. 
Suppose now that it will take ten years, instead of one day, to 
construct the forty miles, the assessment will then be laid at 
intervals as the work progresses, and if computed from the 
cost of construction as it progresses, it will involve continual 
calculation and continual apportionment. If, however, the 
assessment is computed from said estimated cost, it can be 
laid upon the estates benefited as the work progresses; and 
the final result in the total amount of assessments will be the 
same as if the whole work had been. performed in a day, and 
the assessment laid the next day, the only difference being 
in the time of laying the assessment. 

Second. What proportion of the whole cost should be 


borne by the town—that is, by general tax—and what pro- 
‘ portion by the estates benefited. 


In deciding this question it is well to observe, in the first 
place, that there is no limit by statute as to what part of the 
expense shall be paid by the town. ‘This leaves us to con- 
sider :

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1. Shall the town pay the whole expense, or shall the 
estates benefited pay the whole expense. 

2. If it shall be decided that neither the town nor the 
estates benefited shall separately pay the whole expense, 
what part thereof shall each pay. 

First. Shall the town pay the whole expense, or shall 
the estates benefited pay the whole expense. 

We have had no difficulty in agreeing to recommend that 
neither the town nor the estates benefited shall separately 
pay the whole expense. Public sewers are made not only 
for the general public good, but also ‘* upon the assumption, 
that a portion of the community is to be specially and pecu- 
liarly benefited” in the increase in value of lands to be 
drained by the sewers. ‘* The justice of demanding a 
special contribution ” to the cost of construction ‘‘ is sup- 
posed to be evident in the fact, that the persons who are to 
make it, while they are made to bear the cost of a public 
work, are at the same time to suffer no pecuniary loss there- 
by, their property being increased in value by the expendi- 
ture to an amount at least equal to the sum they are re- 
quired to pay.”* ‘* Take the case of money expended in 
effecting an improvement of a local character, which al- 
though it may inure, to a certain extent, to the benefit of the 
public, is nevertheless especially necessary tor, and beneficial 
to, private property in the immediate vicinity. It certainly 
would not be equitable or just, or tend to an equalization of 
public burdens, that the cost of such a work should be laid 
on the whole people, or upon those living remote from the 
locality, having no property connected with the improve- 
ment, and who could derive but little or no benefit from its 
construction.” tf 

‘< As there are thus two interests, somewhat distinct to be 
subserved by a system of public sewers, it is proper that the

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public bear a part of their cost, and the owners of abutting 
estates whose property is more immediately benefited should 
bear the rest.”* 

Second. If it shall be decided that neither the town nor 
the estates benefited shall separately pay the whole expense, 
what part thereof shall each pay. 

In determining what part the town should pay, our first 
question has been, whether the cost of the present intercept- 
ing sewer should be calculated in the estimate of all the cost 
of construction to be assessed; or whether, being more in 
the nature of a public work than ordinary sewers, it should 
be paid for entirely by general tax. It may be said, on one 
side, that, being, to a great extent, merely a substitute for 
the water-course of Muddy brook, which has afforded nat- 
ural drainage heretofore for the town, it should be paid 
for out of the general tax, inasmuch as estates heretofore 
benefited by the possibility of drainage into said brook, - 
though acquiring a similar benefit by the construction of this 
work, should not be put to expense for the enjoyment of a 
benefit which always had been, and always could be, afforded 
to them without expense. 

Our answer to this is, that the intercepting sewer is not 
only a part, but the foundation of. the whole«contemplated 
sewer system. It is to be the ultimate conduit of the com- 
plicated net work of mains and laterals; it is not only to do 
the work of Muddy river, but it is to comprehend a scheme 
of which said river could perform only a small part; it is to 
do all of this ina better manner; it is not only to be a great 
sanitary measure for the general public good, but it is to be 
of special benefit to all the estates eventually to be drained 
by it, by providing a complete, sure, ready, secret transit 
to open tide-water, thereby substituting, for the benefit 
which those enjoy who have had the opportunity to drain 
into Muddy river, a greater benefit, the value of which can

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and should be estimated in dollars and cents , and assessed 
upon the estates benefited. | 

We, therefore, recommend that the cost of the intercept- 
ing sewer be included in the estimate of all the cost of con- 
struction to be assessed. 

If our recommendation in this respect shall be followed it 
remains to be decided what part of the whole cost shall be 
borne by the town, and what part by the estates benefited. 

The comparative advantages of a sewer to the public and 
to individuals have been very well stated as follows: 


‘¢ The advantage to the public ofa system of sewers is: first, 
the promotion of the general health by the prompt removal 
and disposal of sewage and offensive matter; and, second> 
by freeing the streets from surface water in all but excep- 
tional storms. The individual advantage is in the exemption 
thereby obtained from the construction and maintenance of 
cesspools and vaults, and the facility for the easy and con- 
venient removal from the premises of sewage and. night- 
soil, without offence to health or sense.” 

Now it is evidently impossible to fix precisely in what 
proportion these advantages stand to each other ; nor is there 
any arbitrary rule made in regard to this by the general 
laws, the only provision therein for the division of cost 
being for the City of Boston which is compelled to pay one- 
quarter part thereof. In other cities, so far as we can find, 
the practice is by no means uniform, though the most com- 
mon rule is for the town to assume either one-quarter or 
one-third. 

It is difficult to determine as to this division of cost 
between the town and individuals, but we have decided to 
recommend that the town assume one-third part. | 

In coming to this conclusion we have been largely influ- 
enced not only by a common practice in other places, but 
also by the following statement by Mr. Shedd: 
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‘Three distinct and important objects are to be accomplished 
by public sewers : 

‘¢ Hirst. The carriage of storm-waters. 

‘¢ Second. The removal of liquid refuse. 

“ Third. The drainage of the subsoil about dwellings. 

‘‘Of these objects the first may be considered as a public 
interest and the others as private interests, although in their 
proper accomplishment there is a certain value to the public on 
account of the favorable effect upon the general health. 

‘‘The sewers must be much larger than would otherwise be 
necessary in order to accomplish the first object, and deeper to 
accomplish the others. 

‘‘As in construction a greater expense is generally required in 
making the sewers large for the public benefit than in making them 
deep for the private, it might be urged that the proportion of cost 
borne by the public should be greater than that assessed upon the 
abutters. But the demand for the removal of storm-waters, for 
the public benefit, is not ordinarily so great or so immediate as 
that for the removal of refuse from the vicinity of dwellings, and 
therefore the construction of sewers might be more safely delayed on 
the public account than on the private. Asa postponement of expen- 
diture would be equivalent toa saving in cost, the public should pay 
a less proportion for sewers constructed before they are required 
for the public use. The public also has the first cost of the whole 
work to pay, and assumes all the risk of construction, and must 
wait for collections of assessments, losing interest meantime. The 
services of town officers in attending to the work is not usually 
charged as a part of the cost. The whole responsibility of main- 
taining and caring for the sewers, making repairs, and sometimes 
rebuilding, rest also with the public. 

_* Taking these things into account, and giving due weight to all 
the conditions of the case, I think a proper division of the first 
cost will be made by assessing two-thirds of the cost upon owners 
of estates abutting upon the sewers, and one-third upon the public 
at large.” 


Third. By what mods the assessments upon individual 
estates shall be apportioned. 


Every assessment, to be valid, must be laid upon lands 
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benefited by the sewer; and in apportioning the assessments 
the duty of the assessors is not ‘‘to ascertain the exact 
degree of benefit conferred upon each particular estate,” but 
to adopt some standard by which the assessments may be 
equitably and ratably assessed upon the estates benefited, 


the benefits received being proportionate to the standard 
adopted. 


From this we have resolved two questions : 


1. What estates and what benefit are meant by estates 
benefited ? 


2. What standard shall we. recommend as the basis of 
assessment ? 


First. <<‘ Estates benefited” we understand to mean lands, 
exclusive of buildings thereon, abutting on streets through 
which sewers have been laid; and we understand that such 
lands are benefited not only by the construction of the sewer ° 
in the street on which they happen to abut, but are also 
benefited by the previous or subsequent construction of all 
connecting sewers, by which they are enabled to drain into 
the final Bitlet 

The benefit to estates benefited we understand to be the 
same in kind to all; namely, the opportunity afforded to 
drain into the sewer, and thereby the increase in value of 
the lands drained. 

Recurring now to our former illustration of supposing it 
to be possible to construct forty miles of sewer in a day, 
and the comparison as to the mode of laying the total 
amount of all assessments on the next day, with the plan of 
constructing the forty miles in ten years, instead of one day, 
and laying the assessment as the work progressed, upon the 
basis of an average cost per foot estimated for the whole 
work of construction, it can readily be seen how the plan of 
assessing, according to an estimated cost of construction for 
the whole sewer district, accords with our definition of — 
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estates benefited. For, assuming that an estate is benefited 
by a sewer only when such sewer is laid in the street bor- 
dering upon it, and that no assessment is laid until that 
time, and that such assessment for each estate is its propor- 
tional share of the same estimated cost of construction, the 
amount of no assessment upon an estate depending upon the 
size of the sewer into which it immediately drains,—assum- 
ing, we say, all this, then it follows*that all estates benefited 
by sewers are assessed equitably and ratably alike as to the 
time the benefit accrues, as to the time of assessment, and as 
to cost of construction. 


Second. What standard should be the basis of assess- 
ment? 

This leaves only one other element upon which the amount 
of assessment upon each estate should depend, and that, we 
think, must be either the value, the area, or the length of 
‘ frontage of each estate upon the line of the sewer. The as- 
sessment upon each estate is its proportionate share of the 
whole cost of construction, and the question is whether it 
shall be made to bear the same proportion to the whole cost 
of construction as the value of the estate bears to the total 
value of all the estates benefited, or the area of the estate 
bears to the total area of all the estates benefited, or the 
frontage of the estate bears to the total amount of frontage 
of all the estates benefited ; or whether the benefit, being in 
a measure proportionate to all of these three things, the 
amount of each assessment should depend upon the value, 
the area and the frontage of each estate to be assessed. 

In Massachusetts, the rule seems to have been to as- 
sess according to the value of the lands benefited, inde- 
pendent of the buildings thereon, and this rule, has 
repeatedly received the sanction of the courts, and indeed 
has been declared to be the most reasonable and. usual one. 
Singular as it may seem, however, we find no instance of 
a sewer assessment, laid according to frontage or area, being 
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contested on that ground in the courts of this State, though 
each plan of assessment has been in use in different cities 
and towns. The reason of this may be, that this method of 
laying sewer assessments is a comparatively new one in this 
State, and has been but recently adopted; for we find no 
allusion even to it except in one case decided in 1875,* in 
which there is only a bare reference to the extent of the land 
assessed, that apparently being considered, as a matter of 
course, one element to which the amount of benefit received 
is proportionate, and upon which the amount of assessment 
could properly be made to depend. 

_ In other States there seems to be some conflict of authority 
as to the validity of sewer assessments laid in proportion 
only to front feet of abutting estates, though street assess- 
ments for paving, expenses of laying sidewalks, etc., are 
now generally laid upon this plan. It seems to be the opin- 
ion of the court in Connecticut that the benefit to an estate 
is not in proportion merely to the front feet abutting on the 
sewer, but also to the area and value of the estate. ‘In 
Pennsylvania, assessments which charged upon lots a portion 
of the cost of sewers not to exceed a certain maximum per 
foot front, have been sustained.” In Michigan,t it has been 
decided very recently that a sewer tax, laid according to 
superficial area of land benefited is not valid. But this 
decision was upon an assessment laid under an act of the 
Legislature, providing that the Common Council should first 
determine what lands were benefited, and that the assess- 
mentshould then be made ‘‘upon the lots, lands and premises 
within the district in proportion to the number of superficial 
feet therein.” This was held to be too general a provision, 
inasmuch as under it lands remote from the sewer and not 
directly and peculiarly benefited could be taxed equally with 
those estates afforded the opportunity to drain directly into 
the sewer, the act not confining the assessment to lands upon 
the streets in which the sewer was laid. It was further

{ Thomas vs. Gain, 35 Michigan Reports, 155, and cases cited 
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expressly stated in the opinion that this case was ‘not 
intended to decide or to intimate that a sewer tax may not, 
under some circumstances, be lawful, though apportioned by 
the area of the lots assessed.” 

We have concluded that ‘‘ the cost of sewers being in 
proportion to their length, and also to the frontage of abut- 
ting estates, the length of frontage should be an element in 
the plan of assessment; but the benefit of a sewer, while in 
a measure dependent upon the frontage, is much more 
dependent upon area; and this should also be taken into 
account in the plan of assessment.” 

The element of taxation according to value of property 
enters largely into a plan by which the town assumes one- 
third of the whole cost, while at the same time it advances 
the whole cost of construction, thereby losing interest on a 
large sum of money for a number of years. All of this 
portion of the expense—namely, the one-third assumed by 
the town and the said interest upon the whole amount 
advanced—is met by general tax which is apportioned among 
property owners according to the value of their property. 

We have decided to recommend, as to the remaining por- 
tion of the expense, that the value of the Jand assessed should 
be entirely disregarded in the plan of assessment. We are 
unable to see how estates of different value but of equal 
frontage and area, can be said to be benefited in proportion 
to their value. It seems to us to approach much nearer a 
just apportionment to say that they are benefited in propor- 
tion to their area and frontage. A sewer tax is nota levy 
‘‘for general purposes,” it is an assessment laid upon the 
land on account of benefit to the land. We have said before 
that the benefit is the opportunity to drain the land, and the 
increase thereby in the value of the land. The extent of 
such increase in value depends, we think, not as a rule upon 
the value of the land at the time of the assessment, but 
merely upon the fact that it can drain into the sewer. Can 
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it be said that this increase in value of different estates will 
be in proportion to their difference in value? It costs as 
much, upon a general plan, to drain one acre of land as it 
does to drain another, and it is this cost that is assessed. 
The construction of a sewer saves the cost of cesspools. Is 
this saving of cost to each estate in proportion to its value? 
In some instances the sewer must be made of extra depth 
and cost in order to drain low lands, which are usually of 
comparatively little value. Are such lands benefited in pro- 
portion to their value, which we have said is comparatively 
small? It is evident that they belong to the class of cases 
most benefited by the sewer, and the benefits they receive 
are in a far greater degree proportional to their area and 
frontage than to their value. It is true, to be sure, that the 
plan of assessing estates according to their value has been 
repeatedly upheld in the courts of this State, and the plan 
of assessing lands according to their yearly value has been 
sanctioned in England ; but the question is not whether such 
plans are equitable, but whether they are as equitable as the 
plan of assessing according to area and frontage combined. 
The courts have not, so far as we can find, declared the area 
and frontage assessment an inequitable one. They have 
merely contined their decisions to a discussion of the cases 
brought before them, and have approved the assessment by 
value without disapproving the mode we have suggested. 
The general practice in cities and towns has been to estimate 
the benefits of sewers according to the value of the lands 
benefited, and hence only cases involving the equity of 
that principle have come before the courts, but we believe 
that the practice of estimating benefits according to the area 
of lands benefited is fast becoming popular; it was adopted 
last year in the City of Boston. Mr. W. H. Bradley, the 
superintendent of the sewer department, tells us, that 
under the old system, ‘‘ the value of lands being a matter 
of judgment gave rise to many complaints of too high 
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assessments.” We believe that this ‘* matter of judgment as 


to the value of lands” has been the chief cause of dissatis- 
faction with sewer assessments, and we are strongly of the 
opinion that such assessments should, if possible, be made 
to depend upon something like area and frontage ‘* which can 
be accurately determined.” But it was decided, in the 
Michigan case, that a sewer tax, laid according to area, is 
not valid, if that area is not distinctly defined and limited, 
so that it may fairly be said each assessment, laid according 
thereto, is upon an estimate of actual benefits. We have 
decided therefore to recommend : 

That, in so far as area shall be considered an element in 
the plan of assessment, it shall be the area of estates abut- 
ting on the street in which the seweris laid and extending 
back therefrom to an extent not exceeding 100 feet. This 
is on the assumption that this is as accurate and fair a calcu- 
lation of the average depth of lots in the Town of Brook- 
line as a general estimate can be. 


Fourth. When the assessments should be laid. 


As the assessment is by statute a lien upon the land, and 


as the lien attaches to the land at the time of assessment, it 
is important to fix the time when the assessment upon each 
estate should be laid. It certainly seems equitable to lay 
the assessment at the time the benefit accrues; that is, when 
it is made possible to drain the land by the sewer. 

Now, if a uniform rate of assessment is fixed, the amount 
to be laid upon each estate depending merely upon its front- 
age and area, it is evident that it is simply a matter of com- 
putation to determine the amount of each assessment, and 
if the time for making this computation is fixed at a period 
alike for all—namely, when the benefit accrues—the justice 
of the plan is apparent. By this method, 

No time of the Assessors is wasted. 

There is no need, as was the case with the City of Wor- 
cester, of waiting until the expenditure for sewers reaches 
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millions of dollars before an apportionment of assessments 
is made, in order that as much as possible of the actual cost 
of sewers may be assessed. 

There is no need to consider the past as distinguished 
from future expenses, the rate being uniform, the cost esti- 
mated, and the time of assessment fixed. 

Our opinion is, therefore, that the assessment upon any 
estate should be laid when a sewer is builtin a street bordering 
upon it, and when it is made possible to enter and drain 
into the sewer by a drain from the estate. 


Fifth. When the assessments should be paid. 


By the existing laws a sewer assessment is made a lien for 
one year upon the estate assessed. This necessitates the 
payment of the assessment in one year or the loss of the lien. 
We think the lien should be made by statute to exist for 
three years, and that period of time should be allowed for 
the payment of assessments, in three equal annual instal- 
ments, with interest. There are abundant precedents for 
such a plan. ; 


What uniform rate should be established. 

It remains now to determine what rate per foot of front- 
age and per foot of area shall be established. 

Mr. Shedd’s estimate is that a rate of 75 cents per front 
foot and 1} cents per square foot of area, not exceeding 150 
feet in depth from the street, will be necessary in order for 
the town to get back two-thirds of the whole expenditure. 
As the larger, that is the most expensive, sewers are built 
first, this rate at first would be too small, and would ap- 
proach two-thirds of cost in proportion as the whole work 
neared completion. The experience of the City of Provi- 
dence illustrates this. There the rate established was 60 
cents per front foot and 1 cent per square foot of area, not 
exceeding the depth of 150 feet. The city assumetl two- 
fifths of the whole cost, and the remaining three-fifths was to 
be assessed upon abutting estates. After the expenditure 
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had reached $1,816,248.61, the assessments amounted to 
$507,301.98, or about 381 per cent. of cost —of the 60 per 
cent. aimed at. Up to this point the cost of construction 
per foot had been $6.60, but as the work progresses the 
proportion of smaller sewers increases, thus reducing the 
average cost per foot of the whole work, and making the 
total amount of assessments constitute a larger portion of 
the whole cost. It is evidently impossible in such an esti- 
mate to determine precisely what rate of assessment would 
bring back to the town just two-thirds of all its expendi- 
ture. Making the best allowance we can for all contingen- 
cies, we think that a rate of 75 cents per front foot and 1 
cent per square foot of area, not exceeding 100 feet in depth 
from the street, will make the sum assessed upon each indi- 
vidual reasonable, just and proper, and on the completion 
of the system of sewerage the total amount of assessments 
will bring back to the town nearly two-thirds of its whole 
expenditure. 

We recommend then in substance as follows: 

1. The assessment upon any estate should be its propor- 
tionate share of the estimated cost of the whole work neces- 
sary to complete the sewer system. 

2. The town should assume one-third of the whole cost, 
and the remaining two-thirds should be assessed upon the 
estates benefited. 

3. The amount of assessment upon any estate should de- 
pend upon its frontage and area, the latter being limited 
to a depth of 100 feet, from the street in which a sewer is 
laid. 

4. Anassessment should be laid upon an estate only 
when a sewer is built ina street bordering upon it, and a 
drain can be entered from the estate into the sewer. 

5. Assessments should be paid at the election of the 
owner of the estate assessed, either when assessed or in 
three equal annual instalments with interest within three 
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years from the time of assessment; provided the owner, if 
intending to pay in instalments, shall notify the Selectmen, 
in writing, of such intention within three months from the 
time of assessment. 

6. The Town should establish as a uniform rate of assess- 
ment seventy-five cents per front foot, and one cent per square 
foot of area of all estates to be assessed; but should limit 
the area to be assessed to a depth of 100 feet from the street. 

In order to make it possible for the town to adopt these 
recommendations we have petitioned the Legislature for the 
passage of the following act : 


Secr. 1. The Townof Brookline after making an estimate 
of all sizes of sewers intended to be built to complete its 
system of sewerage, and finding their average cost per foot 
to represent the average cost of drainage, may then, after 
deducting the share to be borne by the town, establish a uni- 
form rate of assessment to be laid upon abutting estates as 
their share of the whole cost. The assessments may be 
apportioned between abutting estates according to their area 
and frontage upon the streets in which sewers are laid, by 
fixing a uniform rate of assessment for each foot of front- 
age and each square foot of area to be assessed. 

Sect. 2. All assessments made under this act shall con- 
stitute a lien upon the real estate so assessed for three years 
after they are laid; and if the owner of the estate shall give 
notice to the Board authorized to make the assessment with- 
in three months from the time the assessment is laid that he 
desires to have the amount of such assessment’ appor- 
tioned, said Board shall apportion the same into three equal 
parts and certify such apportionment to the assessors of the 
town, and said assessors shall add one of said equal parts, 
with interest thereon from the date of the apportionment, to 
the annual tax of said estate for the three years next ensuing. 
If such notice is not given by the owner of any estate 
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assessed within three months from the time of assessment, Or, 
if after an apportionment has been made as herein provided 
and the owner of the estate assessed neglects to pay any in- 
stalment of the assessment within three months from the time 
it is due and payable, then the whole assessment due may be 
enforced as provided in the forty-eighth chapter of the Gen- 
eral Statutes. And all assessments laid upon real estate, 
for any of the causes mentioned in this act, which shall remain 
unpaid after the same have become due or payable, shall 
draw interest from the time when the same become due or 
payable, until the time of payment thereof. 

Sect. 3. <A person aggrieved by such assessment may 
have the same rights of appeal and hearing as provided in 
the sixth section of the forty-eighth chapter of the General 
Statutes. 

Secor. 4. This act shall take effect upon its acceptance 
by a majority of the voters assembled at a town meeting of 
the Town of Brookline.

MENO RTT Y REPORT 


OF THE 


COMMITTEE ON SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


The undersigned members of the Committee on sewer 
assessments, while agreeing with much of the reasoning of 
the foregoing report, believe the relations of the building 
lands in Brookline with similar lands in Boston to be so 
close, that itis important that the system of sewer assessments 
should be the same in both municipalities. And while they 
do not consider the Boston system free from objectionable 
features, they do not consider these so serious as to make it 
inexpedient for the town to adopt it. Every system of as- 
sessment must be more or less arbitrary, and probably no 
system could be devised to which there would not be objec- 
tions both theoretical and practical. 

They therefore recommend the Town of Brookline to 
adopt the plan for assessments for sewers which is now in 
force in the City of Boston.

TRUSTEES’ REPORT. 


The Trustees herewith present their twenty-first annual report, 
together with those of the librarian and the treasurer. That the 
library grows steadily in the appreciation of our citizens is demon- 
strated by the increasing circulation of books with every year of 
its existence. 

It is believed that the additions made to the library are equal in 
character to those of any former year. In the purchase of books 
it has been the object of the Trustees to consult the tastes of all 
portions of the community, and, by the acquisition of books of 
permanent value and standard character, to increase the facilities 
of the library for the use of students, or those making researches 
in any department. While the Board have not purchased all the 
new books of the year, they believe that they have added to the 
library the most of those of real value. If, in the opinion of any 
citizen, any omission has been made, the Board will feel grateful 
to have such omission brought to their notice for consideration. 
The Board also request, that any person who fails to find in the 
library any book which he may call for, will bring the attention of 
the Board to such book. 


Funps. 


The income of the Gardner fund has been very usefully employed 
in the purchase of valuable books, among which are the following : 
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Adams’ Mediterranean, Cesnola’s Cyprus, Dyer’s Modern Europe, 
Edwards’ Nile, Furness’ Shakespeare, Grant’s Newspaper Press, 
the publications of the Hakluyt Society, Jewitt’s Stately Homes of 
England, Nichols’ Art Education, Poor’s Money, Prime’s Pottery, 
Schliemann’s Mycenz, Thomas’ Printing, and Yule’s Marco Polo. 

Among the standard books purchased with the income of the 
Hall fund, may be especially mentioned, Latham’s Johnson’s Dic- 
tionary, Knight’s Mechanical Dictionary, Hibberd’s Beautiful 
leaved Plants, and Steinmetz’s Jesuits. 


STATISTICS. 


The total number of volumes now in the library is 21,416, and 
of this number 1,184 have been added during the past year. 

The circulation for the year has amounted to 53,425 volumes, 
the unusual number of 50,427 being for home use. 2,998 volumes 
have also been consulted for reference! 


MUTILATION OF Books. 


The American Library Journal says: 


*« Public Libraries are subject to depredations of this kind to a degree that 
renders a ceaseless diligence necessary for its prevention. It has been found that 
the purloining of books, either directly or indirectly, can be controlled to an extent 
which has reduced the loss in the best regulated institutions to one-tenth of one per 
cent. of issues. The evil practices shown in tearing, defacing, and marking books 
are far more serious on account of the much greater difficulty of detecting the 
offender, the books passing through so many hands.,”’ 


To the Brookline library the wilful and deliberate ruining of 
books has become a matter of the gravest consideration. It is 
certainly bad enough that children should rub their pencils over the 

pages of the story-books, deface the pictures, and cover the fly-leaves 
_ with nonsensical and frequently indecent composition ; and it should 
subject them to the most prompt punishment upon discovery. 

The loss in these cases, however, is not so great, since this class of 
books wear out pretty fast. at best, and the cost of replacing them 
is not large. But no expression can too strongly condemn the 
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practice of many young men and women who habitually write their 
silly comments upon the margins of works of biography, travel 
and fiction, who cut out extracts and illustrations that they may 
fancy, and who even remove whole pages if it suits their require- 
ments to do so. 

In several such instances the Board have been enabled to trace 
the culprits and have obliged them to replace the books by new 
copies hoping that such leniency would be appreciated. But it is 
daily becoming evident that nothing short of, at least, heavy fines 
will cure the growing evil. Henceforth, the statute will be rigidly 
enforced. 

That other libraries meet with a similar experience is shown by 
the following cases, quoted from the American Library Journal : 


«Tn one of our Public Libraries a young woman of eighteen, who had marked 
the margins of ‘ Middlemarch’ with gushing effusions, was made to read the 
Statute of the Commonwealth, which provides fine and imprisonment, with tearful 
effect, and is no doubt a better member of society to-day. 

A library in Boston recently caused a fine of $20 to be imposed upon a student — 
in one of our colleges, for tearing out a score of leaves for ‘ ponying’ purposes from 
an English translation of Cicero; and a placard giving the name and residence of 
the offender, with the nature of the offence and punishment, was printed and posted 
on the walls of the Library.”’ 


The Board sincerely hope such condign punishment may be 
avoided in Brookline; the same offence, however, has occurred 
here, and the highest penalty that the law prescribes is not too 
great for such villany. In this connection we would most earnestly 
caution all persons against the pernicious habit of turning down 
leaves to mark places. Many of our costly books have been in this 
way greatly injured, and the annual depreciation of the library from 
this practice has become a serious matter. We hope that we can 
count upon the co-operation of the citizens in our efforts to preserve 


our library. 


Tue Reapinc-Room. 


The reading-room evidently grows in popularity, and the large 
collection of home and foreign periodicals, newspapers and pictorials 
attracts numbers of visitors, especially during the afternoons 
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and evenings. Few town libraries expend so much upon this 
class of literature as our own, and the Board are glad to note 
the constant increase of readers. Most, if not all, public libraries 
restrict the use of the reading-room to persons above the age 
of fourteen, but the policy of this Board has-always been to give 
to every decent and well-conducted child, without regard to age, 
all the facilities for amusement or instruction which the library 
can afford, in the belief that the wear and tear resulting from fair 
handling of magazines is fully offset by the pleasure and improve- 
-ment derived from their persual. 

Children are, however, restless and excitable, and their emo- 
tions are often beyond their control; the result is a ceaseless hum 
throughout the room, which renders attentive reading or study im- 
possible. The Board have therefore caused tables and chairs to be 
placed at the westerly end of the open hall, and the juveniles will 
henceforth be allowed to take the pictorials and magazines there 
for inspection. The Board hope that this new arrangement will be 
mutually agreeable to them and to those persons of more ad- 
vanced years, to whom the use of a quiet room for reading is a 
necessity. 


APPROPRIATION. 


An appropriation of $4,000 is recommended for the present year. 
Nearly five years have elapsed since the printing of the catalogue. 
The desirability of a supplementary catalogue is manifest to the 
-Board. Should the town approve the prosecution Of this work 
during the present year, an additional appropriation of $1,000 
would be necessary. 


CoNCLUSION. 


The library work has been performed as usual, with efficiency 
and fidelity by the librarian and her assistants. The Trustees 
aim to,afford the use of the library, and to extend its benefits to the 
largest possible number of citizens and residents of the town; and 
to make its privileges as liberakas its preservation and systematic 
order will permit. The largely increased circulation of books 
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during the past year encourages the Trustees in the hope that our 
really excellent library is advancing in both its recreative and its 
educational value.

LIBRARIAN'S REPORT, 1877-78. 


Brooking, Feb. 1, 1878. 
To the Trustees of the Brookline Public Library: 


GENTLEMEN,—I herewith respectfully present my sixth annual 
report, containing a general record of the library and its work, for 
the official year ending January 31, 1878. 

In gathering and arranging the material upon which the report 
is based, one cannot but note the fact that while there are no re- — 
markable occurrences to mark the library year, there are pleasing 
evidences of unabated progress and prosperity, both in its history 
and statistics, affording abundant cause for congratulation. It is 
a source of genuine pleasure to be able to state that, owing to the 
undiminished liberality of the town appropriation, the library has 
not lost ground during a time of general business depression, but 
has been enabled to maintain its standard, to extend its usefulness, 
and to meet increased demands upon its resources. 


CoNDITION OF THE LIBRARY. 


At this date the library contains 21,416 volumes, including un- 
used duplicates, against 20,282 reported last year. ‘The duplicates 
have only increased 24 volumes by gift and 4 volumes by with- 
drawal from the book shelves, making the present number in the 
pamphlet room 1,184, and leaving 20,332 volumes in the library 
for circulation and reference. 

The constant use of the works of fiction manifests itself in 
worn-out and condemned books to the number of 123 volumes. 
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Of these 4 have been permanently withdrawn, 64 have been 
replaced, and the remainder have been ordered and will be received 
in a few days. 

In order to keep the books in presentable condition for circula- 
tion, 6,073 volumes have been re-covered and re-labelled by the 
assistant librarians, and the bookbinder’s schedules show 324 
volumes rebound and repaired. 


ABUSE OF Books. 


Due allowance being made for unavoidable wear and tear, inci- 
dent to a circulation of more than 53,000, the general condition of 
the larger portion of books is up to the usual standard; but I 
regret to report that the special condition of the books of fiction 
reflects discredit upon a large class of: the book borrowers of 
the community. 

It is a Jamentable fact, that scarcely a book upon the shelves of 
the popular departments is free from writing in one form or another, 
including marginal notes, shopping memoranda, orders for grocers 
or provision dealers, solutions of mathematical problems, doggerel 
and slang. 

Nearly every volume of Harper’s Weekly is badly marked, 
thumbed and torn beyond repair, and the volumes of Punch are 
following rapidly in the same fashion. [Illustrations are torn from 
books and magazines, and even the walls of the reading-room have 
been defaced by the worst of scribblings in defiance of all rule or 
right. 

It is a difficult matter for librarian or assistants, with their 
utmost vigilance to prevent this lawlessness which skilfully evades 
detection and justice, hence only three cases of this kind have been 
successfully traced, proved and punished during the year. 

The query naturally arises, where lies the responsibility, and 
the remedy? A certain clause in the regulations declares that: 
** The librarian shall be responsible for the due care and keeping of 
all the books and other public property in the library ;” but one en- 
dowed with the hands of Briareus and eyes of Argus, would not 
begin to meet the requirement as long as many book borrowers ~ 
remain devoid of conscience, or shirk their responsibility in the 
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matter. Therefore your librarian is disposed to divide such a 
heavy burden and to place the greater share, where it justly be- 
longs, upon each individual borrower. 

Undoubtedly much of tue injury to the books is done by the 
thoughtless and the young, but I am puritanical enough in my 
notions of right and wrong to consider such thoughtlessness and 
want of discipline inexcusable. Since it is a growing and not a 
lessening evil of which I speak, and one more easily reached and 
controlled in the home than in the library, would it not be well to 
appeal to the heads of households to instruct their various mem- 
bers in regard to the care and use of books, and to call attention 
to our regulations for such use? 

Many of the community do not seem to comprehend that writing 
of any kind upon library books is an offence against the laws of the 
commonwealth, punishable by fine or imprisonment, notwithstand- 
ing the notices to that effect which are posted within the library 
rooms and upon the public catalogues at the desk; and in spite of 
the fact that attention has been specially directed to this law 
through the annual reports. Perhaps no better way to quicken 
comprehension can be devised than an example or two of the 
application and enforcement of this law by criminal complaint. 


ACCESSIONS. 


The catalogue of accessions registers 1,134 volumes added to the 
library since the last report: namely, 770 volumes purchased, 172 
volumes given, 150 volumes bound from the current periodicals 
and 42 volumes by exchange of duplicates. 

In addition to the books, 261 pamphlets have been received to- 
gether with 321 unbound numbers of various magazines. Only 
three of the pamphlets were purchased. 

The books purchased during the year are exceptionally valuable, 
having been selected with judicious care, and with a view to in- 
crease the excellence of an already standard collection. 

The special list of books purchased from the incomes of the 
Gardner and Hall funds (Appendixes B and C respectively) will 
enumerate some of the choicer acvessions of the year. 
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Every year brings renewed evidence of kindly interest and re- 
membrance from friends far and near, to which the past year proves 
no exception, and the library has had occasion to acknowledge 
gifts from more sources than usual, although the number of vol- 
umes falls short of past records. 

If the limits of this report would permit it would be an agreea- 
ble task to specify each gift in turn, but the customary reference 
to the list of donors (Appendix A) must suffice, except in case 
of one or two notable examples like that of the Historical Maga- 
zine in eleven volumes (and three more to come) ‘ presented 
anonymously” through Mr. Henry B. Dawson the publisher; and 
the gift of public documents and reports (60 volumes) from the 
commonwealth, through the kindness of Mr. E. I. Thomas. 

It has not been customary for the Brookline library to keep 
yearly statistics of classification since such are matters of curiosity 
rather than of material value, but in arranging the present report 
for publication, it was ascertained by actual count that in the four 
most popular departments of reading the accessions stood as fol- 
lows: Fiction 142 volumes, History 128 volumes, Travels 121 
volumes, and Biography 67 volumes. Every other department has 
received greater or less addition according to its relative demands, 


C1RCULATION. 


The circulation of the year has taken an unusually long stride for- 
ward, which may perhaps be partially accounted for, by the fact that 
many of the unemployed mechanics and laborers, have found it 
more profitable to read library books than to frequent street corner 
rendezvous, and their choice is to be heartily commended ; while 
the town may be congratulated that it possesses such a helpful 
and safe asylum for hands and brains that might, through forced 
idleness and discouragement, be led to harm. 

The library has delivered 50,427 volumes for home use and 2,998 
volumes for reference, making a total of 53,425, or, an average of 
175 per day for the 306 days of the year upon which it has been 
open. Furthermore this circulation has been maintained without 
the loss of a single volume. 
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The busiest week of the year was that ending March 24th, during 
which time 1,342 volumes were delivered. The busiest day also 
occurred in the same month, showing on the 11th a record of 887 
volumes. This number was very nearly reached twice during the 
present winter, namely,—379 volumes on January 12th, and again 
381 volumes on January 26th. 

This circulation has involved the sending of 3,186 notices for 
the detention of books, and the receipt of $136.38 in fines. 


LipRARY Work. 


The increased business of the library necessitates a correspond- 
ing degree of activity and a large amount of additional labor on 
the part of those in charge, yet I am happy to report that none of 
the work of the year is in arrears. | 

The duties of the assistants have increased at the desk in pro- 
portion to the circulation, involving the charge and discharge of 
over 5,000 more volumes, equivalent in the handling to nearly 
10,500 more than last year. 7,207 volumes have also been cov- 
ered and labelled by them, only 1,134 being from the accessions. 
591 volumes have passed through their hands to the binder, the 
schedules numbering 117 new books and 150 periodicals newly 
bound, and 324 books rebound and repaired. 

In addition to the more prominent items of regular routine 
mentioned above, extra work has been accomplished in the way of 
a thorough examination of the library, which took place last 
spring in accordance with ‘instructions from the Library Committee, 
the result having been communicated in my report to your Board 
at that time. 

This examination was successfully conducted without calling in 
the books, and it is doubtful if any outside the library man- 
agement were aware of its progress. 

The rooms of the library have been carefully kept in excellent 
order, and constant war upon dust and dirt has been maintained 
throughout the year with brush and sponge, attaining thereby 
the happy result of freedom from these natural enemies of library 
economy.

READING—Room AND PERIODICALS. 


The reading-room begins to show signs of limited capacity, the 
number of occupants frequently outnumbering the chairs, some- 
times nearly two to one. The room seems to have become monopo- 
lized by interested juveniles who cluster about the tables like bees 
about a hive, equally restless, and quite as proficient in the art of 
buzzing ! 

Although this appreciation of the reading-room is commendable, 
it is not quite certain that it justifies the exclusion of that class of 
persons who would thoroughly enjoy the literature of our serials 
could they but find room and quiet for its perusal. 

It is a question whether the pursuits of such readers should be 
compelled to give way so entirely to mere picture-gazing as a 
juvenile’ amusement; antl whether boys should have the use of the 
room to the exclusion of adults, as is often the case in the present 
condition of affairs. 

The usual supply of English and American reviews, magazines 
and weeklies may be found, together with local and daily news- 
papers. Several additions have been made, among which may be 
named the Daily Advertiser, American Architect, Nineteenth 
Century, British Quarterly Review, Pall Mall Budget, Spectator, 
London Times (weekly), and the Revue des Deux Mondes. 

Appendix D gives the list of periodicals, corrected and revised 
for 1877-8. 

The list of duplicate periodicals for home use remains un- 
changed and seems to meet the present demand. 


CATALOGUES AND BULLETINS. 


In November last I took occasion to call the attention of the 
Trustees to the present facilities of our desk catalogues, and to 
_ the difficulty of maintaining full interleaved copies in sufficient 
numbers to meet the general need. 

It has been my endeavor to keep two copies of this catalogue 
eontinually posted for general use, but my best efforts have heen de- 
feated by the careless’ ubuse to which these volumes are subjected. 
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The original copies of the interleaved catalogues, which with ordi- 
nary care should have lasted five years, became entirely unfit for 
use long since, and the one copy substituted during the present - 
year, and guarded with special care, already shows signs of hard 
usage. This copy, with the four annual lists and this year’s bulle- 
tins, constitutes the only means accessible to the public for finding 
the present contents of the library. Of course the ulterior remedy 
will be a printed supplement to the general catalogue of 1873. 

In order to mect the present emergency, in a measure, it has 
been proposed to combine the four annual lists and the bulletins, 
representing nearly 6,000 author titles, into one alphabetical 
series, by means of cutting and pasting, thus giving a very fair 
printed slip catalozue of authors. The work upon this list will be 
undertaken very shortly, and will afford some assistance to readers 
until a thorough supplement can be published. 

The printed bulletins of each mouth’s accessions, have proved 
exceedingly useful and have met with general approbution, although 
the sales for home use have been very light, not enough in the whole 
year to pay the expense of one month’s printing. 

The fifth annual list of accessions accompanies this report and 
will I trust commend itself to every one who cares to examine it, 
and also be made more or less useful in every household.

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CHANGES OF TEACHERS. 


Soon after the close of the summer vacation Miss Haines 
returned from Europe, and was reinstated in her old school 
in Boylston street, where Miss Shea had been temporarily 
supplying. 

Miss V. A. Clarkson, a most valued teacher, resigned 
her position as Principal’s assistant in the Pierce School, 
to go abroad. Miss M. D. Paul was appointed to this 
position, Miss Peaslee was transferred to Miss Paul’s room, 
Miss Beede to Miss Peaslee’s, and Miss Lizzie Seaman, for- 
merly a teacher in the Heath School, to the room left by Miss 
Beede. 

Miss Hattie A. Dalrymple resigned her position in the 
Ward School, and Miss Ella M. Armes was appointed in her 
stead. 

Miss Wiswall, having been transferred to the new school — 
in Guild’s Block,,Miss Emma A. George was elected to fill 
the vacancy at the Ward School caused by Miss Wiswall’s 
removal. rp 

The Board during the past year have employed a drawing 
teacher. Appropriate notice of this fact will be found in 
the article on drawing. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The attendance in all the schools has been excellent with 
the exception of the Ward School. The Committee under- 
stood that the police were to render all the assistance we 
required for the truant service. Finding that truancy was 
increasing to a serious extent, we applied to the Board of 
“Selectmen for the services of a truant officer, and were by 
them referred to the Chief of Police. Upon application to 
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that officer, we were informed that the police service required 
substantially all the time and energy of the force at his com- 
mand, and he was unable to render us the help we required. 

By an act of 1873, chap. 262, the School Committee of 
each city and town shall appoint two or more truant officers, 
and fix their compensations. 

This act is peremptory. The Board therefore appointed 
two truant officers, one without pay, and Mr. Newcomb for 
active service at a compensation of one dollar per day. 

The Committee desire to give their testimony to the faith- 
fulness of Mr. Newcomb in the discharge of his duties. 
The Chairman accompanied him in visits to some fifteen 
families, and found that a considerable number of the chil- 
dren were detained at home for want of proper clothing. 
The chief want was for boots and shoes. The truant officer 
made a systematic visitation, and prepared a list of all the 
pupils who were out of school from this cause, and satisfied 
himself in regard to the real necessities of each case. 
Money was obtained from a few persons interested in the 
work, and nearly fifty children were supplied with shoes 
and placed in the schools. The Board caused an article to be 
inserted in the Brookline Chronicle, calling attention to the 
necessity that existed, and soliciting aid. A few respon- 
ses were made to this appeal, and the money was applied 
at once to the purpose. There are quite a number of fami- 
lies where there are from three to six children in each who 
have to be cared for in this way. The parents have really 
not the means to purchase shoes for their children. In sum- 
mer they can go barefoot, but in winter, assistance must be 
rendered. 

We find that help of this kind is appreciated by both 
parents and children, and it is a great advantage to place 
the distribution of the clothing in the hands of the truant 
officer. We believe that by acts of kindness and by mani- 
festing a personal interest in behalf of the poor, it will be 
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an easy matter to secure the attendance of the children at 
school. : 

- The Ward School has been placed at a great disadvantage 
in consequence of the frequent absences, and it is a matter 
of vital importance to the welfare of this school that this 
evil should be checked. 

The Board are determined to use all the means at their 
command to improve the condition of things in this school. 
It is a complaint of long standing as the reports for many 
years will testify, and it has become somewhat chronic in its 
nature, but we believe that by extra effort a radical change 
can be effected. Undoubtedly, assistance must be con- 
stantly rendered, and especially during the winter to desti- 
tute families. 

There are many causes for absence among the children of 
the poor which seem to be difficult to overcome. For in- 
stance, upon personal inquiry we find that one child has 
been sent to gather fuel or pick coal; another is left at home 
to take care of the younger children while the mother is out 
at work; still another is kept from school to minister to the 
wants of a sick parent. Such cases are of frequent occur- 
rence. 

Then colds and sickness are more prevalent where priva- 
tion exists and the laws of health disregirded. When we 
consider all these disadvantages attending so many pupils 
belonging to the Ward School, we are surprised at the aver- 
age standard there obtained. It is commandable in the 
highest degree. In the examinations they compare favor- 
ably with the other schools. 

The tables accompanying the report will show the per- 
centage of each class during the term. 


TRUANCY. 


Reference has already been made to the appointment of a 
Truant Officer by the Board. While there are quite a num- 
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ber of children who are addicted to this habit, there are but 
a few who are incorrigible. One bad boy will exert a per- 
nicious influence over many others. 

An impression seemed to prevail among them that no dis- 
cipline could be secured, because the town had not availed 
itself of the provisions of the statute in selecting a refor- 


‘matory institution where troublesome boys could be sent. 


This fact seemed to encourage the evil. Arrangements have 
recently been made with the Selectmen by which the worst 
truant was sent to a reformatory institution in Roxbury, and 
it is to be hoped that the example thus made will deter 
others from pursuing a similar course. <All citizens of the 
town are interested in this subject. Children growing up in 
ignorance, wandering about the streets, forming habits of 
idleness, indulging in mischievous, if not criminal acts, will 
prove a curse to any town. The boys Soon grow up and 
become invested with all the privileges of citizenship. Of 
what vast importance then does it become, in view of this 
fact especially, that the educational privileges which the 
town extends alike to all should be secured by the class that 
stands most in need of them. 


We would call the attention of the town to the following 
statute : 


[Act of 18738, chap. 262, sect. 1.] 


‘‘Each city or town shall make all needful provisions and 
arrangements Concerning habitual truants, and children between 
the ages of seven and filteen years, who may be found wandering 
about in the streets or public places of such city or towu, having no 
lawful occupation or business, not attending school, and growing 
up in ignorance, and shall also makesach by-laws as shall be most 
conducive to the welfare ef such children and to the good order of 
such city or town; and shall provide snitable places for the coufine- 
ment, discipline and instruction of such children; provided, that 
said by-laws shall be approved by the “uperior Court, or a justice 


thereof, or by the Judge of Probate of the County.” 
22 
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In conformity with the spirit and design of this statute, 
the Board recommends the passage of the following votes : 


Voted, That the town hereby assigns the State Primary School 
at Munson as the place of confinement, discipline and instruction 
for habitual truants and children described in the first section of 
chapter 262 of the Acts of the General Court of the year 1873, 
and instructs the Selectmen to apply to the Board of State Charities 
for their assent hereto. 

Voted, Tnat the Selectmen are also authorized to select such 
other similar institution, in addition to the State Primary School at 
Munson, asin their judgment may seem best. 


TWO SESSIONS. 


The advantages that would be secured by a system of two 
sessions have been frequently discussed, and as it appeared 
that the greatest benefits would accrue to the pupils in the 
Ward District, it was determined to try the plan there, com- 
mencing after the summer vacation. In many rooms the 
attendance was much smaller in the afternoon. Many of the 
teachers were strongly opposed to the change, and it was 
reported to us that some of the parents felt that as the other 
schools continued to have but one session, it was a discrimi- 
nation which should not exist. The Principal of the school 
codperated heartily with the Board in the measure and care- 
fully watched the results. 

After a fair trial it was decided to return to the former plan 
at. the close of the Thanksgiving vacation. The Board have 
felt from the start that there were strong arguments to be 
used on both sides of this question, and that there were cor- . 
responding advantages and disadvantages. To make the 
two sesston plan a success, it must have the hearty support of 
both parents and teachers. It is not probable that the 
change will again be attempted, at least, for some time to 
come. : 
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SCHOOL ACCOMMODATIONS. 


Anticipating the usual increase of pupils in the Ward 
District, the Board in their last report urged upon the town 
the necessity of increased accommodation, and proposed the 
erection of a new grammar school building. We were 
obliged over a year ago to rent a room to accommodate over 
forty pupils, and our lower classes were crowded to excess. 
But various causes have combined to prevent the expected 
increase in our attendance, so that thus far we have been 
able to accommodate all the children, though the lower 
classes are somewhat crowded. The ratio of increase has 
considerably diminished, as the following statistics will show. 
We give the total number of pupils attending all the schools, 
including the High School:

The past year there has been quite an increase of pupils in 
the Pierce School, arising chiefly from an extension of the 
district, whereby many pupils who had been attending pri- 
vate schools and some who were members of the Ward 
School, were transferred to the Pierce School. The high 
standard of excellence now attained has also induced many 
parents to send their children to the public schools. We 
present the following facts to show the condition of the> 
schools this year as compared with the year previous in re- 


gard to numbers: : 


Pierce School, number pupils last year, 416, this year, 460 
Ward School, 6 6 536, << 538 
Heath St. School, 6 “6 V20 116 
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Included in the Pierce School are all the schools in that. 
district, and the same remark applies to the Ward School. 
The number of pupils for the present year means the num- 
ber belonging at the commencement of the present term 
last September. It will be noticed that while there is a 
considerable increase in the Pierce District, the Ward re- 
mains just about the same, and there is a decrease in the 
Heath Street School. For several years the number of pupils 
belonging to this school has been on the decline. Naturally, 
there will be a steady increase in our school population. 
Some additional provision must soon be made for the Ward 
District. It is.inevitable. It is a question for the town to 
consider how this demand is to be met. It is not to be ex- 
pected or desired that the town will in these times, and in 
view of its already large indebtedness, incur any increased 
expense beyond-the actual necessities of the case. It cannot 
be denied that the question of education is second only to 
that of the general health. It is paramount to all others. 
We content ourselves therefore with simply presenting the 
facts to the town, relying upon its wise judgment and dis- 
cretion as well as its accustomed liberality, to take such 
action as may appear to be for its true and best interests. 


REPORT OF EXAMINATION COMMITTEE. 


The object of all examinations must be two-fold: first, to as- 
certain the proficiency of the pupils; and second, the nature and 
character of the instruction. Of the two kinds of examination, 
oral and written, the latter affords the most complete and surest 
test. While a tolerably correct opinion may be formed as to the 
standing and progress of a class as a whole by an oral examination, 
and also some idea of the scope and nature of the instruction, yet 
it is not a safe guide upon which to depend for promotion and 
erading. While the oral should not be omitted, the written exam- 
ination should be the chief reliance. If the teachers have omitted 
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instruction upon important points, if they have failed to impress 
upon the pupils the nature of the principles and have contented 
themselves with a simple recitation of rules, if the language of the 
text-book has been insisted upon and independence of thought dis- 
couraged, and if the minds of the pupils have been burdened with 
all the minutiz and unimportant matter contained in the books, 
then the resu'ts of the examination will reveal the deficiency. If 
the pupils have been indolent and negligent, if the non-attendance 
has been large and the discipline imperfect, the disclosures will be 
made. When the deficiency is in consequence of the negligence or 
inability of the teachers, it will appear as applicable to the class 
as a whole, and the consequences are therefore more disastrous. 
When on the contrary the fault lies with the pupils. only those will 
be affected who have neglected their studies. A failure therefore 
of a class as a whole, in any particular branch, is good evidence 
that the instruction has not been thorough. It is assumed, of 
course, that the questions are in accordance with the work pre- 
scribed, and that the pupils.were qualified for the class at the com- 
mencement of the term. The Committee have given especial at- 
tention to the preparation of questions. It is evident that the 
entire result depends upon the nature of the questions and the system 
of correction. The questions required a knowledge of important 
facts and principles, and embraced the limits prescribed in the 
course of study. 

The requirements for the first classes for admission to the High 
School were more exacting than those for the Grammar classes, 
The first classes having completed the studies pursued in the 
Grammar School course, the test is naturally applied to the entire 
subject, rather than to that portion included in the special work of 
the term. 

As a whole, it was the most satisfactory examination of appli- 
cants for admission to the High School that we have ever had. 
This is the testimony of the Principal of that school, and it is 
highly gratifying to be able to record this fact. 

The tables accompanying the report will show the percentages 
attained by the different classes in the principal studies and the 
average of all the studies. The results of the examination, in 
general, reflected credit upon the several Graummar Schools. As 
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was to be expected, the pupils from one school did better in some 
departments and those from another school did better in others. 
The improvement in writing was very general. 

The Committee have considered the subject of the frequency of 
written examinations. They involve much labor and anxiety, and 
consume considerable time. For this reason, they should not be 
too frequent. 

In accordance with the plan previously adopted, the Committee 
give two examinations in a year, one at the close of each term. 
In addition to these the teachers give a written examination each 
month, omitting the months upon which the Committee’s exami- 
nation occurs. The Committee believe that this plan ean be 
changed in such a way as to secure equally good results and at the 
same time relieve the pupils and teachers of considerable work. 
The task of correcting so many papers monthly is a serious strain 
upon the teachers, and we feel that we can lessen this materially, 
and give more time for instruction. Beyond the actual require- 
ments, the time spent upon examinations is almost fiuitless. We 
recommend the following plan the coming year: 

Semi-annual examinations to continue as heretofore. For the 
months of September, November, February and April the percen- 
tage of the pupils in the different studies to be determined by the 
daily recitations. The written examinations to be given for the 
months of October, December, March and May, and during these 
months the marking upon daily recitations to be omitted. The 
monthly reports will therefore give the percentages for the daily 
recitations during the months named, and those obtained upon the 
written work on the alternate months. Not only will the teachers 
be spared much extra work, which will afford the opportunity for 
more instruction, but they will secure also a more faithful perform- 
ance of the daily tasks. Some teachers have already complained 
that many pupils are inclined to neglect treir lessons, relying upon 
extra effort at the end of the month to make up for past 
deficiencies. While the written examinations in many respects 
afford the surest test, we believe a combination as suggested 
above will produce the most satisfactory results. 

With the organization of the schools at the commencement of 
our school year, based upon the results of the examination, we 
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look forward with confidence to the satisfactory progress of the 
classes. A considerable number of pupils will be detained in their 
respective classes to review the work upon which they have been 
engazed the past year. We must expect to see a marked improve- 
ment in consequence. 

We would take this opportunity to call the attention of the 
Board to a few matters in connection with some of the branches 
of education, and in regard to which we desire to offer some 
suggestions. 


DRAWING. 


By vote of the Board, Mr. Walter Smith’s system is to be intro- 
duced into our schools. The past year but little progress has 
been mide. We believe that if the services of a special instructor 
could be secured in such a way as to give occasional lessons to 
each class and to guide the regular teachers in their work, a 
greater interest would be created and good results would follow. 
It could probably be arranged so that the expense would be 
small. 


MAP DRAWING. 


We feel that more attention should be given to this work, and 
less time to the study of the map questions and the memorizing of 
much unimportant matter contained in the text-book. Certainly, 
in no other way can the important facts in connection with the 
study of geography be so firmly impressed upon the minds of the 
pupils. It is a valuable exercise, and we would recommend ., that 
in future examinations greater prominence be given to it and more 
value in determining the full percentage. 


GRAMMAR. 


It is a disputed point as to how much time should be devoted to 
this study, as well as the method of pursuing it. Your Committee 
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are inclined to believe that the text-book in use in the first and 
second classes is too complicated and voluminous, and that the 
language lessons in use in the third and fourth classes is quite suf- 
ficient as a text-book, and we believe as good results can be ob'ain- 
ed, and in less time, by the review of this excellent book in the 
two upper classes and combined with considerable oral instruc- 
tion. 


READING. 


Your Committee have personally attended to the examination in 
this department of all the pupils in all the Grammar classes. We 
‘are pleased to state that there has been a marked improvement the 
past two years. 

There are a large number of excellent readers in our schools. 
The pupils, as a rule, now read intelligently and with proper em- 
phasis and expression. We believe that the examination of the 
pupils in definitions, from passages selected from the readers, has 
contributed to this result. 

We were surprised to hear such excellent reading from some of 
the lower classes in the Ward School. In no branch has there 
been more marked improvement than in this. The personal super- 
intendence of your Committee in this branch has doubtless created 
additional interest. 


NATURAL SCIENCE. 


The course in this branch, if faithfully followed by the teachers 
during the time allotted to it, cannot fail of producing excel. 
lent results. Commencing with the younger pupils, and com- 
bined as it is with the composition exercise we regard it 
as of primary importance. As leading the young minds to a 
watchful observance of nature and inspiring a love of it, as im- 
parting information in regard to the laws of health, the applica- 
tion of the principles of rational mechanics, as training and 
strengthening the powers of observation and creating a desire for 
knowledge, surely no study is more efficient or of greater value. 
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We have prepared the following table showing the percentages 
attained by the different classes in the principal branches, also the 
number of pupils who have failed of promotion.

In the College and Senior Classes there were none who failed to 
reach the desired standard. In the Middle Class there were four, 
and in the Junior Class two pupils who failed of promotion. None 
of the classes appeared to be deficient in any special study. 


CONCLUSION. 


The thoroughness of the work done in our schools is practically 
tested by frequent rigid examinations. The results at the end of 
the month are reported on a card to the parents. This card the 
parent examines, endorses and returns to the teacher. ‘There is 
preserved in the school a record of these examinations from the 
time a pupil enters the school till he leaves it. All promotions and 
all gifts of diplomas in the High and Grammar schools are based 
on the average result of the examinations. The system has been 
followed in our schools four years, and in the High School with 
some modifications for fifteen years. We have therefore had an op- 
portunity of judging of its merits and of its disadvantages. The 
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tendency and effect of the system on our schools have been good ; 
our standard of excellence is now higher than ever before and, in 
general, our pupils more nearly approach the standard. Your 
Committee say this not from an impression which they entertain, 
but from positive knowledge gained from personal investigation, 
At the last exiu ination we carefully examined more than a thou- 
sand answers. ‘The Committee by doing this every year, not only 
become acquainted with the work and true condition of the schools 
as a whole and of each particular school, but they come to have 
a pretty definite knowledge of the character and progress of the 
individual pupils. 

The duties of your Committee are now brought toaclose. We 
invite your attention to the criticisms we have made, as well as to 
the facts therein presented. The welfare of the schools demands 
our constant supervision, our watchful care and the exercise of 
our most enlightened judgment and faithful consideration. Im- 
pressed with a just sense of the duties resting upon us, and con- 
scious of the nature of the obligations we have assumed, let us 
enter upon the work of another year with renewed zeal and with 
earnest endeavor.

REPORT OF ADVISORY BOARD. 


The ladies of the Advisory Board would report that dur- 
ing the early part of the year sewing was taught one hour 
each week in school and one hour after school, and that they 
found the results so unsatisfactory that they strongly recom- 
mended a return to the former method. The change was 
accordingly made after the summer vacation, and since that 
time instruction in sewing has been given two hours each 
week in school time, and a very marked improvement over 
last year may be seen. The work is very neatly and carefully 
done, and is very creditable to both teachers and scholars. 
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The same teachers have been retained, but a slight change 
has: been made in the division of their work. “The small 
number of girls in the Heath Street School rendering it un- 
necessary to have more than one class there, the class in 
the Boylston Street School was transferred to Miss Pope. 
Miss Nevers has in all eight classes, including one at the Law- 
rence School, where sewing had not before been taught, but 
where it has been successfully introduced this winter. In 
all, about one hundred and eighty girls are taught, and in 
almost all cases they are interested in their work and anxious 
to improve. 

One great difficulty that the teachers meet with is in In- 
ducing the girls to bring work from home. When it has 
been found that circumstances render this absolutely impos- 
sible, material has been provided by the ladies; but in this 
case the garments do not belong to the children who make 
them. It is, however, often the result of carelessness on the 
part of parents or children, and we would once more urge 
upon the mothers of the pupils to codperate in this matter 
with the sewing teachers, and to do all in their power to aid 
their children in obtaining a knowledge of what is so im- 
portant to every woman, whatever her position may even- 
tually be. 

The ladies would also report that, in accordance with the 
request of the School Committee, they have provided cloth- 
ing—new and second-hand—for twenty-three children, who 
would otherwise have been kept out of school. Many of 
these children have been furnished with new shoes, for the 
purchase of which funds have been provided by benevolent 
persons. 

The ladies are still in favor of two sessions in the schools, 
and greatly regret the speedy abandonment of this plan last 
autumn, as they think, had the experiment been tried for a 
longer time, its advantages would have been better appre- 
ciated. ‘They can see no reason why Brookline should be 
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the only place in the vicinity where this arrangement does 
not prevail. Another year’s experience has only served to 
confirm the ladies in their former opinion of the importance 
of the appointment of a Superintendent of Schools.

EXTRACTS FROM THE 


REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE HIGH 
SCHOOL. 


Gentlemen of the School Committee: 


During the last year, ending January 31, 1878, there have 
been one hundred and thirty-two pupils in the High School; since 
September Ist, we have on our register ninety-three names. Last 
June ten were graduated to whom your Chairman awarded diplo- 
mas. Four were offered for admission to college and were admitted ; 
others from a lower class in the school presented themselves for the 
‘*¢ preliminary examination” at college, and met with -varied suc- 
cess. During the year sixteen of our boys have been taken into 
employment in stores and other business houses in Boston, and 
several other applications have been made to the Principal espe- 
cially for graduates of the school. For the other usual statistics 
of the school see tables. 

The school has been visited by members of your Board this 
year more frequently than in any ‘previous year of its existence ; 
since September Ist, twenty-seven official visits are recorded in 
our books, and this does not include visits when a stay of a few 
minutes only was made. Your familiarity with the work and de- 
tails of the school must be proportionally greater........ 

The amount of work attempted to be done in our school is 
great, certainly when we take into consideration the time in which 
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we have to do it. This can be illustrated by comparison; our 
boys who are fitting for college, do in four years what in the Latin 
School of Boston and some other schools requires six years. It 
may be that we try to do too much, and that we should take more 
time for it. ‘That more time is required than formerly is owing 
largely to the fact that the standard of requirements for admission 
to college has been very much raised. The standard of scholar- 
ship in the college class has a reflex influence on the standard in 
the other departments of the school. This influence is increased 
or strengthened by the demands of public sentiment throughout 
the community. To keep our rank then, we must do increased and 
more energetic work. If the pressure is too great upon the pupils, 
the only relief seems to be to diminish the number of studies, 
or increase the time. But as the standard in the classical depart- 
ment is very much regulated by the college, so the standard in all 
departments, or more accurately, the number of subjects or studies 
to be taught is very much regulated by public opinion; and this 
has been expressed in our Commonwealth by its legislation. Sec- 
tions 1 and 2, of Chapter 38th of the Revised Statutes of Massa- 
chusetts, read as follows: 


Secr. 1. In every town there shall be kept, for at least six months in each 
year, at the expense of said town, by a teacher or teachers of competent ability and 
good morals, a sufficient number of schools for the instruction of all the children 
who may legally attend public school therein, in orthography, reading, writing, 
English grammar, geography, arithmetic, the history of the United States, and 
good behavior. -Algebra, vocal music, drawing, physiology, and hygiene shall\be 
taught by lectures or otherwise, in all the public schools in which the school com- 
mittee deem it expedient. 

Sect. 2, Every town may, and every town containing five hundred families or 
householders shall, besides the schools prescribed in the preceding section, maintain 
a school to be kept by a master of competent ability and good morals, who, in ad 
dition to the branches of learning before mentioned, shall give instruction in genera, 
history, bookkeeping, surveying, geometry, natural philosophy, chemistry, botany, 
the civil polity of this Ccmmonwealth and of the United States, aud the Latin lan. 
guage. Such last mentioned school shall be kept for the benefit of all the inhabi- 
tants of the town, ten months at least, exclusive of vacations, in each year, and at 
such convenient place, or alternately at such places in the town, as the legal voters, 
at their annual meeting determine. And in every town containing four thousand 
inhabitants, the teacher or teachers of the schools required by this section, shall, in 
addition to the branches of instruction before required, be competent to give in- 
struction in the Greek and French languages, astronomy, geology, rhetoric, logic, 
intellectual and moral science, and political economy. 
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In the semi-annual examination just ended, in the High School 
there were thirty-four different examinations...........These 
examinations are all conducted in writing, except that of the 
classes in oral reading. ‘The two semi-annual examinations cover 
the work of the preceding half year respectively. In each term, 
there are two other written examinations covering each the work 
of the preceding two months. 

Though I believe fully in thorough written examinations made 
with proper frequency, yet Lam compelled to admit that during the 
last four or five years we have erred in having too many examina- 
tions. The efforts of teachers and pupils have been concentrated 
in securing results at examinations, rather than in giving and ob- 
taining broad and the best views of the subjects which are taught, 
in correcting errors of manner, and in encouraging original thought 
and effort. The President of Harvard College in his last annual 
report speaks of a noticeable deterioration in the style of oral reci- 
tation among those who have entered college within the last few 
years. ‘The fact is not difficult of explanation; it is one of the 
natural consequences of that fu’or for per cent. in examinations 
which has been of late so generally exvitodis enue: «s 

It affords me pleasure to report to you an increased interest in 
drawing. Miss White has made a good beginning, and I trust the 
results at the end of the year will justify our expectations of her 
in this department. 

I refer with grateful pleasure to a generous personal effort of 
your Chairman in the High School last spring. Bookkeeping has 
been an optional study in the school. Mr. Lincoln offered to give 
a series of practical lessons in that department, and about fifty of 
the school availed themselves of the opportunity. No text-book 
was used; but the pupils were guided through a series of transac- 
tions taken from actual business, using only the system of double 
entry; and I think I am justified in saying that the results were 
in a good degree satisfactory. 

In examining the last annual reports of the State Board of 
Education and of the President of Harvard College, I find two 
facts, at least, on which to congratulate the citizens of Brookline. 
There is no thoroughly graded public high school in any town or 
city of the Commonwealth which has so many pupils, in propor- 
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tion to the population of the town or city, as has the Brooklin€ 
High School. The last year there has been in the High School 
one pupil to every fifty-one inhabitants of our town; while in Bos- 
ton, includirg her whole area and her nine high schools, there is in 
these schools but one pupil for every one hundred and fifty-two 
inhabitants. 

Again, no public high school in the Commonwealth during the 
last eleven years has sent so many young men to Harvard College 
as the Brookline High School, in proportion to the population ot 
the town or city in which the school is located. It may be said 
that these schools have sent many of their young men to other 
colleges ; so has our school. Within these eleven years we have 
sent three to Brown University, three to Amherst, two to Williams, 
one to Yale, one to Cornell, and one to Boston University.

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DRAWING. 


Early in the fall Smith’s system of drawing was introduced 
into the schools. This system is in use in the City of Bos- 
ton, and seemed on the whole best adapted to our wants. 

In order that the study should be pursued to the greatest ad- 
vantage, it was thought best to have some competent person 
to supervise the work. Accordingly, Miss Abbie White 
was appointed to this position, and commenced service in 
October last. Miss White not only takes charge of the work 
in the schools, but meets the teachers one afternoon each 
week for the purpose of giving instruction in methods of 
teaching, etc. So little time has elapsed since the adoption 
of this plan that we cannot yet speak of very decided results, 
but from the high qualifications of Miss White, her enthusiasm 
in the work and the interest which she has awakened in the 
pupils, we anticipate a great improvement in this department 
of school work. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MUSIC. 


As was suggested in our last annual report, it is desirable, 
and it was the purpose of the Committee, to take a some- 
what new departure in this branch of study, and which was 
then inaugurated under the direction of the present teacher, 
Mr. W.’S. Tilden. 

In the very limited time allotted to music in our public 
schools, it is absolutely imperative in order that any degree of 
progress can be attained, that there should be a settled plan 
and a unity of design in the work of the different grades, 
the same as in other branches of study, and that this design 
should be continued on from year to year from the primary 
classes through to the High School, where its results would 
be specially noted. 

23 
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In the lowest grades, the ear is first employed in listening, 
so as to properly discriminate in regard to musical sounds ; 
at the next step the voice is trained to imitate those sounds 
with suitable quality and at proper pitch. Then song exer- 
cises follow of such compass and construction as to employ 
the voice in the best manner, while the musical perception 
is awakened to the proper relations of pitch and rythm. 
Words are now added, and the love of singing is cultivated 
together with musical expression. In the succeeding years 
this work is continued while the pupils are acquiring a knowl- 
edge of musical characters and the various matters connected 
with singing at sight. The middle classes continue singing 
by note, and are led up to a perception of the harmonic rela- 
tions exhibited in part singing. The upper classes—by 
reason of their greater compass of voice—are now able to 
take all the parts required, as well as the various keys and 
varieties of time in common use in chorus singing; also 
the construction of major, minor and chromatic scales, in- 
tervals, etc. 

Such, in brief, is the plan inaugurated, and which has 
been carried forward during the two years this department 
has been under the charge of Mr. Tilden ; and its advantages 
and results thus far, not alone in the progress attained in the 
knowledge of music, but as well in its softening and elevating 
influences, and in the promotion of good deportment, are 
most marked and satisfactory. The extent of this influence 
of music in our public schools for good, cannot be adequately 
measured, and its benefits are seen and felt in many ways 
other than the ability to utter harmonic sounds.

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KINDERGARTEN SCHOOL. 


We desire to call attention to the fact that through the 
liberality of Mrs. Quincy A. Shaw a kindergarten has been, 
established in the town. While the school is wholly sup- 
ported by its founder, and under her direction, we cannot 
be insensible to the fact that as these children pass from this 
school to our primary schools, we shall experience a great 
benefit, and the influences for good will inevitably be felt. 
It is a matter therefore in which we are deeply interested. 

During the summer vacation, the use of two rooms in the 
Ward school-house was granted to Mrs. Shaw for an experi- 
mental kindergarten for the poorer class of children. The 
kindergarten opened with thirty-seven children on the 2d of 
July and continued during a term of eight weeks. Most 
of the children were of Irish parentage, but a few others 
at the urgent request of parents, were allowed to attend. 
The kindergarten was under the care of two trained teachers, 
graduates of the normal class of Boston. The children were 
greatly interested and made such improvement that the ex- 
periment was considered successful, and the kindergarten 
was re-opened October Ist, in the ‘*Old Town Hall” with 
twenty children present. 

New pupils have been admitted until the number on the 
list is fifty. There are five morning sessions in the week 
from nine until twelve o’clock, and an extra session on the 
second Saturday of each month. The formation of habits 
of cleanliness and politeness has been quite noticeable. 

It is early yet to judge of the actual results of the kinder- 
garten, but we have faith that the perceptive faculties will 
be so trained and developed that the future progress of the 
children in their studies will be more rapid and satisfactory. 
Such has been the experience in St. Louis where 2,400 
children are in attendance in kindergarten schools. 
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FINANCES. 


The town appropriated $37,000 for the support of schools. 
This appropriation has been necessarily exceeded by a few 
hundred dollars. We have exercised the utmost prudence 
in the expenditure of money. The welfare of the schools 
demanded a special instructor in drawing, and also the ser- 
vices of a truant officer, but the reports will show that we 
have secured efficiency at a moderate cost. 


APPROPRIATION.

We request that the sum of $38,000 be appropriated for 
schools the coming year. Sundry expenses include rent of 
rooms for Ward School scholars, repairing and replacing 
furniture, blackboards, etc., printing, ‘books and paper for 
pupils not able to procure them, and pay of truant officer. 

Have paid the last year for inside repairs, formerly paid 
by Selectmen, $781, but a special sum was voted for our use 
of $500. 
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CONCLUSION. 


The School Committee feel that the past year has been 
one of sound progress in educational matters. They notice 
a new and deeper interest among the teachers themselves. 
Teachers’ meetings, held each month, are better attended 
and more fruitful in good results than ever before. A new 
feature, introduced with profit the past year, has been the 
reading of essays by the teachers on educational topics. 
These papers have incited general conversation, and in many 
cases suggested practical improvements. 

The Committee have devoted during the past year an in- 
creased amount of time to the investigation of the merits and 
demerits of the several teachers of the town. The atten- 
tion of those teachers who were unsatisfactory in any par- 
ticular has been called to their failings. In most cases the 
advice has been heeded, and improvement has been speedily 
manifest. 

Of course, there are some who complain, with more or 
less reason, and with more or less knowledge of the schools 
and of their systems of instruction; but the Committee can- 
not forbear giving strong and emphatic expression to the 
wish that parents would become better acquainted with our 
schools. Our school-rooms are not visited one-half what 
they should be. There is great ignorance in consequence 
prevailing in the community as to what is being accomplished 
in them. Closer acquaintance, more frequent visitations 
would undoubtedly reveal some defects not now seen in our 
school system, but we feel sure that the amount of good 
that would also come to the surface would astonish those 
who have but little knowledge of our schools. 

The Committee would be as thankful for sound criticism 
of their methods as for approbation for what is good in them. 
But they feel that loose, general criticism, without particular 
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investigation, is useless and injurious to all concerned. On 
the subject of education there is more useless, aimless talk 
than on any other topic. The most ignorant oftentimes con- 
sider themselves prepared to discuss the depths of the system 
of education. With the most superficial knowledge, many 
enter upon a course of wholesale abuse of the public schools 
and all connected with them. 

Fellow-citizens of Brookline, we stand on common ground 
with you. We are not unmindful of the interests of your 
children; we have children ourselves. We would unite 
ourselves with you, and have you united with us, in visiting 
the schools, in judging of the teachers, and in protecting and 
encouraging the youth in the way of obtaining true and 
useful knowledge. We assure you that no word of honest 
criticism will be lost, that no word of encouragement will be 
without its beneficial effect.

AUDITORS’ REPORT 


OF THE 


TOWN OF BROOKLINE, 


FOR THE YEAR 


ENDING FEBRUARY 1, 1878. 
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The Auditors for the year, 1877-8, would respectfully remind 
you, that the report of the Auditors of the previous year, urged the 
necessity of a change in the Treasurer's method of keeping the 
accounts of the town; that said report was referred by the town 
to the present Auditors, who reported that they coincided with 
the views therein expressed, and the report was accepted and the 
votes recommended passed. At an adjourned meeting, a recon- 
sideration was moved and carried, and the subject was referred to 
a committee which failed to report at the next meeting, leaving 
the whole question unsettled. Although thus left somewhat in 
doubt as to the wishes of the town, we felt that there could be no 
doubt as to our duty, to attempt to induce the Treasurer and Col- 
lector to keep his books upon a proper system, so that he would 
be able, when required, to give by trial balance, a clear and cor- 
rect statement of the financial condition of the several departments 
of the town ; but we regret to say that the Treasurer seemed disin- 
clined to make any material change, although we tried to explain, 
and offered any assistance that he might need. We were therefore 
reluctantly obliged to abandon the much needed reform, even 
after anew set of books had been procured. 

When asked if his cash balances, the Treasurer’s answer is in- 
varibly, ‘‘ It about balances.” 

Without the ordinary check of a daily cash balance, even with 
very correct ier the liability of omitting to make entries, 
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or to mark ‘‘ taxes paid,” is very great, and the cash might be 
“over” or ‘* short,” many hundreds of dollars, without any check 
whatever, and at the end of the year, the Treasurer only has to pro- 
duce the amount of cash, to correspond with the balance his report 
calls for, however incorrect. 

Until after the first of February of this year, the Treasurer’s 
cash-book was not footed in ink, and a balance has not been struck 
since the opening of his books, so that the state of the cash can- 
not be learned from his figures, for any intermediate time. 

It is in consequence of this loose manner of keeping his cash 
account, that an estate was sold by the Collector, for non-payment 
of taxes, and the deed passed and recorded, when the owner held 
the Collector’s receipted tax-bill. Another tax-payer did not get 
credit for the amount of his taxes: which were paid last October, 
and consequently he was reported in the list of delinquent tax- 
payers, and the receipts of taxes as stated by the Treasurer are 
not what they should be. Again, a credit of interest on deposits, 
by the National Market Bank of Brighton, made last April, did 
not appear in the cash-book, and has only just been added. 

In view of the long and faithful services of the Treasurer, and 
of his merited high standing in all his various relations to the 
town, it is a painful duty to state these facts, and we do it with no 
feeling of enmity towards him, but only to show more plainly some 
of the evils of his want of system. 

There is evidence of patient and faithful labor in the care of 
the money affairs of the town, and in the accounts as they appear 
upon his books, perhaps twice the labor that a good system would 
require, but the magnitude of the present financial operations of 
the Town of Brookline demands a knowledge of accounts, the 
necessity and importance of which the Treasurer fails to appre- 
ciate. 

The Auditors have devoted very many hours to the examination 
of the books of the Treasurer, which has been rendered much 
more laborious and unsatisfactory by the unsystematic manner in 
which they are kept, but can report that they have examined the 
receipts amounting to $504,993, from sales of bonds, collection of 
taxes, and miscellaneous sources, which with $47,500.25, amount 
on hand ,Feb. 1, 1877, gives a total of $552,493.25, and appear 
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to be in accordance with the requisite sum so far as there are cor- 
responding data. The payments as credited by him in cash 
amounting to $502,451.52, have their corresponding vouchers and 
warrants, although the latter are not in all cases properly endorsed, 
and in some not endorsed at all, by the payees, the Treasurer saying 
that he assumes the risk, rather than obtain the proper endorse- 
ments.

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We think the old plan of publishing a list of delinquent tax- 
payers in the annual reports, a very good one, and would recom- 
mend the town’s consideration of a return to it. 

The town debt has been decreased during the past year by pay- 
ment of notes falling due, amounting to $25,000, and increased 
by amount of sewer bonds issued $125,000, and now stands at 
$1,468,350. Deducting the amount in the Sinking Fund, will give 
the net debt, $1,366,700.

As the financial year of the town is from Feb. 1 to Jan. 31, 
inclusive, while that of the Water Board is from Jan. 1 to Dec. 
31, inclusive, a discrepancy will be observed in the reports of the 
Water Registrar and Town Treasurer. 

The amount stated as received from water rates for 1877 
($9,059.45), agrees with certain payments by the Water Regis- 
trar, but does not show the revenue from water, for the financial 
year of the town, inasmuch as the Treasurer received on Feb. 6, 
1877, $416.23 belonging to the year 1877, which amount was credit- 
ed in his accounts for 1876. Then again, the Treasurer received 
$2,342 96 of receipts for 1878, and entered them in his account 
for 1877. These irregularities being corrected, the actual receipts 
for 1877 will be found to be $7,132.72. 

We have also examined the Treasurer’s accounts with the Trus- 
tees of Walnut Hills Cemetery, and Warren Tree Fund, and find 
his payments supported by vouchers, and his cash on hand as re- 
ported by him. 

At the last town meeting it was 
Voted, 

‘«‘ That the Treasurer be authorized to issue the note of the town, signed by the 
Treasurer and countersigned hy the Selectmen, for the sum of $2,280.65, at five 
per cent. interest, payable annually: said note to be held in tke Town Treasury as 
security for the Edward Devotion School Fund, the interest to be raised annually 
by taxation, and to be appropriated towards defraying expenses of schools.” 

No action has been taken towards carrying out this vote; but 
we have added the interest required by said vote for two years, to 
amount of appropriation for interest on town debt, recommended 
by the Selectmen. When issued, the town debt will be increased 
by amount of said note.

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It will be seen that the expenditures on account of Fire Depart- 
ment and the Poor have exceeded the appropriations to a small 
extent—the former $74.57, and the latter $230.28. 

The appropriation for the poor. we have reduced from $6,000— 
the Selectmen’s estimate—to $5,000, feeling that that sum should 
be amply sufficient. 

The Selectmen omitted any appropriation for watering streets, 
but we have suggested the same amount appropriated for last year, 
$6,000, as we consider it a judicious expenditure of money, and in 
the way of true economy, lessening as we think the cost of repairs 
to Highways. 

We were in hopes that the Fire Department would have been 
carried on the past year at a much less expense than the previous 
year, in view of the putting the Steam Fire Engine out of commis- 
sion, and the discontinuance of salaries and other expenses of 
same, and the charge of a portion (two-thirds) of the pay of one of 
the drivers to watering streets ; but we find that the cost has been 
but about $300 less, although as far as we can see by a com- 
parison of the reports, the miscellaneous expenses of the last are 
$1,900, against $3,400 of the previous year, while the special ex- 
penses of the last have been $5,150.17, against $3,988.47 of the 
previous year. 

It will be noticed that the Auditors have omitted to suggest a 
sum for use of the Fire Department. In the Auditors’ last report 
a reform was urged, involving a reorganization of the Fire De- 
partment, which resulted in the appointment of a committee to 
investigate the whole subject and report to the town. The Auditors 
are of the same opinion now as to the necessity of reduced expendi- 
ture in that Department without detriment to its efficiency, inasmuch 
as we have a thorough and well equipped apparatus, superior build- 
ings and powerful hydrants, with no expense of the steamer, ex- 
cept to keep it from corroding. But we think a committee having 
investigated the systems and their results, of different towns and 
cities, could offer suggestions that the present emergency requires. 

We would respectfully offer the following votes, the passage of 
the first of which we hope will enable future Auditors, to find less 
occasion for criticism in regard to the accounts of the town. 
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Voted, 


That there be appropriated the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars for the 
salary of the Treasurer and Collector, including clerical assistance. That the 
Treasurer is hereby instructed to keep in the form and manner that the Auditors 
may direct, a cash-book, journal and ledger (and other minor books they may 
deem necessary), and that any failure or neglect to comply with their instructions, 
be reported by the Auditors to the Selectmen, who shall thereupon, if just cause 
appears, appoint a book-keeper or clerk to the Treasurer, who shall receive out of 
the salary ($2500) appropriated above, such compensation as the Selectmen shall 
allow: and that all officers, boards, committees, or others intrusted with the dis- 
bursement of money, or authorized to incur bills on account of the town, be season- 
ably notified by the Treasurer of the balances of the accounts against which they 


are authorized to draw, to the end that no debt shall be contracted in excess of 


funds appropriated. 


That in order to show the true earnings of the Water Works, 
and the true expenses of the Public Departments using the water, 
it is hereby 
Voted, 


That there shall be credited to water account and charged to the Support of 
Highways: 

For water used in watering streets, for public drinking fountains, watering 
troughs, and town stables. 

To the Fire Department, for each public fire hydrant, and engine-houses. 

To support of Schools, and other accounts in the same manner, without being 
deducted from the regular appropriations. 

In our opinion the expenses of the town are still too large, but 
without a far greater expenditure of time, and a more thorough 
revision of every department, we cannot point out just where a 
judicious reduction can be made, and therefore leave it for the 
serious consideration of the citizens, whether the affairs of the 
town cannot be carried on efficiently, and yet at a reduced 
cost.

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ASSESSORS’ ANNUAL REPORT. 


The Assessors respectfully report that they have attended to 
their duties in the usual course. Beginning on the first day of 
May the annual circuit of the town, they visited every house, ex- 
amining the property, noting changes and gathering in their way- 
book elements for making up the large tax book, with the valua- - 
tion and statistics, of which return has to be made to the State. 
This occupied the best part of nearly every working day of May. 

Early in June the Board began their daily sessions at the Town 
Hall for making up the large book, which occupied the best part 
of nearly every day in that month and through July, to the 
7th day of August, on which day our warrant was given to the 
collector. . 

Weekly meetings have been held regularly since October 1st, 
up to the close of the year, ‘besides special meetings for hearing 
applications for abatement and correction of errors, as well as for 
other details incident to the office which have required and received 
our time and attention. FA 

The valuation of the personal estate for the first of May last 
shows a loss of $1,243,000 from that of 1876. <A large part of 
this loss was owing to changes of residence. The reduction of 
valuation of real estate from that of 1876 was $1,256,800. 

Appended are the usual condensed statement of the taxation of 
the town, and the table of expenditures, debt, valuation, and rate 
_ of taxation extended to the present time.

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ARTICLE II. 


The Selectmen advise the passage of the following vote : — 


Voted, That there be chosen this year a separate board of Over- 
seers of the Poor, to consist of three men and two women. 

During the past year very nearly all the work connected with the 
poor has been done by the three Selectmen who constituted the Com- 
mittee on the Poor. A very large portion of the town’s poor are 
women and children, and we think it highly important to have the 
advice and assistance of two women. We think the change will 
tend to economy and the better care of the poor. 


ARTICLE III. 


The Selectmen, acting on the practice of Dedham, and, we pre- 
sume, other towns, advise the passage of the following vote: — 


Voted, That a committee of three be chosen by nomination at 
large to assist the Moderator and Town Clerk, and to act under their 
direction and supervision, in sorting and counting the votes for town 
officers. 


ARTICLE V. 
Having 


g, as Moderator, ruled adversely to the right of the town 
to incur any further permanent debt, the Chairman of the Select- 
men wishes to make the following statement of his reasons for so 
ruling : — 


The Act to regulate and limit municipal indebtedness (Stat. 1875, 
c. 209) was framed, first, to render it difficult for a town to incur 
debt, by making a two-thirds vote necessary to enable it to contract

any debt whatever, except merely loans in anticipation of taxes ; and, 
second, to fix a limit beyond which a town cannot, as a general rule, 
contract debt even by a vote of two-thirds. Other subjects are 
provided for by the law, but these two are the most important. 

Section 6 declares that no town, ‘‘ except as hereinafter provided,”’ 
shall become indebted to an amount (including existing indebtedness) 
exceeding in the aggregate three per centum on the last preceding 
town valuation for the assessment of taxes; but the town sinking 
fund and water debt may be deducted from the gross indebtedness. 
This section, therefore, though implying that some towns may 
become indebted more than three per cent., declares that three per 
cent. is the extreme limit of indebtedness sought to be established as 
a general rule. 

Under this section, if a town is free of debt it can incur one of 
three per cent. on its valuation ; if it owes one per cent. it can incur 
two per cent. more; if it already owes two per cent. it can increase 
one per cent. more; and if it already owes two and one-half per cent. 
it can increase such debt one-half of one per cent. more; but the 
- law is clear that, ‘‘ except as hereinafter provided,’’ no town can 
incur a debt of more than three per cent. on its last preceding 
valuation. , 

At the time of the passage of this law the debt of Brookline was 
more than three per cent. on its valuation of May 1, 1874, and it 
had accordingly passed the limit of indebtedness presribed by Sect. 
6 as the general rule for all towns. 

If, therefore, it now has any power to incur any debt, except 
merely Joans in anticipation of taxes, it must be able fairly to bring 
itself within the exception pointed out in Section 7, which declares 
that ‘‘ Towns indebted, when this Act takes effect, to an amount not 
less than two per centum on their valuation as aforesaid, may 
increase such indebtedness to the Fase of an additional one per 
centum on their valuation, but no more.’ 

The question then arises, What is the meaning of the expression 
‘‘not less than two per centum,”’ as here nae As by Sect. 6, 
towns indebted two per cent. are already allowed to increase their 
debt one per centum, it must mean something more than two per 
cent. How much more? 
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The word ‘‘ two’? was undoubtedly intended to have some force 
and effect. If it has any meaning it must be a restrictive one. If 
it makes no sort of difference how much more than two per cent. a 
town owes, and a town that is indebted 4, 10, or even 20 per cent. 
can nevertheless legally increase its debt one per cent., would not 
the law so declare in express terms? If such were its real meaning, 
why should not the law say clearly, towns indebted, when this act 
takes effect, to any amount, may nevertheless increase such indebted- 
ness one per cent.? If, therefore, instead of using any such clear 
and unmistakable language as this, the law limits the power of in- 
creasing their debt beyond three per cent. to those towns whose debt 
may be fairly described as being not less than two per cent., the 
inference seems to be unavoidable that the word two was inserted 
intentionally, and with the express purpose of having a restrictive 
force and meaning. 

The expression would therefore seem to mean that a town whose 
debt was nearer two than three per cent., and therefore more correctly 
described by reference to two than to three or any higher number, 
might, nevertheless, increase its debt one per cent. ‘‘ and no more,” 
even though by so doing its debt should go beyond three per cent. 

The expression, therefore, ought not to be considered as meaning 
anything more than two and one-half per cent., because a debt larger 
than that in amount is more appropriately described as being some- 
thing less than three or four per cent., etc. 

Acting upon this as the correct interpretation of the law, the — 
town, by vote passed Dec. 12, 1876, directed the Selectmen to 
petition the Legislature for authority to borrow not exceeding 
$300,000 with which to construct sewers. Accordingly we presented 
such a petition, and the same was referred to the joint committee on 
water supply and drainage, who reported leave to withdraw, on the — 
ground that the town already had authority to borrow that sum; and 
this report has been accepted by both branches of the Legislature. 

This committee declared that the words ‘‘ not less than two per 
centum” meant any amount more than 2, 10, 20 per cent., or, in- 
deed, any amount whatsoever. They held that no matter what our 
debt was when the law went into effect, evenif we owed 30 per cent. 
on our valuation, we could, nevertheless, increase our debt one per 
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cent more. They were clearly wrong in their conclusion as to our 
power to borrow $300,000, for one per cent. on our valuation would 
only authorize us to borrow $279,402. 

If, however, the law was really intended to mean what this com- 
mittee say, it seemed to us desirable that an explanatory law should 
be passed. If towns indebted, in 1875, to any amount whatever, 
could, nevertheless, increase their debts one per cent. we thought 
the law had better say so in express terms. We, therefore, asked 
the Legislature to pass an explanatory law; but the judiciary com- 
mittee, to whom the subject was referred, declinedto report any such 
bill, on the ground that the House would refuse to pass it. They 
agreed with the other committee in their interpretation of the mean- 
ing of the law as it now stands, but were apparently afraid the 
House would say that such was not their understanding of the 
meaning of the law. 

If we were undertaking to describe the age of a boy of five or ten 
years, with any exactness, we should not think of saying he was not 
less than two years old. If we were intending to state, with any 
approximation to exactness, the distances of various places from this 
town, we should never think of saying that Dedham was not less 
than two miles off. No more should we think we were correctly 
describing the debts of various towns, some of which owed 8, 4, 10, 
or 20 per cent. on their valuation, by saying they all alike owed not 
less than two per cent. If we were applying for a loan of money 
to this town, in stating our financial condition, we should describe 
our condition untruthfully were we to say that Brookline owed, in 
1875, not less than two, when it really owed more than three per 
cent. on its valuation. 

If the Legislature really meant, what these committees say it did 
mean, what possible objection can there be to saying so expressly in 
so many words? Explanatory laws, and laws in a new draft to 
remove obscurities, are passed very frequently. Why should the 
House refuse to pass a law which did nothing but explain the law of 
1875, to mean just what they really intended it should mean? No 
good or sufficient reason whatever can be assigned for the refusal of 
the judiciary committee to report an explanatory bill. They evi- 
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dently feared that the House would declare such was not their 
interpretation of the meaning of the Act of 1875. 

The Selectmen, however, feel compelled, by the action or non- 
action of these two committees, to conelude that, although our debt 
was more than three per cent. on our valuation in 1874, we may, 
nevertheless, increase it one per cent. more. 

To build our sewer by yearly taxation would not only make our 
burdens excessive, but would postpone relief, from the effects of bad 
drainage, five years at least; and we cannot advise this long delay. 

The only course therefore left for us seems to be to aet upon 
the conclusion of these two committees of the Legislature, and 
to assume that, without any special or explanatory legislation, we 
now have the power to borrow all the sum we shall really need. 

If the town thinks with us that there is no other alternative, 
we recommend the passage of the following vote in lieu of cor- 
responding ones passed at the meeting held January 23, 1877, 
and which, having been framed upon the supposition that the 
Legislature would authorize us to borrow $800,000, have become 
inoperative, because the Legislature has refused to pass the bill 
we asked for. 

Voted, That for the purpose of constructing the main sewer 
laid out by the Selectmen, and duly accepted by this town, and 
for paying land damages, the Treasurer is hereby authorized and 
directed, with the advice and consent of the Selectmen, to borrow 
not exceeding $125,000, from time to time, as needed by them, 
and to issue therefor the bonds of this town, to be called sewer 
bonds, to be made payable in twenty years from date of the 
bonds, bearing interest not exceeding six per cent. per annum, 
payable half yearly; and the sum of $7,500 is hereby appropri- 
ated to be raised by taxation this year, to pay the interest on the 
bonds so to be issued; and the sum of $3,600 is hereby appro- 
priated to be added to the sinking-fund appropriation, to be also 
raised by taxation this year and each succeeding year, until the 
final payment of the bonds thus authorized to be issued. If, 
however, the money shall be borrowed at five per cent. or a less 
rate of interest, the amount to be raised for payment of interest 
shall be proportionally reduced. 


ARTICLE VI. 


The Trustees of Walnut-Hills Cemetery offer the following vote 
for the action of the town: — 


Voted, That there be paid to the Town Clerk for his services as 
Clerk of the Trustees, for the last two years, the sum of $400, and 
that his salary for the next year be $150. 


ARTICLES VII. AND VIII. 
The Selectmen advise the passage of the following vote : — 


Voted, That the subject-matter of these two articles be referred 
to a special committee of to consider and report at the 
adjourned or some future meeting.

In reference to the subject matter of this article, the Chairman of 
the School Committee writes to us under date Feb. 19, 1877: — 

‘Our present accommodation at the Ward school is entirely in- 
sufficient, and the building will not contain the number which will 
probably apply for admission this spring ;’’ and we recommend the 
passage of the same vote as under Articles VII. and VIII. 


ARTICLE XI. 


We think there is a person in town eminently qualified to give us 
valuable advice and assistance in reference to the care of the trees 
in our streets, and in reference to setting out trees where none now 
are growing, and we recommend the passage of this vote.

The City of Boston has come to the conclusion that Longwood 
bridge cannot be advantageously repaired any more. Their side of 
the bridge is believed to be in a poorer condition than ours. 

Their engineers have. made two plans for iron bridges, and we 
recommend the passage of this vote : — 

Voted, That a. Special Committee of be appointed. to 
examine carefully the condition of Longwood bridge, and determine 
whether or not, in their judgment, it can be judiciously repaired. 
If they shall determine that it can be repaired, they are to report the 
probable cost of such repairs at the adjourned or some future meeting. 

If, however, they shall think that it is unwise to spend any more 
money in repairing the bridge, they are directed to examine the 
schemes for a bridge prepared by the Boston engineers, and to report 
to the town whether in their opinion it is expedient for us to adopt 
either of them ; and, if neither, then what plan we had better adopt, 
and the probable cost of the work. 





ARTICLE XV. 


This article relates to a proposed road to run from Emerald street 
along the south side the railroad track to the street leading to the 
station from the foot of Boylston street. 

The subject has been so recently brought before us, anata we have 
had so little information given to us in reference to the probable cost 
of the improvement, or whether the railroad corporation desires it or 
not, that we have no advice to offer. We will only suggest that 
the jurisdiction in reference to laying out of town ways is vested by 
law in the Selectmen, and though the town may, if it sees fit, advise 
the Selectmen in the performance of their duties, it can only accept 
or reject a road after it has been laid out, and the town should. bear 
in mind constantly, and for several years to come, that no expense 
which is not really necessary should be incurred, if we wish to avoid 
largely increased taxation.

AUDITORS’ REPORT 


OF THE 


TOWN OF BROOKLINE 


FOR THE 


YEAR ENDING FEB. 1, 1877. 
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AUDITORS’ REPORT. 


THE first record which we find of the choice by this town 
of a committee to examine accounts is under date of March. 
21, 1715; the next, March 6, 1721. From that time the 
records show that the town, at the annual meetings for 
choice of its officers, usually chose three persons to examine 
the town treasurer’s and school treasurer’s accounts, and to 
make report of the same. In the record of the annual March 
meeting, 1792, this committee are first called Auditors of 
Accounts, but for many years subsequent they retained the 
original name of Committee. | 

The duties of the Auditing Committee in the early history 
of the town were probably not arduous, when almost every 
voter in town knew almost every person who received money 
from the town, and how much, and for what it was paid; 
and when the Treasurer could at the end of the year give 
from recollection the amount and particulars of the. town’s 
charges as nearly as he could the amount and character of 
his annual household expenses. 

Forty years ago the Auditing Committee reported that the 
whole amount of tax committed to the Treasurer to collect in 
1836 was $3,614.80;' and adding the balance in his hands at 
the last audit, $201.93, and arrears of taxes and some other 
items, he was held accountable for the gross sum of $3,805.01. 
He was credited with having paid out $3,104.70 for all the 
expenses of the town, including county tax, leaving a balance 
due the town of $700.81. The Committee recommended ap- 


1 Including the bank tax collected by the State, the taxes paid in Brookline last 
year were more than a hundred-fold those paid forty years ago. 


a 
propriations to cover’ all expenses for that year (18387), 
amounting to $3,320, and to cover unforeseen outlays enough 
more to make the gross sum of $3,500, (See Muddy River 
and Brookline Records, pp. 630, 631.) 

At that time the number of inhabitants of the town was 
about 1,200, or more than one-sixth of the present number, 
and the tax per capita was less than three dollars on each 
inhabitant, and the town owed no debt. 

The following statement exhibits a comparison of the year 
1837 with the four succeeding decades. As no census was 
taken in the designated years, the population is estimated from 
the State census taken two years before, and the United 
States census taken three years after, each date in the table 
except the last.

The table appended to the report of the assessors shows 
for each year the principal statistics embraced in the above, 
together with the valuation and the nominal rate of taxation, 
which till within the last twenty years never reached $5 on 
the $1,000; but, as until 1875 five per cent discount was 
allowed to all who paid their taxes promptly, the actual rate 
on $1,000 paid for the last eight years has been, in 
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The above tables, and those of the assessors already 
referred to, show that a more careful and methodical system 
of keeping the accounts of the town than formerly has 
become extremely necessary, if not indispensable. 

The statutes do not define the specific duties of Auditors 
except in a few particulars. Their title implies that in 
general they are to examine carefully all the receipts and 
expenditures of money of the town by officers, committees, 
or others, collecting, paying, or receiving it, during the finan- 
cial year, and to report the result to the town. ‘The follow- 
ing by-law of the town, approved by the court, April term, 
1874, defines a part of their duties : — 


BY-LAW CONCERNING APPROPRIATIONS. 


‘“« Tt shall be the duty of the Auditors’ to prepare and print 
in the annual town report a table of estimates of all the 
regular appropriations proposed to be made at the annual 
meeting. In order that they may make such a table, each 
Board or Standing Committee shall make out an estimate for 
each respective regular appropriation needed, and cause the 
same to be handed to the Auditors in writing in season for 
such publication, with the reasons therefor.” 

In accordance with this by-law the Committee submit 
estimates for the ordinary expenses of the year ending 
Feb. 1, 1878, which will be found in Appendix A. 

By vote of the town passed Dec. 12, 1876, ** the Auditors 
are hereby instructed to report in print at the Annual Meet- 
ing, what changes in the manner of keeping accounts (if any) 
they consider judicious, and what additional assistance or 
compensation (if any) the Treasurer, in their judgment, ought 
to receive, that the town may then consider and act upon 
the subject advisedly.” 

Under these instructions we recommend that a cash-book 
or journal be carefully kept, in which entries shall be made 
each day of the money collected, from whom received, and 
on what account, and similar entries of every payment made 
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by the Treasurer, showing when and to whom and for what 
the money has been paid; that these entries be posted as 
often at least as once a week, and a balance-sheet made up 
each month, showing the amount of cash on hand, or 
deposited to the credit of the town, at the beginning of the 
first day of each month; that all money spent during each 
month shall at the end thereof be posted under the head of 
the appropriation to which it is chargeable; and that all 
_ officers, boards, committees, or others, intrusted with the 
disbursement of the money, or authorized to incur bills on 
account of the town, be seasonably notified by the Treasurer, 
of the balance of the account against which they are author- 
ized to draw, to the end that no debt shall be contracted in 
excess of funds provided for its payment. 

The Auditors do not consider that under the vote of the 
town, they are charged with the duty of suggesting the 
details of the method of book-keeping, by which these results 
are to be obtained; but that they should be attained so that 
any officer or tax-payer of the town may at all reasonable 
times, obtain from the Treasurer or his books, the information 
which books properly so kept would give, seems unquestion- 
able. And, in the discharge of the duties we are charged 
with, we must say, that, without impeaching the painstaking 
care and honesty of purpose shown in the management of 
the Treasurer’s department, his books and accounts for the 
last year, which it has been our duty to audit, and so far as 
we have seen for some years previous, have not met the 
conditions herein recommended ; and for this reason we have 
thought it proper to state what otherwise to most business 
men would seem trite, elementary, and commonplace max- 
ims of keeping accounts. 

For the information of tax-payers we have in the appendix 
“B” submitted a table showing, as nearly as we could ascer- 
tain from the books of the Treasurer and from the town 
records, a detailed statement of the present debt of the 
town, the object for which it was incurred, the time when it 
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will be payable, and the date of the votes authorizing the 
contracting of the debt. We have also in the appendix 
“C” submitted a table showing the names of parties to 
whom payments in excess of $10 have been made for labor 
and teams. The items of payments (in the aggregate 
frequently exceeding $20,000 per annum) to persons whose 
names are borne on the pay-roll, have not heretofore been 
printed in the Annual Report, though in some towns the 
by-laws or custom require the names of every person, to 
whom the town has paid money, to appear in the printed 
annual report: for instance, the town (now city) of Newton 
has required it, though a suggestion has been made by the 
auditor that those receiving only a small sum (less than $5) 
might be omitted. The table we present may be in some 
particulars inaccurate, as it has been somewhat hastily pre- 
pared from the pay-roll kept by the Superintendent of Streets, 
whose other duties he said would prevent his making up the 
table accurately in the time that was left, when called upon 
by the auditors for it. He however said, that, if he had had 
charge of the making-up of the pay-roll from the commence- 
ment of the year, it would have been easier to do it, and 
that hereafter, by making up the accounts weekly, he could 
easily furnish the statement we requested. We recommend 
that the Superintendent of Streets be required for the current 
financial year to keep a book containing the amount paid to 
each person whose name is on his pay-roll, and that in his 
annual report the names of all persons on his pay-roll who 
have received more than $10, and the sums paid, be printed. 
In the table ** C”’ submitted herewith, no account has been 
made of the amount paid to persons whose names are on the 
pay-roll of the Superintendent of the Walnut Hill Cemetery 
for labor there. In this connection the attention of the 
Auditors has been called to the fact that not one-tenth of the 
receipts for payments on the pay-roll are in the handwriting 
of the person receiving the money: even the ++ mark gener- 
ally in pencil, opposite the figures showing the amount due 
and paid each one, is very seldom attested by any witness. 
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In examining the accounts and vouchers for payments, sev- 
eral items have attracted the notice of the Auditors as deserv- 
ing more attention on the part of the tax-payers than they 
have heretofore received. We think we ought to call atten- 
tion particularly to the charges for advertising and printing ; 
the last two items exceeding $3,000 are principally for print- 
ing the Annual Report, and reports of committees authorized 
or directed by votes of the town to report in print. These 
reports are nowhere filed or preserved among the archives of 
the town. They are printed by different printers, frequently 
without any agreement as to the price, and they vary in style 
of paper, type, and binding. 

We recommend that the Selectmen be authorized to make 
a contract for furnishing stationery, and doing all the print- 
ing of the town, in a uniform manner, so far as the matter 
will allow, and that all reports or other matters authorized to 
be printed, be submitted to them before they are printed, 
in order to secure uniformity and economy; that ten copies 
of each be carefully preserved, and at the end of the year 
be bound up, and two copies placed in the Public Library, 
two in the Selectmen’s office, two in the Town Clerk’s 
office, and one each in the office of the Treasurer, Assessors, 
School Committee, and Board of Health, there to remain for 
future use and reference. 

The amendment to the Water Commissioners’ ordinance, 
established April 27, 1874, by vote of town, says, ‘“* The 
treasurer shall keep a separate set of accounts of the cost of 
the Brookline Water-Works in special books established for 
the purpose.” 

And by the same ordinance the Water Commissioners were 
authorized to ‘‘make such an appropriation from the funds 
raised for the cost of the water-works, as may be needed to 
pay for the clerical assistance required by the Treasurer for 
the purpose of keeping such separate accounts.” 

An appropriation of $250 was accordingly made and ex- 
pended for the purpose, and books were procured and opened 
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(‘* established ’’) for keeping the water accounts; but the 
entry of the accounts in them was discontinued more than a 
year ago. 

A suggestion has since been made by the Water Board, that 
the water account should be credited with $3,500 for water 
used in sprinkling the streets, and for hydrants which might 
be used in case of fires near enough to them to allow of their 
use, and that this sum be charged to the town for such 
actual or possible use. 

In trying to get at some principle by which to make up the 
water account, so as to place to its credit the largest amount 
that would be fairly possible, the suggestion seems to stop 
short of its logical conclusion. This if carried out would 
apply to the water used by the schools, at the police-station, 
town-hall, engine-house, town-stables, and by the town’s poor ; 
and, unless the appropriations for these objects are increased 
by the sum charged to them for water, there will be nothing 
with which to pay it. 

But charging the water or its use to the town, or to other 
appropriations, and crediting the water account with it, does 
not dispose of the difficulty. For who is to pay these charges ? 
Of course, as there is no fund otherwise provided, they go 
into the general tax list, and have to be paid by the tax-pay- 
ers, by those who can use the water and do use it, by those 
who can use it but do not, and by those who do not and can 
not use it, whether residents or non-residents. 

Most cities and towns which have established water-works 
for the supply of their inhabitants keep water accounts dis- 
tinct from their other financial affairs, as required by our 
water ordinance above referred to. The suggestion of our 
Water Board probably was made from a desire to conform 
our water accounts to those of other towns. 

If this suggestion and the vote of the town is carried into 
effect, it will show that we are now paying in addition to the 
annual charges for maintenance (which exceed the annual 
receipts from water rates) a further sum of $34,230 for 
interest on the water debt. 
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In the Appendix D will be found a table showing the pres- 
ent cost of our water-works. 

If the water account is credited with $3,500, that sum 
might be set off against interest so far as it will go, still leav- 
ing a balance of $30,700 annual interest, which equally with 
the charge of $3,500 would have to be raised by taxation; 
and the Auditors have failed to find any method of book- 
keeping which would present to the tax-payers either relief 
or comfort from this share of the burdens of their taxes, un- 
less those who derive the benefit should be made to bear 
a larger proportion than they now do of the burden, and so 
far relieve those who derive no benefit from the water-works. 

They recommend that the most rigid economy consistent 
with the efficiency of its administration be exercised by those 
having charge of the water-works, at least until the yearly 
income exceeds the annual cost of maintenance. 

Whether therefore the town desires to follow the practice 
of other places, and keep a separate water account, is for it to 
determine. ©The Treasurer has not done it, and by his man- 
ner of keeping accounts it is impossible for him to doit. At 
the present time, when the dollar of accounts is worth twice 
and two-thirds its lowest value during the Rebellion, we are 
of the opinion that the salary ($2,500) of late years paid to the 
Collector and Treasurer is sufficient compensation for a prompt 
and efficient discharge of the duties of his office, including 
that of keeping his books of accounts properly. It seems to 
us, they should show not only the amount of taxes assessed 
the previous May, which remain unabated and uncollected at 
the end of the financial year, but also the amount unabated 
and uncollected of the taxes assessed in each of the previous 
five years; and that the Treasurer in his Annual Reports 
should render a statement of these arrears of taxes. 

Such a statement, made out by the Auditors, will be seen 
in the following —

When the Treasurer opens an account with the Collector 
as he should, and keeps a proper separate account with 
the water-works as before referred to, and accounts of 
the trust funds held by the town for the uses of the 
trusts, and especially if a new account is to be opened in 
the Treasurer’s office for the cost of the new main sewer, 
the services of an experienced book-keeper should be secured 
to the town; and the Auditors recommend that the salary of 
the Treasurer and Collector for the current year be $2,100, 
and that the further sum of $400 be appropriated to secure 
the services of a book-keeper or clerk who shall assist the 
Treasurer in keeping the books of his office as heretofore 
recommended ; that such books be opened immediately upon 
the entry of the Treasurer on the duties of his office after his

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election ; and that neglect or failure so to do be immediately 
reported by the Auditors to the Selectmen, who shall there- 
upon, if just cause appears, appoint a book-keeper or clerk to 
the Treasurer for the purpose above stated, who shall receive, 
out of the $400, such compensation as the Selectmen allow. 

Among the charges to the appropriation for schools, 
appears an item of $100 for salary of the chairman of the 
financial committee of the School Board. As this committee 
draw directly on the town treasurer for payment of all bills 
contracted by them, the necessity or propriety of paying a 
separate salary to this officer of the School Board is not 
apparent. 

The old records of the town constantly mention the 
examining of the school treasurer’s accounts. The necessity 
of a school treasurer, whose accounts were to be examined, 
grew out of the old manner of raising the tax for the school- 
houses and maintenance of schools, under the school district 
organization, when the school tax was levied and collected 
by officers of the district acting in a corporate capacity inde- 
pendent of the town organization. 

Another reason once existing for having a financial officer 
of the schools arose from the fact that money was bequeathed 
to the town for the use of the schools by Edward Devotion, 
by his will dated June 14, 1743. 

This money received under this will is mentioned in the 
following receipt: 


“We the subscribers, a committee of the town of Brookline in the county 
of Suffolk, to take care of and let out at interest the money given by 
Edward Devotion as a legacy for the use of a school in said town, have 
received of Jere. Gridley, Henry Sewall, Robert Sharp, and Thomas Aspin- 
wall, attorneys of Mary Gatcomb, executrix of said Devotion’s will, three 
hundred and eight half Johannes of full weight for the purposes of said 
legacy. |

It does not appear that either the trustees of this fund, or 
the school treasurer, received any salary for their services. 

As no reference is made to this fund or its income in any 
of the accounts submitted to the auditors for examination, it 
seems to have been lost sight of, and the auditors respectfully 
suggest that the attention of the finance committee of the 
school committee for the current year be directed to the 
history of this fund and its restoration. 

And in this connection it may be proper to call the atten- 
tion of the town to the present condition of the Warren Tree 
Fund, and the legacy of the late Martin L. Hall to the town 
for the maintenance of, the Public Library. 

While these funds are now in the hands of gentlemen who 
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are entitled to the utmost confidence of the town, that the 
funds will be held and the income applied according to the 
wills of the donors, and it is considered that they have had 
to take charge of these legacies for the time being and until 
the town should make some permanent arrangement, it seems 
proper that provision should now be made by which the pres- 
ent custodians of these funds may be relieved of a responsi- 
bility they did not seek, and -that the permanent security of 
these funds should be guaranteed for the future, when they 
may pass into other hands. | 

In this report the Auditors have attempted to present a 
correct exhibit of the financial condition of the town. In 
their estimates for the Walnut Hill Cemetery they recom- 
mend the balance on hand of the five thousand dollars trans- 
ferred by vote of the town from last year’s appropriation for 
the new sewer. The report of the trustees of that cemetery 
will probably contain full information in regard to the amount, 
and disposition of the funds received for sales of lots. The 
Treasurer keeps that cemetery account separate from the 
other accounts of the town. 

Bearing in mind that the assessors’ valuation has fallen off 
nearly two and a half millions within four years, and that 
the valuation of real estate is still thought by many to be 
higher than it ought, the Auditors, as will be seen, have made 
lower estimates of appropriations for some objects than the 
amount expended for the same last year. In recommending 
these reductions they have only followed the example of 
many of the cities and towns of the State. | 

They estimate for the new sewer, the same amount (thirty 
thousand dollars) raised last year, and recommend a re-appro- 
priation of the sum then raised, less the ten thousand dollars 
transferred to other uses. This would give fifty thousand 
dollars for the new sewer without increasing our debt. 

When it is considered that no other town in the State has 
a debt so large as Brookline now has, it certainly seems 
desirable not to increase it except in cases of extreme urgen- 
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ey; and, if it should become necessary to resort to borrowing 
for sewer-construction, we recommend that the loans be made 
for such times only as will allow of their speedy extinction, 
and that an annual tax of thirty thousand dollars at least, 
for sewer-construction and the payment of the sewer-debt, 
be levied till our sewers are paid for, or at all events till the 
receipts from entry of sewers shall equal the cost of maintain- 
ing and extending them. The receipts on account of enter- 
ing sewers for the last seven years have not been sufficient 
to pay one-tenth of the interest on the cost of the sewers 
built with money borrowed in 1869-70, and still unpaid. 
Whether this town, in achieving its notoriety as the largest 
debtor town in the State, either led or followed other towns 
in the same direction, till the legislature imposed restrictions 
upon the increasing tendency of both cities and towns to run 
in debt, and whether or not it acted wisely in so doing, — 
we leave to the careful deliberation of those who vote and 
those who pay for the outlays. 

The undersigned have to acknowledge some valuable sug- 
gestions of Mr. D. H. Rogers, in regard to the method of 
arranging the accounts in the books kept by them; and regret 
that the press of his other engagements compelled him to 
decline to accept the office of Auditor, to which he was 
chosen at the last Annual Meeting, and thus deprived the 
town of the benefit which his long experience in public 
accounts would have afforded.

REPORT. 


The members of the Board of Health met for organization on 
March 24, 1876, since which time they have held forty- Organiza _ 
two meetings, and have given four public hearings. Board. 

At the town meeting held on March 20, 1876, the petition of 
_ Edward O’Hallaron and others for the abatement of a petition of 
- nuisance caused by wet lands on the westerly side of ahaa 
Brookline avenue, between Emerald and Pearl streets, 224 others. 
was referred to this Board. A public hearing was held and after 
due consideration of the case the Board concluded that it was 
inexpedient for the town to fill up the lands. No report was 
made on this subject as the town meeting was adjourned before 
a conclusion had been reached by the Board. 

The By-laws relating to public health adopted by the town April 
21,1876 and approved by a Justice of the Superior 
Court May 27, 1876, were printed in pamphlet form sate tn 
with a digest of the Statutes on the same subject and Pealth. 
placed at the Police Station for distribution. 

Section 19 of the By-laws relating to health, prohibits any per- 
son ‘*‘ from removiny or carrying in, or through, any of Pewee. 
the streets, etc., within the town any house dirt or ee 
house offal, etc., unless each person so removing or carry- } 
ing the same and the mode in which the same may be removed or 
carried shall have been expressly licensed by the Board of Health 
etc.”” Objections to the contract which had been in force were 
found in the fact that foecai excrement was removed only between 
the hours of 9 Pp. M., and sunrise and in a cart which was neither 
stench-tight nor water-tight. The danger to the public health and 
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comfort was so great and the evils so apparent thatthe Board consid- 
ered achange necessary. Accordingly acontract was made with Mr. 
Varney representing the Odorless Excavating Company, providing 
that he should call twice or three times a week at the Police Sta- 
tion and give immediate attention to the orders which should be 
sent in for the cleaning of cesspits and vaults; that he should 
empty all vaults where practicable with the excavating apparatus 
only and remove the contents in air-tight tanks in such manner as 
not to © Tensive and that he should charge only six dollars per 
load co” > > Jeet, and that where he could not use this appara- 
tus he «) ii empty vantis eply at night. The method pursued 
under this ty*'@m new in use in Bostien,and other cities is by this 
time so familiar to wu this town @hat it is unnecessary 
here to. enter into a detalicu on of 1t8 Operation.

and the third was that the charges for fractions of a load were . 
just. Mr. Varney was called to an account and satisfied our Board 
in regard to the first two complaints, and the complainants of the 
third charge were given a hearing—which resulted in an agree- 
ment on the part of Mr. Varney to modify his contract so that he 
should after January 10, 1877, charge only four dollars for 
emptying with the odorless apparatus vaults of a less capacity 
than 40 cubic feet and that he would waive all authority to prose- 
cute persons desiring to empty vaults on their own premises pro- 
vided they acted under a written permit from the Board of 
Health. 

These terms are much better than those secured by the city of 
Boston, where citizens are obliged to pay eight dollars, and dur- 
ing the summer seven dollars per load, for excavating by the same 
company. Our contract with Mr. Varney obliges him to purify 
vaults and cesspits which he has cleaned with some disinfectant 
approved by this Board. ‘To render assistance to citizens in no- 
tifying the contractor to empty vaults and cesspits, the Board 


furnishes printed blanks and has placed iron order boxes at the’ 


junction of Walnut and Warren streets, and at the Brookline, 
Longwood and Chapel stations. The police patrols are directed 
to remove these orders and convey them to the Police Station.

Kighty-seven orders representing about one hundred and sixty 
loads have been réceived between April 1, 1876 and January 31, 1877. 

On June 27th, Dr. G. K. Sabine was appointed phy- eee 
sician to the Board. Board. 

Among the first proceedings of the Board, measures were taken 
to stop the pollution of the running streams in the 5 jitionoe 
town and wherever they were already in a filthy condi- running 
tion, steps were taken to have them cleaned. 

Considerable time and attention was paid to this subject. Sev- 
eral nuisances caused by wet lands and stagnant water 
were abated. A swampy hole on the easterly side of 
Brookline avenue on the estate of the House of the Good Shepherd 
was filled by dumping therein the town ashes, collected from May 
20th to September “1st, at an estimated expense to the town of 
$326.75. An assessment of $50 was levied on the institution 
the bill being referred to the Town Treasurer for collection. 

Certain owners of real estate on the easterly side of Brookline 
avenue, and on the Kimball farm have filled up wet lands, some 
purchasing ashes for that purpose from the town. 

In the month of July a petition was received from Samuel 
Thompson and others for filling up the pondonthe |, . ua. 
northerly side of the Brookline Branch Railroad, near Longwood 
Longwood Station, and on August Ist, a hearing was held a 
at the Town Hall, after which it was voted that said pond was a 
nuisance and injurious to the public health and should be abated. 
The Boston and Albany Railroad have duly completed their por- 
tion of the filling necessary to accomplish the object. 

On the first of July the contract between Francis Mealey and the 
past Board of Selectmen for the removal of house offal po oval of 
for one year at $450 per year having expired, our Board house offal. 
advertised for bids for a new contract which was awarded to him at 
the rate of $200 per year, said contract to extend till May, 1877. 

Several meetings have been held during the year with the Se- 
lectmen at their invitation to discuss the plan now 
accepted by the town for a system of sewers. 

The Board realizing the importance of a thorough and as nearly 
as possible correct registration of deaths in the town, as oop 
furnishing data from which information might be drawn on 
as to the existence of diseases and their causes, voted 
that a duplicate certificate of death be furnished by physicians for

‘From the above I can see no reason why both specimens of ice are not perfectly 
good. 

“No. 2 agrees most closely with the specimen last examined by me for you. The 
‘ammonia,’ you may notice, is larger in amount, but this is due to the absorption 
of ammonia from the air, and when not associated with a large amouut of chlorine 
does not indicate any contamination.”’ 

One of the specimens was from the same place as the last one which I examined 
and I can see no reason for suspecting any contamination, whereas the first which 
I examined for you (December 3d,) evidently contained a large amount of organic 
matter.

To the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Brookline : 

GENTLEMEN :—We have the honor to submit our 
Quarterly Report for the Quarter ending April 10, 
77% 

The Town, at its meeting in December, having 
authorized the extension of street mains in Beacon 
street, the Board proceeded to contract with R. D. 
Wood & Co., of Philadelphia, for 1500 feet of six- 
inch iron pipe, at the price of $31.50 per ton, deliv- 
ered in Boston. The price paid in May, 1876, for the 
same size and description of pipe was $35.70 per ton. 

The Town at the same meeting authorized the 
Board to build a dwelling house for the use of the 
Engineer at the Pumping Station, West Roxbury. 
Pursuant to an advertisement, proposals were received 
from various parties, and a contract was made with 
Oliver B. Delano of this town for the erection of 
said house, agreeably to plans and_ specifications 
drawn by Edward S. Philbrick, and the work is 


now in progress. The contract price is $1,874.00. 


The coal at the engine house being nearly 
exhausted, the Board have purchased for the time 
being, until they should make a contract in the 
summer for a year’s supply, an amount of fifty tons, 
at $6.00 per ton, delivered at the coal sheds. 

C. H. Drew, Esq., counsel for the town in the 
suits for land damages incurred in the construction 
of the works, recommended the payment into Court, 
as a tender for the settlement of the claim of Aaron 
D. Weld, the sum of $300.00, and for the settle- 
ment of the claim of Enoch Joy, the sum of $250.00, 
these amounts being the awards made by the 
Commissioners for the construction of the works, 
and the Board drew an order on the Town Treasurer 
for these amounts, and the same has been paid into 
Court. 

The members of the Board elected at the 
annual Town Meeting in March, organized on Thurs- 
day, the 29th day of March, by the choice of Oliver 
Whyte as Chairman. 

Nothing further of any importance has occupied 


the attention of the Board.

To the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Brookline, 


GENTLEMEN:—The Water Board herewith sub- 
mits its fifth Quarterly Report, as required by the 
ordinance establishing the Board. 

At the adjourned annual ‘Town Meeting held in 
April, an appropriation was voted, upon the recom- 
mendation of the Board, for the extension of street 
mains in Auburn, Vernon, High, St. Paul streets, and 
Davis avenue, whereupon we ordered, under date of 
April 14th, 3300 feet of six-inch pipe of R. D. Wood 
& Co., of Philadelphia, at $31.50 per ton, delivered in 
Boston. Also, the special castings necessary for said 
extensions, of the Davis & Farnum Manufacturing 
Co., of Waltham; and the hydrants, gates, and covers 
of the Boston Machine Co., at a considerable reduc- 
tion from last year’s prices. 

The excavations of trenches and re-filling of the 
same for the above-named extensions, and for Beacon 
street, were awarded to Cornelius O’Hearn. ‘The 
laying of the pipes was undertaken by Mr. Forbes, 
the Superintendent of Water Works, and all of the 


work has been satisfactorily completed, except that in 
High street, where, in consequence of meeting a 
rocky ledge, considerable delay has occurred. 

The extensions of 13-inch pipe in Fay place, and 
of 2-inch pipe in rear of Linden place, also voted at 
the before-mentioned Town Meeting, have been per- 
formed by Messrs. Kenrick Brothers. 

In May, proposals were issued for the supply of 
300 tons of coal, to be delivered at the sheds of the 
Pump Works, West Roxbury. ‘The contract was 
taken by Messrs. Howard, Snelling & Co., at $5.45 
per ton, for best broken and screened Lehigh, de- 
livered. 

The house for the Engineer at the Pumping Sta- 
tion has been completed, and is now occupied, paying 
an annual rental of $200.00. ‘The condition of the 
roadway approaching the engine house, and of the 
grounds about the new dwelling, is such that some 
erading will be required, which will be attended to as 
soon as practicable. 

In order to protect and preserve the spare pipes 
and castings deposited in the yard of the Town Stable, 
a picket fence has been constructed about the plat- 
form containing said materials. 

On the line of extensions laid this season, hy- 
drants have been set as follows: one each on Beacon 
and Auburn streets, and Davis avenue.

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REPORT. 


The Auditors for the year, 1877-8, would respectfully remind 
you, that the report of the Auditors of the previous year, urged the 
necessity of a change in the Treasurer’s method of keeping the 
accounts of the town; that said report was referred by the town 
to the present Auditors, who reported that they coincided with 
the views therein expressed, and the report was accepted and the 
votes recommended passed. At an adjourned meeting, a recon- 
sideration was moved and carried, and the subject was referred to 
a committee which failed to report at the next meeting, leaving 
the whole question unsettled. Although thus left somewhat in 
@loubt as to the wishes of the town. we felt that there could be no 
doubt as to our duty, to attempt to induce the Treasurer and Col- 
lector to keep his books upon a proper system, so that he would 
be able, when required, to give by trial balance, a clear and cor- 
rect statement of the financial condition of the several departments 
of the town; but we regret to say that the Treasurer seemed disin- 
clined to make any material change, although we tried to explain, 
and offered any assistance that he might need. We were therefore 
reluctantly obliged to abandon the much needed reform, even 
after anew set of books had been procured. 

When asked if his cash balances, the Treasurer’s answer is in- 
varibly, ** It about balances.” 

Without the ordinary check of a daily cash balance, even with 
very correct accountants, the liability of omitting to make entries, 
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or to mark ‘‘taxes paid,” is very great, and the cash might be 
“over” or ‘* short,” many hundreds of dollars, without any check 

whatever, and at the end of the year, the Treasurer only has to pro- 

duce the amount of cash, to correspond with the balance his report 
calls for, however incorrect. 

Until oie the first of February of this year, the Treasurer’s 
cash-book was not footed in ink, and a balance has not been struck 
since the opening of his books, so that the state of the cash can- 
not be learned from his figures, for any intermediate time. 

It is in consequence of this loose manner of keeping his cash 
account, that an estate was sold by the Collector, for non-payment 
of taxes, and the deed passed and recorded, when the owner held 
the Collector’s receipted tax-bill. Another tax-payer did not get 
credit for the amount of his taxes which were paid last October, 
_ and consequently he was reported in the list of delinquent tax- 
payers, and the receipts of taxes as stated by the Treasurer are 
not what they should be. Again, a credit of interest on deposits, 
by the National Market Bank of Brighton, made last April, did 
not appear in the cash-book, and has only just been added. 

In view of the long and faithful services of the Treasurer, and 
of his merited high standing in all his various relations to the 
town, it is a painful duty to state these facts, and we do it with no 
feeling of enmity towards him, but only to show more plainly some 
of the evils of his want of system. 

There is evidence of patient and faithful labor in the care of 
the money affairs of the town, and in the accounts as they appear 
upon his books, perhaps twice the labor that a good system would 
require, but the magnitude of the present financial operations of 
the Town of Brookline demands a knowledge of accounts, the 
necessity and importance of which the Treasurer fails to appre- 
ciate. 

The Auditors have devoted very many hours to the examination 
of the books of the Treasurer, which has been rendered much 
more laborious and unsatisfactory by the unsystematic manner in 
which they are kept, but can report that they have examined the - 
receipts amounting to $504,993, from sales of bonds, collection of 
taxes, and miscellaneous sources, which with $47,500.25, amount 
on hand, Feb. 1, 1877, gives a total of $552,493.25, and appear 
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to be in accordance with the requisite sum so far as there are cor- 
responding data. The payments as credited by him in cash 
amounting to $502,451.52, have their corresponding vouchers and 
warrants, although the latter are not in all cases properly endorsed, 
and in some not endorsed at all, by the payees, the Treasurer saying 
that he assumes the risk, rather than obtain the proper endorse- 
ments.

We think the old plan of publishing a list of delinquent tax- 
payers in the annual reports, a very good one, and would recom- 
mend the town’s consideration of a return to it. 

The town debt has been decreased during the past year by pay- 
ment of notes falling due, amounting to $25,000, and increased 
by amount of sewer bonds issued -$125,000, and now stands at 
$1,468,350.. Deducting the amount in the Sinking Fund, will give 
the net debt, $1,366,700.

As tlie financial year of the town is from Feb. 1 to Jan. 31, 
inclusive, while that of the Water Board is from Jan. 1 to Dec. 
31, inclusive, a discrepancy will be observed in the reports of the 
Water Registrar and Town Treasurer. 

The amount stated as received from water rates for 1877 
($9,059.45), agrees with certain payments by the Water Regis- 
trar, but does not show the revenue from water, for the financial 
year of the town, inasmuch as the Treasurer received on Feb. 6, 
1877, $416.23 belonging to the year 1877, which amount was credit- 
ed in his accounts for 1876. Then again, the Treasurer received 
$2,342 96 of receipts for 1878, and entered them in his account 
for 1877. These irregularities being corrected, the actual receipts 
for 1877 will be found to be $7,132.72. 

‘We have also examined the Treasurer’s accounts with the Trus- 
tees of Walnut Hills Cemetery, and Warren Tree Fund, and find 
his payments supported by vouchers, and his cash on hand as re- 
ported by him. 

At the last town meeting it wa 
Voted, 

«That the Treasurer be authorized to issue the note of the town, signed by the 
Treasurer and countersigned by the Selectmen, for the sum of $2,280.65, at five 
per cent. interest, payable annually: said note to be held in the Town Treasury as 
security for the Edward Devotion School Fund, the interest to be raised annually 
by taxation, and to be appropriated towards defraying expenses of schools.’’ 

No action has been taken towards carrying out this vote; but 
we have added the interest required by said vote for two years, to 
amount of appropriation for interest on town debt, recommended 
by the Selectmen. When issued, the town debt will be increased 
by amount of said note.

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It will be seen that the expenditures on account of Fire Depart- 
ment and the Poor have exceeded the appropriations to a small 
extent—the former $74.57, and the latter $230.28. 

The appropriation for the poor we have reduced from $6,000— 
the Selectmen’s estimate—to $5,000, feeling that that sum should 
be amply sufficient. : 

The Selectmen omitted any sppropriation for watering streets, 
but we have suggested the same amount appropriated for last year, 
$6,000, as we consider it a judicious expenditure of money, and in 
the way of true economy, lessening as we think the cost of repairs 
to Highways. 

We were in hopes that the Fire Department would have been 
carried on the past year at a much less expense than the previous 
year, in view of the putting the Steam Fire Engine out of commis- 
sion, and the discontinuance of salaries and other expenses of 
same, and the charge of a portion (two-thirds) of the pay of one of 
the drivers to watering streets; but we find that the cost has been 
but about $300 less, although as far as we can see by a com- 
parison of the reports, the miscellaneous expenses of the last are 
$1,900, against $3,400 of the previous year, while the special ex- 
penses of the last have been $5,150.17, against $3,988.47 of the 
previous year. 

It will be noticed that the Auditors have omitted to suggest a 
sum for use of the Fire Department. In the Auditors’ last report 
a reform was urged, involving a reorganization of the Fire De- 
partment, which resulted in the appointment of a committee to 
investigate the whole subject and report to the town. The Auditors 
are of the same opinion now as to the necessity of reduced expendi- 
ture in that Department without detriment to its efficiency, inasmuch 
as we have a thorough and well equipped apparatus, superior build- 
ings and powerful hydrants, with no expense of the steamer, ex- 
cept to keep it from corroding. But we think a committee having 
investigated the systems and their results, of different towns and 
cities, could offer suggestions that the present emergency requires. 

We would respectfully offer the following votes, the passage of 
the first. of which we hope will enable future Auditors, to find less 
occasion for criticism in regard to the accounts of the town. 


Voted, 


That there be appropriated the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars for the 
salary of the Treasurer and Collector, including clerical assistance. That the 
_ Treasurer is hereby instructed to keep in the form and manner that the Auditors 
may direct, a cash-book, journal and ledger (and other minor books they may 
deem necessary), and that any failure or neglect to comply with their instructions, 
be reported by the Auditors to the Selectmen, who shall thereupon, if just cause 
appears, appoint a book-keeper or clerk to the Treasurer, who shall receive out of 
the salary ($2500) appropriated above, such compensation as the Selectmen shall 
allow: and that all officers, boards, committees, or others intrusted with the dis- 
bursement of money, or authorized to incur bills on account of the town, be season- 
ably notified by the Treasurer of the balances of the accounts against which they 
are authorized to draw; to the end that no debt shall be contracted in excess of 
funds appropriated. 


That in order to show the true earnings of the Water Works, 
and the true expenses of the Public Departments using the water, 
it is hereby 
Voted, 


That there shall be credited to water account and charged to the Support of 
Highways : 

For water used in watering streets, for public drinking fountains, watering 
troughs, and town stables. 

To the Fire Department, for each public fire hydrant, and engine-houses. 

T'o support of Schools, and other accounts in the same manner, without being 
deducted from the regular appropriations. 

In our opinion the expenses of the town are still too large, but 
without a far greater expenditure of time, and a more thorough 
revision of every department, we cannot point out just where a 
judicious reduction can be made, and therefore leave it for the 
serious consideration of the citizens, whether the affairs of the 
town cannot be carried on efficiently, and yet at a reduced 
cost.

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AT the adjourned Annual Meeting of the inhabitants of the 
Town of Brookline, held on Tuesday, the tenth day of April, 
1877, the following Reports were presented, accepted by the 
meeting, and ordered to be printed for the use of the 
inhabitants. 


AUDITORS’ REPORT. 


The Auditors for 1877, to whom was referred the Report 
of the Auditors for 1876, would report, that having given 
much deliberation to the several matters contained therein, 
they concur in the general features of said Report, and in 
accordance therewith, recommend the following votes for the 
action of the meeting. The appropriations for the coming 
year have been carefully revised, and will be found upon 
the printed sheet which has been distributed.* It was the 
aim of the Auditors of 1876, to reduce, as far as practicable, 
the expenses of the town, without impairing the efficiency 
of the various Officers’ Boards; and the present Auditors 
have kept the same end in view, and although differing in 
some particulars, have substantially agreed with the former 
Report. 


Voted, ‘That there be appropriated the sum of T'wenty- 
five Hundred Dollars for the salary of the Treasurer and 
Collector, including clerical assistance. That the Treasurer 
is hereby instructed to keep in the form and’ manner that 
the Auditors may direct, a Cash-book, Journal, and Ledger,

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(and other minor books they may deem necessary, ) and that 
any failure or neglect to comply with their instructions, be 
reported by the Auditors to the Selectmen, who shall 
thereupon, if just cause appears, appoint a book-keeper or 
clerk to the Treasurer, who shall receive out of the salary 
($2500) appropriated above, such compensation as the 
Selectmen shall allow —and that all officers, boards, com- 
mittees, or others intrusted with the disbursement of money, 
or authorized to incur bills on account of the Town, be 
seasonably notified by the Treasurer of the balances of the 
accounts against which they are authorized to draw, to the 
end that no debt shall be contracted in excess of funds 
appropriated. 


Voted, ‘That the Superintendent of Streets, and all other 
boards, committees, or agents of the Town employing persons 
for the Town, whose names are entered on pay-rolls, be 
required to render to the Treasurer, in addition to the 
pay-rolls, a monthly list of the names of said employees 
with the total amounts paid to each person during the 
month, and that the Treasurer enter the same in his books, 
and at the end of the year, report to the Town the names 
of all such persons; and the amount so paid to each, when 
the sum so paid during the year exceeds ($10.00) ten dollars. 


Voted, ‘That so much of the Auditors’ Report as relates 
to Trust funds, be referred to a committee of five, to be 
appointed by the moderator, to report at a future meeting 
what regulations or by-laws should be adopted in regard to 
trust funds held by the Town. 


Voted, ‘That the Selectmen -be authorized to contract for 
all the printing of the Town, and that all Reports or other 
matters authorized to be printed, be submittted to them 
before they are printed, in order to secure uniformity and 
economy: that ten copies of all Reports be carefully pre- 
served, and at the end of the year be bound up,—and two 
copies be placed in the Public Library, two in the Selectmen’s 
office, two in the Town Clerk’s office, and one each in the 
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office of the Treasurer, Assessors, School Committee, and 
Water-board, there to remain for future use and reference. 


Voted, That all sums of money paid for labor by the 
Treasurer, shall be signed for on the pay-rolls, by the person 
to whom said labor is due, or by the person presenting an 
order written in ink from such employee; and if signed by 
his (X) mark, the name shall be written out in full at the 
time of so writing, and properly witnessed. 


Voted, ‘That there be appropriated for temporary use, the 
sum of Two thousand Dollars, for the Fire Department, — it 
appearing to the Auditors that a large retrenchment can be 
made in the expenditures of this department by a radical 
change in its organization, and that a Committee of three 
be appointed by the moderator, who shall take the whole 
matter into consideration and report at the adjourned Town 
meeting.

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LONGWOOD AVENUE BRIDGE. 


THE undersigned were appointed as a Special Committee 
at the ‘Town Meeting on the 27th March last, under the 14th 
Article of the Warrant, and were instructed in the following 
terms, Viz: — 


“To examine carefully the condition of the Longwood 
Bridge, and determine whether or not in their judgment it 
can be judiciously repaired. 


“If they shall determine that it can be repaired, they are 
to report the probable cost of such repairs at the adjourned 
or some future meeting. 


“Tf, however, they shall think that it is unwise to spend 
any more money in repairing the bridge, they are directed to 
examine the schemes for a bridge prepared by the Boston 
Engineers, and to report to the Town whether in their 
opinion it is expedient for us to adopt either of them, and if 
neither, then what plan we had better adopt, and the probable 
cost of the work.” 


Your Committee have attended to these duties, and now 
report :— 


On inspecting the bridge, it was found that the original 
structure, built in 1857, was a pine trestle work, resting on 
piles. It had been repaired in 1870 and in 1874, by encasing 
each of the old timbers with spruce plank on two sides. The 
original timber is quite rotten and unreliable inside, though 
sometimes presenting a fair appearance outside. ‘The casing 
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of spruce plank is too thin to give adequate support to the 
loads to which it is subjected, while the piles, on which the 
whole structure rests, are in some cases entirely decayed near 
the top. 

It was therefore decided that the bridge could not be 
judiciously repaired, and that it is unwise to spend any more 
money in repairing it. The plans prepared by the Boston 
Engineers were then examined, with the estimates accompa- 
nying them. These plans consist of two alternative designs. 
Both show a timber floor 50 feet wide, resting on wrought 
iron girders; one plan for 4 spans resting on 3 piers and 2 
abutments, and one plan for 5 spans on 4 piers and 2 abut- 
ments, of granite. The piers were to be of iron columns, 
resting on stone bases, with pile foundations. The estimated 
cost was $55,352 for 4 spans, and $63,902 for 5 spans. By 
inspection of the printed Reports of the Town, it appears that 
the original bridge was erected in 1857, at a

It is estimated that a new structure, of the same general 
design as the old one, could now be built of a similar width, 
37 feet, but of about double the strength, to provide for the 
increased demands of the travel, at a total cost of $8,000 00

This wooden structure would be equally efficient with the 
iron one except as to width. ‘This extra width could be 
provided at any time at a like cost, proportioned to the 
amount of such increase, 7. e. An extra width of one-third, to 
. make the whole 50 feet instead of 37, would involve an extra 
cost of one-third of the above estimate, besides the cost of 
widening the approach. 

Your Committee do not find any present necessity for such 
increase of width, and think the public travel is amply 
provided for at present with the roadway of 30 feet and one 
sidewalk. 

The Brookline abutment was never, when new, a stable 
piece of work. It yielded considerably during the first year, 
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and has continued to yield slightly since, to the pressure 
behind it. But it is not in a condition to give occasion for 
any immediate anxiety, and possibly may endure for another 
twenty years without repairs. Its faults are radical and do 
not admit of repairs, in any case. 

In view of the above facts, your committee recommend the 
passage of the following vote, viz. 


Voted, ‘That the Selectmen be authorized to build, in 
connection with the City of Boston, a new bridge over 
Muddy River for Longwood Avenue, of wood, and according 
to such plan as may be agreed upon by them and the City 
Government, and that the sum of four thousand dollars is 
hereby appropriated for the purpose of paying the Town’s 
share of its cost.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TRUST FUNDS, 


BROOKLINE, APRIL 18, 1877. 


THE Committee appointed by vote of the Town, at a 
meeting held on Thursday, the tenth day of April, 1877, to 
examine and report upon any Trust Funds held by the Town, 
have attended to the duty assigned, and would respectfully 
Report as follows, to wit : — 


1.—DEVOTION SCHOOL FUND. 


It appears from the records of the Treasurer of the Brook- 
line School Fund, that in the year 1762, a legacy amounting 
to £739 4s 0d was left to the Town of Brookline by Mr. 
Edward Devotion, formerly an inhabitant of said Town. In 
consequence of the failure of paper money in the year 1779, 
the fund was reduced to $2,280.65, which was held by trustees 
chosen by the Town until April Ist, 1844.

At a Town Meeting held that day it was voted: 


“That the residue of the School Fund be called in and 
apphed toward the payment for building the Town Hall,” 
and the Treasurer was instructed so to do. The School Fund 
was thus invested in the Town Hall, and a portion of the 
Hall being used for schools, it was considered, probably, that 
the wishes of the donor were complied with. No part of said 
Hall being now used for schools, your committee would re- 
commend that the Edward Devotion School Fund be replaced 
in the hands of the Town Treasurer, and that the note of the 
Town for $2,280.65 at five per cent. interest, and payable 
in twenty years, be signed by the Treasurer and counter- 
signed by the Selectmen, said note to be held by the Treas- 
urer as security for the fund, interest to be payable annually, 
and to be raised by taxation, and to be appropriated towards 
paying school expenses. 


2—WARREN TREE FUND. 


May 7, 1867, the Town received from the executors of the 
will of the late James Sullivan Warren, Esq., the sum of 
$900, “The income of which is to be expended in planting 
trees along the highways in Brookline;” said fund is in the 
hands of the Treasurer, being invested in United States 
bonds, and so much of the income as has been needed, has 
been expended under the direction of the Selectmen. 


3.—GARDNER FUND. 


January 17, 1871, John L. Gardner, Esq., gave to the 
Trustees of the Brookline Town Library the sum of $10,000, 
to be expended by them as they considered for the best 
interests of the library; free from conditions or restrictions ; 
said money is invested in a mortgage on an estate: bearing 
seven per cent. interest annually, and insured for $12,000 ; 
mortgage and policy both payable to the Trustees and their 
successors, and held by the Treasurer of the Trustees, agree- 
ably to the rules and regulations adopted by the Town. 


4—HALL FUND. 


December 18, 1876, the Town Treasurer received from the 
estate of the late Martin L. Hall, Esq., the sum of $»,000, 
agreeably to article fifteenth of his will, as follows:— “I give 
to the said Town of Brookline five thousand dollars for the 
benefit of its library, to be placed on interest, and such 
interest forever to be applied to the increase of said library, 
by the purchase of books of standard value.” The above 
sum is invested in a mortgage on real estate, at 6 per cent. 
interest, payable annually, and insured for $3,000; mortgage 
and policy payable to the Trustees and their successors, and 
held by the,Treasurer of the Trustees. The above enumer- 
ated complete the entire trust funds of the Town, as known 
to your Committee. 


Your Committee would recommend the following votes for 
the consideration of the Town :— 


Voted, That all trust funds of the Town shall be invested 
in such securities as Savings Banks are by law allowed to 
invest in. 


Voted, That the Treasurer be authorized to issue the note 
of the Town, signed by the Treasurer and countersigned by 
the Selectmen, for the sum of $2,280.65, at five per cent. 
interest, payable annually; said note to be held in the Town 
Treasury as security for the Edward Devotion School Fund, 
the interest to be raised annually by taxation, and to be 
appropriated towards defraying expenses of schools. 


Voted, That the Warren Tree Fund shall be held by the 
Treasurer, the income from the same to be expended by the 
Selectmen, agreeably to terms of bequest.

Voted, That the income only of the funds held by the 
Treasurer of the Library Trustees, shall be expended in the 
purchase of books and other articles gor the benefit of the 
Library, unless otherwise provided in the terms of the gift.

COMMITTEE ON THE FIRE DEPARTMENT, 


THE Committee appointed to consider the expediency of 
“‘making a radical change in the Brookline Fire Department,” 
beg leave to report, that while advising a very considerable 
change in the organization, the time allotted to them for the 
examination of the subject has not been sufficient to enable 
them to consider all the details; their report will therefore 
be confined to general recommendations, to be carried into 
effect, if adopted by the Town, under the supervision and 
control of the Selectmen. 

The first, and one of the most important points to which 
their attention was called, was the want of a By-law under 
which the Selectmen might exercise supervision over the 
construction and protection of buildings with reference to the 
safety of the occupants, and of the firemen in case of fire. 
It is obvious that large and high buildings of brick, of light 
construction, unfurnished with party walls, and with only 
central stairways, may be very dangerous to occupants, 
firemen, and to adjacent lower buildings; and should not be 
permitted to be constructed, or if constructed should not be 
permitted to be used, unless furnished with suitable fire 
escapes, and, if possible, with means of access from the upper 
stories to buildings near by; so that occupants may have a 
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chance of escape, even where it is unsafe to place heavy 
ladders against the walls after the supporting timbers in any 
part of the structure have been consumed. Your Committee, 
. therefore, requested the Committee on the revision of By- 
laws to frame a section to cover this need, and urgently 
advise action thereon by the Town. 

With the further view to the protection of firemen operat- 
ing upon high buildings, your Committee recommend the 
purchase of a “ Bangor Extension Ladder,’ under the appro- 
priation to be made for the current year. 

The next subject to which your Committee gave attention, 
was the protection of the Town Hall, and in view of the 
great difficulty of operating upon a fire in the roof of so high 
a building, constructed as this roof is, they recommend the 
establishment of an iron stand-pipe, ladder, and platforms 
upon the back end of the building, so arranged and fitted 
with hydrants as to give the best protection. From informa- 
tion obtained, they believe the cost will be about $300. In 
this connection, they call the attention of the several parish 
committees of the Town, to the expediency of attaching 
permanent ladders to the roofs of churches. 

Your Committee next examined the fire apparatus of the 
Town, caused a trial of hydrants to be made by one of the 
Hose Companies, and considered the general subject sub- 
mitted to them. 

They find that, with the exception of a very few houses 
upon Corey’s Hill, Boylston, Heath, Clyde and Warren Streets, 
the dwelling houses, all the shops and stores, and a large 
portion of the stables in the Town are within reach of hydrants 
where there is a sufficient head of water to give ample protec- 
tion, provided the service of the hose can be prompt and 
efficient. And so far as the dwellings that cannot be pro- 
tected by hydrants are concerned, they are all too distant 
from the village to expect much protection from the steam 
fire engine. 

In a large portion of the village, still further protection 
may be given by hose attached to hydrants upon the Boston 
water pipes. 
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It follows, that the only use of the steam fire engine ever 
likely to occur, is in the case of a great emergency, and it 
does not appear that since it was purchased, it has ever been 
of any substantial use in saving property from destruction. 
Without presenting some curious figures which have been 
submitted to the Committee, whereby it appears that the sum 
expended on the fire department for the last five years would 
have constituted a high premium for the insurance of every 
building in the town at its assessed valuation, your Com- 
mittee recommend that the steam fire engine shall be 
put out of commission, but retained for the present, as a 
reserve, under conditions for its use in an emergency as here- 
after provided. 

In respect to hose and hose companies, your Committee 
incline to the belief that the apparatus had better be concen- 
trated as it now is, in buildings already constructed, and that 
an efficient body of hosemen, well drilled, should be main- 
tained, rather than to scatter apparatus in different places, to 
be served even in part by volunteer companies; it being 
obvious that the efficiency of the service will depend far 
more upon the fitness and thorough training of the men, than 
upon the number of hose companies. Your Committee there- 
fore incline to the belief that the safety of the Longwood 
and other districts somewhat remote from the village, will be 
better promoted by arrangements being made for giving the 
alarm by telegraph rather than by the establishment of new 
hose companies in such localities, and they find that this 
method will have the merit of being very much cheaper. At 
the same time, it may be good judgment to provide some 
moderate lengths of hose at points distant from the village, 
for which arrangements can doubtless be made at small 
expense, which hose might be of use before the hose compa- 
nies could reach the premises, as there are men in almost all 
parts of the town who have had some experience in its 
adjustment and use. 

Your Committee are also of the opinion, that the expendi- 
tures of the fire department should be under the supervision 
and control of the Selectmen; this will become the more 
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necessary if the general recommendations hereafter made in 
regard to the use of horses shall be adopted. 

In view of the expenditures on fittings of a permanent 
kind, which will become necessary if the substance of this 
report is adopted, your Committee regret that they cannot 
recommend a much smaller appropriation than that of last 
year, but hope that greater economy may become possible 
hereafter. 

They therefore recommend a total appropriation for the 
further establishment of fire apparatus, and for the support of 
the fire department, of $7,000,—of which $2,000 is already 
appropriated, —to be expended under the supervision and 
control of the Selectmen, substantially in accordance with the 
following general plan :— 


First, That the service of hose companies ‘and of hose 
attached to fire hydrants, be considered the main element of 
the fire service. 


Second, That the steam fire engine be put out of com- 
mission, but maintained in good order for service in an 
emergency. 


Third, That the engineer and driver be discharged from 
the special service for which they are now engaged, and that 
no special horses be kept for the special service of the steam 
fire engine; it being assumed that such arrangements can be 
made as will assure some of the horses belonging to the 
Town being available to draw the engine to a fire when 
needed to sustain the hose companies ;—such service as a 
reserve not calling for the very rapid work, either of men or 
horses, that is now assumed to be necessary. 


Fourth, That the Selectmen appoint one chief superinten- 
dent, who shall be qualified to operate the steam fire engine, 
if it is needed, who shall give a large part or the whole of his 
time to attending to the hydrants, hose, telegraph, and other 
apparatus, and be responsible for all being kept in order; 
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such superintendent to be paid a reasonable compensation, to 
be fixed by the Selectmen. 


Fifth, That the Selectmen be authorised to appoint two 
or four assistant superintendents, and such hosemen, firemen, 
and hook and ladder men, as in their judgment may be neces- 
sary, and fix their compensation at such rates as they may 
think warranted by the appropriation, keeping in view the 
need of having two or more men trained in’ the working of 
the steam engine, in an emergency, and selected with regard 
to their usual occupation, so as to be within easy call if that 
engine is needed. 


Sixth, That the Selectmen be authorized to establish 
telegraphic communication for fire alarm with the Longwood 
district, and such other parts of the Town as they may feel 
warranted in doing this year under the appropriation, upon a 
plan which may be hereafter extended. 


Seventh, That the Selectmen be instructed to give such 
further consideration to the subject, as in their judgment may 
be called for, and to submit to the Town at a future meeting 
such further rules and regulations as may be required. 


Members of your Committee happen to have had long 
experience in respect to the protection of large factories and 
warehouses from the danger of fire, and in the direction of 
companies insuring them, and therefore call attention to two 
simple principles, which are apt to be neglected. 

In respect to apparatus, the best will fail unless the men 
who operate it are regularly drilled, and well controlled by 
a single, responsible, efficient head. (In saying this they do 
not wish to be considered as casting any reflection upon the 
present Department, which appears to be well organized and 
under efficient control, on the existing plan.) 

In respect to danger of loss by fire, the best apparatus and 
the most efficient fire department will be of little avail if the 
danger of fire is not considered in the construction of build- 
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ings. In this latter regard they cannot help remarking that 
while safety from danger of fire has been brought to be almost 
a matter of positive science in the construction of factories and 
warehouses immediately connected with them, yet in almost 
all other kinds of construction the simple rules which assure 
the stability, moderate cost, and almost absolute safety of the 
factory, have been utterly neglected. 


Your Committee regret that, although possibly qualified 
in some degree to pass upon the method of protecting single 
buildings, their want of familiarity with the general system 
of fire protection of towns and cities, has prevented their 
being able to perfect a more complete plan for the re-organi- 
zation of the Brookline Fire Department, in the short time 
that has been assigned to them.

THE Committee to which, on the 24th instant, by vote of 
the Annual Town Meeting, was referred the subject of the 
petition of Mr. A. W. Goddard for an abatement of taxes on 
his real estate, respectfully submit the following Report :— 


The taxes, the abatement of which Mr. Goddard seeks to 
obtain, are those for the years 1874 and 1875. 

The facts appear to be as follows: — 

In the assessment as of May 1, 1872, fifty-six and a half ’ 
acres of land, comprising that in respect to which complaint | 
is now made, were valued at $57,000. 

Prior to the next assessment, about forty-seven and a half 
of these acres were sold, and came into the hands of Mr. 
Shackel, Mr. Goddard receiving $6,000 in cash, (later $3,400 
more,) and the rest being secured by a mortgage for $42,000. 
Soon after, as the assessors were informed, second sales of 
small portions of this purchase were made at the rate of $1,600 
per acre. 

Upon information of these facts, the assessors, in 1873, 
valued about forty-two acres, then standing in the name of 
Samuel Shackel, at $60,000, and these taxes were paid by 
said Shackel. 

At the same time the petitioner, Mr. Goddard, having 
taken the above mortgage for $42,000, about that amount was 
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
